2.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Fire  Station

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  reported  on  the  development  of  the  Conceptual  Design  for 
an  artwork  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  the  Fire  Station  at  the  new  Public  Safet} 
Building.  Ms.  Chou  provided  some  background  on  the  artist  selection  process  that  led  to 
the  recommendation  of  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  this  project,  which  the  Commission 
approved  in  June  201 1.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  since  then,  the  artist  team  had  worked  to 
develop  several  proposals  for  the  site  and  three  were  presented  to  the  project  team  for 
review.  Public  Art  staff  recommended  one  proposal  based  on  the  City's  cisterns  system. 
However,  various  members  of  the  project  team  did  not  support  the  idea.  Representatives 
of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD")  were  concerned  that  the  concept  was  too 
obscure  and  not  easily  associated  with  the  SFFD.  Other  members  of  the  project  team, 
including  the  project  architects,  were  concerned  about  the  proposed  location  of  the 
artwork  on  the  fa9ade  of  the  building.  Ms.  Chou  said  that  in  response  to  this  feedback. 
Merge  Conceptual  Design  created  a  new  concept  for  an  artwork  based  on  the  fire  alarm 
boxes  located  around  San  Francisco.  And  while  most  members  of  the  project  team 
preferred  this  proposal,  it  was  not  acceptable  to  the  SFFD.  She  explained  that  after  much 
discussion,  the  SFFD  expressed  their  support  for  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  first 
proposal  based  on  the  cistern  system.  Ms.  Chou  introduced  Claudia  Reisenberger  of 
Merge  Conceptual  Designs  to  explain  the  proposal.

Ms.  Reisenberger  expressed  that  she  and  her  partner  Franka  Diehnelt  had  completed 
extensive  research  for  this  proposal,  including  a  tour  of  the  cisterns  system,  and  studied 
the  Public  Safety  Building  design  to  identify  opportunities.  She  noted  that  the  SFFD  had 
articulated  a  desire  for  the  artwork  to  function  as  an  identifying  marker  for  the  Fire 
Station  which  she  and  Ms.  Diehnelt  considered  in  their  design.  Ms.  Reisenberger 
described  the  proposal,  stating  that  the  goal  was  to  help  identify  the  building  while  telling 
the  story  of  the  City's  ancillary  water  system.  She  explained  that  the  proposal  consisted 
of  two-dimensional,  brick,  circular  forms  that  extended  from  the  fa9ade  of  the  building 
onto  the  ground  plane,  culminating  in  a  sculptural  form  in  front  of  the  building.  Ms.  Chou 
remarked  that  this  proposal  was  shown  to  the  project  team  for  consideration,  many  of 
whom  were  present  to  comment  on  the  design.  She  introduced  Chief  Hayes- White  of  the 
SFFD  and  opened  the  discussion  to  other  members  of  the  project  team. 

Chief  Hayes- White  stated  that  she  thought  the  cisterns  proposal  was  a  great  concept  and 
expressed  her  endorsement  of  the  project.  She  noted  that  the  SFFD  felt  positively  about 
moving  forward  with  this  design. 

Rhab  Boughn,  Firefighter  Paramedic,  SFFFD  stated  that  he  has  been  involved  with  this 
project  since  the  selection  process  and  is  a  strong  advocate  for  the  cisterns  proposal. 

Kelley  Kahn,  Mission  Bay  Project  Manager,  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency 
stated  that  she  was  in  support  of  the  cisterns  proposal.  She  noted  that  she  was  in  favor  of 
the  sculptural  element  as  it  is  a  neighborhood  goal  to  encourage  inhabiting  the  public 
arena.  Ms.  Kahn  said  she  did  not  support  the  design  on  the  fa9ade  of  the  building,  stating 
that  the  architecture  should  be  kept  subtle  and  unadorned. 

Laura  Blake,  Architect,  Mark  Cavagnero  Associates  stated  the  she  was  also  in  favor  of 
the  sculptural  element  of  the  cisterns  proposal  and  thought  it  would  make  a  good  addition 
to  the  building.  She  said  she  was  not  in  favor  of  integrating  the  work  into  the  fafade. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  the  architects  to  clarify  if  the  concern  regarding  the  design 
on  the  fa9ade  was  primarily  aesthetic  or  an  issue  of  technical  feasibility. 

Mark  Cavagnero,  Mark  Cavagnero  Associates  explained  that  there  is  only  one  inch  of 
depth  in  the  concrete  in  which  the  brick  could  be  inset.  He  added  that  with  that  depth,  the 
brick  would  either  have  to  be  cut  and  set  with  bonding  glue,  or  a  synthetic  and  less 
attractive  brick  substitute  would  have  to  be  used.  Mr.  Cavagnero  noted  that  in  either  case, 
there  may  be  an  issue  with  the  material  flaking  and  falling  off.  He  also  explained  that  the 
proposed  fa9ade  location  would  include  signage  that  would  conflict  with  the  artwork. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  asked  if  they  could  explore  alternative  methods  of 
attachment,  and  asked  if  Mr.  Cavagnero  also  had  concerns  about  the  aesthetics  of  the 
proposal.  Mr.  Cavagnero  stated  that  he  did  have  aesthetic  concerns  which  were  discussed 
at  a  previous  project  team  meeting.  He  explained  how  he  considered  the  building  to  be 
his  art  and  felt  the  proposal  to  use  the  fa9ade  of  the  building  would  compromise  the 
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integrity  of  his  woric.  Mr.  Cavagnero  expressed  his  desire  to  work  with  the  artists  in  a 
collaborative  fashion,  but  strongly  opposed  the  design  on  the  building  fa9ade. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Ray  Hartz,  Director,  San  Francisco  Open  Government  stated  that  while  he  appreciated 
that  the  artist  and  project  team  were  present,  he  wondered  how  the  public  is  notified  t)t 
the  project  and  how  they  may  give  their  input.  He  stated  that  he  saw  this  as  a  closed 
project  in  which  the  public  is  not  encouraged  to  participate.  Mr.  Hartz  also  stated  that  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  meetings  may  have  issues  with  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  requirements,  as  the  projected  presentation  materials  were  hard  to  see. 

Peter  Warfield,  Executive  Director,  Library  Users  Association,  commented  that  he  had 
viewed  Merge  Conceptual  Designs'  previous  proposal  based  on  fire  alarm  boxes  which 
he  found  charming  and  educational.  And  while  he  was  disappointed  that  the  project  team 
would  not  be  moving  forward  with  that  design,  he  found  the  new  proposal  attractive  and 
appealing.  He  suggested  that  the  Arts  Commission  ask  the  artist  team  to  present  a  third 
proposal.  Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  would  like  to  know  what  public  outreach  was  done 
regarding  this  artwork. 

Commissioner  Chew  commented  that  he  felt  the  strength  of  the  artists'  design  was  its 
simplicity  and  wondered  how  they  would  be  able  to  work  around  signage. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  if  she  had 
considered  other  locations  for  the  artwork.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  while  she  understands 
the  architect's  point  of  view,  she  felt  that  eliminating  the  art  on  the  building  fa9ade  would 
undercut  the  artists'  design.  She  said  she  would  like  to  explore  moving  the  surface  design 
to  the  lower,  comer  wall  of  the  building  to  give  the  piece  full  expression. 

Ms.  Reisenberger  stated  that  she  and  Ms.  Diehnelt  were  open  to  collaborating  \\  ith  the 
architects  to  finds  a  solution  that  was  positive  for  all. 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  the  Committee  was  being  asked  to  approve  the 
conceptual  design  of  the  artwork,  not  its  location.  She  commented  that  she  liked  the 
concept  but  felt  the  design  was  too  literal.  She  added  that  she  thought  the  sculptural 
element  would  excite  and  challenge  the  public  and  noted  that  the  artist  team  had  just 
begun  their  design  process  for  this  proposal. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  she  was  in  support  of  the  basic  concept,  but  expressed 
concern  about  the  project  timeline. 

Ms.  Chou  asked  Charles  Higueras,  Project  Manager,  Department  of  Public  Works 
("DPW")  to  speak  to  the  project  schedule.  Mr.  Higueras  said  that  there  would  be  a  time 
constraint  if  the  artwork  were  integrated  into  the  concrete  fa9ade.  And,  if  that  were  the 
case,  they  would  also  have  to  examine  the  technical  ramifications  of  thickening  the 
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concrete  wall.  He  noted  that  if  the  artwork  were  limited  to  the  street  area,  there  would  be 
no  time  constraint. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  if  there  was  a  time  constraint  for  something  applied  to  the 
surfaces  of  the  building,  rather  than  inset.  Mr.  Higueras  stated  that  there  was  abundant 
opportunity  to  find  a  solution  to  the  artwork  location  without  prohibitive  time  constraints. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  if  there  was  additional  public  comment. 

Matt  Hollis  commented  that  as  an  architect  and  San  Francisco  native,  he  felt  that  none  of 
the  other  artworks  being  developed  for  the  Public  Safety  Building  appeared  to  be 
integrated  into  the  architecture.  He  noted  that  in  the  case  of  the  Fire  Station,  he  would 
like  to  see  a  true  collaboration  between  the  artist  team  and  the  architects  so  the  artwork 
was  not  merely  relegated  to  the  sidewalk. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  suggested  that  the  Committee  vote  on  the  conceptual 
design  and  reexamine  its  location  during  the  Design  Development  Phase.

3.  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  ("SFAC")  Rebranding 

Kate  Patterson  and  Studio  1500  (Julio  Martinez  and  Erik  Schmitt) 
Action 

Public  Relations  Manager  Kate  Patterson  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  Studio  1500 
had  been  developing  options  for  a  new  logo  for  the  SFAC  over  the  past  several  months. 
She  noted  that  this  was  a  highly  collaborative  process  involving  multiple  outlets  for  staff 
feedback  which  was  considered  by  the  designers.  Ms.  Patterson  added  that  she  also  asked 
for  input  from  her  public  relations  colleagues.  She  then  introduced  Julio  Martinez  and 
Erik  Schmitt,  the  designers  at  Studio  1500,  to  present  four  logo  designs  for  the 
Commissioners  to  consider. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  the  logo  still  related  to  the  80""  anniversary  of  the  SFAC. 
Ms.  Patterson  replied  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  former  director  to  connect  the  logo  to 
the  80"^  anniversary,  but  that  was  no  longer  the  focus  of  the  project. 

Mr.  Martinez  explained  that  with  the  feedback  from  SFAC  staff,  he  and  Mr.  Schmitt 
created  several  logos  that  addressed  the  identity  challenges  that  the  agency  faced.  He  then 
described  the  intent  behind  four  logos  and  showed  images  of  how  they  may  appear  in 
different  scenarios:  on  a  website,  on  merchandise,  business  cards,  next  to  other  logos,  etc. 
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Mr.  Martinez  said  that  as  they  learned  about  the  relationship  between  the  different 
departments  within  the  SFAC,  the  need  create  connections  between  them  came  through. 
He  presented  the  first  logo  option  which  reflects  the  idea  of  connection  in  its  font.  Mr. 
Martinez  showed  the  second  logo  option  which  he  stated  reflects  the  idea  of  the  SFAC  as 
an  innovative  agency.  He  showed  the  third  logo  option  that  represents  the  idea  of  forward 
motion,  and  the  fourth  logo  based  on  the  hills  of  San  Francisco  representing  the  SFAC's 
locality  and  upward  ascent. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  Mr.  Martinez  which  of  the  logos  they  preferred.  Mr.  Martinez 
stated  that  they  liked  option  two. 

Ms.  Patterson  noted  that  the  preference  of  both  the  SFAC  staff  and  her  public  relations 
colleagues  was  option  one. 

Commissioner  Chew  stated  that  he  preferred  the  first  two  logo  options.  He  noted  that  the 
focus  on  innovation  in  option  two  resonated  with  him. 

Commissioner  Sklar  commented  that  she  loved  the  connectedness  of  logo  option  one 
since  it  says  something  about  the  SFAC's  relationship  to  community.  She  said  she  liked 
the  angle  of  the  letter  "A"  in  the  second  logo  option  as  a  way  to  emphasize  SFAC  as  a 
forward  moving  agency. 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  the  first  two  logo  options  were  the  best  and  suggested 
that  the  full  Arts  Commission  make  the  decision. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  Tom  DeCaigny  concurred  that  the  first  two  logos  were  the 
preferred  options.  He  stated  that  he  favored  option  two  because  "SF"  was  highlighted  and 
grounded  the  agency's  geographical  identity.  He  questioned  if  the  two  logos  should  be 
brought  to  the  flill  Commission  meeting. 

Ms.  Patterson  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  they  had  previously  voted  to  defer  the 
selection  of  the  logo  to  the  VAC. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  said  that  she  also  liked  the  first  two  logos  and 
recommended  that  the  Commissioners  vote  to  support  the  staffs  preference,  logo  option 
one.  She  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Hartz  commented  that  the  Chair  continually  expressed  concern  about  the  time  needed 
to  hear  all  the  items  on  the  agenda.  He  stated  that  it  sends  a  strong  message  to  the  public 
that  their  participation  was  not  welcome.

Project  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels  presented  the  Hidden  Garden  Steps  project  by 
artists  Aileen  Barr  and  Colette  Crutcher  at  16'*^  Avenue  and  Kirkham  Street.  Ms.  Daniels 
explained  tiiat  this  tile  mural  project  is  a  continuation  of  a  piece  accessioned  into  the 
Civic  Art  Collection  in  2005. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item.

5.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Community  Plaza 

Mar)'  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  by  Paul  Kos  for  an  artwork  for  the  Community 
Plaza  at  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  indicated  that  the  artist  had  moved  the 
location  of  the  bamboo  along  the  west  side  of  the  plaza  to  the  northwest  corner  in  order  to 
provide  users  of  the  plaza  relief  from  the  strong  winds.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  originally  the 
artist  had  proposed  a  water  element  in  the  shape  of  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department's  seven-pointed  star  emblem.  She  explained  that  in  response  to  the 
Commissioners  prior  feedback,  the  artist  had  eliminated  the  water  feature  and  repurposed 
the  star  as  a  sculptural  element.  Ms.  Chou  also  noted  that  the  structure  supporting  the  bell 
had  changed  to  be  more  consistent  with  the  modern  design  of  the  Public  Safety  Building 
and  of  the  architecture  of  the  Mission  Bay  neighborhood.  Additional  changes  included 
eliminating  some  of  the  seating  and  planters  running  the  length  of  the  plaza;  adding  a 
point  of  entry  on  China  Basin  Street;  and  replacing  standard  bollards  on  the  plaza  with 
boulders. 

Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  concern  about  the  artist's  choice  to  use  bamboo,  stating 
that  it  potentially  could  be  hard  to  control.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  the  artist  is  working 
with  a  landscape  architect  to  identify  a  type  of  bamboo  that  does  not  spread. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  commented  that  the  artist  had  responded  to  the 
Commissioner's  recommendation  that  he  simplify  the  design. 
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Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  project  team  had  some  concern  that  the  redwood  ircc 
incorporated  in  the  artist's  design  might  not  survive.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  site  will 
be  using  reclaimed  water  that  redwood  trees  do  not  respond  well  to.  She  said  thai  she 
recommended  that  the  artist  consult  with  an  arborist  and  work  with  the  landscape 
architect  to  come  up  with  an  alternative  to  redwood. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  stated  that  the  design  still  felt  busy  and  that  the  primary 
elements  were  competing  with  each  other.  She  felt  that  approval  of  the  revised  design 
should  be  contingent  on  the  artist  prioritizing  the  main  elements. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item.

7.  North  Beach  Branch  Library 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  by  Bill  Fontana  for  the  sound  installation  at  the 
North  Beach  Branch  Library.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  was  in  the  Design 
Development  Phase,  and  through  this  process  discovered  the  need  to  pare  dow  n  his 
design  to  stay  within  the  project  budget.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  originally  the  artist  had 
16  speakers  included  in  his  design  which  will  now  be  reduced  to  eight.  She  noted  that  the 
speakers  would  still  be  located  in  the  eaves  of  the  building,  with  six  on  the  Columbus 
Street  side  and  two  wrapping  around  both  corners  of  the  building  along  Columbus.  Ms. 
Chou  added  that  the  artist  has  also  eliminated  the  speaker  in  the  building  entr^-way  as  it 
was  located  at  a  lower  height  than  the  other  speakers,  possibly  disrupting  the  way  in 
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which  pedestrians  would  experience  the  work.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  Public  Art  staff  is  in 
support  of  the  design. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  it  was  unclear  from  the  agenda  what  the  Arts  Commission's 
approval  of  the  design  represents.  He  inquired  about  the  source  of  the  funding  for  this 
project.  He  commented  that  he  found  it  distressing  that  something  with  so  little  physical 
presence  would  be  cut  in  half  because  of  unspecified  funding  difficulty.  He  added  that  he 
presumed  that  the  project  has  a  fixed  cost  and  would  like  to  hear  the  funding  source 
specifically  discussed. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  stated  that  the  funding  source  varies  per  project  and 
requested  that  Public  Art  staff  make  that  information  available  to  Mr.  Warfield.

8.  Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station  -  New  Project  Opportunity:  Entry  Plaza 
Sculpture 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Action 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  reported  on  a  new  public  art  project  opportunity  to 
commission  a  sculpture  for  the  entry  plaza  of  the  Moscone  Station.  She  presented  an 
architectural  rendering  of  the  plaza  as  it  is  currently  designed  and  stated  that  the  sculpture 
would  take  the  place  of  the  planter.  She  stated  that  the  intent  of  this  presentation  was  to 
obtain  Commission  approval  on  the  artwork  location  and  approach  in  order  to  claim  that 
space  within  the  architect's  construction  documents,  which  are  finalizing  within  the 
month.  If  this  new  public  art  opportunity  is  approved,  staff  would  develop  a 
comprehensive  project  description,  budget,  selection  approach  and  timeline  for 
presentation  to  the  Commission  for  approval. 

Ms.  Lovvorn  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  Central  Subway  public  art  program 
currently  has  two  large  public  art  projects  at  each  of  the  three  underground  stations  and 
one  at  the  above  ground  platform  station.  She  stated  that  the  Central  Subway  public  art 
budget  has  enough  funding  to  implement  at  least  one  new  project  at  each  of  the  three 
underground  stations,  assuming  that  the  project  approaches  do  not  alter  the  station  design 
and  that  the  approaches  are  generally  design  enhancements  to  existing  station  elements 
where  the  art  budget  would  just  have  to  cover  the  cost  difference  due  to  the  art  treatment. 
She  added  that  because  the  Moscone  Station  recently  lost  one  of  its  two  projects  when 
Tom  Otterness  project  was  cancelled,  there  are  more  funds  available  for  this  particular 
station. 
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Commissioner  Garcfa-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Hartz  commented  that  the  Chair  allowed  staff  to  use  the  five  minutes  al  lotted  for  this 
item  on  the  agenda  and  then  became  upset  when  the  public  used  time  to  comment.  1  ic 
stated  that  he  did  not  understand  the  driving  factor  to  limit  the  time  of  the  meeting  and 
felt  that  public  comment  was  discouraged. 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  did  not  understand  what  a  new  project  opportunil)  was  or 
what  the  outcome  of  the  motion  would  be  in  terms  of  subsequent  activity  and  funding.  I  Ic 
agreed  with  Mr.  Hartz  that  the  meeting's  focus  on  time  does  not  give  a  fair  opporiuniis 
for  the  public  and  the  Arts  Commission  to  make  thorough  decisions.

9.  Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station  -  New  Project  Opportunity:  Ticketing  Hall 
Wall 

Jennifer  Loworn 
Action 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  Project  Outline  for  Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station:  2- 
Dimensional  Artwork  for  Ticketing  Hall  Wall.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  a  permanent, 
durable  two-dimensional  artwork  executed  in  tile,  mosaic  or  glass  to  be  located  on  the 
wall  above  the  fare  gates  in  the  ticketing  hall.  The  proposed  new  project  w  ould  have  a 
minimal  impact  on  the  final  station  design  documents,  which  are  going  to  be  complete  at 
the  end  of  this  month. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  for  clarification  on  the  selection  process  for  this  artwork.  Ms. 
Loworn  replied  that  since  the  artwork  design  is  not  tied  into  the  architectural  design 
timeline,  a  Request  for  Qualifications  could  be  issued  at  a  later  date. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  asked  again  what  the  meaning  of  new  project  opportunity  was  and  if  a 
Request  for  Qualifications  was  going  to  be  issued  for  this  project. 

Commissioner  Sklar  commented  that  it  was  disrespectful  of  Mr.  Warfield  to  ask  that 
question  since  the  answer  was  just  explained. 

Mr.  Warfield  asked  what  the  funding  amount  for  the  project  is.  Commissioner  Keehn 
replied  that  it  is  $785,000. 

Mr.  Hartz  commented  that  the  meeting  was  getting  hostile  and  asked  whether  the 
Commissioners  had  ever  missed  something  in  a  meeting  and  had  to  ask  for  clarification. 
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Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  art  opportunity  as  described  in  the  Project  Outline  for 
Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station:  2-Dimensional  Artwork  for  Ticketing  Hall  Wall. 
Moved:  Keehn/Sklar 
The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

10.  Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station  -  New  Project  Opportunity:  Platform  Floor 
Terrazzo  Design 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Action 

Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  on  a  new  project  opportunity  for  the  platform  level  of  the  Moscone 
Station.  The  platform  floor,  which  will  be  terrazzo,  offers  an  opportunity  for  an  integrated 
artist's  design.  The  options  for  this  artwork  project  range  from  commissioning  a  design 
treatment  for  the  entire  terrazzo  surface  or  limiting  an  artist's  designs  to  areas  of  focus  to 
create  floor  medallions  or  rectangular  compositions.  Artwork  integrated  into  the  platform 
floor  would  be  visible  to  station  users  descending  the  escalators  and  glass  enclosed 
elevators  and  would  enliven  the  platform  level  for  transit  users  entering  and  exiting  trains 
and  waiting  in  this  area.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  the  station  architects  also  support  this 
project  as  it  would  help  to  brighten  this  part  of  the  station.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  since 
the  artwork  design  would  not  impact  the  architecture,  an  artist  selection  process  could 
commence  at  a  later  date.  Ms.  Lovvorn  pointed  out  that  the  budget  allocation  number 
indicated  in  the  staff  report  that  the  Commissioner's  received  prior  to  the  meeting  was 
incorrect.  She  stated  that  the  correct  budget  allocation  for  this  project  is  $340,000. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  commented  that  Ms.  Pontious  had  offered  to  explain  what  the  various 
approvals  on  the  agenda  mean  at  a  later  time.  He  stated  that  it  would  be  useful  to  have 
something  about  the  budget  for  this  project  on  the  agenda.  He  stated  that  while  it  is  not 
required  of  the  Commissioners  to  respond  to  public  comment,  there  is  nothing  prohibiting 
them  from  doing  so. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  art  opportunity  as  described  in  the  Project  Outline  for 
Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station:  Platform  Floor  Terrazzo  Design.

11.  Central  Subway,  Union  Square  Market  Street  Station  -  Wayfinding  Project 
(Jim  Campbell  and  Werner  Klotz) 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Action 

Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  on  the  Design  Development  Phase  (Artwork  location,  placement 
and  configuration)  of  the  Wayfinding  artwork  by  artists  Jim  Campbell  and  Werner  Klotz 
for  Central  Subway,  Union  Square  Market  Street  Station.  She  presented  a  fly-through 
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animation  siiowing  the  path  and  configuration  of  the  artwork.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that 
this  project  was  presented  to  the  Commissioners  in  November  201 1.  At  that  meeting  she 
reported  staffs  concerns  about  our  agency's  ability  to  maintain  the  artwork  elements 
planned  for  above  the  escalators.  At  that  meeting,  Commissioners  concurred  and  asked 
staff  to  return  with  revised  designs  from  the  artists  for  this  project  which  limited  it  to  the 
platform  area. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  if  the  artists  were  amenable  to  having  to  truncate  the  artwork. 
Ms.  Lovvorn  replied  that  having  to  truncate  the  artwork  was  unfortunate  and  the  artists 
were  initially  not  pleased,  but  the  consequence  of  commissioning  an  artwork  that  cannot 
be  maintained  was  a  bigger  concern.  She  added  that  the  artists  have  worked  with  the 
limitations  and  decided  to  put  more  focus  on  the  surface  treatment  of  the  sculpture  w  hich 
will  involve  discs  positioned  to  create  imagery. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Design  Development  Phase  (Artwork  location,  placement 
and  configuration)  of  the  Wayfinding  artwork  by  artists  Jim  Campbell  and  Werner  Klotz 
for  Central  Subway,  Union  Square  Market  Street  Station.

12.  Central  Subway,  Union  Square  Market  Street  Station  -  New  Opportunity: 
Elevator  Enclosure  and  Deck  Glass 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Action 

Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  Project  Outline  for  Central  Subway,  Union  Square  Market 
Street  Station:  Elevator  Enclosure  and  Deck  Glass  Public  Art  Project.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated 
that  the  two  front  faces  of  the  elevator  enclosures  and  the  glass  deck  provide  an 
opportunity  for  an  art  glass  treatment.  The  visual  impact  of  such  a  treatment  to  the 
station's  exterior  would  shift  from  being  subtle  during  the  day  to  backlit  and  more  vibrant 
at  night.  During  the  day  the  art  glass  imagery  would  be  more  legible  when  viewed  from 
within  the  station  and  the  deck  glass  could  cast  shadow  or  color  within  the  station  entry 
depending  upon  the  artist's  design.  This  approach  calls  for  an  artist's  design  to  be  printed 
on  film,  which  is  laminated  \yithin  the  glass  which  will  be  manufactured  for  the  station's 
elevator  enclosure  and  decking.

Fabrication  and  installation  of  the  glass 
would  remain  with  the  station  construction  project;  however  the  artist  and  Arts 
Commission  would  oversee  and  consult  with  the  contractor  to  ensure  the  quality  of  the 
completed  artwork.

13.  Civic  Art  Collection 

Allison  Cummings 
Action 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  presented  the  requests  for  loan  of  two  artworks  in  the 
Civic  Art  Collection:  Masquerade  in  Black  by  Jay  DePeo;  and  Still  Life  with  Letter  by 
Richard  Diebenkorn.  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  Masquerade  in  Black  was  requested 
for  the  exhibition  Jay  DeFeo  Retrospective  organized  by  the  Whitney  Museum  of 
American  Art.  She  noted  that  the  exhibition  will  first  be  on  view  at  the  San  Francisco 
Museum  of  Modern  Art  and  will  later  travel  to  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  in 
New  York.  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  Still  Life  with  Letter  was  requested  for  the 
exhibition  Richard  Diebenkorn:  The  Berkeley  Years  organized  by  the  de  Young  Museum 
in  San  Francisco.  She  stated  that  the  exhibition  will  first  be  on  view  at  the  de  Young 
Museum,  will  then  travel  to  the  Palm  Springs  Art  Museum,  and  to  another  venue  to  be 
determined.  Ms.  Cummings  commented  that  she  supports  the  loan  of  both  artworks.  She 
noted  that  the  borrowing  institutions  will  cover  all  costs  related  to  the  loans  including 
crating,  transit  and  insurance. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  called  for  public  comment.

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  Windswept  is  a  kinetic  piece  installed 
on  the  fa9ade  of  the  museum  that  interacts  with  wind.  She  expressed  that  the  project  was 
complicated  but  ultimately  successful.

15.  America's  Cup  Public  Art  Project 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  Project  Plan  and  Budget  for  America's  Cup  art  enrichment 
fiinding.  She  reported  that  the  artwork  would  be  a  temporary  piece  and  could  be 
approached  in  a  variety  of  ways.  She  commented  that  a  commission  of  an  individual 
artist,  a  performance  work,  or  a  project  by  a  non-profit  organization  may  be  viable 
options.  Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  asked  what  the  budget  for  the  project  was.  Ms. 
Pontious  replied  that  the  total  budget  is  $130,000  of  which  $83,760  will  be  available  for 
the  artwork.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  probable  location  for  the  artwork  would  be 
between  Piers  27-29  and  30-31  which  are  the  most  optimal  areas  for  pedestrian  activity. 
Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  America's  Cup  village  was  also  a  possible  art  location, 
but  is  only  accessible  with  paid  admission  to  the  event.  She  noted  that  the  exact  location 
will  be  decided  by  the  selected  artist  when  more  information  about  the  build-out  is 
available. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item.

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16.  San  Francisco  International  Airport  ("SFO"):  Airport  Control  Tower 

Susan  Pont  ions 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  Project  Plan  and  Budget  for  an  artwork  for  the  non-secure 
corridor  of  the  Airport  Control  Tower  at  SFO.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  this  project  is  an 
extension  of  the  Terminal  2  public  art  project.  She  noted  that  the  Control  Tower  itself  is 
built  with  federal  funds  and  is  not  subject  to  the  art  enrichment  ordinance,  but  the 
supporting  building  is  subject  to  art  enrichment  allocation.  Ms.  Pontious  described  the 
non-secure  corridor  as  the  main  public  space  with  a  30'  high  wall  as  the  primary  public 
art  opportunity.  Ms.  Pontious  commented  that  this  area  has  a  high  light  level,  meaning 
the  artwork  would  have  to  be  light  resistant.  She  suggested  that  mosaic  or  sculptural 
relief  may  be  appropriate  approaches.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  budget  for  this  project 
is  $480,000,  but  may  increase  or  decrease  depending  on  the  outcome  of  the  SFO 
Boarding  Areas  E  and  F  public  art  projects. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  who  the  architect  for  this  project  is.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that 
she  will  be  working  with  the  architecture  firm  HNTB  and  noted  that  they  have  a  good 
history  and  track  record. 

Ms.  Pontious  asked  for  a  Commissioner  representation  on  the  Airport  Art  Steering 
Committee.  Commissioner  Keehn  volunteered. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item.

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  requested  Commissioner  participation  on  the  Daggett 
Park  Artist  Selection  Panel.  Commissioner  Sklar  volunteered. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 

18.  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("PUC")  -  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue 

Susan  Pontious 
Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  an  update  on  the  projects  Firefly  and  Water  Wall  by  artist  Ned  Kahn 
for  the  PUC  building  at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue.  Ms.  Pontious  described  Water  Wall  as 
a  piece  where  water  is  pumped  up  and  then  trickles  down  through  channeled  plastic 
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panels  located  on  the  sides  of  the  lobby  stairwell.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that 
representatives  from  the  SFAC,  the  PUC  and  DPW  had  visited  the  artist's  studio  to  see  a 
prototype  of  the  artwork.  They  proceeded  with  the  construction  of  a  mock-up  which  was 
subsequently  viewed  by  Ed  Harrington  and  the  PUC  Project  Manager.  Ms.  Pontious 
reported  that  at  that  time,  Mr.  Harrington  found  the  mock-up  unsatisfactory.  She  noted 
that  she  is  arranging  a  meeting  to  view  the  mock-up  again  at  a  time  when  the  artist  and 
the  project  team  can  be  present  to  discuss  the  work. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 

19.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 

(This  item  is  to  allow  members  of  the  public  to  comment  generally  on  matters  within  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee 's  purview  as  well  as  to  suggest  new  agenda  items  for  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee 's  consideration  at  a  future  meeting.) 

Mr.  Hartz  read  the  following  statement: 

"While  some  may  choose  to  view  the  participation  of  the  Public  in  Public  Meetings  as  a 
negative,  I  do  not!  Following  laws  such  as  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  and  the  Brown  Act 
are  necessary  from  both  a  legal  and  practical  point  of  view.  Governmental  entities  do  not 
only  have  an  obligation  to  allow,  but  to  encourage.  Public  participation  in  their 
processes.  Lip  service  is  often  paid  to  the  Public  being  involved  in  the  decision  making 
rather  than  making  such  inclusion  a  primary  goal.  The  deliberations  of  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  are  a  part  of  the  history  of  each  and  every  work  of  art  approved.  The  value 
that  future  generations  attach  to  any  art  work  will  be  closely  tied  to  the  level  of  inclusion 
of  the  Public  in  the  decision-making  process.  Real  participation  in  the  process  leads  to 
ownership  and  pride,  not  only  in  Public  Art,  but  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  " 

Mr.  Warfield  commented  that  this  was  the  first  opportunity  he  had  to  talk  about  the 
Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  Mural  Project  since  attending  the  VAC  meetings.  He  said 
that  the  first  meeting  he  attended  did  not  have  general  public  comment,  and  subsequent 
meetings  have  been  canceled.  He  stated  that  he  hopes  that  the  VAC  does  not  approve 
further  details  of  the  new  mural  and  will  work  to  reverse  the  previous  approval  to  destroy 
and  replace  the  existing  mural.  He  mentioned  that,  according  to  the  minutes,  there  was  a 
lot  of  discussion  at  the  August  201 1  meeting  about  the  process  of  approving  the  mural, 
but  the  minutes  did  not  indicate  if  a  discussion  about  the  specific  content  of  the  mural 
took  place.  He  stated  that  according  to  the  minutes,  there  was  no  discussion  about  the 
history  of  the  existing  mural,  who  was  involved  in  its  creation,  or  the  content  of  the 
imagery.  He  stated  that  this  was  an  unfortunate  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  VAC. 
Mr.  Warfield  added  that  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  force  found  the  SFAC  in  violation 
of  the  ordinance  for  not  recording  VAC  meetings.  He  noted  that  since  last  attending  the 
VAC  meetings  there  were  improvements  in  the  agenda  format.  He  stated  that  the  process 
leading  to  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  Mural  Project  had  been  "semi-secret"  and 
felt  the  VAC  had  received  misleading  and  incorrect  information  from  the  Library 
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Commission  regarding  the  matter.  He  asked  that  the  VAC  take  no  further  action  on  the 
new  mural  for  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library. 

20.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

(This  item  is  to  allow  the  Commissioners  and  Arts  Commission  staff  to  introduce  new 
agenda  items  for  consideration  at  a  future  meeting,  to  report  on  recent  arts  activities  and 
to  make  announcements.) 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  here  was  a  lack  of  clarity  regarding  the  legality  of  the 
last  VAC  meeting.  She  cited  Section  6.5  A  of  the  SFAC  bylaws  regarding  quorum:  "In 
the  absence  of  a  quorum  no  action  can  be  taken  and  the  meeting  will  be  adjourned.  At 
this  time,  an  informational  hearing  can  he  held  with  no  action  taken  and  a  report  given  at 
the  next  hearing.  " 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 
Mr.  Hartz  read  the  following  statement: 

"The  Visual  Arts  Committee  needs  to  include  in  its  future  deliberations  a  serious 
discussion  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Library  murals.  The  murals  are  not  only  works  of  art  in 
their  own  right  they  are  pieces  of  the  history  of  the  neighborhood  and  the  City.  While 
there  has  been  a  vote  to  approve  new  art  work,  it  has  been  done  with  little  consideration 
of  the  current  murals.  This  shows  a  degree  of  disregard  for  the  art  itself  but,  also  for  the 
history  of  the  neighborhood  and  past  decisions  of  the  Arts  Commission.  I  would  hope  that 
each  and  every  piece  of  art,  considered  on  today 's  agenda,  will  be  shown  respect  by  any 
future  iterations  of  this  body,  as  works  of  art  and  pieces  of  history.  I  sincerely  hope  that 
present  members  will  show  the  respect  toward  past  members,  that  they  would  expect  in 
future  toward  them  and  their  decisions.  " 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  the  acoustics  in  the  meeting  room  were  poor  and  that  it  was  hard 
to  hear  the  routine  discussion.  He  stated  That  he  hoped  the  VAC  would  consider 
rescinding  the  approval  of  the  new  mural  for  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  or  would 
consider  taking  up  the  substantive  issue  regarding  the  matter,  including  its  history.  He 
explained  that  the  mural  was  a  community  project  involving  children  and  that  the  artist, 
Arch  Williams,  was  a  well-known  muralist.  He  stated  that  as  someone  familiar  with  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance  and  the  Brown  Act,  he  has  taken  numerous  complaints  to  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force.  He  commented  that  it  would  do  the  Arts  Commission 
good  to  review  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.

2.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Fire  Station 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  reported  on  the  development  of  the  Conceptual  Design  for 
an  artwork  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  the  Fire  Station  at  the  new  Public  Safety 
Building.  Ms.  Chou  provided  some  background  on  the  artist  selection  process  that  led  to 
the  recommendation  of  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  this  project,  which  the  Commission 
approved  in  June  201 1.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  since  then,  the  artist  team  had  worked  to 
develop  several  proposals  for  the  site  and  three  were  presented  to  the  project  team  for 
review.  Public  Art  staff  recommended  one  proposal  based  on  the  City's  cisterns  system. 
However,  various  members  of  the  project  team  did  not  support  the  idea.  Representatives 
of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD")  were  concerned  that  the  concept  was  too 
obscure  and  not  easily  associated  with  the  SFFD.  Other  members  of  the  project  team, 
including  the  project  architects,  were  concerned  about  the  proposed  location  of  the 
artwork  on  the  fa9ade  of  the  building.  Ms.  Chou  said  that  in  response  to  this  feedback. 
Merge  Conceptual  Design  created  a  new  concept  for  an  artwork  based  on  the  fire  alarm 
boxes  located  around  San  Francisco.  And  while  most  members  of  the  project  team 
preferred  this  proposal,  it  was  not  acceptable  to  the  SFFD.  She  explained  that  after  much 
discussion,  the  SFFD  expressed  their  support  for  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  first 
proposal  based  on  the  cistern  system.  Ms.  Chou  introduced  Claudia  Reisenberger  of 
Merge  Conceptual  Designs  to  explain  the  proposal. 
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Ms.  Reisenberger  expressed  that  she  and  her  partner  Franka  Diehnelt  had  completed 
extensive  research  for  this  proposal,  including  a  tour  of  the  cisterns  system,  and  studied 
the  Public  Safety  Building  design  to  identify  opportunities.  She  noted  that  the  SFFD  had 
articulated  a  desire  for  the  artwork  to  function  as  an  identifying  marker  for  the  Fire 
Station  which  she  and  Ms.  Diehnelt  considered  in  their  design.  Ms.  Reisenberger 
described  the  proposal,  stating  that  the  goal  was  to  help  identify  the  building  while  telling 
the  story  of  the  City's  ancillary  water  system.  She  explained  that  the  proposal  consisted 
of  two-dimensional,  brick,  circular  forms  that  extended  from  the  fa9ade  of  the  building 
onto  the  ground  plane,  culminating  in  a  sculptural  form  in  front  of  the  building.  Ms.  Chou 
remarked  that  this  proposal  was  shown  to  the  project  team  for  consideration,  many  of 
whom  were  present  to  comment  on  the  design.  She  introduced  Chief  Hayes- White  of  the 
SFFD  and  opened  the  discussion  to  other  members  of  the  project  team. 

Chief  Hayes- White  stated  that  she  thought  the  cisterns  proposal  was  a  great  concept  and 
expressed  her  endorsement  of  the  project.  She  noted  that  the  SFFD  felt  positively  about 
moving  forward  with  this  design. 

Rhab  Boughn,  Firefighter  Paramedic,  SFFFD  stated  that  he  has  been  involved  with  this 
project  since  the  selection  process  and  is  a  strong  advocate  for  the  cisterns  proposal. 

Kelley  Kahn,  Mission  Bay  Project  Manager,  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency 
stated  that  she  was  in  support  of  the  cisterns  proposal.  She  noted  that  she  was  in  favor  of 
the  sculptural  element  as  it  is  a  neighborhood  goal  to  encourage  inhabiting  the  public 
arena.  Ms.  Kahn  said  she  did  not  support  the  design  on  the  fa9ade  of  the  building,  stating 
that  the  architecture  should  be  kept  subtle  and  unadorned. 

Laura  Blake,  Architect,  Mark  Cavagnero  Associates  stated  the  she  was  also  in  favor  of 
the  sculptural  element  of  the  cisterns  proposal  and  thought  it  would  make  a  good  addition 
to  the  building.  She  said  she  was  not  in  favor  of  integrating  the  work  into  the  fafade. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  the  architects  to  clarify  if  the  concern  regarding  the  design 
on  the  fa9ade  was  primarily  aesthetic  or  an  issue  of  technical  feasibility. 

Mark  Cavagnero,  Mark  Cavagnero  Associates  explained  that  there  is  only  one  inch  of 
depth  in  the  concrete  in  which  the  brick  could  be  inset.  He  added  that  with  that  depth,  the 
brick  would  either  have  to  be  cut  and  set  with  bonding  glue,  or  a  synthetic  and  less 
attractive  brick  substitute  would  have  to  be  used.  Mr.  Cavagnero  noted  that  in  either  case, 
there  may  be  an  issue  with  the  material  flaking  and  falling  off.  He  also  explained  that  the 
proposed  facade  location  would  include  signage  that  would  conflict  with  the  artwork. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  if  they  could  explore  alternative  methods  of 
attachment,  and  asked  if  Mr.  Cavagnero  also  had  concerns  about  the  aesthetics  of  the 
proposal.  Mr.  Cavagnero  stated  that  he  did  have  aesthetic  concerns  which  were  discussed 
at  a  previous  project  team  meeting.  He  explained  how  he  considered  the  building  to  be 
his  art  and  felt  the  proposal  to  use  the  fa9ade  of  the  building  would  compromise  the 
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integrity  of  his  work.  Mr.  Cavagnero  expressed  his  desire  to  wori<  with  the  artists  in  a 
collaborative  fashion,  but  strongly  opposed  the  design  on  the  building  fa9ade. 

Commissioner  Garcfa-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Ray  Hartz,  Director,  San  Francisco  Open  Government  stated  that  while  he  appreciated 
that  the  artist  and  project  team  were  present,  he  wondered  how  the  public  is  notified  of 
the  project  and  how  they  may  give  their  input.  He  stated  that  he  saw  this  as  a  closed 
project  in  which  the  public  is  not  encouraged  to  participate.  Mr.  Hartz  also  stated  that  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  meetings  may  have  issues  with  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  requirements,  as  the  projected  presentation  materials  were  hard  to  see. 

Peter  Warfield,  Executive  Director,  Library  Users  Association,  commented  that  he  had 
viewed  Merge  Conceptual  Designs'  previous  proposal  based  on  fire  alarm  boxes  which 
he  found  charming  and  educational.  And  while  he  was  disappointed  that  the  project  team 
would  not  be  moving  forward  with  that  design,  he  found  the  new  proposal  attractive  and 
appealing.  He  suggested  that  the  Arts  Commission  ask  the  artist  team  to  present  a  third 
proposal.  Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  would  like  to  know  what  public  outreach  was  done 
regarding  this  artwork. 

Commissioner  Chew  commented  that  he  felt  the  strength  of  the  artists'  design  was  its 
simplicity  and  wondered  how  they  would  be  able  to  work  around  signage. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  if  she  had 
considered  other  locations  for  the  artwork.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  while  she  understands 
the  architect's  point  of  view,  she  felt  that  eliminating  the  art  on  the  building  facade  would 
undercut  the  artists'  design.  She  said  she  would  like  to  explore  moving  the  surface  design 
to  the  lower,  corner  wall  of  the  building  to  give  the  piece  full  expression. 

Ms.  Reisenberger  stated  that  she  and  Ms.  Diehnelt  were  open  to  collaborating  with  the 
architects  to  finds  a  solution  that  was  positive  for  all. 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  the  Committee  was  being  asked  to  approve  the 
conceptual  design  of  the  artwork,  not  its  location.  She  commented  that  she  liked  the 
concept  but  felt  the  design  was  too  literal.  She  added  that  she  thought  the  sculptural 
element  would  excite  and  challenge  the  public  and  noted  that  the  artist  team  had  just 
begun  their  design  process  for  this  proposal. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  she  was  in  support  of  the  basic  concept,  but  expressed 
concern  about  the  project  timeline. 

Ms.  Chou  asked  Charles  Higueras,  Project  Manager,  Department  of  Public  Works 
("DPW")  to  speak  to  the  project  schedule.  Mr.  Higueras  said  that  there  would  be  a  time 
constraint  if  the  artwork  were  integrated  into  the  concrete  facade.  And,  if  that  were  the 
case,  they  would  also  have  to  examine  the  technical  ramifications  of  thickening  the 
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concrete  wall.  He  noted  that  if  the  artwork  were  limited  to  the  street  area,  there  would  be 
no  time  constraint. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  if  there  was  a  time  constraint  for  something  applied  to  the 
surfaces  of  the  building,  rather  than  inset,  Mr.  Higueras  stated  that  there  was  abundant 
opportunity  to  find  a  solution  to  the  artwork  location  without  prohibitive  time  constraints. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  asked  if  there  was  additional  public  comment. 

Matt  Mollis  commented  that  as  an  architect  and  San  Francisco  native,  he  felt  that  none  of 
the  other  artworks  being  developed  for  the  Public  Safety  Building  appeared  to  be 
integrated  into  the  architecture.  He  noted  that  in  the  case  of  the  Fire  Station,  he  would 
like  to  see  a  true  collaboration  between  the  artist  team  and  the  architects  so  the  artwork 
was  not  merely  relegated  to  the  sidewalk. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  suggested  that  the  Committee  vote  on  the  conceptual 
design  and  reexamine  its  location  during  the  Design  Development  Phase. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  conceptual  design  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  an

3.  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  ("SFAC")  Rebranding 

Kate  Patterson  and  Studio  1500  (Julio  Martinez  and  Erik  Schmitt) 
Action 

Public  Relations  Manager  Kate  Patterson  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  Studio  1500 
had  been  developing  options  for  a  new  logo  for  the  SFAC  over  the  past  several  months. 
She  noted  that  this  was  a  highly  collaborative  process  involving  multiple  outlets  for  staff 
feedback  which  was  considered  by  the  designers.  Ms.  Patterson  added  that  she  also  asked 
for  input  from  her  public  relations  colleagues.  She  then  introduced  Julio  Martinez  and 
Erik  Schmitt,  the  designers  at  Studio  1500,  to  present  four  logo  designs  for  the 
Commissioners  to  consider. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  the  logo  still  related  to  the  80^*^  anniversary  of  the  SFAC. 
Ms.  Patterson  replied  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  former  director  to  connect  the  logo  to 
the  80"^  anniversary,  but  that  was  no  longer  the  focus  of  the  project. 

Mr.  Martinez  explained  that  with  the  feedback  from  SFAC  staff,  he  and  Mr.  Schmitt 
created  several  logos  that  addressed  the  identity  challenges  that  the  agency  faced.  He  then 
described  the  intent  behind  four  logos  and  showed  images  of  how  they  may  appear  in 
different  scenarios:  on  a  website,  on  merchandise,  business  cards,  next  to  other  logos,  etc.

Mr.  Martinez  said  that  as  they  learned  about  the  relationship  between  the  diffcrcnl 
departments  within  the  SFAC,  the  need  create  connections  between  them  came  through. 
He  presented  the  first  logo  option  which  reflects  the  idea  of  connection  in  its  font.  Mr. 
Martinez  showed  the  second  logo  option  which  he  stated  reflects  the  idea  of  the  SFAC  as 
an  innovative  agency.  He  showed  the  third  logo  option  that  represents  the  idea  of  forward 
motion,  and  the  fourth  logo  based  on  the  hills  of  San  Francisco  representing  the  SFAC's 
locality  and  upward  ascent. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  Mr.  Martinez  which  of  the  logos  they  preferred.  Mr.  Martinez 
stated  that  they  liked  option  two. 

Ms.  Patterson  noted  that  the  preference  of  both  the  SFAC  staff  and  her  public  relations 
colleagues  was  option  one. 

Commissioner  Chew  stated  that  he  preferred  the  first  two  logo  options.  He  noted  that  the 
focus  on  innovation  in  option  two  resonated  with  him. 

Commissioner  Sklar  commented  that  she  loved  the  connectedness  of  logo  option  one 
since  it  says  something  about  the  SFAC's  relationship  to  community.  She  said  she  liked 
the  angle  of  the  letter  "A"  in  the  second  logo  option  as  a  way  to  emphasize  SFAC  as  a 
forward  moving  agency. 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  the  first  two  logo  options  were  the  best  and  suggested 
that  the  full  Arts  Commission  make  the  decision. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  Tom  DeCaigny  concurred  that  the  first  two  logos  were  the 
preferred  options.  He  stated  that  he  favored  option  two  because  "SF"  was  highlighted  and 
grounded  the  agency's  geographical  identity.  He  questioned  if  the  two  logos  should  be 
brought  to  the  full  Commission  meeting. 

Ms.  Patterson  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  they  had  previously  voted  to  defer  the 
selection  of  the  logo  to  the  VAC. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  said  that  she  also  liked  the  first  two  logos  and 
recommended  that  the  Commissioners  vote  to  support  the  staffs  preference,  logo  option 
one.  She  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Hartz  commented  that  the  Chair  continually  expressed  concern  about  the  time  needed 
to  hear  all  the  items  on  the  agenda.  He  stated  that  it  sends  a  strong  message  to  the  public 
that  their  participation  was  not  welcome.

Projfjct  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels  presented  the  Hidden  Garden  Steps  project  by 
artists  Aileen  Barr  and  Colette  Crutcher  at  16*  Avenue  and  Kirkham  Street.  Ms.  Daniels 
explained  that  this  tile  mural  project  is  a  continuation  of  a  piece  accessioned  into  the 
Civic  Art  Collection  in  2005. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  design  of  the  Hidden  Garden  Steps  project,  a  tile  mural 
by  Aileen  Barr  and  Colette  Crutcher  on  16*  Avenue  and  Kirkham  Street.  The  mural  is 
sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Parks  Alliance  and  supported  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  "Street  Parks"  program.

5.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Community  Plaza 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  by  Paul  Kos  for  an  artwork  for  the  Community 
Plaza  at  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  indicated  that  the  artist  had  moved  the 
location  of  the  bamboo  along  the  west  side  of  the  plaza  to  the  northwest  corner  in  order  to 
provide  users  of  the  plaza  relief  from  the  strong  winds.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  originally  the 
artist  had  proposed  a  water  element  in  the  shape  of  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department's  seven-pointed  star  emblem.  She  explained  that  in  response  to  the 
Commissioners  prior  feedback,  the  artist  had  eliminated  the  water  feature  and  repurposed 
the  star  as  a  sculptural  element.  Ms.  Chou  also  noted  that  the  structure  supporting  the  bell 
had  changed  to  be  more  consistent  with  the  modern  design  of  the  Public  Safety  Building 
and  of  the  architecture  of  the  Mission  Bay  neighborhood.  Additional  changes  included 
eliminating  some  of  the  seating  and  planters  running  the  length  of  the  plaza;  adding  a 
point  of  entry  on  China  Basin  Street;  and  replacing  standard  bollards  on  the  plaza  with 
boulders. 

Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  concern  about  the  artist's  choice  to  use  bamboo,  stating 
that  it  potentially  could  be  hard  to  control.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  the  artist  is  working 
with  a  landscape  architect  to  identify  a  type  of  bamboo  that  does  not  spread. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  commented  that  the  artist  had  responded  to  the 
Commissioner's  recommendation  that  he  simplify  the  design. 
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Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  project  team  had  some  concern  that  the  redwood  tree 
incorporated  in  the  artist's  design  might  not  survive.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  site  w  ill 
be  using  reclaimed  water  that  redwood  trees  do  not  respond  well  to.  She  said  that  she 
recommended  that  the  artist  consult  with  an  arborist  and  work  with  the  landscape 
architect  to  come  up  with  an  alternative  to  redwood. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  stated  that  the  design  still  felt  busy  and  that  the  primary 
elements  were  competing  with  each  other.  She  felt  that  approval  of  the  revised  design 
should  be  contingent  on  the  artist  prioritizing  the  main  elements. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item.

7.  North  Beach  Branch  Library 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  by  Bill  Fontana  for  the  sound  installation  at  the 
North  Beach  Branch  Library.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  was  in  the  Design 
Development  Phase,  and  through  this  process  discovered  the  need  to  pare  dow  n  his 
design  to  stay  within  the  project  budget.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  originally  the  artist  had 
16  speakers  included  in  his  design  which  will  now  be  reduced  to  eight.  She  noted  that  the 
speakers  would  still  be  located  in  the  eaves  of  the  building,  with  six  on  the  Columbus 
Street  side  and  two  wrapping  around  both  corners  of  the  building  along  Columbus.  Ms. 
Chou  added  that  the  artist  has  also  eliminated  the  speaker  in  the  building  entryway  as  it 
was  located  at  a  lower  height  than  the  other  speakers,  possibly  disrupting  the  way  in 
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which  pedestrians  would  experience  the  work.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  Public  Art  staff  is  in 
support  of  the  design. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  it  was  unclear  from  the  agenda  what  the  Arts  Commission's 
approval  of  the  design  represents.  He  inquired  about  the  source  of  the  funding  for  this 
project.  He  commented  that  he  found  it  distressing  that  something  with  so  little  physical 
presence  would  be  cut  in  half  because  of  unspecified  funding  difficulty.  He  added  that  he 
presumed  that  the  project  has  a  fixed  cost  and  would  like  to  hear  the  funding  source 
specifically  discussed. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  stated  that  the  funding  source  varies  per  project  and 
requested  that  Public  Art  staff  make  that  information  available  to  Mr.  Warfield.

8.  Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station  -  New  Project  Opportunity:  Entrj'  Plaza 
Sculpture 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Action 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  reported  on  a  new  public  art  project  opportunity  to 
commission  a  sculpture  for  the  entry  plaza  of  the  Moscone  Station.  She  presented  an 
architectural  rendering  of  the  plaza  as  it  is  currently  designed  and  stated  that  the  sculpture 
would  take  the  place  of  the  planter.  She  stated  that  the  intent  of  this  presentation  was  to 
obtain  Commission  approval  on  the  artwork  location  and  approach  in  order  to  claim  that 
space  within  the  architect's  construction  documents,  which  are  finalizing  within  the 
month.  If  this  new  public  art  opportunity  is  approved,  staff  would  develop  a 
comprehensive  project  description,  budget,  selection  approach  and  timeline  for 
presentation  to  the  Commission  for  approval. 

Ms.  Lovvorn  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  Central  Subway  public  art  program 
currently  has  two  large  public  art  projects  at  each  of  the  three  underground  stations  and 
one  at  the  above  ground  platform  station.  She  stated  that  the  Central  Subway  public  art 
budget  has  enough  funding  to  implement  at  least  one  new  project  at  each  of  the  three 
underground  stations,  assuming  that  the  project  approaches  do  not  alter  the  station  design 
and  that  the  approaches  are  generally  design  enhancements  to  existing  station  elements 
where  the  art  budget  would  just  have  to  cover  the  cost  difference  due  to  the  art  treatment. 
She  added  that  because  the  Moscone  Station  recently  lost  one  of  its  two  projects  when 
Tom  Otterness  project  was  cancelled,  there  are  more  funds  available  for  this  particular 
station. 
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Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Hartz  commented  that  the  Chair  allowed  staff  to  use  the  five  minutes  allotted  for  this 
item  on  the  agenda  and  then  became  upset  when  the  public  used  time  to  comment.  I  le 
stated  that  he  did  not  understand  the  driving  factor  to  limit  the  time  of  the  meeting  and 
felt  that  public  comment  was  discouraged. 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  did  not  understand  what  a  new  project  opportunil)  was  or 
what  the  outcome  of  the  motion  would  be  in  terms  of  subsequent  activity  and  funding.  I  Ic 
agreed  with  Mr.  Hartz  that  the  meeting's  focus  on  time  does  not  give  a  Tair  opporiunii> 
for  the  public  and  the  Arts  Commission  to  make  thorough  decisions.

9.  Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station  -  New  Project  Opportunity:  Ticketing  Hail 
Wall

Action 

Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  Project  Outline  for  Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station:  2- 
Dimensional  Artwork  for  Ticketing  Hall  Wall.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  a  permanent, 
durable  two-dimensional  artwork  executed  in  tile,  mosaic  or  glass  to  be  located  on  the 
wall  above  the  fare  gates  in  the  ticketing  hall.  The  proposed  new  project  would  have  a 
minimal  impact  on  the  final  station  design  documents,  which  are  going  to  be  complete  at 
the  end  of  this  month. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  for  clarification  on  the  selection  process  for  this  artwork.  Ms. 
Lovvorn  replied  that  since  the  artwork  design  is  not  tied  into  the  architectural  design 
timeline,  a  Request  for  Qualifications  could  be  issued  at  a  later  date. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  asked  again  what  the  meaning  of  new  project  opportunity  w  as  and  if  a 
Request  for  Qualifications  was  going  to  be  issued  for  this  project. 

Commissioner  Sklar  commented  that  it  was  disrespectful  of  Mr.  Warfield  to  ask  that 
question  since  the  answer  was  just  explained. 

Mr.  Warfield  asked  what  the  funding  amount  for  the  project  is.  Commissioner  Keehn 
replied  that  it  is  $785,000. 

Mr.  Hartz  commented  that  the  meeting  was  getting  hostile  and  asked  whether  the 
Commissioners  had  ever  missed  something  in  a  meeting  and  had  to  ask  for  clarification. 
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Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  art  opportunity  as  described  in  the  Project  Outline  for 
Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station:  2-Dimensional  Artwork  for  Ticketing  Hall  Wall.

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

10.  Central  Subway,  Moscone  Station  -  New  Project  Opportunity:  Platform  Floor 
Terrazzo  Design 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Action 

Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  on  a  new  project  opportunity  for  the  platform  level  of  the  Moscone 
Station.  The  platform  floor,  which  will  be  terrazzo,  offers  an  opportunity  for  an  integrated 
artist's  design.  The  options  for  this  artwork  project  range  from  commissioning  a  design 
treatment  for  the  entire  terrazzo  surface  or  limiting  an  artist's  designs  to  areas  of  focus  to 
create  floor  medallions  or  rectangular  compositions.  Artwork  integrated  into  the  platform 
floor  would  be  visible  to  station  users  descending  the  escalators  and  glass  enclosed 
elevators  and  would  enliven  the  platform  level  for  transit  users  entering  and  exiting  trains 
and  \vaiting  in  this  area.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  the  station  architects  also  support  this 
project  as  it  would  help  to  brighten  this  part  of  the  station.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  since 
the  artwork  design  would  not  impact  the  architecture,  an  artist  selection  process  could 
commence  at  a  later  date.  Ms.  Lovvorn  pointed  out  that  the  budget  allocation  number 
indicated  in  the  staff  report  that  the  Commissioner's  received  prior  to  the  meeting  was 
incorrect.  She  stated  that  the  correct  budget  allocation  for  this  project  is  $340,000. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  commented  that  Ms.  Pontious  had  offered  to  explain  what  the  various 
approvals  on  the  agenda  mean  at  a  later  time.  He  stated  that  it  would  be  useful  to  have 
something  about  the  budget  for  this  project  on  the  agenda.  He  stated  that  while  it  is  not 
required  of  the  Commissioners  to  respond  to  public  comment,  there  is  nothing  prohibiting 
them  from  doing  so.

Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  on  the  Design  Development  Phase  (Artwork  location,  placement 
and  configuration)  of  the  Wayfmding  artwork  by  artists  Jim  Campbell  and  Werner  Klotz 
for  Central  Subway,  Union  Square  Market  Street  Station.  She  presented  a  fly-through 
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animation  showing  the  path  and  configuration  of  the  artwork.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that 
this  project  was  presented  to  the  Commissioners  in  November  201  1 .  At  that  meeting  she 
reported  staffs  concerns  about  our  agency's  ability  to  maintain  the  artwork  elements 
planned  for  above  the  escalators.  At  that  meeting,  Commissioners  concurred  and  asked 
staff  to  return  with  revised  designs  from  the  artists  for  this  project  which  limited  it  to  the 
platform  area. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  if  the  artists  were  amenable  to  having  to  truncate  the  artwork. 
Ms.  Lovvorn  replied  that  having  to  truncate  the  artwork  was  unfortunate  and  the  artists 
were  initially  not  pleased,  but  the  consequence  of  commissioning  an  artwork  that  cannot 
be  maintained  was  a  bigger  concern.  She  added  that  the  artists  have  worked  with  the 
limitations  and  decided  to  put  more  focus  on  the  surface  treatment  of  the  sculpture  w  hich 
will  involve  discs  positioned  to  create  imagery. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item.

12.  Central  Subway,  Union  Square  Market  Street  Station  -  New  Opportunity: 
Elevator  Enclosure  and  Deck  Glass

Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  Project  Outline  for  Central  Subway,  Union  Square  Market 
Street  Station:  Elevator  Enclosure  and  Deck  Glass  Public  Art  Project.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated 
that  the  two  front  faces  of  the  elevator  enclosures  and  the  glass  deck  provide  an 
opportunity  for  an  art  glass  treatment.  The  visual  impact  of  such  a  treatment  to  the 
station's  exterior  would  shift  from  being  subtle  during  the  day  to  backlit  and  more  vibrant 
at  night.  During  the  day  the  art  glass  imagery  would  be  more  legible  when  viewed  from 
within  the  station  and  the  deck  glass  could  cast  shadow  or  color  within  the  station  entry 
depending  upon  the  artist's  design.  This  approach  calls  for  an  artist's  design  to  be  printed 
on  film,  which  is  laminated  within  the  glass  which  will  be  manufactured  for  the  station's 
elevator  enclosure  and  decking.  An  artist  would  be  placed  under  contract  for  artwork 
design  and  creation  of  digital  production  files.  Fabrication  and  installation  of  the  glass 
would  remain  with  the  station  construction  project;  however  the  artist  and  Arts 
Commission  would  oversee  and  consult  with  the  contractor  to  ensure  the  quality  of  the 
completed  artwork. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item.

13.  Civic  Art  Collection 

Allison  Cummings

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  presented  the  requests  for  loan  of  two  artworks  in  the 
Civic  Art  Collection:  Masquerade  in  Black  by  Jay  DeFeo;  and  Still  Life  with  Letter  by 
Richard  Diebenkorn.  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  Masquerade  in  Black  was  requested 
for  the  exhibition  Jay  DeFeo  Retrospective  organized  by  the  Whitney  Museum  of 
American  Art.  She  noted  that  the  exhibition  will  first  be  on  view  at  the  San  Francisco 
Museum  of  Modern  Art  and  will  later  travel  to  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  in 
New  York.

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  America's  Cup  village  was  also  a  possible  art  location, 
but  is  only  accessible  with  paid  admission  to  the  event.  She  noted  that  the  exact  location 
will  be  decided  by  the  selected  artist  when  more  information  about  the  build-out  is 
available.

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16.  San  Francisco  International  Airport  ("SFO"):  Airport  Control  Tower

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  Project  Plan  and  Budget  for  an  artwork  for  the  non-secure 
corridor  of  the  Airport  Control  Tower  at  SFO.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  this  project  is  an 
extension  of  the  Terminal  2  public  art  project.  She  noted  that  the  Control  Tower  itself  is 
built  with  federal  funds  and  is  not  subject  to  the  art  enrichment  ordinance,  but  the 
supporting  building  is  subject  to  art  enrichment  allocation.  Ms.  Pontious  described  the 
non-secure  corridor  as  the  main  public  space  with  a  30'  high  wall  as  the  primary  public 
art  opportunity.  Ms.  Pontious  commented  that  this  area  has  a  high  light  level,  meaning 
the  artwork  would  have  to  be  light  resistant.  She  suggested  that  mosaic  or  sculptural 
relief  may  be  appropriate  approaches.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  budget  for  this  project 
is  $480,000,  but  may  increase  or  decrease  depending  on  the  outcome  of  the  SFO 
Boarding  Areas  E  and  F  public  art  projects. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  who  the  architect  for  this  project  is.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that 
she  will  be  working  with  the  architecture  firm  FTNTB  and  noted  that  they  have  a  good 
history  and  track  record. 

Ms.  Pontious  asked  for  a  Commissioner  representation  on  the  Airport  Art  Steering 
Committee.  Commissioner  Keehn  volunteered. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item.

Ms.  Pontious  gave  an  update  on  the  projects  Firefly  and  Water  Wall  by  artist  Ned  Kahn 
for  the  PUC  building  at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue.  Ms.  Pontious  described  Water  Wall  as 
a  piece  where  water  is  pumped  up  and  then  trickles  down  through  channeled  plastic 
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panels  located  on  the  sides  of  the  lobby  stairwell.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that 
representatives  from  the  SFAC,  the  PUC  and  DPW  had  visited  the  artist's  studio  to  sec  a 
prototype  of  the  artwork.  They  proceeded  with  the  construction  of  a  mocl<-up  which  was 
subsequently  viewed  by  Ed  Harrington  and  the  PUC  Project  Manager.  Ms.  I'ontious 
reported  that  at  that  time,  Mr.  Harrington  found  the  mock-up  unsatisfactory.  She  noted 
that  she  is  arranging  a  meeting  to  view  the  mock-up  again  at  a  time  when  the  artist  and 
the  project  team  can  be  present  to  discuss  the  work. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 

19.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 

(This  item  is  to  allow  members  of  the  public  to  comment  generally  on  matters  within  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee 's  purview  as  well  as  to  suggest  new  agenda  items  for  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee 's  consideration  at  a  future  meeting.) 

Mr.  Hartz  read  the  following  statement: 

"While  some  may  choose  to  view  the  participation  of  the  Public  in  Public  Meetings  as  a 
negative,  I  do  not!  Following  laws  such  as  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  and  the  Brown  Act 
are  necessary  from  both  a  legal  and  practical  point  of  view.  Governmental  entities  do  not 
only  have  an  obligation  to  allow,  but  to  encourage,  Public  participation  in  their 
processes.  Lip  service  is  often  paid  to  the  Public  being  involved  in  the  decision  making 
rather  than  making  such  inclusion  a  primary  goal.  The  deliberations  of  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  are  a  part  of  the  history  of  each  and  every  work  of  art  approved.  The  value 
that  future  generations  attach  to  any  art  work  will  be  closely  tied  to  the  level  of  inchision 
of  the  Public  in  the  decision-making  process.  Real  participation  in  the  process  leads  lo 
ownership  and  pride,  not  only  in  Public  Art,  but  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  " 

Mr.  Warfield  commented  that  this  was  the  first  opportunity  he  had  to  talk  about  the 
Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  Mural  Project  since  attending  the  VAC  meetings.  He  said 
that  the  first  meeting  he  attended  did  not  have  general  public  comment,  and  subsequent 
meetings  have  been  canceled.  He  stated  that  he  hopes  that  the  VAC  does  not  approve 
ftirther  details  of  the  new  mural  and  will  work  to  reverse  the  previous  approval  to  destroy 
and  replace  the  existing  mural.  He  mentioned  that,  according  to  the  minutes,  there  was  a 
lot  of  discussion  at  the  August  201 1  meeting  about  the  process  of  approving  the  mural, 
but  the  minutes  did  not  indicate  if  a  discussion  about  the  specific  content  of  the  mural 
took  place.  He  stated  that  according  to  the  minutes,  there  was  no  discussion  about  the 
history  of  the  existing  mural,  who  was  involved  in  its  creation,  or  the  content  of  the 
imagery.  He  stated  that  this  was  an  unfortunate  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  VAC. 
Mr.  Warfield  added  that  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  force  found  the  SFAC  in  violation 
of  the  ordinance  for  not  recording  VAC  meetings.  He  noted  that  since  last  attending  the 
VAC  meetings  there  were  improvements  in  the  agenda  format.  He  stated  that  the  process 
leading  to  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  Mural  Project  had  been  "'semi-secret"  and 
felt  the  VAC  had  received  misleading  and  incorrect  information  from  the  Library 
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Commission  regarding  tiie  matter.  He  asked  that  the  VAC  take  no  further  action  on  the 
new  mural  for  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library. 

20.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

P^his  item  is  to  allow  the  Commissioners  and  Arts  Commission  staff  to  introduce  new 
agenda  items  for  consideration  at  a  futuie  meeting,  to  report  on  recent  arts  activities  and 
to  make  announcements.) 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  here  was  a  lack  of  clarity  regarding  the  legality  of  the 
last  VAC  meeting.  She  cited  Section  6.5A  of  the  SFAC  bylaws  regarding  quorum:  "In 
the  absence  of  a  quorum  no  action  can  be  taken  and  the  meeting  will  be  adjourned.  At 
this  time,  an  informational  hearing  can  be  held  with  no  action  taken  and  a  report  given  at 
the  next  hearing.  " 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 
Mr.  Hartz  read  the  following  statement: 

"The  Visual  Arts  Committee  needs  to  include  in  its  future  deliberations  a  serious 
discussion  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Library  murals.  The  murals  are  not  only  works  of  art  in 
their  own  right  they  are  pieces  of  the  history  of  the  neighborhood  and  the  City.  While 
there  has  been  a  vote  to  approve  new  art  work,  it  has  been  done  with  little  consideration 
of  the  current  murals.  This  shows  a  degree  of  disregard  for  the  art  itself  but,  also  for  the 
histoty  of  the  neighborhood  and  past  decisions  of  the  Arts  Commission.  I  would  hope  that 
each  and  every  piece  of  art,  considered  on  today's  agenda,  will  be  shown  respect  by  any 
future  iterations  of  this  body,  as  works  of  art  and  pieces  of  history.  I  sincerely  hope  that 
present  members  will  show  the  respect  toward  past  members,  that  they  would  expect  in 
future  toward  them  and  their  decisions.  " 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  the  acoustics  in  the  meeting  room  were  poor  and  that  it  was  hard 
to  hear  the  routine  discussion.  He  stated  that  he  hoped  the  VAC  would  consider 
rescinding  the  approval  of  the  new  mural  for  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  or  would 
consider  taking  up  the  substantive  issue  regarding  the  matter,  including  its  history.  He 
explained  that  the  mural  was  a  community  project  involving  children  and  that  the  artist, 
Arch  Williams,  was  a  well-known  muralist.  He  stated  that  as  someone  familiar  with  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance  and  the  Brown  Act,  he  has  taken  numerous  complaints  to  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force.  He  commented  that  it  would  do  the  Arts  Commission 
good  to  review  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.

3.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Police  Memorial 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  for  Shimon  Attic's  police 
memorial  artwork  for  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  She  introduced  Mr.  Attie  and  Mark 
Timmins,  Design  Build  Coordinator,  David  Hotson  Architect,  who  joined  the  meeting  via 
teleconference.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  design  had  not  changed  much  since  the 
Commissioners  last  reviewed  it  during  the  Conceptual  Design  Phase.  She  described  the 
artwork  as  a  fritted  glass  cylinder  suspended  from  a  skylight,  hanging  in  front  of  a  black 
backdrop  incorporating  text  cutouts.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  originally  the  artist  had 
wanted  to  fabricate  the  backdrop  in  stone  but,  due  to  budgetary  constraints,  will  now  use 
a  dark  metal.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  backdrop  will  be  installed  slightly  in  front  of  the 
building's  concrete  wall  to  allow  the  text  to  be  backlit  and  to  appear  as  if  it  is  glowing. 
Additionally,  the  floor  will  be  a  dark  stained  concrete  to  give  the  feeling  of  a  wrapped 
space  around  the  glass  cylinder.  She  noted  that  the  measurement  between  the  floor  and 
the  bottom  of  the  glass  cylinder  was  currently  at  10  feet  6  inches,  but  was  still  being 
finalized. 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  asked  how  the  lighting  would  be  accessed  for 
maintenance.  Ms.  Chou  responded  by  saying  that  there  are  plans  to  incorporate  a  panel 
that  would  allow  access  to  the  lighting  behind  the  backdrop. 

Ms.  Chou  described  the  fritted  treatment  of  the  glass  cylinder  as  written  expressions  of 
gratitude  for  the  service  of  fallen  police  officers  to  be  gathered  by  the  artist.  Ms.  Chou 
reminded  Commissioners  that  the  client  had  expressed  a  desire  to  have  the  artist 
incorporate  into  his  design  an  existing  memorial  consisting  of  name  panels,  currently 
located  at  the  Hall  of  Justice.  As  a  result,  Mr.  Attie  has  created  a  special  place  in  the 
lobby  for  this  memorial  using  the  same  dark  metal  backdrop  and  stained  concrete  floor  to 
make  the  connection  to  the  glass  cylinder.  Ms.  Chou  added  that  the  dimensions  of  the 
backdrop  component  of  the  name  panels  are  still  under  consideration.  She  showed  the 
Commissioners  architectural  renderings  with  several  options  that  the  artist  is  considering. 
Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  she  preferred  the  option  where  the  backdrop 
spanned  the  length  of  the  wall,  floor  to  ceiling.  Mr.  Attie  commented  that  this  was  his 
preference  as  well. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  why  the  base  attachments  on  the  glass  cylinder  were  so 
obvious  and  wondered  if  there  was  a  way  to  make  them  blend  in  more  with  the  artist's 
design.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  attachments  were  necessary  structurally,  but  that  the 
location  along  the  four  quadrants  of  the  glass  cylinder,  as  well  as  the  material  and  color

may  be  revised  to  minimize  their  appearance.  Mr.  Attie  added  that  he  had  not  finali/cd 
the  color  of  the  attachments,  which  could  potentially  share  the  tonality  of  the  text 
inscribed  on  the  cylinder.  He  stated  that  his  goal  is  to  make  the  attachments  as 
unobtrusive  as  possible. 

Ms.  Chou  then  presented  samples  of  the  glass  with  frit  treatment  and  the  oiled  mclal 
backdrop. 

Commissioner  Beltran  commended  Mr.  Attie  on  his  work,  stating  that  she  had  seen  the 
idea  develop  from  the  proposal  phase  into  an  exciting  and  wonderful  design. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Chou  presented  brought  back  for  fiarther  review  the  Art  on  Market  Street  Poster 
Series  by  Christina  Empedocles  (scheduled  for  display  beginning  December  2012.)  Ms. 
Chou  stated  that  Ms.  Empedocles  was  developing  a  series  based  on  six  posters  from  films 
set  in  San  Francisco,  executed  in  a  hyper  realistic  style  in  pencil.  She  explained  that 
based  on  previous  feedback  from  the  Commissioners,  Ms.  Empedocles  revise  her  choices 
of  films  to  represent  a  wide  range  of  genres  and  span  several  time  periods.  Ms.  Chou 
presented  two  current  lists  of  films  that  the  artist  is  considering:  a  primary  list  of  the 
artist's  first  choices;  and  a  secondary  list  to  choose  from  should  the  artist  encounter 
difficulty  obtaining  image  permission  for  films  on  the  primary  list.  Ms.  Chou  introduced 
Ms.  Empedocles  who  was  present  at  the  meeting  to  answer  questions. 

Commissioner  Chew  suggested  that  Ms.  Empedocles  consult  the  Film  Commission's 
website  for  films  based  in  San  Francisco.  Ms.  Empedocles  said  that  she  spent  a  lot  of 
time  consulting  that  website,  and  noted  that  it  was  a  challenge  to  pair-down  the  primar\ 
list  to  only  six  films. 

Ms.  Chou  read  the  artist's  primary  list:  The  Birds;  THX 1138;  Dirty  Harry;  IVJiat 's  Up, 
Doc?;  The  Times  of  Harvey  Milk;  and  So  I  Married  an  Axe  Murderer.

The  installation  will  be  in  conjunction  with  an  exhibition  of 
contemporary  Asian  art  at  the  Asian  Art  Museum.  Ms.  Bennett  explained  that  the  artist 
had  done  installations  of  similar  work  in  various  locations  around  the  world.  She 
explained  that  for  Civic  Center,  the  artist  is  proposing  to  install  a  red  lotus  flower  made 
of  an  inflatable  material  that  will  slowly  open  and  close  throughout  the  day.  Ms.  Bennett 
added  that  the  sculpture  will  be  approximately  eight  feet  high,  will  sit  on  a  12  foot  by  12 
foot  cube,  and  will  be  lit  at  night  by  LED  lighting.  She  noted  that  she  has  located  a 
nearby  power  source  that  will  support  the  sculpture's  motor  as  well  as  the  lighting. 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  commented  that  Asian  Art  Museum  will 
responsible  for  all  aspects  of  this  project  which  has  the  Mayor's  support. 

Commissioner  Beltran  inquired  about  maintenance  for  the  project.  Ms.  Bennett  replied 
that  she  will  be  responsible  for  a  daily  maintenance  check  on  the  work  and  will  be 
responsible  for  any  repairs. 

Commissioner  Chew  suggested  that  the  weight  of  the  sculpture  be  considered  because  the 
garage  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  is  directly  beneath  the  site.  Ms.  Bennett  replied  that  she 
is  sensitive  to  weight  concerns  and  will  be  working  with  a  civil  engineer  to  address  those 
issues.  She  added  that  Director  of  Policy  and  Planning  Jill  Manton,  who  has  experience 
installing  many  temporary  artworks  at  that  site,  will  be  consulting  on  this  project. 

Commissioner  Chew  inquired  about  the  funding  for  this  project.  Ms.  Bennett  stated  that 
the  fiinding  comes  from  the  Asian  Art  Museum's  exhibition  budget.  Mr.  DeCaigny 
commented  that  the  only  cost  to  the  Arts  Commission  is  the  in-kind  donation  of  Ms. 
Manton's  consultation. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  who  would  be  funding  the  power  for  the  piece  and  if  it  needed 
approval  by  other  City  departments.  Ms.  Bennett  replied  that  the  power  cost  would  be 
absorbed  by  the  Asian  Art  Museum  and  the  project  will  be  presented  to  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Commission  for  approval  next  month. 
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Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

6.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Community  Plaza 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  and  material  samples  for  Paul  Kos'  community 
plaza  artwork  for  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  while  some 
design  changes  have  been  made,  the  work  was  still  in  progress.  Ms.  Chou  e.xplained  that 
the  plaza  is  located  next  to  a  historic  fire  house,  and  the  artist's  previous  design  had 
included  benches  and  plantings  along  the  south  facade  of  the  fire  house.  Ms.  Chou 
reported  that  she  recently  learned  from  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission  ("HPC") 
that  since  the  fire  house  is  being  preserved,  all  of  the  artist's  elements  need  to  remain  12 
inches  away  from  its  fa9ade.  Responding  to  that,  the  artist  has  eliminated  all  the  plantings 
along  the  fire  house  fa9ade  and  has  moved  the  benches  according  to  the  HPC's 
specifications.  Ms.  Chou  added  that  another  design  change  would  allow  the  architects  to 
continue  a  line  of  granite  sets  along  the  perimeter  of  the  fire  station  to  extend  into  plaza 
design.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  Commissioners  had  previously  requested  that  the  artist 
revise  the  selection  and  location  of  his  planting.  She  stated  that  the  artist  is  currently 
working  with  a  landscape  architect  and  changes  to  his  planting  design  will  be  presented 
to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  next  month. 

Ms.  Chou  commented  that  she  showed  Mr.  Kos'  revised  design  to  Commissioner  Str\  ker 
of  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  ("CDRDC")  and  asked  for  her  feedback 
regarding  the  planting  design.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  Commissioner  Stryker  had  concerns 
about  the  inclusion  of  a  Canary  Island  Pine  because  of  the  maintenance  required  for  a  tree 
that  could  potentially  grow  to  20  feet  in  diameter.  In  response  to  this  feedback,  the  anist 
is  working  to  find  an  alternate  tree  that  is  more  manageable  in  terms  of  size  of 
maintenance.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  Commissioner  Stryker  also  had  concerns  that  the 
bamboo  plantings  along  Third  Street  would  block  primary  views  into  the  plaza  and  create 
a  dark  corner  that  could  result  in  security  issues.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  while  the  artist 
originally  intended  to  block  wind  with  the  bamboo,  the  artist  is  working  with  the 
landscape  architect  to  find  other  types  of  plantings  that  may  provide  more  visibilit\  into 
the  site. 
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Commissioner  Sklar  commented  that  the  plantings  need  to  be  reduced  in  size  to  allow  the 
element  of  the  bell  to  stand  out.  Commissioner  Keehn  commented  that  she  would  like  to 
see  the  artist  create  a  space  that  blocked  wind,  since  that  would  be  unique,  but  perhaps  he 
could  choose  plantings  that  were  not  so  high. 

Ms.  Chou  asked  to  table  the  motion  to  approve  50  %  Design  Development  because  the 
artist  is  still  working  on  his  planting  selection.  Ms.  Chou  then  showed  a  mock-up  of  the 
bronze  bell  element  of  the  artist's  design  and  material  sample  of  its  finish. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

7.  Central  Subway  Chinatown  Station  -  Tomie  Aral  Project

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  reported  that  the  CDRC  reviewed  the  final  phase  of 
the  architectural  design  of  the  Central  Subway  Chinatown  Station  and  recommended  that 
the  artwork  by  Tomie  Aral  planned  for  the  Stockton  Street  facing  parapet  be  extended  to 
the  Washington  Street  facade.  Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  drawings  of  the  station  design 
indicating  the  current  artwork  location  and  the  possible  area  for  expansion.  She  stated 
that  the  artist  is  supportive  of  an  expansion  of  her  artwork  project.  She  then  introduced 
Mona  Tamari,  the  station's  architect,  who  explained  that  the  intention  of  the  architectural 
design  is  to  reveal  the  massing  elements  that  comprise  the  station.  She  stated  that 
extending  the  artwork  to  the  Washington  Street  fa9ade  might  interfere  with  the  how  the 
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massing  is  perceived.  She  added  that  because  the  station's  architectural  design  is  1 00% 
complete,  this  is  not  an  ideal  time  to  coordinate  an  expansion  with  the  artist. 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  the  CDRC  felt  the  artist's  design  could  wrap  slightly 
onto  the  Washington  Street  fa9ade  so  there  would  not  be  as  much  of  an  architectural 
break  between  the  two  sides  of  the  station. 

Commissioner  Chew  noted  that  the  area  is  highly  populated  and  that  extending  the  design 
would  create  an  identifying  marker  for  the  station  and  would  help  direct  people  to  the 
station's  entry. 

Ms.  Tamari  stated  that  she  would  be  able  to  work  with  the  artist  to  find  a  design  solution 
to  extend  the  artwork.  She  stated  that  she  would  also  study  the  parapet  facing  the  plaza  to 
determine  whether  the  artwork  should  also  be  extended  onto  that  facade. 

Commissioner  Beltran  agreed  that  extending  the  design  slightly  was  a  good  solution. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  proposed  public  art  approach  for  the  new  design  of  SOMA  West 
-  McCoppin  Hub.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  are  working  together  to 
redesign  the  area  along  McCoppin  Street,  just  west  of  Valencia  Street  into  a  hub  that  can 
accommodate  food  trucks  that  have  begun  to  park  regularly  at  the  site.  She  explained  that 
a  few  years  ago,  the  artist  team  Rebar  was  selected  to  create  an  artw  ork  for  this  space 
based  on  a  conceptual  proposal  developed  for  a  previous  design.  She  stated  that  new 
opportunities  for  artwork  have  been  identified  based  on  the  new  design  including  a 
gateway  piece,  or  functional  elements  such  as  handrails,  seating,  or  bike  racks.  Ms.  Chou 
reported  that  the  Mayor's  Office  is  increasing  the  funds  for  this  project  to  allow  Rebar  to 
create  an  alternate  proposal  considering  the  new  artwork  opportunities.  She  explained 
that  if  the  alternate  proposal  is  not  accepted,  the  Arts  Commission  v\  ill  move  forward 
with  Rebar's  original  proposal  and  modify  it  for  the  new  space. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  requested  the  approval  of  a  pool  of  potential  panelists 
for  new  public  art  projects  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  ("SFO'"):  Airport 
Control  Tower  non-secure  connector  and  Boarding  Areas  E  &  F.  Commissioner  Keehn 
asked  how  the  artists  are  selected  to  serve  on  the  panel.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  she 
included  artists  of  local  prominence  and.  in  this  case,  artists  who  have  worked  on  projects 
at  SFO. 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  an  update  on  new  public  art  projects  for  Boarding  Areas  E  &  F  at  SFO. 
She  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  artist  Amy  Ellingson  was  selected  to  create  a 
design  for  the  terrazzo  floor  of  Boarding  Area  E.  She  explained  that  the  after  the  floor 
design  had  been  approved,  it  was  realized  that  the  boarding  area  lacked  the  appropriate 
amount  of  seating  and  would  have  to  be  redesigned.  Gensler  is  the  architecture  firm 
selected  for  this  work.  The  site  has  been  significantly  redesigned,  and  probably  will  not 
accommodate  Ms.  EUingson's  original  terrazzo  design.  She  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
redesign  something  for  that  area.  The  new  Boarding  Area  E  design  does  afford  two  new 
opportunities:  a  sculpture  at  the  entrance;  and  an  interactive  piece  in  the  children's  area. 
Ms.  Pontious  added  that  Boarding  Area  F  will  also  be  remodeled  and  will  generate  Art 
Enrichment  funding.  She  said  the  exact  artwork  opportunities  were  yet  to  be  determined. 
Ms.  Pontious  added  that  the  "meet  and  greet"  areas  of  Boarding  Areas  E  &  F  would  be 
suitable  locations  for  artworks  in  the  Civic  Art  Collection  by  Wayne  Thiebaud  and 
Robert  Bechtle  that  will  have  to  be  relocated.  She  noted  that  the  new  projects  at  Boarding 
Areas  E  &  F  were  fast  tracked  and  she  would  be  developing  budgets  and  approaches  to 
present  to  the  Commissioners  in  the  near  future. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

She  explained  that 
these  etched  granite  blocks  will  contain  information  that  the  artists  have  researched  about 
the  site,  and  will  be  installed  at  various  look-out  points  in  the  park.  She  commented  that 
she  had  seen  this  mock-up  in  person  and  that  it  was  extremely  detailed  and  precise.

Ms.  Pontious  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  at  last  month's 
VAC  meeting,  she  explained  how  the  client  did  not  to  want  to  move  forward  with  the 
project  based  on  the  viewing  of  an  incomplete  artist's  mock-up.  She  reported  that  Mr. 
DeCaigny,  Ms.  Manton,  and  herself  had  viewed  the  completed  mock-up  and  felt  it  was 
successful.  After  showing  this  completed  mock-up  to  the  client,  PUC  decided  to  resume 
the  project.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  the  mock-up  fabricator  pointed  out  that  there  w  as  no 
way  to  access  lighting  and  pumps  in  the  artist's  original  design.  Because  of  this,  the  artist 
is  implementing  two  access  panels  that  will  shorten  the  work  by  24  inches.  Ms.  Pontious 
remarked  that  since  the  panels  were  still  12  feet  talk,  and  the  majority  of  the  viewer's 
experience  of  the  work  happens  at  eye  level,  she  did  not  think  this  design  change  would 
hugely  impact  the  aesthetics. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

He  reported  that  the  artist's  deign  falls 
within  the  US  Consumer  Product  Safety  Commission  Playground  Guidelines,  w  hich 
dictates  that  no  opposing  surfaces  can  be  smaller  than  three  and  a  half  inches  or  greater 
than  nine  inches.  Mr.  Davies  added  that  the  artist  and  project  team  are  ver\  pleased  with 
the  outcome  of  the  work  so  far.  Commissioner  Sklar  congratulated  Mr.  Davies  on  a  job 
well  done.

Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  Design  Development  Phase  deliverables  for  Gateway  and 
Chairs  by  Primitivo  Suarez-Wolfe  for  the  Church  &  Duboce  Public  Art  Project.  Ms. 
Lovvorn  provided  the  new  Commissioners  with  background  on  the  project,  which  started 
as  a  streetscape  project  calling  for  an  artist  to  develop  functional  artistic  seating.  She 
explained  that  the  artist  is  creating  a  series  of  cast  metal  based  upon  chairs  donated  by 
community  members  to  be  installed  at  various  sidewalk  locations  near  the  intersection  of 
Church  and  Duboce.  Ms.  Lovvorn  noted  that  the  artist  originally  wanted  to  cast  the  chairs 
in  metal  recycled  from  discarded  MUNI  tracks,  but  this  is  not  feasible  due  to  the  impurity 
of  the  metal.  Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  design  drawings  for  the  chairs  and  reported  that 
the  artist  would  like  to  cast  the  chairs  in  bronze,  possibly  with  a  dark  patina.  Based  upon 
cost  estimates  from  the  foundry,  the  artist  will  be  able  to  produce  seven  chairs  total  in 
three  different  styles.  Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  a  site  plan  indicating  the  chair  locations. 

Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  design  development  phase  drawings  for  Gateway.  She  stated 
that  the  steel  sculpture  was  currently  24  feet  high  and  will  be  painted  with  dark  green 
Tnemec  paint.  She  added  that  she  and  the  artist  are  in  discussions  with  the  Upper 
Market/Castro  Community  Benefits  District,  who  are  funding  this  artwork,  about  the 
scale  of  the  sculpture.  They  have  concerns  that  the  sculpture  is  not  tall  enough  to  stand 
out  at  the  planned  installation  location  (the  upcoming  bulb  out  at  Market  and  14'^  streets). 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Jill  Manton  with  Amy  Critchet,  Executive  Producer,  The  Bay  Lights 
Action 
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Ms.  Manton  introduced  Amy  Critchet  and  Ben  Davis  of  llluminalc  the  Arts  to  present 
The  Bay  Lights  art  project  designed  by  artist  Leo  Villarreal  to  be  installed  on  the  liay 
Bridge  to  commemorate  its  75   Diamond  anniversary.  Ms.  Manton  noted  that  the  Mayor 
is  an  avid  supporter  of  tiiis  project  and  has  asl<.ed  DPW  to  facilitate  the  work.  She  added 
that  the  only  requirement  of  the  Arts  Commission  is  a  resolution  of  support  for  what  she 
believed  to  be  an  outstanding  project.  Mr.  Davis  explained  that  the  artist  will  be  using 
25,000  LED  lights  attached  to  the  suspender  cables  of  the  Bay  Bridge  to  create  an  elegant 
fine  art  piece  that  will  define  the  City  at  night.  Mr.  Davis  commented  that  it  was  inspiring 
to  watch  the  community  gather  in  support  of  the  project  and  the  artist's  vision.  I  le  added 
that  The  Bay  Lights  will  not  only  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  the  Bay  Bridge,  but  will 
also  coincide  with  the  America's  Cup,  the  anniversary  of  the  Port,  and  the  introduction  of 
the  Exploratorium's  new  cultural  facility.  He  said  that  The  Bay  Lights  will  help  define  the 
cultural  experience  of  the  estimated  50  million  visitors  expected  to  come  through  the  Cil\ 
during  the  time  of  its  installation. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  how  the  project  was  funded.  Mr.  Davis  said  privately.  He 
added  that  the  project  also  has  a  large  and  dedicated  volunteer  staff  He  said  that  they 
actively  continue  to  fundraise. 

Commissioner  Sklar  thanked  Mr.  Davis  and  Ms.  Critchet  for  presenting  the  project  and 
commented  that  it  was  a  wonderful  concept. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  remarked  that  he  is  in  full  support  of  this  project.

The  Bay  Lights  will  have  a  positive  luminous  impact 
on  the  San  Francisco  waterfront  and  is  a  generous  gift  to  the  City.

Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  that  the  Crosscut  Cavern  Wall  of  the  Central  Sub\\  a\  Chinatow  n 
station  has  been  identified  as  a  new  project  opportunity  location.  She  presented  the 
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project  outline  and  explained  that  the  artwork  would  be  a  2-dimensional  piece  executed 
in  tile  or  mosaic  so  that  it  is  distinct  from  the  other  two  artwork  projects  at  this  station, 
which  will  be  executed  in  painted  cut  metal  and  art  glass.

Panel.  She  reported  that  69  artists  had  responded  to  the  Request  for  Qualifications  and 
that  Arts  Commission  staff  had  narrowed  the  candidates  down  to  42  artists  who  were 
minimally  qualified.  From  the  42  candidates,  the  selection  panel  selected  the  following 
artists  to  create  artwork  proposals  for  a  pole  mounted  sculpture:  David  Boyer,  Joyce  Hsu, 
Moto  Ohtake,  Peter  Richards/Andrew  Forrest,  and  Esther  Werthheimer.  She  then 
described  the  artwork  of  the  five  finalists.  Ms.  Lovvorn  explained  that  the  panel  consisted 
of  two  community  representatives,  an  Arts  Commissioner,  the  project  architect,  the 
project  manager,  and  one  art  professional.  The  Commissioners  suggested  that  another  arts 
professional  participate  in  the  second  selection  panel  meeting.  Commissioner  Beltran 
volunteered. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

19.  Temporary  Sculptures  -  Civic  Center  Plaza  and  War  Memorial 

Jill  Manton  with  Trish  Bransten,  Co-Director,  Rena  Bransten  Gallery 
Action 

Ms.  Manton  presented  on  behalf  of  Trish  Bransten,  Co-Director,  Rena  Bransten  Gallery, 
the  proposed  temporary  installation  of  three  to  five  sculptures  by  Jun  Kaneko  on  the  Polk 
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Street  side  of  the  Civic  Center  Plaza  and  two  sculptures  by  Jun  Kancko  on  the  sidewalk 
areas  adjacent  to  the  War  Memorial  Performing  Arts  Center  on  Van  Ness  Avenue.  She 
stated  that  the  sculptures  are  proposed  to  be  installed  from  mid-  May,  2012  through  mid- 
November  2012.  She  noted  that  the  installation  of  these  works  will  occur  in  conjunction 
with  the  Asian  Art  Museum's  exhibition  of  contemporary  Asian  art,  and  the  Black  and 
White  Ball  at  the  War  Memorial  Performing  Arts  Center.  Ms.  Manton  said  that  the  Rcna 
Bransten  Gallery  and  Jun  Kaneko's  studio  will  procure  all  the  funds  on  their  own  for  this 
project  and  will  be  responsible  for  insurance  and  installation.  Ms.  Manton  remarked  thai 
the  project  is  pending  approval  from  the  Mayor's  Office,  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  the  Board  of  the  War  Memorial  Performing  Arts  Center,  and  the  Trustees  of 
the  Opera.  However,  she  felt  that  the  project  would  be  favorably  received  by  all. 

Ms.  Manton  explained  that  the  available  sculptures  were  either  ceramic  or  bronze  and 
varied  in  size.  She  felt  that  the  larger,  bronze  sculptures  would  work  well  in  the  context 
of  Civic  Center  Plaza,  and  the  smaller,  ceramic  sculptures  would  be  appropriate  for  the 
War  Memorial  Performing  Arts  Center.  And  while  the  exact  sculptures  were  to  be 
determined,  Ms.  Manton  added  that  two  black  and  white  sculptures  at  the  War  Memorial 
Performing  Arts  Center  would  complement  the  Black  and  White  Ball. 

Commissioner  Beltran  inquired  about  security  for  the  sculptures.  Ms.  Manton  replied  that 
there  will  not  be  security  for  the  work,  but  the  Rena  Bransten  Gallery  will  be  responsible 
for  the  insurance  and  liability. 

Ms.  Manton  noted  that  Mr.  DeCaigny  plans  to  speak  about  this  project  to  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Dealers  Association  an  example  of  public/private  partnership.  Mr. 
DeCaigny  commented  that  this  was  an  exciting  way  to  bring  art  to  the  public  at  no  cost  to 
the  City  and  could  be  a  model  for  temporary  public  art  projects  in  the  future. 

Commissioner  Beltran  said  that  the  motion  was  ambiguous  as  to  which  sculptures  w  ould 
be  chosen  for  this  project  and  suggested  that  the  motion  be  revised  to  reflect  that.  She 
also  suggested  that  the  selection  of  sculptures  be  made  before  presenting  the  project  to 
the  Mayor  and  others  for  approval. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

3.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Police  Memorial 

Mar>'  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  for  Shimon  Attie's  police 
memorial  artwork  for  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  She  introduced  Mr.  Attic  and  Mark 
Timmins,  Design  Build  Coordinator,  David  Hotson  Architect,  who  joined  the  meeting  via 
teleconference.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  design  had  not  changed  much  since  the 
Commissioners  last  reviewed  it  during  the  Conceptual  Design  Phase.  She  described  the 
artwork  as  a  fritted  glass  cylinder  suspended  from  a  skylight,  hanging  in  front  of  a  black 
backdrop  incorporating  text  cutouts.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  originally  the  artist  had 
wanted  to  fabricate  the  backdrop  in  stone  but,  due  to  budgetary  constraints,  will  now  use 
a  dark  metal.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  backdrop  will  be  installed  slightly  in  front  of  the 
building's  concrete  wall  to  allow  the  text  to  be  backlit  and  to  appear  as  if  it  is  glowing. 
Additionally,  the  floor  will  be  a  dark  stained  concrete  to  give  the  feeling  of  a  wrapped 
space  around  the  glass  cylinder.  She  noted  that  the  measurement  between  the  floor  and 
the  bottom  of  the  glass  cylinder  was  currently  at  10  feet  6  inches,  but  was  still  being 
finalized. 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  asked  how  the  lighting  would  be  accessed  for 
maintenance.  Ms.  Chou  responded  by  saying  that  there  are  plans  to  incorporate  a  panel 
that  would  allow  access  to  the  lighting  behind  the  backdrop. 

Ms.  Chou  described  the  fritted  treatment  of  the  glass  cylinder  as  written  expressions  of 
gratitude  for  the  service  of  fallen  police  officers  to  be  gathered  by  the  artist.  Ms.  Chou 
reminded  Commissioners  that  the  client  had  expressed  a  desire  to  have  the  artist 
incorporate  into  his  design  an  existing  memorial  consisting  of  name  panels,  currently 
located  at  the  Hall  of  Justice.  As  a  result,  Mr.  Attic  has  created  a  special  place  in  the 
lobby  for  this  memorial  using  the  same  dark  metal  backdrop  and  stained  concrete  floor  to 
make  the  connection  to  the  glass  cylinder.  Ms.  Chou  added  that  the  dimensions  of  the 
backdrop  component  of  the  name  panels  are  still  under  consideration.  She  showed  the 
Commissioners  architectural  renderings  with  several  options  that  the  artist  is  considering. 
Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  she  preferred  the  option  where  the  backdrop 
spanned  the  length  of  the  wall,  floor  to  ceiling.  Mr.  Attie  commented  that  this  was  his 
preference  as  well. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  why  the  base  attachments  on  the  glass  cylinder  were  so 
obvious  and  wondered  if  there  was  a  way  to  make  them  blend  in  more  with  the  artist's 
design.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  attachments  were  necessary  structurally,  but  that  the 
location  along  the  four  quadrants  of  the  glass  cylinder,  as  well  as  the  material  and  color 
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may  be  revised  to  minimize  their  appearance.  Mr.  Attie  added  that  he  had  nui  riiuili/cd 
the  color  of  the  attachments,  which  could  potentially  share  the  tonality  of  the  te.xl 
inscribed  on  the  cylinder.  He  stated  that  his  goal  is  to  make  the  attachments  as 
unobtrusive  as  possible. 

Ms.  Chou  then  presented  samples  of  the  glass  with  frit  treatment  and  the  oiled  metal 
backdrop. 

Commissioner  Beltran  commended  Mr.  Attie  on  his  work,  stating  that  she  had  seen  the 
idea  develop  from  the  proposal  phase  into  an  exciting  and  wonderful  design. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Chou  presented  brought  back  for  further  review  the  Art  on  Market  Street  Poster 
Series  by  Christina  Empedocles  (scheduled  for  display  beginning  December  2012.)  Ms. 
Chou  stated  that  Ms.  Empedocles  was  developing  a  series  based  on  six  posters  from  films 
set  in  San  Francisco,  executed  in  a  hyper  realistic  style  in  pencil.  She  explained  that 
based  on  previous  feedback  from  the  Commissioners,  Ms.  Empedocles  revise  her  choices 
of  films  to  represent  a  wide  range  of  genres  and  span  several  time  periods.  Ms.  Chou 
presented  two  current  lists  of  films  that  the  artist  is  considering:  a  primary  list  of  the 
artist's  first  choices;  and  a  secondary  list  to  choose  from  should  the  artist  encounter 
difficulty  obtaining  image  permission  for  films  on  the  primary  list.  Ms.  Chou  introduced 
Ms.  Empedocles  who  was  present  at  the  meeting  to  answer  questions. 

Commissioner  Chew  suggested  that  Ms.  Empedocles  consult  the  Film  Commission's 
website  for  films  based  in  San  Francisco.  Ms.  Empedocles  said  that  she  spent  a  lot  of 
time  consulting  that  website,  and  noted  that  it  was  a  challenge  to  pair-down  the  primar\ 
list  to  only  six  films. 

Ms.  Chou  read  the  artist's  primary  list:  The  Birds;  THX 1138;  Dirty  Harry;  Wliat 's  Up, 
Doc?;  The  Times  of  Harvey  Milk;  and  So  I  Married  an  Axe  Murderer. 

Ms.  Chou  read  the  artist's  secondary  list:  The  Maltese  Falcon;  Vertigo;  Bulitt;  Petulia: 
Harold  and  Maude;  The  Conversation;  Invasion  of  the  Body  Snatchers;  View  to  a  Kill; 
Memoirs  of  an  Invisible  Man;  and  Following  Sean.

Jill  Manton  with  Kelly  Bennett,  Exhibitions  Manager,  Asian  Art  Museum 
Action 

Exhibitions  Manager  for  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Kelly  Bennett  presented  a  temporary 
sculpture  installation  proposal  entitled  Breathing  Flower  by  artist  Choi  Jeong  Hwa 
sponsored  by  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  to  be  installed  at  Civic  Center  Plaza  from  May  1 1, 
2012  to  September  2,  2012.  The  installation  will  be  in  conjunction  with  an  exhibition  of 
contemporary  Asian  art  at  the  Asian  Art  Museum.  Ms.  Bennett  explained  that  the  artist 
had  done  installations  of  similar  work  in  various  locations  around  the  world.  She 
explained  that  for  Civic  Center,  the  artist  is  proposing  to  install  a  red  lotus  flower  made 
of  an  inflatable  material  that  will  slowly  open  and  close  throughout  the  day.  Ms.  Bennett 
added  that  the  sculpture  will  be  approximately  eight  feet  high,  will  sit  on  a  12  foot  by  12 
foot  cube,  and  will  be  lit  at  night  by  LED  lighting.  She  noted  that  she  has  located  a 
nearby  power  source  that  will  support  the  sculpture's  motor  as  well  as  the  lighting. 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  commented  that  Asian  Art  Museum  will 
responsible  for  all  aspects  of  this  project  which  has  the  Mayor's  support. 

Commissioner  Beltran  inquired  about  maintenance  for  the  project.  Ms.  Bennett  replied 
that  she  will  be  responsible  for  a  daily  maintenance  check  on  the  work  and  will  be 
responsible  for  any  repairs. 

Commissioner  Chew  suggested  that  the  weight  of  the  sculpture  be  considered  because  the 
garage  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  is  directly  beneath  the  site.  Ms.  Bennett  replied  that  she 
is  sensitive  to  weight  concerns  and  will  be  working  with  a  civil  engineer  to  address  those 
issues.  She  added  that  Director  of  Policy  and  Planning  Jill  Manton,  who  has  experience 
installing  many  temporary  artworks  at  that  site,  will  be  consulting  on  this  project. 

Commissioner  Chew  inquired  about  the  funding  for  this  project.  Ms.  Bennett  stated  that 
the  funding  comes  from  the  Asian  Art  Museum's  exhibition  budget.  Mr.  DeCaigny 
commented  that  the  only  cost  to  the  Arts  Commission  is  the  in-kind  donation  of  Ms. 
Manton's  consultation. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  who  would  be  funding  the  power  for  the  piece  and  if  it  needed 
approval  by  other  City  departments.  Ms.  Bennett  replied  that  the  power  cost  would  be 
absorbed  by  the  Asian  Art  Museum  and  the  project  will  be  presented  to  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Commission  for  approval  next  month. 
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Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

6.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Community  Plaza 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  and  material  samples  for  Paul  Kos'  community 
plaza  artwork  for  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  while  some 
design  changes  have  been  made,  the  work  was  still  in  progress.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that 
the  plaza  is  located  next  to  a  historic  fire  house,  and  the  artist's  previous  design  had 
included  benches  and  plantings  along  the  south  fa9ade  of  the  fire  house.  Ms.  Chou 
reported  that  she  recently  learned  from  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission  (■"HPC") 
that  since  the  fire  house  is  being  preserved,  all  of  the  artist's  elements  need  to  remain  1 2 
inches  away  from  its  fa9ade.  Responding  to  that,  the  artist  has  eliminated  all  the  plantings 
along  the  fire  house  fafade  and  has  moved  the  benches  according  to  the  HPC's 
specifications.  Ms.  Chou  added  that  another  design  change  would  allow  the  architects  to 
continue  a  line  of  granite  sets  along  the  perimeter  of  the  fire  station  to  extend  into  plaza 
design.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  Commissioners  had  previously  requested  that  the  artist 
revise  the  selection  and  location  of  his  planting.  She  stated  that  the  artist  is  currently 
working  with  a  landscape  architect  and  changes  to  his  planting  design  will  be  presented 
to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  next  month. 

Ms.  Chou  commented  that  she  showed  Mr.  Kos'  revised  design  to  Commissioner  Str\  ker 
of  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  ("CDRDC")  and  asked  for  her  feedback 
regarding  the  planting  design.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  Commissioner  Stryker  had  concerns 
about  the  inclusion  of  a  Canary  Island  Pine  because  of  the  maintenance  required  for  a  tree 
that  could  potentially  grow  to  20  feet  in  diameter.  In  response  to  this  feedback,  the  artist 
is  working  to  find  an  alternate  tree  that  is  more  manageable  in  terms  of  size  of 
maintenance.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  Commissioner  Stryker  also  had  concerns  that  the 
bamboo  plantings  along  Third  Street  would  block  primary  views  into  the  plaza  and  create 
a  dark  corner  that  could  result  in  security  issues.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  while  the  artist 
originally  intended  to  block  wind  with  the  bamboo,  the  artist  is  working  with  the 
landscape  architect  to  find  other  types  of  plantings  that  may  provide  more  visibility  into 
the  site. 
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Commissioner  Sklar  commented  that  the  plantings  need  to  be  reduced  in  size  to  allow  the 
element  of  the  bell  to  stand  out.  Commissioner  Keehn  commented  that  she  would  like  to 
see  the  artist  create  a  space  that  blocked  wind,  since  that  would  be  unique,  but  perhaps  he 
could  choose  plantings  that  were  not  so  high. 

Ms.  Chou  asked  to  table  the  motion  to  approve  50  %  Design  Development  because  the 
artist  is  still  working  on  his  planting  selection.  Ms.  Chou  then  showed  a  mock-up  of  the 
bronze  bell  element  of  the  artist's  design  and  material  sample  of  its  finish. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

7.  Central  Subway  Chinatown  Station  -  Tomie  Arai  Project

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  reported  that  the  CDRC  reviewed  the  final  phase  of 
the  architectural  design  of  the  Central  Subway  Chinatown  Station  and  recommended  that 
the  artwork  by  Tomie  Arai  planned  for  the  Stockton  Street  facing  parapet  be  extended  to 
the  Washington  Street  fa9ade.  Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  drawings  of  the  station  design 
indicating  the  current  artwork  location  and  the  possible  area  for  expansion.  She  stated 
that  the  artist  is  supportive  of  an  expansion  of  her  artwork  project.  She  then  introduced 
Mona  Tamari,  the  station's  architect,  who  explained  that  the  intention  of  the  architectural 
design  is  to  reveal  the  massing  elements  that  comprise  the  station.  She  stated  that 
extending  the  artwork  to  the  Washington  Street  facade  might  interfere  with  the  how  the 
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massing  is  perceived.  She  added  that  because  the  station's  architectural  design  is  1 00% 
complete,  this  is  not  an  ideal  time  to  coordinate  an  expansion  with  the  artist. 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  the  CDRC  felt  the  artist's  design  could  wrap  slightly 
onto  the  Washington  Street  fa9ade  so  there  would  not  be  as  much  ofan  architectural 
break  between  the  two  sides  of  the  station. 

Commissioner  Chew  noted  that  the  area  is  highly  populated  and  that  extending  the  design 
would  create  an  identifying  marker  for  the  station  and  would  help  direct  people  to  the 
station's  entry. 

Ms.  Tamari  stated  that  she  would  be  able  to  work  with  the  artist  to  find  a  design  solution 
to  extend  the  artwork.  She  stated  that  she  would  also  study  the  parapet  facing  the  plaza  to 
determine  whether  the  artwork  should  also  be  extended  onto  that  facade. 

Commissioner  Beltran  agreed  that  extending  the  design  slightly  was  a  good  solution. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  proposed  public  art  approach  for  the  new  design  of  SOMA  West 
-  McCoppin  Hub.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  are  working  together  to 
redesign  the  area  along  McCoppin  Street,  just  west  of  Valencia  Street  into  a  hub  that  can 
accommodate  food  trucks  that  have  begun  to  park  regularly  at  the  site.  She  explained  that 
a  few  years  ago,  the  artist  team  Rebar  was  selected  to  create  an  artwork  for  this  space 
based  on  a  conceptual  proposal  developed  for  a  previous  design.  She  stated  that  new 
opportunities  for  artwork  have  been  identified  based  on  the  new  design  including  a 
gateway  piece,  or  functional  elements  such  as  handrails,  seating,  or  bike  racks.  Ms.  Chou 
reported  that  the  Mayor's  Office  is  increasing  the  funds  for  this  project  to  allow  Rebar  to 
create  an  alternate  proposal  considering  the  new  artwork  opportunities.  She  explained 
that  if  the  alternate  proposal  is  not  accepted,  the  Arts  Commission  will  move  forward 
with  Rebar's  original  proposal  and  modify  it  for  the  new  space. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  requested  the  approval  of  a  pool  of  potential  panelists 
for  new  public  art  projects  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  ("SFO"):  Airport 
Control  Tower  non-secure  connector  and  Boarding  Areas  E  &  F.  Commissioner  Keehn 
asked  how  the  artists  are  selected  to  serve  on  the  panel.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  she 
included  artists  of  local  prominence  and,  in  this  case,  artists  who  have  worked  on  projects 
at  SFO. 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  an  update  on  new  public  art  projects  for  Boarding  Areas  E  &  F  at  SFO. 
She  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  artist  Amy  Ellingson  was  selected  to  create  a 
design  for  the  terrazzo  floor  of  Boarding  Area  E.  She  explained  that  the  after  the  floor 
design  had  been  approved,  it  was  realized  that  the  boarding  area  lacked  the  appropriate 
amount  of  seating  and  would  have  to  be  redesigned.  Gensler  is  the  architecture  firm 
selected  for  this  work.  The  site  has  been  significantly  redesigned,  and  probably  will  not 
accommodate  Ms.  Ellingson's  original  terrazzo  design.  She  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
redesign  something  for  that  area.  The  new  Boarding  Area  E  design  does  afford  two  new 
opportunities:  a  sculpture  at  the  entrance;  and  an  interactive  piece  in  the  children's  area. 
Ms.  Pontious  added  that  Boarding  Area  F  will  also  be  remodeled  and  will  generate  Art 
Enrichment  funding.  She  said  the  exact  artwork  opportunities  were  yet  to  be  determined. 
Ms.  Pontious  added  that  the  "meet  and  greet"  areas  of  Boarding  Areas  E  &  F  would  be 
suitable  locations  for  artworks  in  the  Civic  Art  Collection  by  Wayne  Thiebaud  and 
Robert  Bechtle  that  will  have  to  be  relocated.  She  noted  that  the  new  projects  at  Boarding 
Areas  E  &  F  were  fast  tracked  and  she  would  be  developing  budgets  and  approaches  to 
present  to  the  Commissioners  in  the  near  future. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Pontious 
remarked  that  since  the  panels  were  still  12  feet  talk,  and  the  majority  of  the  viewer's 
experience  of  the  work  happens  at  eye  level,  she  did  not  think  this  design  change  would 
hugely  impact  the  aesthetics.

She 
explained  that  the  artist  is  creating  a  series  of  cast  metal  chairs  based  upon  chairs  donated 
by  community  members  to  be  installed  at  various  sidewalk  locations  near  the  intersection 
of  Church  and  Duboce.  Ms.  Lovvorn  noted  that  the  artist  originally  wanted  to  cast  the 
chairs  in  metal  recycled  from  discarded  MUNI  tracks,  but  this  is  not  feasible  due  to  the 
impurity  of  the  metal.  Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  design  drawings  for  the  chairs  and 
repoited  that  the  artist  would  like  to  cast  the  chairs  in  bronze,  possibly  with  a  dark  patina. 
Based  upon  cost  estimates  from  the  foundry,  the  artist  will  be  able  to  produce  seven 
chairs  total  in  three  different  styles.  Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  a  site  plan  indicating  the  chair 
locations. 

Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  design  development  phase  drawings  for  Gateway.  She  stated 
that  the  steel  sculpture  was  currently  24  feet  high  and  will  be  painted  with  dark  green 
Tnemec  paint.  She  added  that  she  and  the  artist  are  in  discussions  with  the  Upper 
Market/Castro  Community  Benefits  District,  who  are  funding  this  artwork,  about  the 
scale  of  the  sculpture.  They  have  concerns  that  the  sculpture  is  not  tall  enough  to  stand 
out  at  the  planned  installation  location  (the  upcoming  bulb  out  at  Market  and  14*"^  streets). 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Action 
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Ms.  Manton  introduced  Amy  Critchet  and  Ben  Davis  of  illuminalc  ihc  Arts  to  present 
77?^  Bay  Lights  art  project  designed  by  artist  Leo  Viiiarreal  to  be  installed  on  the  Ba\ 
Bridge  to  commemorate  its  75   Diamond  anniversary.  Ms.  Manton  noted  tliat  the  Ma\or 
is  an  avid  supporter  of  this  project  and  has  asked  DPW  to  facilitate  the  work.  She  added 
that  the  only  requirement  of  the  Arts  Commission  is  a  resolution  of  support  for  what  she 
believed  to  be  an  outstanding  project.  Mr.  Davis  explained  that  the  artist  will  be  using 
25,000  LED  lights  attached  to  the  suspender  cables  of  the  Bay  Bridge  to  create  an  elegant 
fine  art  piece  that  will  define  the  City  at  night.  Mr.  Davis  commented  that  it  was  inspiring 
to  watch  the  community  gather  in  support  of  the  project  and  the  artist's  vision.  Me  added 
that  The  Bay  Lights  will  not  only  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  the  Bay  Bridge,  but  will 
also  coincide  with  the  America's  Cup,  the  anniversary  of  the  Port,  and  the  introduction  of 
the  Exploratorium's  new  cultural  facility.  He  said  that  The  Bay  Lights  will  help  define  the 
cultural  experience  of  the  estimated  50  million  visitors  expected  to  come  through  the  Cit\ 
during  the  time  of  its  installation. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  how  the  project  was  funded.  Mr.  Davis  said  privately.  He 
added  that  the  project  also  has  a  large  and  dedicated  volunteer  staff.  He  said  that  they 
actively  continue  to  fundraise. 

Commissioner  Sklar  thanked  Mr.  Davis  and  Ms.  Critchet  for  presenting  the  project  and 
commented  that  it  was  a  wonderful  concept. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  remarked  that  he  is  in  full  support  of  this  project. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  enthusiastically  endorse  The  Bay  Lights,  an  art  project  designed  by 
artist  Leo  Viiiarreal  to  be  installed  on  the  west  span  of  Bay  Bridge  to  commemorate  its 
75^*^  Diamond  anniversary.  The  Arts  Commission  commends  the  initiative  of  The  Bay 
Lights  organizers  and  sponsors  for  initiating  such  an  inspired,  ambitious  and  celebrator\ 
work  at  no  cost  to  the  city.  The  Arts  Commission  believes  that  this  temporary  artw  ork 
will  make  a  significant  contribution  to  the  architectural  beauty  of  the  bridge  and  the 
region  as  a  whole,  and  will  elevate  the  experience  of  the  50  million  Bay  Area  residents 
and  visitors  during  its  two  year  run.  The  Bay  Lights  will  have  a  positive  luminous  impact 
on  the  San  Francisco  waterfront  and  is  a  generous  gift  to  the  City.

Commissioner  Keehn  recused  herself  from  the  vote.  The  remaining  Commissioners 
approved  this  motion  unanimously.

She  then 
described  the  artwork  of  the  five  finalists.  Ms.  Lovvorn  explained  that  the  panel  consisted 
of  two  community  representatives,  an  Arts  Commissioner,  the  project  architect,  the 
project  manager,  and  one  art  professional.  The  Commissioners  suggested  that  another  arts 
professional  participate  in  the  second  selection  panel  meeting.  Commissioner  Beltran 
volunteered. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Manton  presented  on  behalf  of  Trish  Bransten,  Co-Director,  Rena  Bransten  Gallery, 
the  proposed  temporary  installation  of  three  to  five  sculptures  by  Jun  Kaneko  on  the  Polk 
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Street  side  of  the  Civic  Center  Plaza  and  two  sculptures  by  Jun  Kancko  on  ihc  sidc\salk 
areas  adjacent  to  the  War  Memorial  Performing  Arts  Center  on  Van  Ness  Avenue.  She 
stated  that  the  sculptures  are  proposed  to  be  installed  from  mid-  May,  2012  through  mid- 
November  2012.  She  noted  that  the  installation  of  these  works  will  occur  in  conjunction 
with  the  Asian  Art  Museum's  exhibition  of  contemporary  Asian  art,  and  the  Black  and 
White  Ball  at  the  War  Memorial  Performing  Arts  Center.  Ms.  Manlon  said  that  the  Rena 
Bransten  Gallery  and  Jun  Kaneko's  studio  will  procure  all  the  funds  on  their  own  tor  this 
project  and  will  be  responsible  for  insurance  and  installation.  Ms.  Manton  remarked  that 
the  project  is  pending  approval  from  the  Mayor's  Office,  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  the  Board  of  the  War  Memorial  Performing  Arts  Center,  and  the  Trustees  of 
the  Opera.  However,  she  felt  that  the  project  would  be  favorably  received  by  all. 

Ms.  Manton  explained  that  the  available  sculptures  were  either  ceramic  or  bronze  and 
varied  in  size.  She  felt  that  the  larger,  bronze  sculptures  would  work  well  in  the  context 
of  Civic  Center  Plaza,  and  the  smaller,  ceramic  sculptures  would  be  appropriate  for  the 
War  Memorial  Performing  Arts  Center.  And  while  the  exact  sculptures  were  to  be 
determined,  Ms.  Manton  added  that  two  black  and  white  sculptures  at  the  War  Memorial 
Performing  Arts  Center  would  complement  the  Black  and  White  Ball. 

Commissioner  Beltran  inquired  about  security  for  the  sculptures.  Ms.  Manton  replied  that 
there  will  not  be  security  for  the  work,  but  the  Rena  Bransten  Gallery  will  be  responsible 
for  the  insurance  and  liability. 

Ms.  Manton  noted  that  Mr.  DeCaigny  plans  to  speak  about  this  project  to  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Dealers  Association  an  example  of  public/private  partnership.  Mr. 
DeCaigny  commented  that  this  was  an  exciting  way  to  bring  art  to  the  public  at  no  cost  to 
the  City  and  could  be  a  model  for  temporary  public  art  projects  in  the  future. 

Commissioner  Beltran  said  that  the  motion  was  ambiguous  as  to  which  sculptures  would 
be  chosen  for  this  project  and  suggested  that  the  motion  be  revised  to  reflect  that.  She 
also  suggested  that  the  selection  of  sculptures  be  made  before  presenting  the  project  to 
the  Mayor  and  others  for  approval. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  presented  an  overview  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch 
Library  Mural  removal  and  replacement  effort.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  three  murals, 
created  in  1982  through  a  community  process  led  by  artist  Arch  Williams,  became  a  point 
of  discussion  when  the  library  branch  was  remodeled  in  2009.  She  said  that  some  people 
in  the  Bernal  Heights  community  wanted  the  building  repainted  and  the  murals  removed, 
while  others  wanted  to  keep  and  restore  the  murals.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  had  heard  the  matter  in  October  2009  and  voted  to  remove  the 
murals  on  the  Moultrie  Street  and  playground  sides  of  the  building  due  to  their 
deteriorated  condition,  and  to  restore  the  mural  on  the  Cortland  Avenue  side.  She  added 
that  this  recommendation  was  heard  at  the  full  Arts  Commission  meeting  of  November 
2009  where  former  Commission  President  PJ  Johnston  tabled  the  item  at  the  request  of 
the  Library  Commission  and  Supervisor  David  Campos.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that 
Supervisor  Campos  then  led  a  mediation  process  with  various  members  of  the  Bernal 
Heights  community  representing  different  viewpoints  on  the  state  of  the  murals  to  reach  a 
solution.  As  a  result  of  this  process,  Precita  Eyes  Muralists  and  artist  Rueben  Rude  were 
selected  to  create  new  mural  designs  for  the  Cortland  Avenue  and  Moultrie  Street  sides  of 
the  building,  and  ultimately  the  existing  murals  would  be  removed.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that 
the  Library  Commission  approved  those  mural  designs  which  were  for\\  arded  to  the  Arts 
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Commission  in  August  201 1 .  At  that  time,  the  conceptual  designs  were  approved  with  the 
stipulation  that  some  changes  be  made  to  the  color  palette  and  that  tile  samples  be 
reviewed.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  following  that  approval,  it  was  discovered  that  the 
actual  removal  of  the  murals  was  never  approved  by  resolution  by  the  full  Arts 
Commission. 

Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Arts  Commission  is  solely  to  approve 
the  removal  of  the  existing  murals  and  to  approve  the  new  mural  designs.  She  added  that 
the  approval  of  all  murals  on  City  property  is  contingent  on  whether  or  not  the  artist  have 
met  the  requirements  outlined  in  the  Public  Art  Program's  Mural  Guidelines.  Ms. 
Pontious  noted  that  traditionally  the  Arts  Commission  has  not  accepted  murals  into  the 
Civic  Art  Collection  because  they  are  not  considered  permanent  works  of  art  and 
therefore,  do  not  have  the  same  level  of  protection  from  being  removed.  She  stated  that 
because  the  Arts  Commission  recognizes  the  important  role  of  murals  in  the  community, 
they  impose  minimal  criteria  for  approval.  In  regards  to  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch 
Library  murals,  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  she  and  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  had 
personally  inspected  them  and  could  attest  to  their  advanced  state  of  decay.  She  explained 
that  restoration  would  be  extensive  and  would  essentially  require  creating  a  new  painting. 
She  said  that  the  murals'  main  merit  is  its  historical  and  cultural  significance  and 
suggested  that  a  commemorative  plaque  be  installed  at  the  library  after  their  removal. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  Supervisor  Campos  and  City  Librarian  Luis  Herrera  to  report 
on  the  item. 

Mr.  Herrera  stated  that  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  murals  had  been  an  issue 
without  closure  dating  back  to  2009  when  the  building  was  renovated.  He  reported  that 
Supervisor  Campos  had  led  a  mediation  process  with  constituents  of  two  divided 
perspectives  who  eventually  came  to  an  agreement  to  replace  the  existing  murals  with 
new  designs.  He  said  that  the  Library  Commission  had  endorsed  through  resolution  the 
new  mural  designs  by  Precita  Eyes  and  Rueben  Rude  knowing  that  the  Arts  Commission 
had  final  authority  over  their  designs.  He  then  read  a  letter  of  support  for  the  new  mural 
designs  from  Library  Commission  President  Jewelle  Gomez. 

Supervisor  Campos  stated  that  while  the  issue  being  discussed  was  specifically  the 
removal  of  the  murals,  he  thought  it  was  important  to  include  context  for  some  of  the 
public  comment  that  had  been  heard  on  the  matter.  Supervisor  Campos  noted  that  the 
couple  of  people  who  are  the  most  outspoken  about  this  subject  have  focused  on  the 
transparency  of  the  mediation  process  and  its  compliance  with  the  Sunshine  Ordinance. 
He  stated  that  the  issue  will  be  heard  at  the  Sunshine  Task  Force  as  a  number  of 
complaints  have  been  filed.  He  stated  that  mediation  processes  historically  have  not  had 
to  comply  with  certain  requirements  of  open  meeting  laws,  but  the  issue  will  be  clarified 
at  the  Sunshine  Task  Force. 

Supervisor  Campos  said  that  when  he  was  elected  in  2008,  he  heard  people  with  strong 
views  on  what  to  do  with  the  library  building  and  its  murals.  At  the  time,  he  and  Mayor 
Gavin  Newsom  agreed  that  a  mediation  process  should  take  place.  He  thanked  the  people

involved  in  the  mediation  process  for  taking  the  time  to  talk  through  Uic  di  Herein 
perspectives  and  for  reaching  a  common  ground  after  several  months.  1  Ic  staled  iliat  he 
was  proud  of  the  outcome  of  the  mediation  process  as  it  reflects  a  communiiN  eoiniiig 
together.  He  explained  that  the  outcome  of  the  mediation  did  go  through  a  public  process 
as  it  was  heard  at  both  the  Library  and  Arts  Commissions.  He  asked  on  behalf  of  ihc 
Bernal  Heights  community  to  have  closure  on  the  issue. 

Bemal  Heights  Branch  Library  Mural  Project  Manager  Gia  Grant  spoke  about  the  process 
to  select  artists  for  the  new  mural  designs.  She  stated  that  a  call  for  artists  was  issued,  and 
an  interview  process  took  place  resulting  in  the  selection  of  Precita  Eyes  and  artist 
Rueben  Rude.  Ms.  Grant  said  that  there  were  two  major  community  meetings  held  at  the 
Bemal  Heights  Neighborhood  Center,  each  with  about  50  people  in  attendance.  At  the 
meetings,  the  significance  of  the  existing  murals  and  what  they  would  like  to  see  in  the 
new  work  was  discussed.  The  artists  then  considered  the  comments  made  at  those 
meetings  as  they  developed  their  designs.  Ms.  Grant  added  that  the  new  mural  designs 
were  displayed  around  the  community  and  on  websites  with  opportunity  for  feedback. 
Those  designs  were  then  presented  to  the  Library  and  Arts  Commissions  for  approval. 

Commissioner  Beltran  suggested  that  the  first  motion  associated  with  this  agenda  item 
include  language  about  the  community  process  lead  by  Supervisor  Campos. 

Commissioner  Sklar  announced  that  public  comment  would  be  limited  to  two  minutes  per 
person.  She  called  for  public  comment. 

Terry  Milne  introduced  himself  as  a  citizen  of  Bernal  Heights  and  a  member  of  the  task 
force  for  the  mural  project.  He  asked  the  Commissioners  to  approve  the  motion  as 
amended.  He  stated  that  the  best  start  would  be  to  remove  the  murals  to  start  the  process 
of  something  else. 

Darcy  Lee  said  that  she  had  attended  many  of  the  community  meetings  regarding  the 
murals.  She  said  that  the  library  is  the  neighborhood's  civic  building  and  that  it  made 
sense  that  this  controversy  took  place.  Ms.  Lee  stated  that  original!)  she  wanted  the 
building  to  be  repainted  and  remain  blank,  but  eventually  changed  her  mind.  She  said  she 
learned  a  lot  from  her  community  members  about  the  murals  through  the  meetings.  She 
said  she  is  proud  of  what  the  artists  submitted  and  how  they  arrived  at  those  designs. 

Peter  Warfield,  Executive  Director,  Library  Users  Association  said  it  struck  him  as 
extraordinary  that  specifics  aspects  and  elements  of  the  mural,  including  the  figures 
represented  and  what  elements  will  be  transferred  to  the  new  design,  have  not  been 
discussed  at  either  the  Library  or  the  Arts  Commission  meetings.  He  said  there  had  not 
been  discussion  about  the  mural's  substance  and  significance.  He  said  that  the 
Commissioners  could  do  some  research  on  what  the  murals  looked  like  new  and  what 
they  could  have  looked  like  refreshed,  and  that  the  Library  Commission  never  pro\  ided 
that  information  to  the  Arts  Commission.  Mr.  Warfield  stated  it  was  shocking  that  the 
Commissioners  would  consider  destroying  murals  that  were  initiated  by  a  community 
process,  endorsed  by  the  Arts  Commission  and  on  view  for  30  years.  He  said  the 
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discussion  at  the  Arts  Commission  regarding  this  mural  has  been  focused  on  a 
community  process  that  has  evaded  every  concept  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.  He  said 
that  there  were  no  public  announcements  about  the  community  meetings  and  that  there 
were  no  agendas,  minutes  or  recorded  votes.  He  said  that  the  12  people  selected  to  by  the 
mediator  to  sit  on  the  community  processes  were  only  12  people  and  not  the  whole 
community.  He  said  those  12  people  were  not  elected,  they  were  appointed  by  the 
mediator  who  was  appointed  by  Supervisor  Campos.  He  said  that  this  was  not  a 
community  process.  Mr.  Warfield  said  that  in  2009  Supervisor  Campos  had  favored 
saving  the  mural  on  the  Cortland  Avenue  side  of  the  library  and  that  Assemblyman  Tom 
Amiano  said  that  he  and  his  constituents  favored  saving  all  the  murals.  He  restated  that 
the  history  and  significance  of  the  murals  had  not  been  discussed  by  the  Arts  Commission. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  Ms.  Pontious  if  the  Arts  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over 
the  content  of  the  artists'  designs.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission's 
jurisdiction  is  to  approve  the  removal  of  the  murals  and  the  new  design  which  includes 
the  appropriateness  of  content. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  Ms.  Grant  to  explain  how  the  figures  represented  in  the  new 
murals  were  decided  on  by  the  community.  Ms.  Grant  stated  that  she  held  many  widely 
publicized  meetings  to  discuss  the  design  process.  She  said  a  presentation  was  given  at 
one  of  the  meetings  about  the  historical  content  of  the  mural  and  that  every  single  image 
and  their  significance  were  discussed.  Ms.  Grant  said  that  an  elaborate  community 
discussion  commenced  at  which  the  artists  were  present.  She  stated  that  the  artists  took 
the  discussion  in  to  consideration  when  creating  their  designs. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  Mr.  Herrera  if  the  Library  Commission  has  any  jurisdiction 
over  the  content  of  the  artist's  design.  Mr.  Herrera  stated  that  the  authority  of  the  artwork 
rests  on  the  Arts  Commission.  He  clarified  that  the  Library  Commission  was  provided 
with  information  about  the  historical  significance  of  the  mural  and  its  elements  which 
were  discussed  at  previous  Library  Commission  meetings. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  Supervisor  Campos  how  the  task  force  for  this  project  was 
assembled.  Supervisor  Campos  stated  the  task  force  was  created  following  the  mediation 
process  and  the  development  of  a  consensus  statement. 

Commissioner  Chew  stated  that  commemorative  plaque  was  a  positive  thing.  He  asked 
where  it  will  be  installed.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  the  location  is  yet  to  be  determined. 
Ms.  Grant  added  that  the  task  force  is  committed  to  commemorating  the  historic  mural 
with  the  plaque. 

Rueben  Rude  stated  that  he  attended  many  community  meetings  and  created  his  design 
content  based  on  conversations  with  over  100  people  in  the  Bernal  Heights  neighborhood. 
He  said  that  the  historic  mural  had  a  different  significance  to  everyone.  He  explained  that 
he  tried  to  create  iconic  versions  of  some  of  the  images  from  the  historic  mural  that 
would  allow  for  different  interpretations. 
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David  Dupre  said  that  his  neighborhood  was  about  to  go  through  the  same  process.  He 
commented  that  the  City  has  much  community  engagement,  that  there  is  something 
special  about  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  that  the  processes  are  unique.  I  ie  said  this 
is  a  chapter  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco  and  would  like  a  w  ritten  component  to  this 
project. 

THE  FOLLOWING  MOTION  WAS  REVISED 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve,  after  completion  of  a  two-year  community  process 
commencing  in  January  2010  and  facilitated  by  Supervisor  David  Campos  and  the  Bcmal 
Heights  community,  the  removal  of  the  murals  by  Arch  Williams  and  others  on  the 
Cortland  Avenue  and  Mouhrie  Street  sides  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library,  which 
will  be  replaced  by  a  tile  and  bronze  artwork  by  Precita  Eyes  on  the  Cortland  Avenue 
side  of  the  library  and  a  painted  mural  by  Rueben  Rude  on  the  Moultrie  Street  side  of  the 
library. 

Moved:  Beltran/  Silverman 

The  motion  v^'as  unanimously  approved 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  most  recent  version  of  Rueben  Rude's  mural  design  for  the 
Moultrie  Street  side  of  the  library.  She  stated  that  the  Commissioners  had  previously 
asked  the  artist  to  revise  his  color  palette  to  be  more  muted.  She  showed  different 
iterations  of  the  color  palette  leading  to  the  artist's  most  recent  version.  Mr.  Rude 
explained  that  he  focused  on  browns  and  sepias,  and  had  eliminated  bright  colors.  He 
stated  that  he  was  familiar  with  every  image  in  the  historic  mural  and  was  confident  in 
the  images  he  decided  to  incorporate  into  his  design.  He  said  that  the  only  image  that  he 
added  himself  was  a  tree  which  symbolizes  the  strength  of  the  community.  He  stated  that 
the  rest  of  his  design  is  composed  of  images  from  the  historic  mural,  but  simplified  to 
remain  iconic.  Ms.  Pontious  then  showed  images  of  Mr.  Rude's  past  work. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  objected  to  the  two  minute  time  limit  on  public  comment  and 
felt  it  was  very  wrong.  He  said  that  with  respect  to  Mr.  Rude's  design  there  w  as  no 
discussion  about  the  historic  mural's  content.  He  stated  that  the  most  prominent  figure  in 
the  historic  mural  is  Victor  Jara,  a  Chilean  songwriter  and  activist  who  was  tortured  and 
murdered  by  the  Chilean  military.  Mr.  Warfield  said  that  Victor  Jara  represents  social 
justice.  He  explained  that  this  figure  is  located  near  the  library's  entrance  and  that  there 
are  words  associated  with  that  part  of  the  mural.  He  commented  that  words  were  not 
included  in  the  new  mural  designs.  He  stated  that  Victor  Jara  is  the  most  important  figure 
in  the  mural  and  is  also  not  included  in  the  new  mural  designs.  Mr.  Warfield  stated  that 
Mr.  Rude's  mural  will  replace  the  Moultrie  Street  murals  which  pa\  homage  to  working 
women.  He  said  that  this  too  is  not  present  in  the  artist's  new  design  and  that  the 
fundamental  elements  of  the  murals  have  been  lost. 
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Motion:  Motion  to  approve  final  design  of  the  mural  by  Reuben  Rude  for  the  Moultrie 

Street  side  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library.

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  most  recent  version  of  Precita  Eyes'  mural  design  for  the 
Cortland  Avenue  side  of  the  library.  She  stated  that  when  the  design  was  presented  to  the 
Commissioners  in  August  201 1,  Public  Art  Program  staff  had  not  realized  it  would  be  tile 
and  include  a  three  dimensional  bronze  book  element.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  artists 
had  revised  their  color  palette  to  be  more  related  to  the  time  period  of  the  architecture  at 
the  request  of  the  Commissioners.  She  added  that  the  artist  brought  tile  samples  for 
review.  She  introduced  Susan  Cervantes  of  Precita  Eyes  and  Daniel  Macchiarini  who  will 
be  fabricating  the  bronze  element. 

Ms.  Cervantes  explained  that  the  mural  will  be  executed  in  hand-made  tiles  with  a  bronze 
relief  sculpture.  She  said  that  the  image  is  derived  from  the  historic  mural  by  Arch 
Williams  and  represents  the  four  elements.  Ms.  Cervantes  noted  that  the  community 
particularly  liked  those  aspects  of  the  historic  mural,  especially  where  they  converged. 
Ms.  Cervantes  said  that  the  community  also  wanted  to  include  a  sculptural  element  that 
would  be  representative  of  the  library,  thus  the  bronze  book  was  incorporated  into  the 
design.  She  showed  images  of  a  clay  mock-up  of  the  book  laid  over  a  design  drawing.  Mr. 
Macchiarini  stated  that  the  bronze  book  will  weigh  less  than  300  pound  and  this  this  was 
relatively  light  for  expanding  12  feet.  He  explained  that  the  clay  model  was  a  simplified 
version  of  the  design  and  that  the  actual  element  will  incorporate  more  detail. 

Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  artists  are  requesting  the  approval  of  design  development 
because  the  Arts  Commission  will  need  to  approve  later  phases  of  the  project  as  it 
develops. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  has  high  respect  for  the  reputation  and  work  of  Ms.  Cervantes 
but  was  disappointed  that  this  image  would  replace  the  mural  on  the  Cortland  Avenue 
side  of  the  library.  He  said  that  he  heard  the  artists  discuss  carrying  themes  from  the 
historic  murals  into  their  new  designs,  but  felt  none  of  the  humanity  of  the  historic  murals 
was  transferred.  He  added  that  it  was  unclear  if  the  murals  on  the  right  side  of  the  library 
entrance  would  be  maintained  or  not.  He  said  he  would  like  to  know  what  the  various 
stages  of  design  development  are.  He  commented  that  the  new  design  did  not  include 
Victor  Jara,  Holly  Near,  words,  or  an  African  American  singer.  He  stated  that  this  process 
has  parlayed  an  $18,000  restoration  project  into  a  more  expensive  project  with  a  fee  for 
the  Friends  of  the  Public  Library.  He  said  he  would  like  to  see  Ms.  Cervantes'  contract. 
He  stated  that  these  are  public  murals  that  are  publicly  paid  for  by  a  $50,000  Community 
Challenge  Grant  partly  supported  by  library  donations.  He  asked  how  it  was  decided  not 
to  depict  any  humans  in  the  new  mural. 
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Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  financial  arrangement  between  the  artists  and  the  Friends  of

Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  six  unique  posters  pair 
a  notable  artist  in  each  of  the  following  genres  with  a  scene  in  the  City  related  to  that 
genre/artist:  writing  arts;  modem  visual  arts;  murals;  music  and  film;  modern  dance; 
opera.  She  noted  that  in  these  revised  designs,  the  artist  has  responded  to  previous 
feedback  from  the  Commissioners  to  incorporate  more  interesting  angles  of  perspective. 

Commissioner  Beltran  stated  that  she  has  been  a  fan  of  Mr.  Madonna's  work  for  decades 
and  is  delighted  that  his  gorgeous  depictions  of  San  Francisco  will  be  highlighted  through 
this  poster  series.  Commissioner  Chew  agreed. 

Public  Relations  Manager  Kate  Patterson  reported  that  Mr.  Madonna  has  offered  to  run 
the  images  from  the  poster  series  in  his  San  Francisco  Chronicle  column  All  Over  Coffee.

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  designs  for  the  artwork  at  the  new  Bayview  Branch  Librarv  b> 
artist  Ron  Saunders.  She  explained  that  the  artwork  will  be  located  in  two  locations  at  the 
library:  the  open  courtyard  and  the  children's  area.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  courtyard 
artwork  will  consist  of  photograms  digitally  reproduced  in  porcelain  enamel.  The 
children's  area  artwork  will  consist  of  photograms  digitally  reproduced  on  paper, 
mounted  on  aluminum  and  placed  behind  glass.  She  introduced  Mr.  Saunders  who 
described  his  process  of  creating  these  artworks. 
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Mr.  Saunders  explained  that  all  of  his  images  are  created  as  photograms  incorporating 
natural  elements  that  have  a  connection  to  the  history  of  the  Bayview  neighborhood  such 
as  wood  shavings,  turkey  feathers,  cotton  balls,  and  sugar  cubes.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that 
these  images  were  recently  shown  to  Linda  Brooks-Burton,  the  prior  Bayview  Branch 
Librarian,  Beverly  Hayes,  the  current  Bayview  Branch  Librarian,  and  Edward  Melton, 
Chief  of  Branches,  who  responded  with  enthusiasm  and  support.  Ms.  Chou  said  that 
mock-ups  for  both  the  courtyard  and  children's  area  artworks  will  be  presented  to  the 
VAC  at  a  later  date. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  finalists  for  the  Daggett  Park  Public  Art 
Project  selected  by  the  Daggett  Park  Public  Art  Selection  Panel.  Mr.  Davies  reported  that 
the  panel  was  held  on  February  24,  2012  and  consisted  of  Commissioner  Sklar,  three 
community  representatives  (one  non-voting),  three  arts  professionals,  the  project  architect, 
and  a  representative  from  the  Planning  Department.  Mr.  Davies  explained  that  he 
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received  124  applications  for  this  project,  and  screened  those  down  to  22  artists  for  the 
selection  panel  to  review.  Of  the  22  artists,  three  were  chosen  as  finalists  to  make 
proposals  for  the  site:  Michael  Arcega;  Adriane  Colburn;  and  Charles  Sowers.  I  Ic  then 
showed  examples  of  those  artists'  past  work. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

7.  17'Snd  Folsom  Park 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Mr.  Davies  presented  the  public  art  program  outline  for  17'*^  and  Folsom  Park.  He 
explained  that  the  park  deign  had  been  in  development  since  2010  with  significant 
community  input.  Based  on  community  feedback  the  park  will  feature  many  amenities 
including: 

Mr.  Davies  stated  that  park  includes  a  fence  which  has  been  identified  as  the  art 
opportunity.  He  reported  that  the  park  plan  had  already  incorporated  decorative  fencing 
into  the  general  contractor's  scope  of  work,  leaving  the  budget  to  be  used  for  artwork's 
design.  Mr.  Davies  said  that  he  will  use  the  201 1-2012  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  to  create  a 
shortlist  of  arfists  to  show  to  a  selection  panel  that  will  meet  in  April  2012.  He  requested 
a  Commissioner's  participation  on  the  panel.  Commissioner  Silverman  volunteered. 

Ms.  Pontious  added  that  she  presented  this  project  at  a  community  meeting  where 
members  of  the  public  were  upset  that  they  were  not  informed  about  the  artwork  prior  to 
the  meeting,  that  there  was  not  opportunity  to  involve  neighborhood  artists,  who  ma\ 
have  already  been  working  on  the  project.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  she  had  recenth 
learned  about  the  project  herself,  and  given  the  budget  was  only  able  to  accommodate  a 
fence  design  by  an  artist  who  was  part  of  the  20 11 -20 12  Prequalified  Artist  Pool.  Ms. 
Pontious  stated  that  she  plans  to  ask  the  Recreation  and  Parks  department  to  increase  the 
budget  because  the  community  would  like  a  project  with  more  opportunity  for  their 
involvement.  Mr.  Davies  added  that  he  will  focus  on  San  Francisco  Based  artists  and 
those  based  in  the  area  of  the  park  when  possible  in  the  selection  process. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  mentioned  that  the  park  design  had  recently  been  granted  conceptual 
design  approval  from  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee.  He  stated  that  he  was 
working  on  ways  to  improve  early  conceptual  design  partnership  between  the  Arts 
Commission  and  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department.  Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that  at  the 
Civic  Design  Review  Committee  meeting  where  the  park  was  reviewed.  Commissioner

Chow  expressed  concern  about  sound  coming  from  children's  play  area.  It  was 
mentioned  that  the  art  piece  could  potentially  be  a  solution  to  that  problem.

8.  Church  &  Duboce  Streetscape  Improvement 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Action 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  gave  a  project  update  on  Gateway  and  presented  the 
construction  document  phase  deliverables  for  Chairs  by  Primitivo  Suarez- Wolfe  for  the 
Church  and  Duboce  Public  Art  Project.  Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  that  Gateway,  which  was 
funded  by  the  Upper  Market/Castro  Community  Benefits  District  (CBD),  was  originally 
proposed  to  be  located  at  the  north  east  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Church  and  Market 
near  the  steps  leading  to  the  Safeway  parking  lot.  Because  this  small  plaza  area  is 
privately  owned  property,  legal  and  logistical  complications  made  installing  the  work  at 
this  site  infeasible.  The  artist,  Arts  Commission  staff  and  the  CBD  developed  a  plan  to 
move  the  sculpture  to  an  upcoming  bulb  out  on  Market  and  14'*^  streets.  However,  the 
CBD  ultimately  was  not  happy  with  the  change  and  has  decided  to  terminate  the  project. 

Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  final  design,  quantity,  and  location  of  Chairs  to  be  installed 
near  the  intersection  of  Church  Street  and  Duboce  Avenue.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  the 
chairs  would  be  cast  in  bronze  and  she  presented  a  material  sample  showing  the  proposed 
patina.  She  added  that  the  proposed  coating  is  acceptable  to  the  Arts  Commission's 
Senior  Registrar.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  she  met  with  the  City's  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  Access  Coordinator  to  ensure  that  the  proposed  design  was  accessible. 
Ms.  Lovvorn  then  presented  the  final  project  budget. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Allison  Cummings

Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  the  San  Jose  Museum  of  Quilts  and  Textiles  requested  to 
borrow  Mark  Adams'  Pond  in  Golden  Gate  Park  original  tapestry  for  the  exhibition 
Mark  Adams  scheduled  to  be  on  view  from  May  15  through  July  29,  2012.  She  stated  that 
the  exhibition  will  feature  works  that  span  the  artist's  career.  Ms.  Cummings  reminded 
the  Commissioners  that  this  tapestry  was  recently  recovered  after  being  stolen  from  the 
Moscone  Center  in  the  1990s.  She  remarked  that  the  tapestry  is  currently  being  assessed 
and  treated  by  a  conservator  for  damages  sustained  from  the  period  it  was  missing.  She 
said  she  recently  viewed  the  work  and  felt  that  overall  it  was  in  good  condition.  Ms. 
Cummings  noted  that  the  San  Jose  Museum  of  Quilts  and  Textiles  will  insure  the  w  ork 
and  pay  for  its  transportation.  She  added  that  the  artist's  estate  is  enthusiastic  about  the 
loan. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  loan  of  Mark  Adams'  Pond  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  1981.  a 

flat  weave  wool  tapestry,  approximately  84  in.  x  96  in.  (San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 

Accession  Number  1985.5.1)  to  the  exhibition  Mark  Adams,  organized  by  the  San  Jose 

Museum  of  Quilts  and  Textiles  in  San  Jose,  California.  The  exhibition  w  ill  be  on  view 

from  May  15  through  July  29,  2012.

11.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Police  Memorial 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  phrase  for  the  backdrop  behind  the  glass  cylinder  and  the  revised 
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concept  for  the  text  inscribed  in  the  cylinder  for  Shimon  Attic's  police  memorial  artwork 
for  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  has  chosen  the 
phrai^e  "Look  Up,  their  Valor  Shines."  She  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  staff  supports 
this  phrase  because  it  is  positive  and  uplifting,  and  make  direct  reference  to  the  glass 
cylinder  above.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  phrase  was  presented  to  members  of  the  Bay 
Area  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Fund  ("BALEAF")  and  the  Chief  of  Police  who  also 
gave  their  support.  Ms.  Chou  added  that  members  of  BALEAF  suggested  that  the  artist 
capitalize  the  "t"  in  "their,"  which  the  artist  has  agreed  to  do  if  it  adheres  to  American 
grammar  standards. 

Ms.  Chou  explained  that  originally  the  text  inscribed  in  the  glass  cylinder  was  to  consist 
of  written  expressions  of  gratitude  to  police  officers  gathered  by  the  artist  from  the  public. 
However,  the  artist  is  now  proposing  to  work  collaboratively  with  the  poet  Gwyneth 
Lewis  to  generate  a  poem  based  on  these  written  expressions  from  the  public.  Ms.  Chou 
stated  that  this  process  will  result  in  a  more  elegant  use  of  language  as  well  as  allow  for 
the  opportunity  to  make  direct  references  to  the  form  of  the  memorial  as  well  as  the  name 
paneis  to  be  placed  further  down  the  lobby.  The  poem  will  be  presented  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  to  members  of  BALEAF  for  approval  prior  to  presentation  and  approval  by 
VAC. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  phrase  for  backdrop  behind  cylinder  and  concept  for  text 

inscribed  in  cylinder  for  Shimon  Attic's  police  memorial  artwork  for  the  new  Public 

Safety  Building.

12.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Community  Plaza 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  and  material  samples  for  Paul  Kos'  community 
plaza  artwork  for  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  Mr.  Kos  has 
responded  to  the  Commissioners'  request  that  he  address  issues  raised  about  the 
landscape  elements  of  his  design.  She  stated  that  previously  the  artist  included  a  row  of 
bamboo  that  obstructed  the  visibility  of  the  plaza  from  Third  Street.  The  bamboo  also 
created  a  dark  corner  in  the  plaza  that  raised  security  issues  among  some  Commissioners. 
Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  artist  has  responded  to  these  concerns  by  replacing  the  bamboo 
with  trees.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  had  worked  with  a  landscape  architect  on  the 
selection  of  an  evergreen  tree  to  include  in  the  plaza  design.  She  explained  that  a  previous 
choice  of  tree  concerned  Commissioner  Stryker  of  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee 
as  well  as  Commissioners  from  the  VAC.  due  to  its  ability  to  grow  20  feet  in  diameter. 
Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  has  now  selected  a  spruce  tree  that,  when  full  grown, 
reaches  6  to  7  feet  in  diameter  and  35  to  40  feet  high.  She  added  that  the  artist  and  the 
project  team  are  happy  with  this  selection. 
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Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  asked  Ms.  Chou  if  Commissioner  Strykcr 
had  been  informed  of  the  selection  of  the  spruce  tree.  Ms.  Chou  said  that  Commissioner 
Stryker  had  been  contacted  and  she  was  waiting  for  a  reply.  Civic  Design  Review 
Program  Manager  Vicky  Knoop  stated  that  Commissioner  Stryker  had  seen  the  new  tree 
selection  and  feh  it  was  a  greatly  improved  choice. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  project  outline  for  the  Port  Pier  92  public  art  project.  Ms.  Chou 
reminded  Commissioners  that  this  project  was  presented  to  the  VAC  in  April  201 1 . 
However,  the  Port  just  recently  transferred  funds  to  the  Arts  Commission  to  begin  the 
selection  process.  She  explained  that  this  project  is  funded  through  discretionary  funds 
and  will  be  installed  in  advance  of  the  art  enrichment  projects  associated  with  the  Blue 
Greenway  project.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  Port  had  asked  the  Public  Art  Program  to 
manage  a  long-term  temporary  art  installation  at  Pier  92.  She  stated  that  one  silo  facade 
presented  a  good  opportunity  for  an  artist  to  create  a  mural  artwork  or  a  kinetic  work.  She 
added  that  the  whole  site,  including  the  two  silos  and  a  nearby  crane,  presented  an 
opportunity  for  an  artist  to  create  a  lighting  piece.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  site  can  be 
seen  from  the  surrounding  neighborhoods  and  the  nearby  freeways,  and  lends  itself  well 
to  bold,  graphic  artwork.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  this  project  will  follow  the  Public  Art 
Program's  usual  selection  process  and  the  Request  for  Qualifications  will  be  open  to 
artists  residing  in  the  Western  States.  She  said  the  selection  panel  will  consist  of  an  Arts 
Commissioner,  a  Port  representative,  three  arts  professionals,  and  Bayview  Hunters  Point 
Community  representative.  She  requested  a  Commissioner's  participation  on  the  panel. 
Commissioner  Chew  volunteered.  Commissioner  Sklar  offered  to  be  an  alternate. 

14.  Temporary  Sculptures  -  Civic  Center  Plaza  and  War  Memorial 

Jill  Manton 
Action 

Director  of  Policy  and  Planning  Jill  Manton  presented  sculptures  by  Jun  Kaneko  and 
locations  at  Civic  Center  and  the  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building  where  they  will  be 
temporarily  displayed  from  May  1st,  2012  through  December  18,  2012.  Ms.  Manton 
reported  that  she  recently  presented  this  project  to  the  War  Memorial  Board  w  ho  is  ver> 
enthusiastic  about  the  project.  She  explained  that  up  to  three  black  and  white  sculptural 
heads  will  be  installed  at  the  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building  site,  and  up  to  four 
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sculptural  heads  will  be  installed  at  Civic  Center  Plaza  (one  marble,  one  pink,  one  blue, 
and  one  black  and  white).  Ms.  Manton  showed  images  of  the  works  that  were  chosen  and 
renderings  of  where  they  will  be  displayed.

SAN  FRANCISCO 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  presented  an  overview  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch 
Library  Mural  removal  and  replacement  effort.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  three  murals, 
created  in  1982  through  a  community  process  led  by  artist  Arch  Williams,  became  a  point 
of  discussion  when  the  library  branch  was  remodeled  in  2009.  She  said  that  some  people 
in  the  Bernal  Heights  community  wanted  the  building  repainted  and  the  murals  remo\  ed. 
while  others  wanted  to  keep  and  restore  the  murals.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  had  heard  the  matter  in  October  2009  and  voted  to  remove  the 
murals  on  the  Moultrie  Street  and  playground  sides  of  the  building  due  to  their 
deteriorated  condition,  and  to  restore  the  mural  on  the  Cortland  Avenue  side.  She  added 
that  this  recommendation  was  heard  at  the  full  Arts  Commission  meeting  of  November 
2009  where  former  Commission  President  PJ  Johnston  tabled  the  item  at  the  request  of 
the  Library  Commission  and  Supervisor  David  Campos.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that 
Supervisor  Campos  then  led  a  mediation  process  with  various  members  of  the  Bernal 
Heights  community  representing  different  viewpoints  on  the  state  of  the  murals  to  reach  a 
solution.  As  a  result  of  this  process,  Precita  Eyes  Muralists  and  artist  Rueben  Rude  \\  ere 
selected  to  create  new  mural  designs  for  the  Cortland  Avenue  and  Moultrie  Street  sides  of 
the  building,  and  ultimately  the  existing  murals  would  be  removed.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that 
the  Library  Commission  approved  those  mural  designs  which  were  forwarded  to  the  Arts 
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Commission  in  August  201 1 .  At  that  time,  the  conceptual  designs  were  approved  with  the 
stipulation  that  some  changes  be  made  to  the  color  palette  and  that  tile  samples  be 
reviewed.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  following  that  approval,  it  was  discovered  that  the 
actual  removal  of  the  murals  was  never  approved  by  resolution  by  the  full  Arts 
Commission. 

Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Arts  Commission  is  solely  to  approve 
the  removal  of  the  existing  murals  and  to  approve  the  new  mural  designs.  She  added  that 
the  approval  of  all  murals  on  City  property  is  contingent  on  whether  or  not  the  artist  have 
met  the  requirements  outlined  in  the  Public  Art  Program's  Mural  Guidelines.  Ms. 
Pontious  noted  that  traditionally  the  Arts  Commission  has  not  accepted  murals  into  the 
Civic  Art  Collection  because  they  are  not  considered  permanent  works  of  art  and 
therefore,  do  not  have  the  same  level  of  protection  from  being  removed.  She  stated  that 
because  the  Arts  Commission  recognizes  the  important  role  of  murals  in  the  community, 
they  impose  minimal  criteria  for  approval.  In  regards  to  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch 
Library  murals,  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  she  and  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  had 
personally  inspected  them  and  could  attest  to  their  advanced  state  of  decay.  She  explained 
that  restoration  would  be  extensive  and  would  essentially  require  creating  a  new  painting. 
She  said  that  the  murals'  main  merit  is  its  historical  and  cultural  significance  and 
suggested  that  a  commemorative  plaque  be  installed  at  the  library  after  their  removal. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  Supervisor  Campos  and  City  Librarian  Luis  Herrera  to  report 
on  the  item. 

Mr.  Herrera  stated  that  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  murals  had  been  an  issue 
without  closure  dating  back  to  2009  when  the  building  was  renovated.  He  reported  that 
Supervisor  Campos  had  led  a  mediation  process  with  constituents  of  two  divided 
perspectives  who  eventually  came  to  an  agreement  to  replace  the  existing  murals  with 
new  designs.  He  said  that  the  Library  Commission  had  endorsed  through  resolution  the 
new  mural  designs  by  Precita  Eyes  and  Rueben  Rude  knowing  that  the  Arts  Commission 
had  final  authority  over  their  designs.  He  then  read  a  letter  of  support  for  the  new  mural 
designs  from  Library  Commission  President  Jewelle  Gomez. 

Supervisor  Campos  stated  that  while  the  issue  being  discussed  was  specifically  the 
removal  of  the  murals,  he  thought  it  was  important  to  include  context  for  some  of  the 
public  comment  that  had  been  heard  on  the  matter.  Supervisor  Campos  noted  that  the 
couple  of  people  who  are  the  most  outspoken  about  this  subject  have  focused  on  the 
transparency  of  the  mediation  process  and  its  compliance  with  the  Sunshine  Ordinance. 
He  stated  that  the  issue  will  be  heard  at  the  Sunshine  Task  Force  as  a  number  of 
complaints  have  been  filed.  He  stated  that  mediation  processes  historically  have  not  had 
to  comply  with  certain  requirements  of  open  meeting  laws,  but  the  issue  will  be  clarified 
at  the  Sunshine  Task  Force. 

Supervisor  Campos  said  that  when  he  was  elected  in  2008,  he  heard  people  with  strong 
views  on  what  to  do  with  the  library  building  and  its  murals.  At  the  time,  he  and  Mayor 
Gavin  Newsom  agreed  that  a  mediation  process  should  take  place.  He  thanked  the  people 
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involved  in  the  mediation  process  for  taking  the  time  to  talk  through  the  different 
perspectives  and  for  reaching  a  common  ground  after  several  months.  He  stated  thai  he 
was  proud  of  the  outcome  of  the  mediation  process  as  it  reflects  a  community  coming 
together.  He  explained  that  the  outcome  of  the  mediation  did  go  through  a  public  process 
as  it  was  heard  at  both  the  Library  and  Arts  Commissions.  He  asked  on  behalf  of  the 
Bemal  Heights  community  to  have  closure  on  the  issue. 

Bemal  Heights  Branch  Library  Mural  Project  Manager  Gia  Grant  spoke  about  the  process 
to  select  artists  for  the  new  mural  designs.  She  stated  that  a  call  for  artists  was  issued,  and 
an  interview  process  took  place  resulting  in  the  selection  of  Precita  Eyes  and  artist 
Rueben  Rude.  Ms.  Grant  said  that  there  were  two  major  community  meetings  held  at  the 
Bemal  Heights  Neighborhood  Center,  each  with  about  50  people  in  attendance.  At  the 
meetings,  the  significance  of  the  existing  murals  and  what  they  would  like  to  see  in  the 
new  work  was  discussed.  The  artists  then  considered  the  comments  made  at  those 
meetings  as  they  developed  their  designs.  Ms.  Grant  added  that  the  new  mural  designs 
were  displayed  around  the  community  and  on  websites  with  opportunity  for  feedback. 
Those  designs  were  then  presented  to  the  Library  and  Arts  Commissions  for  approval. 

Commissioner  Beltran  suggested  that  the  first  motion  associated  with  this  agenda  item 
include  language  about  the  community  process  lead  by  Supervisor  Campos. 

Commissioner  Sklar  announced  that  public  comment  would  be  limited  to  two  minutes  per 
person.  She  called  for  public  comment. 

Terry  Milne  introduced  himself  as  a  citizen  of  Bernal  Heights  and  a  member  of  the  task 
force  for  the  mural  project.  He  asked  the  Commissioners  to  approve  the  motion  as 
amended.  He  stated  that  the  best  start  would  be  to  remove  the  murals  to  start  the  process 
of  something  else. 

Darcy  Lee  said  that  she  had  attended  many  of  the  community  meetings  regarding  the 
murals.  She  said  that  the  library  is  the  neighborhood's  civic  building  and  that  it  made 
sense  that  this  controversy  took  place.  Ms.  Lee  stated  that  originally  she  wanted  the 
building  to  be  repainted  and  remain  blank,  but  eventually  changed  her  mind.  She  said  she 
learned  a  lot  from  her  community  members  about  the  murals  through  the  meetings.  She 
said  she  is  proud  of  what  the  artists  submitted  and  how  they  arrived  at  those  designs. 

Peter  Warfield,  Executive  Director,  Library  Users  Association  said  it  struck  him  as 
extraordinary  that  specifics  aspects  and  elements  of  the  mural,  including  the  figures 
represented  and  what  elements  will  be  transferred  to  the  new  design,  have  not  been 
discussed  at  either  the  Library  or  the  Arts  Commission  meetings.  He  said  there  had  not 
been  discussion  about  the  mural's  substance  and  significance.  He  said  that  the 
Commissioners  could  do  some  research  on  what  the  murals  looked  like  new  and  what 
they  could  have  looked  like  refreshed,  and  that  the  Library  Commission  never  provided 
that  information  to  the  Arts  Commission.  Mr.  Warfield  stated  it  was  shocking  that  the 
Commissioners  would  consider  destroying  murals  that  were  initiated  b\  a  community 
process,  endorsed  by  the  Arts  Commission  and  on  view  for  30  years.  He  said  the 
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discussion  at  the  Arts  Commission  regarding  this  mural  has  been  focused  on  a 
community  process  that  has  evaded  every  concept  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.  He  said 
that  there  were  no  public  announcements  about  the  community  meetings  and  that  there 
were  no  agendas,  minutes  or  recorded  votes.  He  said  that  the  12  people  selected  to  by  the 
mediator  to  sit  on  the  community  processes  were  only  12  people  and  not  the  whole 
community.  He  said  those  12  people  were  not  elected,  they  were  appointed  by  the 
mediator  who  was  appointed  by  Supervisor  Campos.  He  said  that  this  was  not  a 
community  process.  Mr.  Warfield  said  that  in  2009  Supervisor  Campos  had  favored 
saving  the  mural  on  the  Cortland  Avenue  side  of  the  library  and  that  Assemblyman  Tom 
Amiano  said  that  he  and  his  constituents  favored  saving  all  the  murals.  He  restated  that 
the  history  and  significance  of  the  murals  had  not  been  discussed  by  the  Arts  Commission. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  Ms.  Pontious  if  the  Arts  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over 
the  content  of  the  artists'  designs.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission's 
jurisdiction  is  to  approve  the  removal  of  the  murals  and  the  new  design  which  includes 
the  appropriateness  of  content. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  Ms.  Grant  to  explain  how  the  figures  represented  in  the  new 
murals  were  decided  on  by  the  community.  Ms.  Grant  stated  that  she  held  many  widely 
publicized  meetings  to  discuss  the  design  process.  She  said  a  presentation  was  given  at 
one  of  the  meetings  about  the  historical  content  of  the  mural  and  that  every  single  image 
and  their  significance  were  discussed.  Ms.  Grant  said  that  an  elaborate  community 
discussion  commenced  at  which  the  artists  were  present.  She  stated  that  the  artists  took 
the  discussion  in  to  consideration  when  creating  their  designs. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  Mr.  Herrera  if  the  Library  Commission  has  any  jurisdiction 
over  the  content  of  the  artist's  design.  Mr.  Herrera  stated  that  the  authority  of  the  artwork 
rests  on  the  Arts  Commission.  He  clarified  that  the  Library  Commission  was  provided 
with  information  about  the  historical  significance  of  the  mural  and  its  elements  which 
were  discussed  at  previous  Library  Commission  meetings. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  Supervisor  Campos  how  the  task  force  for  this  project  was 
assembled.  Supervisor  Campos  stated  the  task  force  was  created  following  the  mediation 
process  and  the  development  of  a  consensus  statement. 

Commissioner  Chew  stated  that  commemorative  plaque  was  a  positive  thing.  He  asked 
where  it  will  be  installed.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  the  location  is  yet  to  be  determined. 
Ms.  Grant  added  that  the  task  force  is  committed  to  commemorating  the  historic  mural 
with  the  plaque. 

Rueben  Rude  stated  that  he  attended  many  community  meetings  and  created  his  design 
content  based  on  conversations  with  over  100  people  in  the  Bernal  Heights  neighborhood. 
He  said  that  the  historic  mural  had  a  different  significance  to  everyone.  He  explained  that 
he  tried  to  create  iconic  versions  of  some  of  the  images  from  the  historic  mural  that 
would  allow  for  different  interpretations. 
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David  Dupre  said  that  his  neighborhood  was  about  to  go  through  the  same  process.  He 
commented  that  the  City  has  much  community  engagement,  that  there  is  something 
special  about  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  that  the  processes  are  unique.  He  said  this 
is  a  chapter  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco  and  would  like  a  written  component  to  this 
project. 

THE  FOLLOWING  MOTION  WAS  REVISED 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve,  after  completion  of  a  two-year  community  process 
commencing  in  January  2010  and  facilitated  by  Supervisor  David  Campos  and  the  Bernal 
Heights  community,  the  removal  of  the  murals  by  Arch  Williams  and  others  on  the 
Cortland  Avenue  and  Moultrie  Street  sides  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Librar> .  which 
will  be  replaced  by  a  tile  and  bronze  artwork  by  Precita  Eyes  on  the  Cortland  Avenue 
side  of  the  library  and  a  painted  mural  by  Rueben  Rude  on  the  Moultrie  Street  side  of  the 
library.

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  most  recent  version  of  Rueben  Rude's  mural  design  for  the 
Moultrie  Street  side  of  the  library.  She  stated  that  the  Commissioners  had  previously 
asked  the  artist  to  revise  his  color  palette  to  be  more  muted.  She  showed  different 
iterations  of  the  color  palette  leading  to  the  artist's  most  recent  version.  Mr.  Rude 
explained  that  he  focused  on  browns  and  sepias,  and  had  eliminated  bright  colors.  He 
stated  that  he  was  familiar  with  every  image  in  the  historic  mural  and  was  confident  in 
the  images  he  decided  to  incorporate  into  his  design.  He  said  that  the  only  image  that  he 
added  himself  was  a  tree  which  symbolizes  the  strength  of  the  community.  He  stated  that 
the  rest  of  his  design  is  composed  of  images  from  the  historic  mural,  but  simplified  to 
remain  iconic.  Ms.  Pontious  then  showed  images  of  Mr.  Rude's  past  work. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  objected  to  the  two  minute  time  limit  on  public  comment  and 
felt  it  was  very  wrong.  He  said  that  with  respect  to  Mr.  Rude's  design  there  was  no 
discussion  about  the  historic  mural's  content.  He  stated  that  the  most  prominent  figure  in 
the  historic  mural  is  Victor  Jara,  a  Chilean  songwriter  and  activist  who  was  tortured  and 
murdered  by  the  Chilean  military.  Mr.  Warfield  said  that  Victor  Jara  represents  social 
justice.  He  explained  that  this  figure  is  located  near  the  library's  entrance  and  that  there 
are  words  associated  with  that  part  of  the  mural.  He  commented  that  words  w  ere  not 
included  in  the  new  mural  designs.  He  stated  that  Victor  Jara  is  the  most  important  figure 
in  the  mural  and  is  also  not  included  in  the  new  mural  designs.  Mr.  Warfield  stated  that 
Mr.  Rude's  mural  will  replace  the  Moultrie  Street  murals  which  pay  homage  to  working 
women.  He  said  that  this  too  is  not  present  in  the  artist's  new  design  and  that  the 
fundamental  elements  of  the  murals  have  been  lost.

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  most  recent  version  of  Precita  Eyes'  mural  design  for  the 
Cortland  Avenue  side  of  the  library.  She  stated  that  when  the  design  was  presented  to  the 
Commissioners  in  August  201 1,  Public  A  rt  Program  staff  had  not  realized  it  would  be  tile 
and  include  a  three  dimensional  bronze  book  element.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  artists 
had  revised  their  color  palette  to  be  more  related  to  the  time  period  of  the  architecture  at 
the  request  of  the  Commissioners.  She  added  that  the  artist  brought  tile  samples  for 
review.  She  introduced  Susan  Cervantes  of  Precita  Eyes  and  Daniel  Macchiarini  who  will 
be  fabricating  the  bronze  element. 

Ms.  Cervantes  explained  that  the  mural  will  be  executed  in  hand-made  tiles  with  a  bronze 
relief  sculpture.  She  said  that  the  image  is  derived  from  the  historic  mural  by  Arch 
Williams  and  represents  the  four  elements.  Ms.  Cervantes  noted  that  the  community 
particularly  liked  those  aspects  of  the  historic  mural,  especially  where  they  converged. 
Ms.  Cervantes  said  that  the  community  also  wanted  to  include  a  sculptural  element  that 
would  be  representative  of  the  library,  thus  the  bronze  book  was  incorporated  into  the 
design.  She  showed  images  of  a  clay  mock-up  of  the  book  laid  over  a  design  drawing.  Mr. 
Macchiarini  stated  that  the  bronze  book  will  weigh  less  than  300  pound  and  this  this  was 
relatively  light  for  expanding  12  feet.  He  explained  that  the  clay  model  was  a  simplified 
version  of  the  design  and  that  the  actual  element  will  incorporate  more  detail. 

Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  artists  are  requesting  the  approval  of  design  development 
because  the  Arts  Commission  will  need  to  approve  later  phases  of  the  project  as  it 
develops. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  has  high  respect  for  the  reputation  and  work  of  Ms.  Cervantes 
but  was  disappointed  that  this  image  would  replace  the  mural  on  the  Cortland  Avenue 
side  of  the  library.  He  said  that  he  heard  the  artists  discuss  carrying  themes  from  the 
historic  murals  into  their  new  designs,  but  felt  none  of  the  humanity  of  the  historic  murals 
was  transferred.  He  added  that  it  was  unclear  if  the  murals  on  the  right  side  of  the  library 
entrance  would  be  maintained  or  not.  He  said  he  would  like  to  know  what  the  various 
stages  of  design  development  are.  He  commented  that  the  new  design  did  not  include 
Victor  Jara,  Holly  Near,  words,  or  an  African  American  singer.  He  stated  that  this  process 
has  parlayed  an  $18,000  restoration  project  into  a  more  expensive  project  with  a  fee  for 
the  Friends  of  the  Public  Library.  He  said  he  would  like  to  see  Ms.  Cervantes'  contract. 
He  stated  that  these  are  public  murals  that  are  publicly  paid  for  by  a  $50,000  Community 
Challenge  Grant  partly  supported  by  library  donations.  He  asked  how  it  was  decided  not 
to  depict  any  humans  in  the  new  mural. 
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Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  financial  arrangement  between  the  artists  and  the  F-riends  of 

the  PubHc  Library  is  not  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Arts  Commission.

3.  Art  on  Market  Street 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  revised  sketches  for  the  Art  on  Market  Street 
Kiosk  Poster  Series  by  artist  Paul  Madonna.  Ms.  Chou  reminded  the  Commissioners  that 
the  theme  of  this  series  is  "celebrating  the  arts  in  San  Francisco"  in  honor  of  the  80'^ 
anniversary  of  the  Arts  Commission.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  six  unique  posters  pair 
a  notable  artist  in  each  of  the  following  genres  with  a  scene  in  the  City  related  to  that 
genre/artist:  writing  arts;  modern  visual  arts;  murals;  music  and  film;  modern  dance; 
opera.  She  noted  that  in  these  revised  designs,  the  artist  has  responded  to  previous 
feedback  from  the  Commissioners  to  incorporate  more  interesting  angles  of  perspective. 

Commissioner  Beltran  stated  that  she  has  been  a  fan  of  Mr.  Madonna's  work  for  decades 
and  is  delighted  that  his  gorgeous  depictions  of  San  Francisco  will  be  highlighted  through 
this  poster  series.  Commissioner  Chew  agreed. 

Public  Relations  Manager  Kate  Patterson  reported  that  Mr.  Madonna  has  offered  to  run 
the  images  from  the  poster  series  in  his  San  Francisco  Chronicle  column  All  Over  Coffee. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

4.  Bayview  Branch  Library 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  designs  for  the  artwork  at  the  new  BaN^  iew  Branch  Librar\  b\ 
artist  Ron  Saunders.  She  explained  that  the  artwork  will  be  located  in  two  locations  at  the 
library:  the  open  courtyard  and  the  children's  area.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  courtyard 
artwork  will  consist  of  photograms  digitally  reproduced  in  porcelain  enamel.  The 
children's  area  artwork  will  consist  of  photograms  digitally  reproduced  on  paper, 
mounted  on  aluminum  and  placed  behind  glass.  She  introduced  Mr.  Saunders  who 
described  his  process  of  creating  these  artworks. 
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Mr.  Saunders  explained  that  all  of  his  images  are  created  as  photograms  incorporating 
natural  elements  that  have  a  connection  to  the  history  of  the  Bayview  neighborhood  such 
as  wood  shavings,  turkey  feathers,  cotton  balls,  and  sugar  cubes.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that 
these  images  were  recently  shown  to  Linda  Brooks-Burton,  the  prior  Bayview  Branch 
Librarian,  Beverly  Hayes,  the  current  Bayview  Branch  Librarian,  and  Edward  Melton, 
Chief  of  Branches,  who  responded  with  enthusiasm  and  support.  Ms.  Chou  said  that 
mock-ups  for  both  the  courtyard  and  children's  area  artworks  will  be  presented  to  the 
VAC  at  a  later  date. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

by  artist  Ron  Saunders.

5.  Hamilton  Recreation  Center 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  they  had  approved  the  use  of  the 
remaining  Hamilton  Recreation  Center  art  enrichment  funds  to  commission  a  new  work 
by  Johanna  Poethig  similar  to  Dragon,  Snake,  Monkey,  Bird  at  Boeddeker  Park.  Ms. 
Pontious  reported  that  she  met  with  the  Supervisor  for  Hamilton  Recreation  Center  to 
discuss  themes  and  approaches  to  the  site.  She  remarked  that  the  artist  will  develop  a 
conceptual  design  which  will  be  presented  to  the  VAC  at  a  later  date  for  review. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  a  contract  with 
Johanna  Poethig  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $49,000,  for  the  design,  fabrication, 
transportation  and  installation/consultation  of  an  interior  mural  at  Hamilton  Recreation 
Center.

Mr.  Davies  presented  the  public  art  program  outline  for  1?"^  and  Folsom  Park.  He 
explained  that  the  park  deign  had  been  in  development  since  2010  with  significant 
community  input.  Based  on  community  feedback  the  park  will  feature  many  amenities 
including: 

Mr.  Davies  stated  that  park  includes  a  fence  which  has  been  identified  as  the  art 
opportunity.  He  reported  that  the  park  plan  had  already  incorporated  decorative  fencing 
into  the  general  contractor's  scope  of  work,  leaving  the  budget  to  be  used  for  artw  ork "s 
design.  Mr.  Davies  said  that  he  will  use  the  201 1-2012  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  to  create  a 
shortlist  of  artists  to  show  to  a  selecfion  panel  that  will  meet  in  April  2012.  He  requested 
a  Commissioner's  participafion  on  the  panel.  Commissioner  Silverman  volunteered. 

Ms.  Pontious  added  that  she  presented  this  project  at  a  community  meeting  w  here 
members  of  the  public  were  upset  that  they  were  not  informed  about  the  artwork  prior  to 
the  meeting,  that  there  was  not  opportunity  to  involve  neighborhood  artists,  w  ho  ma\ 
have  already  been  working  on  the  project.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  she  had  recentU 
learned  about  the  project  herself,  and  given  the  budget  was  only  able  to  accommodate  a 
fence  design  by  an  artist  who  was  part  of  the  201 1-2012  Prequalified  Artist  Pool.  Ms. 
Pontious  stated  that  she  plans  to  ask  the  Recreation  and  Parks  department  to  increase  the 
budget  because  the  community  would  like  a  project  with  more  opportunity  for  their 
involvement.  Mr.  Davies  added  that  he  will  focus  on  San  Francisco  Based  artists  and 
those  based  in  the  area  of  the  park  when  possible  in  the  selection  process. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  mentioned  that  the  park  design  had  recently  been  granted  conceptual 
design  approval  from  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee.  He  stated  that  he  was 
working  on  ways  to  improve  early  conceptual  design  partnership  between  the  Arts 
Commission  and  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department.  Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that  at  the 
Civic  Design  Review  Committee  meeting  where  the  park  was  reviewed,  Commissioner 
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Chow  expressed  concern  about  sound  coming  from  children's  play  area.  It  was 
mentioned  that  the  art  piece  could  potentially  be  a  solution  to  that  problem.

8.  Church  &  Duboce  Streetscape  Improvement 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Action 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  gave  a  project  update  on  Gateway  and  presented  the 
construction  document  phase  deliverables  for  Chairs  by  Primitivo  Suarez- Wolfe  for  the 
Church  and  Duboce  Public  Art  Project.  Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  that  Gateway,  which  was 
funded  by  the  Upper  Market/Castro  Community  Benefits  District  (CBD),  was  originally 
proposed  to  be  located  at  the  north  east  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Church  and  Market 
near  the  steps  leading  to  the  Safeway  parking  lot.  Because  this  small  plaza  area  is 
privately  owned  property,  legal  and  logistical  complications  made  installing  the  work  at 
this  site  infeasible.  The  artist,  Arts  Commission  staff  and  the  CBD  developed  a  plan  to 
move  the  sculpture  to  an  upcoming  bulb  out  on  Market  and  14'^  streets.  However,  the 
CBD  ultimately  was  not  happy  with  the  change  and  has  decided  to  terminate  the  project. 

Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  final  design,  quantity,  and  location  of  Chairs  to  be  installed 
near  the  intersection  of  Church  Street  and  Duboce  Avenue.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  the 
chairs  would  be  cast  in  bronze  and  she  presented  a  material  sample  showing  the  proposed 
patina.  She  added  that  the  proposed  coating  is  acceptable  to  the  Arts  Commission's 
Senior  Registrar.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  she  met  with  the  City's  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  Access  Coordinator  to  ensure  that  the  proposed  design  was  accessible. 
Ms.  Lovvorn  then  presented  the  final  project  budget. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  the  San  Jose  Museum  of  Quilts  and  Textiles  requested  to 
borrow  Mark  Adams'  Pond  in  Golden  Gate  Park  original  tapestry  for  the  exhibition 
Mark  Adams  scheduled  to  be  on  view  from  May  15  through  July  29,  2012.  She  stated  that 
the  exhibition  will  feature  works  that  span  the  artist's  career.  Ms.  Cummings  reminded 
the  Commissioners  that  this  tapestry  was  recently  recovered  after  being  stolen  from  the 
Moscone  Center  in  the  1990s.  She  remarked  that  the  tapestry  is  currently  being  assessed 
and  treated  by  a  conservator  for  damages  sustained  from  the  period  it  was  missing.  She 
said  she  recently  viewed  the  work  and  felt  that  overall  it  was  in  good  condition.  Ms. 
Cummings  noted  that  the  San  Jose  Museum  of  Quilts  and  Textiles  will  insure  the  work 
and  pay  for  its  transportation.  She  added  that  the  artist's  estate  is  enthusiastic  about  the 
loan. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

11.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Police  Memorial 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  phrase  for  the  backdrop  behind  the  glass  cylinder  and  the  re\  ised 
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concept  for  the  text  inscribed  in  the  cylinder  for  Shimon  Attic's  police  memorial  artwork 
for  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  has  chosen  the 
phrase  "Look  Up,  their  Valor  Shines."  She  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  staff  supports 
this  phrase  because  it  is  positive  and  uplifting,  and  make  direct  reference  to  the  glass 
cylinder  above.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  phrase  was  presented  to  members  of  the  Bay 
Area  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Fund  ("BALEAF")  and  the  Chief  of  Police  who  also 
gave  their  support.  Ms.  Chou  added  that  members  of  BALEAF  suggested  that  the  artist 
capitalize  the  "t"  in  "their,"  which  the  artist  has  agreed  to  do  if  it  adheres  to  American 
grammar  standards. 

Ms.  Chou  explained  that  originally  the  text  inscribed  in  the  glass  cylinder  was  to  consist 
of  written  expressions  of  gratitude  to  police  officers  gathered  by  the  artist  from  the  public. 
However,  the  artist  is  now  proposing  to  work  collaboratively  with  the  poet  Gwyneth 
Lewis  to  generate  a  poem  based  on  these  written  expressions  from  the  public.  Ms.  Chou 
stated  that  this  process  will  result  in  a  more  elegant  use  of  language  as  well  as  allow  for 
the  opportunity  to  make  direct  references  to  the  form  of  the  memorial  as  well  as  the  name 
panels  to  be  placed  further  down  the  lobby.  The  poem  will  be  presented  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  to  members  of  BALEAF  for  approval  prior  to  presentation  and  approval  by 
VAC. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  phrase  for  backdrop  behind  cylinder  and  concept  for  text

12.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Community  Plaza 

Mary-  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  and  material  samples  for  Paul  Kos'  community 
plaza  artwork  for  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  Mr.  Kos  has 
responded  to  the  Commissioners'  request  that  he  address  issues  raised  about  the 
landscape  elements  of  his  design.  She  stated  that  previously  the  artist  included  a  row  of 
bamboo  that  obstructed  the  visibility  of  the  plaza  from  Third  Street.  The  bamboo  also 
created  a  dark  corner  in  the  plaza  that  raised  security  issues  among  some  Commissioners. 
Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  artist  has  responded  to  these  concerns  by  replacing  the  bamboo 
with  trees.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  had  worked  with  a  landscape  architect  on  the 
selection  of  an  evergreen  tree  to  include  in  the  plaza  design.  She  explained  that  a  previous 
choice  of  tree  concerned  Commissioner  Stryker  of  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee 
as  well  as  Commissioners  from  the  VAC,  due  to  its  ability  to  grow  20  feet  in  diameter. 
Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  has  now  selected  a  spruce  tree  that,  when  full  grown, 
reaches  6  to  7  feet  in  diameter  and  35  to  40  feet  high.  She  added  that  the  artist  and  the 
project  team  are  happy  with  this  selection. 
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Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  asked  Ms.  Chou  if  Commissioner  Strykcr 
had  been  informed  of  the  selection  of  the  spruce  tree.  Ms.  Chou  said  that  Commissioner 
Stryker  had  been  contacted  and  she  was  waiting  for  a  reply.  Civic  Design  Review 
Program  Manager  Vicky  Knoop  stated  that  Commissioner  Stryker  had  seen  the  ne\s  tree 
selection  and  felt  it  was  a  greatly  improved  choice. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

However,  the  Port  just  recently  transferred  funds  to  the  Arts  Commission  to  begin  the 
selection  process.  She  explained  that  this  project  is  funded  through  discretionary  funds 
and  will  be  installed  in  advance  of  the  art  enrichment  projects  associated  with  the  Blue 
Greenway  project.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  Port  had  asked  the  Public  Art  Program  to 
manage  a  long-term  temporary  art  installation  at  Pier  92.  She  stated  that  one  silo  facade 
presented  a  good  opportunity  for  an  artist  to  create  a  mural  artwork  or  a  kinetic  work.  She 
added  that  the  whole  site,  including  the  two  silos  and  a  nearby  crane,  presented  an 
opportunity  for  an  artist  to  create  a  lighting  piece.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  site  can  be 
seen  from  the  surrounding  neighborhoods  and  the  nearby  freeways,  and  lends  itself  w  ell 
to  bold,  graphic  artwork.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  this  project  will  follow  the  Public  Art 
Program's  usual  selection  process  and  the  Request  for  Qualifications  will  be  open  to 
artists  residing  in  the  Western  States.  She  said  the  selection  panel  will  consist  of  an  Arts 
Commissioner,  a  Port  representative,  three  arts  professionals,  and  Bayview  Hunters  Point 
Community  representative.  She  requested  a  Commissioner's  participation  on  the  panel. 
Commissioner  Chew  volunteered.  Commissioner  Sklar  offered  to  be  an  alternate. 

14.  Temporary  Sculptures  -  Civic  Center  Plaza  and  War  Memorial

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  designs  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  the  fire  station 
artwork  at  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  She  introduced  Rhab  Boughn  from  the  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD"),  present  at  the  meeting,  as  well  as  Franka  Diehnelt 
of  Merge  Conceptual  Design,  present  via  teleconference.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  Merge 
Conceptual  Design  had  returned  to  an  earlier  design  concept  based  on  the  City's  cisterns 
system  after  several  rounds  of  design  reviews.  Ms.  Chou  described  the  design  proposal 
which  includes  a  recessed  area  based  on  the  curved  floor  and  ceiling  of  cisterns,  and 
sculptural  elements  in  the  form  of  measuring  sticks  which  display  information  about  the 
various  cisterns  located  around  the  City.  Ms.  Chou  said  the  artists  are  also  proposing 
small  strips  of  LED  lighting  to  illuminate  the  measuring  sticks  at  night.  She  said  the 
proposal  was  presented  to  the  project  team  and  Chief  Joanne  Hayes- White  of  the  SFFD 
who  were  all  supportive  of  the  design. 

Mr.  Boughn  commented  that  the  SFFD  is  happy  with  the  revised  design.  He  stated  that  he 
admired  the  efforts  of  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  continually  producing  creative 
design  proposals.  Mr.  Boughn  noted  that  the  design  may  interfere  with  some  of  the 
utilities  in  the  area,  but  feh  this  could  be  resolved. 
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Commissioner  Beltran  expressed  concern  that  the  recessed  area  would  be  used  by 
skateboarders. 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  said  the  design  had  been  reviewed  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Disability  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  Americans  with  Disabilities 
Act  Access  Coordinator,  both  of  whom  had  only  minor  requests  to  changes  in  the  design. 
She  explained  that  as  the  trees  have  become  an  integral  component  of  the  artwork, 
Redevelopment  Agency  representative  Kelley  Kahn  stated  that  the  artists  did  not  have  to 
conform  to  Mission  Bay  standards  for  the  trees,  and  could  have  more  freedom  in 
selecting  the  number  and  type  of  tree  for  that  site.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  project 
team  discussed  the  sculptural  addition  of  the  measuring  sticks  at  length.  Some  felt  the 
forms  were  strong  and  others  felt  they  were  a  distraction  from  the  forms  of  the  cisterns. 
She  encouraged  the  artists  to  explore  other  formats  to  display  the  information  regarding 
the  City's  cisterns  or  perhaps  to  decrease  the  number  of  measuring  stick  elements. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  thanked  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  being 
flexible  during  the  design  process  and  commended  their  ability  to  work  with  a  large 
number  of  stakeholders. 

Ms.  Pontious  praised  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  developing  one  creative  idea  after 
another.  She  said  she  was  most  excited  by  the  current  design  and  felt  it  will  resonate  with 
the  public  on  many  levels.

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  project  overview  for  the  Earthquake  Safety  Emergency 
Response  Neighborhood  Fire  Stations  Public  Art  Project.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  a 
number  of  fire  stations  in  the  City  will  receive  seismic  upgrades,  while  two  new  fire 
stations  and  a  fireboat  station  will  be  buiU.  She  reported  that  Fire  Station  36  w  ill  receive 
upgrades  and  will  generate  $36,000  in  art  enrichment  fimds  which  may  be  used  for  a 
mural  or  tile  element  on  its  fa9ade.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that  a  fa9ade  treatment  ma}  be 
problematic  due  to  the  firefighters'  daily  drills  performed  with  ladders  hitting  the 
building.  She  said  an  applied  paint  treatment  may  be  the  best  option  for  artw  ork  at  this 
site.  Ms.  Pontious  discussed  various  locations  where  a  tile  mosaic  or  painted  artw  ork 
could  be  installed  without  sustaining  damage  or  interfering  with  the  drills. 

Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  stakeholders  for  these  projects  have  expressed  an  interest  in 
funding  a  memorial  in  the  Marina  to  firefighters  that  lost  their  lives  in  the  Loma  Prieta 
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earthquake.  She  stated  it  was  unclear  if  it  is  permissible  to  use  these  funds  for  artworks 
located  in  areas  outside  the  generating  sites.  She  said  that  the  Commission  may  have  to 
address  this  at  a  later  date. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  resolution  No.  0806-07-216 
allows  Arts  Commission  staff  to  obtain  authorization  from  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  to  do  business  with  specific  types  of  vendors  without  approval  of  the  Arts 
Commission  for  work  performed  under  $500,000.

Allison  Cummings 
Discussion 

Ms.  Cummings  gave  a  status  report  on  the  conservation  of  Keith  Haring's  sculpture 
Untitled  (Three  Dancing  Figures)  located  at  the  corner  of  3'^'*  and  Howard  streets  which  is 
scheduled  to  begin  late  April  2012.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  she  had  planned  the 
restoration  over  the  past  year  with  ArtCare  and  the  Keith  Haring  Foundation  who  are 
funding  the  project.  She  explained  that  the  sculpture  will  be  entirely  deinstalled,  moved 
off-site  to  be  stripped  and  recoated  with  a  spray  application,  then  reinstalled  in  June  2012. 
Commissioner  Chew  asked  about  the  cost  of  the  project.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  the 
restoration  will  be  approximately  $70,000.  She  added  that  her  original  budget  allowed  for 
the  repair  of  scratches  only,  but  the  total  restoration  and  repainting  of  the  sculpture  was 
requested  and  is  supported  by  the  Keith  Haring  Foundation. 

15.  Veteran's  Memorial 

Susan  Pontious 
Discussion 
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Ms.  Pontious  presented  a  project  update  on  the  Veteran's  Memorial  at  Memorial  Court. 
She  reported  that  the  selected  artist  team  (Susan  Narduli  and  Andrea  Cochran)  had  been 
advised  by  their  attorney  not  to  enter  into  contract  for  this  project  based  on  the  contract's 
indemnification  clause.  She  said  that  she  was  looking  into  the  possibility  of  entering  into 
contract  with  the  artist  team  for  the  design  and  contracting  separately  with  the  Bureau  of 
Architecture  for  the  implementation  of  the  project.  Commissioner  Beltran  asked  if  that 
would  reduce  the  budget  for  the  project.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  it  would  most  likely 
increase  the  budget. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  design  had  been  reviewed  by  the  Planning  Department  and 
the  Historic  Preservation  Committee.  She  explained  that  the  Planning  Department 
produced  a  report  detailing  which  elements  from  the  original  court  design  by  Thomas 
Church  should  be  kept.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  some  elements  that  will  remain  from  the 
original  design  will  affect  the  new  landscape  design  by  Ms.  Cochran.  She  said  that  once  a 
new  contract  was  negotiated  and  signed  by  the  artist  team,  they  will  begin  work  on  a 
revised  design  to  allow  for  certain  original  elements  to  remain.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that 
the  revised  design  will  be  presented  to  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Historic 
Preservation  Committee  for  approval  before  it  is  presented  to  the  Arts  Commission. 

16.  Public  Cominent

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  designs  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  the  fire  station 
artwork  at  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  She  introduced  Rhab  Boughn  from  the  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD"),  present  at  the  meeting,  as  well  as  Franka  Diehnelt 
of  Merge  Conceptual  Design,  present  via  teleconference.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  Merge 
Conceptual  Design  had  returned  to  an  earlier  design  concept  based  on  the  Cit>  "s  cisterns 
system  after  several  rounds  of  design  reviews.  Ms.  Chou  described  the  design  proposal 
which  includes  a  recessed  area  based  on  the  curved  floor  and  ceiling  of  cisterns,  and 
sculptural  elements  in  the  form  of  measuring  sticks  which  display  information  about  the 
various  cisterns  located  around  the  City.  Ms.  Chou  said  the  artists  are  also  proposing 
small  strips  of  LED  lighting  to  illuminate  the  measuring  sticks  at  night.  She  said  the 
proposal  was  presented  to  the  project  team  and  Chief  Joanne  Hayes-White  of  the  SFFD 
who  were  all  supportive  of  the  design. 

Mr.  Boughn  commented  that  the  SFFD  is  happy  with  the  revised  design.  He  stated  that  he 
admired  the  efforts  of  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  continually  producing  creati\  e 
design  proposals.  Mr.  Boughn  noted  that  the  design  may  interfere  with  some  of  the 
utilities  in  the  area,  but  felt  this  could  be  resolved. 
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Comi-nissioner  Beltran  expressed  concern  that  the  recessed  area  would  be  used  by 
skateboarders. 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  said  the  design  had  been  reviewed  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Disability  and  the  Department  of  Pubhc  Works'  Americans  with  Disabilities 
Act  Access  Coordinator,  both  of  whom  had  only  minor  requests  to  changes  in  the  design. 
She  explained  that  as  the  trees  have  become  an  integral  component  of  the  artwork, 
Redevelopment  Agency  representative  Kelley  Kahn  stated  that  the  artists  did  not  have  to 
conform  to  Mission  Bay  standards  for  the  trees,  and  could  have  more  freedom  in 
selecting  the  number  and  type  of  tree  for  that  site.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  project 
team  discussed  the  sculptural  addition  of  the  measuring  sticks  at  length.  Some  felt  the 
forms  were  strong  and  others  felt  they  were  a  distraction  from  the  forms  of  the  cisterns. 
She  encouraged  the  artists  to  explore  other  formats  to  display  the  information  regarding 
the  City's  cisterns  or  perhaps  to  decrease  the  number  of  measuring  stick  elements. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  thanked  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  being 
flexible  during  the  design  process  and  commended  their  ability  to  work  with  a  large 
number  of  stakeholders. 

Ms.  Pontious  praised  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  developing  one  creative  idea  after 
another.  She  said  she  was  most  excited  by  the  current  design  and  felt  it  will  resonate  with 
the  public  on  many  levels.

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  project  overview  for  the  Earthquake  Safety  Emergenc> 
Response  Neighborhood  Fire  Stations  Public  Art  Project.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  a 
number  of  fire  stations  in  the  City  will  receive  seismic  upgrades,  while  two  new  fire 
stations  and  a  fireboat  station  will  be  buih.  She  reported  that  Fire  Station  36  will  receive 
upgrades  and  will  generate  $36,000  in  art  enrichment  funds  which  may  be  used  for  a 
mural  or  tile  element  on  its  fa9ade.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that  a  fa9ade  treatment  ma\  be 
problematic  due  to  the  firefighters'  daily  drills  performed  with  ladders  hitting  the 
building.  She  said  an  applied  paint  treatment  may  be  the  best  option  for  artwork  at  this 
site.  Ms.  Pontious  discussed  various  locations  where  a  tile  mosaic  or  painted  art\\  ork 
could  be  installed  without  sustaining  damage  or  interfering  with  the  drills. 

Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  stakeholders  for  these  projects  have  expressed  an  interest  in 
fiinding  a  memorial  in  the  Marina  to  firefighters  that  lost  their  lives  in  the  Loma  Prieta 
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earthquake.  She  stated  it  was  unclear  if  it  is  permissible  to  use  these  funds  for  artworks 
located  in  areas  outside  the  generating  sites.  She  said  that  the  Commission  may  have  to 
address  this  at  a  later  date. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

She  explained  that  the  Planning  Department 
produced  a  report  detailing  which  elements  from  the  original  court  design  by  Thomas 
Church  should  be  kept.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  some  elements  that  will  remain  from  the 
original  design  will  affect  the  new  landscape  design  by  Ms.  Cochran.  She  said  that  once  a 
new  contract  was  negotiated  and  signed  by  the  artist  team,  they  will  begin  work  on  a 
revised  design  to  allow  for  certain  original  elements  to  remain.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that 
the  revised  design  will  be  presented  to  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Historic 
Preservation  Committee  for  approval  before  it  is  presented  to  the  Arts  Commission.

2.  Consent  Calendar 

Action 

1 .  Motion  to  approve  the  clay  model  by  Daniel  Macchiarini  for  the  bronze  book 
element  of  the  new  mural  artwork  on  the  Cortland  Avenue  side  of  the  Bernal 
Heights  Branch  Library. 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  explained  how  she  visited  the  studio  of  Daniel 
Macchiarini  to  review  the  clay  model  and  patina  colors  for  the  bronze  book  element  of 
the  new  mural  artwork  on  the  Cortland  Avenue  side  of  the  Bemal  Heights  Branch  Library. 
She  recommended  its  approval. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Peter  Warfield,  Library  Users  Association,  said  he  preferred  to  stay  away  from  comments 
about  the  artwork  itself.  He  stated  that  regardless  of  the  artwork  his  position  would 
remain  the  same.  He  stated  that  replacing  the  existing  mural  on  the  Bemal  Heights 
Branch  Library  was  wrong.  He  said  the  existing  mural  had  rich  content  that  was  never 
discussed  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  and  that  removing  the  mural  was  a 
cultural  crime.  He  added  that  he  filed  a  complaint  with  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task 
Force  ("SOTF"')  against  Supervisor  David  Campos  for  redacting  hundreds  of  personal 
emails  on  documents  relating  to  the  mural.  He  said  that  the  SOTF  found  the  redactions 
unlawful.  He  said  that  this  motion  should  not  be  approved.

Ray  Hartz,  San  Francisco  Open  Government,  read  the  following  statement: 


"Without  any  intention  of  questioning  the  motives  of  those  making  the  decisions  which 
will  result  in  the  removal  of  the  murals  on  the  Bernal  Heights  Public  Library,  I  want  to 
raise  the  issue  of  how  most  of  the  decisions  were  reached.  Honestly,  1  don't  know! 
Despite  public  information  requests  of  the  Library,  Library  Commission,  Arts 
Commission,  Supervisor  Campos,  and  others,  I  have  been  unable  to  determine  much  of 
anything  about  who  made  these  decisions  or  how  they  were  made.  There  were  few  public 
meetings,  and  no  agendas,  minutes,  recorded  discussions,  recorded  votes,  and  the  list 
goes  on.  None  of  the  requirements  under  either  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  or  the  Brown  Act 
were  met!  Simply  repeating  the  mantra  that  this  was  a  "community  process"  doesn't 
mean  it  was  either  public  or  even  legal!  What  we  ended  with  is  a  lack  of  anything  to 
show  the  public  was  included  in  any  meaningful  way!" 

Mr.  Hartz  stated  that  he  had  attended  numerous  Library  Commission  meetings  where 
people  changed  their  recommendations  regarding  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library 
mural.  He  stated  that  if  you  looked  through  the  public  records  you  would  find  that  this 
public  project  on  a  public  building  using  public  funds  was  decided  on  outside  the  view  of 
the  public.  He  said  that  the  project  was  in  violation  of  the  public  process. 

Ellen  Egbert,  a  Bernal  Heights  resident  and  library  supporter  said  she  attended  every 
community  meeting  regarding  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  mural.  She  said  she 
liked  the  clay  model  of  the  book  and  hoped  to  see  the  new  mural  on  the  exterior  of  the 
library  finished  soon.  She  stated  that  she  hoped  the  Commissioners  would  approve  the 
model  so  the  project  could  move  forward.

3.  Central  Subway  Chinatown  Station  -  Yumei  Hon  Project 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Action 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  presented  the  conceptual  design  by  Yumei  Hou  for  the 
cut  metal  artwork  for  the  mezzanine  landing  and  ticketing  hall  walls  of  the  Central 
Subway  Chinatown  Station.  She  introduced  Yumei  Hou  and  her  interpreter  who  were 
present  at  the  meeting  to  answer  questions.  Ms.  Lovvorn  explained  that  Ms.  Hou  was 
selected  over  a  year  ago  on  the  basis  of  an  artwork  proposal  which  had  to  change  based 
on  revisions  to  the  station's  architecture.  She  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  entered 
into  contract  with  the  artist  to  produce  the  designs  for  the  project.  Ms.  Lovvorn  then 
presented  the  artist's  paper  cut  conceptual  designs  which  will  later  be  translated  into  cut 
metal. 
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Ms.  Lovvom  noted  that  the  artist's  conceptual  designs  for  the  mezzanine  and  ticketing 
hall  walls  are  in  keeping  with  her  original  proposal  which  was  based  on  the  traditional 
Chinese  sprout  dance  and  incorporates  characters  associated  with  that  story.  Ms.  Lovvorn 
explained  that  for  the  mezzanine  landing,  the  artist  has  created  two  design  options  for  the 
Commissioners  to  choose  from.  She  stated  that  Public  Art  Program  staff  support  the 
artist's  preferred  design  featuring  a  bride  in  a  carriage  and  recommend  it  to  the 
Committee  because  the  design's  composition  is  more  dynamic. 

Commissioner  Chew  commented  that  he  felt  that  artist  was  very  talented.  He  felt  that 
there  was  a  risk  of  a  paper  cut  work  appearing  decorative,  but  that  the  artist  had 
succeeded  in  achieving  a  work  of  fine  art. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  if  the  artist  could  produce  a  hybrid  image  that  combined 
aspects  of  the  two  options.  She  felt  that  the  design  for  the  ticketing  hall  wall  was  more 
sophisticated  and  suggested  that  the  artist  revise  her  design  for  the  mezzanine  landing  to 
reach  the  same  level.  Ms.  Lovvom  said  that  the  artist's  contract  allows  for  a  round  of 
revisions. 

Commissioner  Silverman  suggested  that  the  artist  incorporate  more  detail  in  the  outfits  of 
the  characters  to  match  the  finer  lines  accomplished  in  the  ticketing  hall  wall  design. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment: 

Jonah  Hendrickson  asked  for  clarification  on  why  the  artist  created  one  option  for  the 
ticketing  hall  wall  and  two  opfions  for  the  mezzanine  landing  design.  Ms.  Lovvom 
explained  that  the  original  design  for  the  ticketing  hall  wall  had  to  be  revised  when  the 
station  architecture  changed.  She  added  that  the  mezzanine  landing  became  a  new 
opportunity  at  that  time  and  that  Public  Art  Program  staff  had  asked  the  artist  to  create  an 
altemate  to  one  design  that  was  submitted  for  review. 

Mr.  Hartz  stated  that  while  he  was  not  an  artist,  he  knows  what  art  he  likes.  He  said  he 
felt  the  second  options  would  go  with  the  ticketing  hall  wall  design  and  asked  the 
Commissioners  to  consider  a  contrast  between  the  two  designs  when  making  their 
decision.  Mr.  Hartz  stated  that  discussion  of  this  agenda  item  had  gone  over  the 
anficipated  presentafion  time  and  hoped  it  would  not  discourage  time  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  appreciated  the  animation  among  the  Committee  members  as 
they  discussed  this  item.  He  said  that  that  level  of  discussion  is  what  he  expected  from 
the  Arts  Commission,  but  it  was  lacking  in  the  discussion  of  the  Bemal  Heights  Branch 
Library  mural.

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4.  Adolph  Sutro  Bust 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  proposed  location  at  City  Hall  for  the  sculptural  bust  of 
former  San  Francisco  Mayor,  Adolph  Sutro.  She  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  they 
previously  approved  the  gift  of  the  bust  commissioned  by  the  United  Humanitarian 
Mission  as  well  as  the  machette  by  Jonah  Hendrickson  who  was  present  at  the  meeting. 
Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  fortuitously,  a  niche  for  the  bust  has  become  available  at  City 
Hall.  She  said  the  niche  previously  belonged  to  the  bust  of  former  San  Francisco  Mayor, 
Willie  Brown.  She  added  that  this  location  would  place  the  Adolf  Sutro  bust  on  the  same 
floor  as  other  commemorative  busts  of  his  contemporaries.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that  City 
Hall  Building  Management  has  approved  this  location.  She  noted  that  the  base  design  and 
materials  as  well  as  a  full  scale  clay  machete  will  be  presented  to  the  VAC  at  a  later  date. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  asked  for  clarification  on  what  entrance  the  Adolf  Sutro  bust  would  be 
located  at  in  City  Hall.  He  asked  for  clarification  on  which  bust  would  be  replaced  by  the 
Willie  Brown  bust.  Mr.  Hendrickson  replied  that  the  Adolf  Sutro  bust  would  be  installed 
at  the  Van  Ness  Avenue  side  of  City  Hall.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  Willie  Brown 
bust  was  relocated  upstairs  with  busts  of  his  contemporaries,  former  Mayors  Feinstein 
and  Moscone.

5.  SFAC  Gallery 

MegShiffler 
Action 

Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  presented  the  work  of  artists  Randy  Colosky,  Val  Britton 
and  Rachel  Mica  Weiss  who  have  been  commissioned  to  create  installations  at  the  SFAC 
Gallery's  Window  Installation  Site.  Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  Mr.  Colosky  was  selected 
based  on  his  sculptural  works  made  from  industrial  materials.  She  described  the  work  of 
Ms.  Britton  whose  work  begins  as  two-dimensional  and  becomes  more  sculptural  as  she 
builds  surface  with  collage  media.  She  explained  that  Ms.  Weiss  creates  large-scale 
sculptural  work  developed  over  time  through  elaborate  processes. 

Ms.  Shiffler  requested  that  the  meeting  be  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Bruno  Mauro  who 
passed  away  on  May  15,  2012.  She  noted  that  Mr.  Mauro  was  a  celebrated  gallerist  and 
curator  who  was  greatly  loved  by  the  Bay  Area  arts  community.

3.  Public  Safety  Building  -  Police  Memorial 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  revised  designs  by  Attie  Art  Projects  LLC 
(aka  Shimon  Attie/Scott  Attie)  for  the  police  memorial  artwork  at  the  new  Public  Safety 
Building.  Ms.  Chou  described  the  artwork  as  a  glass  cylinder  with  a  black  steel  backdrop 
incorporating  text.  She  noted  that  due  to  budgetary  constraints,  the  artist  is  exploring  a 
truncated  version  of  the  backdrop  to  accommodate  the  cost  of  the  primary  artwork 
element,  the  glass  cylinder.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  revised  design  includes  metal 
cutouts  forming  the  text  and  a  soffit  to  conceal  the  lighting  for  the  cylinder.  She  noted 
that  the  artist  is  happy  with  this  solution. 

Commissioner  Silverman  commented  that  the  soffit  created  a  distracting  line. 

Commissioner  Sklar  commented  that  the  absence  of  a  backdrop  reduced  the  drama  of  the 
artwork. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  why  there  were  so  many  budget  discrepancies.  Ms.  Chou 
replied  that  the  project  is  still  in  the  Design  Development  phase  where  design  decisions 
are  being  made  based  on  material  cost  estimates. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  if  other  materials  were  considered  for  the  backdrop.  Ms. 
Pontious  replied  that  many  materials  were  considered  such  as  steel  and  granite  w  hich 
were  also  cost  prohibitive.  Commissioner  Sklar  asked  if  the  backdrop  could  be 
incorporated  into  the  concrete  plane  behind  the  glass  cylinder.  She  also  suggested  another 
approach  of  making  the  soffit  wide  enough  to  place  the  text  on  top  of  it.  Ms.  Chou  said 
she  would  explore  these  options  with  the  architects. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  inquired  about  the  content  of  the  text  inscribed  on  the  glass  c\  linder.  Ms. 
Chou  explained  that  the  artist  is  working  with  a  poet  to  create  written  expressions  of 
gratitude  to  fallen  police  officers.  Mr.  Warfield  asked  if  the  VAC  had  seen  examples  of 
that  text.  Ms.  Chou  said  that  the  text  will  be  presented  to  the  VAC  prior  to  fabrication.

7.  Civic  Art  Collection 

Allison  Cummings 
Discussion 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  reported  on  the  relocation  of  Jim  Dine's  Venus  with 
Rope,  1986  and  Stephen  De  Staebler's  Man  with  Flame,  1986  from  the  plaza  just  north  of 
Moscone  Parking  Garage  at  3'^'^  and  Howard  streets.  Ms.  Cummings  explained  that  the 
property  was  recently  sold  and  the  sculptures  had  to  be  relocated  due  to  renovations 
occurring  at  that  site.  She  noted  that  both  sculptures  have  been  moved  to  a  storage  facility 
while  Arts  Commission  staff  works  to  identify  a  new  installation  site.

Ms.  Pontious  presented  Rupert  Garcia' s  mosaics  and  terrazzo  floor  design  for  the  entry 
lobby  of  the  new  General  Hospital.  Ms.  Pontious  showed  mock-ups  of  the  artist's  tile 
treatment  and  terrazzo  floor  colors.  She  explained  that  the  artist  has  completed  the  Design 
Development  phase  of  the  project  and  is  ready  to  proceed  to  fabrication  and  installation. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

9.  San  Francisco  International  Airport 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

A.  Control  Tower 
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Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  revised  program  outline  and  budget  for  the  Control  Tower 
connectors  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the 
Control  Tower  building  connects  Terminals  1  and  2.  and  the  Commissioners  had  recently 
approved  some  wall  opportunities  at  this  site.  She  added  that  the  space  may  be  used  by 
and  individual  artist  to  create  one  large  work,  or  used  for  a  series  of  smaller  works  b\  one 
artist  or  a  group  of  artists.  She  said  that  decision  was  up  to  the  Arts  Commission  and  the 
Airport  Art  Steering  Committee.  She  asked  the  Commissioners  for  feedback. 

Commissioner  Sklar  noted  that  the  space  was  very  large  and  it  was  advisable  to  stay 
within  a  theme  or  vernacular  if  multiple  artists  were  selected. 

Commissioner  Silverman  commented  that  it  might  look  chaotic  if  too  many  artists  were 
chosen.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  she  would  select  no  more  than  three. 

Commissioner  Keehn  suggested  that  opportunity  be  offered  to  one  artist  to  do  one  or 
multiple  pieces.  She  asked  if  Ms.  Pontious  would  present  a  selection  of  artists  to  the  VAC. 
Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  a  Request  for  Qualifications  ("RFQ")  would  be  issued  and 
selection  panel  would  chose  a  proposal  to  recommend  to  the  VAC. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Hartz  suggested  that  the  project  be  given  to  three  artists  to  create  three  separate 
works. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  revised  project  outline  and  budget  for  the  Control  Tower 

connectors  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Moved:  Silverman/Chew 

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

B.  Terminal  3  Check-in  and  Boarding  Area  E 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  project  opportunities  and  preliminary  budget  for  Terminal  3 
Check-in  and  Boarding  Area  E  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  Ms.  Pontious 
explained  that  originally,  the  artist  Amy  Ellingson  was  selected  to  create  a  terrazzo  fioor 
design  for  Boarding  Area  E.  However,  due  to  architectural  revisions,  the  terrazzo  fioor  is 
no  longer  a  viable  art  opportunity.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  two  long  wall  expanses  are 
available  in  the  newly  designed  space  where  Ms.  Ellingson  will  execute  two  deigns  in  tile 
mosaic.  She  noted  that  the  artist's  conceptual  designs  will  be  presented  to  the  VAC  at  a 
later  date. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  there  are  several  potential  artwork  sites  at  the  Terminal  3 
Check-in.  She  presented  the  budget  and  explained  that  the  artwork  opportunities  have  \  et 
to  be  defined.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  she  will  meet  with  the  Airport  Art  Steering 
Committee  to  determine  the  opportunities  and  would  issue  an  RFQ  for  multiple  projects 
shortly  thereafter. 
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Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  sites  and  preliminary  budget  for  public  art  projects  for 
Terminal  3:  Check-in  and  Boarding  Area  E  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.

Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  the  expanded  Tomie  Arai  artwork  project  location  on  the  fa9ade 
of  the  Central  Subway  Chinatown  Station  and  reported  on  the  impact  on  the  project 
budget.  Ms.  Lovvorn  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  they  had  directed  the  artist  to 
extend  the  artwork  onto  the  Washington  Street  fa9ade  and,  if  possible,  to  the  south  facing 
fa9ade.  She  stated  that  the  Planning  Department  is  in  the  process  of  making  further 
changes  to  the  station's  design,  but  felt  confident  that  those  changes  would  not  impact  the 
art.  She  noted  that  while  the  artist's  imagery  is  not  final,  it  is  determined  that  she  will 
work  with  irregularly  shaped  glass  panels.  Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  that  the  cost  of  the  art 
glass  installation  was  higher  than  originally  anticipated.  If  the  artist  were  to  implement 
the  entire  expansion,  the  cost  would  be  approximately  1.5  million  dollars  which  is  much 
higher  than  the  original  budget.  She  stated  that  the  Public  Art  Staff  is  recommending  an 
expansion  of  the  artwork  to  only  the  Washington  Street  facade  which  would  result  in  an 
estimated  budget  increase  of  $400,000  over  the  original  budget  allocation  of  $800,000  for 
the  entire  project  from  design  and  fabrication  through  installation.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated 
that  the  current  budget  that  is  being  presented  to  the  Commissioners  represents  the 
project  costs  without  the  cost  of  fabrication  and  installation.  The  fabrication  and 
installation  costs  will  be  determined  later  after  these  aspects  of  the  project  have  gone  out 
to  bid.

He  said  that  the  SOTF 
also  found  Supervisor  Campos  in  violation  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  for  his  redaction  of 
materials  related  to  the  Bemal  Heights  Branch  Library  mural  provided  to  Library  Users 
Association.  He  stated  that  the  decisions  about  the  mural  were  made  through  a  process 
that  was  supposedly  open  to  the  public,  yet  Supervisor  Campos"  documents  were  in 
violation  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.  He  said  that  many  aspects  of  actions  taken  by  the 
VAC  and  Supervisor  Campos  have  not  only  been  bad,  but  have  been  legally  in  violation 
of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.  He  noted  that  all  violations  against  the  Arts  Commission  had 
been  voted  on  unanimously  by  the  SOTF.  He  said  that  unfortunately,  the  Arts 
Commission's  Public  Relations  Manager  appeared  at  the  Compliance  and  Amendments 
Committee  of  the  SOTF  and  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  does  not  intend  to  comply 
with  the  order  of  determination. 

Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  under  direction  of  the  City  Attorney,  the  Arts  Commission 
has  been  advised  that  providing  the  un-redacted  documents  requested  by  Mr.  Warfield  is 
against  State  law.

She  explained  that  the  artist  is  now  working  on  100%  design 
completion  and  construction  documents  and  that  there  are  several  design  revisions  to  be 
considered.  These  include  a  widening  of  the  landscaping  on  the  plaza's  east  side  to 
provide  more  room  for  the  bollard  foundations  and  the  roots  of  the  plaza's  Siberian 
spruce,  and  a  subsequent  shift  of  the  plaza's  Mission  Rock  entrance  further  west.  Ms. 
Chou  also  added  that  the  previously-approved  custom  cut  accent  pavers  outlining  the  bell 
and  granite  star  may  be  cost-prohibitive,  and  that  Mr.  Kos  has  proposed  using  either  a 
single-color,  off-the-shelf  granite  paver  set  orthogonally,  or  a  natural  resin  pavement 
treatment  called  NaturalPave,  as  alternatives. 

Commissioner  Sklar  commented  that  the  Committee  had  preferred  the  patterned  pavers. 
Noting  that  the  project  may  bridge  the  purview  of  both  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  and 
Civic  Design  Review,  Mr.  DeCaigny  recommended  that  an  administrative  review  take 
place  between  the  two  programs.  Ms.  Chou  agreed  and  said  that  she  would  coordinate 
this  review  with  Civic  Design  Review  Program  Manager  Vicky  Knoop.

a  skylight  with  no  mullion,  and 

a  painted  gypsum  board  backdrop  with  applied  text. 
Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  artist's  preference  is  first  for  a  skylight  with  no  mullion.  and 
then  for  a  gypsum  board  backdrop  with  text. 

Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  her  preference  for  a  gypsum  board  backdrop  over  a 
skylight  with  no  mullion.  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  stated  that  these 
preferences  could  be  discussed  among  Commissioners  after  the  bids  for  the  project  are 
submitted. 

Ms.  Chou  then  concluded  by  explaining  that  the  requested  increased  contract  amount 
would  allow  for  a  down  payment  to  the  artist's  glass  manufacturer  in  order  to  guarantee 
the  quoted  price  for  the  memorial's  glass  element.

Ms.  Pontious  began  by  revisiting  the  former  plan  to  deaccession  Masquerade  in  Black  by 
Jay  DeFeo  from  the  Civic  Art  Collection  due  to  the  lack  of  display  opportunities  for  the 
large  painting.  In  light  of  recent  developments  at  the  Airport  that  may  allow  for  the 
artwork's  display,  as  well  as  an  increase  in  the  painting's  value,  Ms.  Pontious 
recommended  that  the  painting  remain  a  part  of  the  Arts  Commission's  collection.  Senior 
Registrar  Allison  Cummings  noted  that  although  a  motion  was  previously  passed  by  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  recommending  the  deaccession  of  the  painting,  the  process  was 
never  completed  and  the  previous  motion  could  be  readily  rescinded.  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  mentioned  the  importance  of  being  attentive  to  the  needs  of  the 
collection  during  the  agency's  upcoming  capital  planning  process,  adding  that  it  remains 
an  asset  that  merits  thoughtful  consideration  towards  its  care  and  preservation.

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Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  team  Rebar  had  revised  their  artwork 
for  McCoppin  Hub  due  to  the  redesign  of  the  location.  She  introduced  Matthew  Passmore 
of  Rebar  who  presented  the  revised  proposal  Handsignals.  Mr.  Passmore  explained  that 
Handsignals  is  inspired  by  old  theater  marquees  located  in  the  Mission  district.  It  is  made 
out  of  seven  pedestrian  crossing  signs  whose  signals  are  reimagined  by  Rebar  to 
represent  various  aspects  of  the  neighborhood.  He  noted  that  the  back  of  the  seven  signs 
spelled  out  "McCoppin"  to  act  as  a  landmark  to  the  Hub.  Mr.  Passmore  added  that  the 
artwork  will  be  23  feet  high,  without  the  light  fixture  on  top  of  the  post,  and  set  back 
from  the  street  so  it  would  not  be  confused  with  the  existing  pedestrian  crossing  signals  at 
that  intersection.  Mr.  Passmore  explained  that  each  sign  console  will  contain  an  LED 
light,  a  translucent  polymer  covered  by  water  jet  cut  steel,  and  a  steel  grate.  The  lifespan 
of  the  LED  bulbs  is  expected  to  last  approximately  six  to  eight  years  and  possibly  longer. 
Mr.  Passmore  stated  that  his  team  is  currently  looking  into  identifying  locations  to  store 
the  outdoor  controller  that  would  allow  for  ease  in  replacement. 

Ms.  Chou  stated  that  Handsignals  was  reviewed  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW"),  and  the  project 
architect  who  all  responded  favorably  to  the  design.  She  said  that  she  received  two  public 
comments  during  the  public  proposal  display  period  that  were  both  positive.  She  added 
that  the  Arts  Commission  staff  is  very  supportive  of  the  proposal  and  recommends 
approval  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC").

Ms.  Chou  reported  that  artist  Ron  Saunders  had  completed  his  final  designs  for  the 
interior  and  exterior  artworks  at  the  new  Bayview  Branch  Library.  She  introduced  Mr. 
Saunders  who  presented  his  deigns.  Mr.  Saunders  showed  four  photographic  images  that 
will  be  translated  into  porcelain  enamel  by  KVO  Industries  and  installed  in  the  courtyard 
of  the  library.  Commissioner  Keehn  asked  if  the  porcelain  translation  will  be  color 
matched  to  the  original  photograph.  Ms.  Chou  said  that  Mr.  Saunders  will  work  closely 
with  KVO  Industries  to  insure  that  the  color  is  correct.  Commissioner  Beltran  inquired 
about  the  finish  of  the  porcelain  enamel.  Mr.  Saunders  said  that  he  assumed  the  finish 
will  be  a  gloss  so  it  will  be  easily  maintained. 

Mr.  Saunders  presented  five  images  for  the  children's  area  of  the  library.  Ms.  Chou 
explained  that  each  of  the  five  images  will  be  digitized,  printed  at  44  inches  by  55  inches, 
mounted  to  aluminum,  and  covered  with  Plexiglas.  She  presented  examples  of  this 
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printing  and  mounting  technique.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  there  was  some  concern  about  the 
image  quality  when  enlarged  to  the  scale  of  44  inches  by  55  inches.  Mr.  Saunders 
presented  a  mock-up  showing  a  detail  of  his  work  printed  at  that  size  to  demonstrate  that 
the  resolution  would  still  be  clear.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  a  porcelain  enamel  sample  will 
be  presented  at  a  later  VAC  meeting  for  approval.

Chou  explained  that  the  exterior  artwork  consists  of  tile  mosaic  panels  installed  on  a  w  ail 
depicting  a  child  flying  kites.  She  added  that  the  artist  made  some  of  the  tiles  in  her 
studio,  while  other  materials  were  sourced  from  broken  pottery.  Ms.  Chou  presented 
images  of  the  interior  artwork  consisting  of  Venetian  glass  Chinese  characters  suspended 
in  the  building's  atrium.  She  stated  that  the  characters  are  excerpts  of  poems  from  well- 
known  ancient  Chinese  poets,  as  well  as  poems  about  the  immigrant  experience  at  Angel 
Island  and  the  Chinese  American  experience  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.

6.  Airport:  Control  Tower  and  Boarding  Area  E 

Susan  Pontiom 
Action 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  presented  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Artist 
Selection  Panel's  recommendations  for  artists  for  upcoming  public  art  projects  at  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  panel  directly  selected  the 
artist  team  Merge  to  create  a  light  sculpture  at  Boarding  Area  E.  She  noted  that  this 
selection  was  made  in  part  because  of  the  project's  tight  timeline.  Ms.  Pontious  stated 
that  Merge  was  an  inventive  team  that  works  well  under  pressure  and  is  responsive  to 
collaboration.  Commissioner  Keehn  asked  Ms.  Pontious  to  direct  Merge  to  utilize  their 
inventiveness  as  they  begin  their  design  process. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  panel  directly  selected  artist  Eric  Staller  to  develop  an 
artwork  for  the  children's  area  of  Boarding  Area  E.  She  noted  that  Mr.  Staller  had 
attended  a  portfolio  review  with  the  Public  Art  Program  staff  for  advice  on  how  to 
strengthen  his  applications.  She  added  that  the  artist  often  creates  fun,  interactive  works 
that  the  panel  felt  would  be  appropriate  for  the  site. 

Ms.  Pontious  said  that  for  the  artwork  opportunity  for  the  Non-Secure  Connector  at  the 
Control  Tower  at  Terminal  3,  four  artists  were  selected  to  create  proposals:  Val  Briton, 
Adriane  Colburn,  James  Melchert  and  Catherine  Wagner.

8.  Civic  Art  Collection 

Allison  Cummings 
Discussion 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  reported  on  the  restoration  of  Keith  Haring's 
Untitled,  1989,  (2001.1)  located  on  the  comer  of  3'^  and  Howard  streets  at  the  Moscone 
Convention  Center.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  work  was  recently  reinstalled  after  a  two 
month  conservation  process.  She  explained  that  the  work  was  removed  from  its  site, 
transported  to  a  paint  shop  in  Vallejo,  California,  disassembled,  stripped  of  its  original 
paint,  and  eventually  repainted.  She  noted  that  the  conservator  overseeing  the  project 
used  a  technique  to  measure  the  depth  of  the  paint  layers  and  found  that  the  sculpture's 
original  metal  surface  was  pitted  and  not  smooth.  Because  of  this,  the  base  coat  on  the 
sculpture  was  left  intact  to  ensure  a  smooth  surface  after  being  repainted.  She  added  that 
the  sculpture's  original  paint  was  now  illegal  to  use  in  California  and  a  lot  of  research 
went  into  finding  a  replacement.  She  added  that  the  Moscone  Convention  Center  cleaned 
the  base  of  the  sculpture  and  restored  its  lighting. 

President  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

9.  Arelious  Walker  Stair  Replacement  Project 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  public  art  program  outline  for  the  Arelious 
Walker  Stair  Replacement  Program.  Mr.  Davies  reported  that  the  stairs  are  located  at  the 
intersection  of  Arelious  Walker  and  Innes  Avenue  in  the  Bawiew  neighborhood,  a  site 
marked  for  renovation  by  DPW.  The  goal  is  to  rebuild  the  stairway,  landscape  the  area 
with  native  plants,  and  to  face  the  stair  risers  with  a  tile  mosaic  artwork  designed  b>  an 
artist  in  collaboration  with  the  surrounding  community.  Mr.  Davies  said  that  because  the 
project  requires  an  artist  with  a  specific  process  that  involves  community  design,  a 
Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  will  be  issued  and  bids  will  be  collected.  Ms.  Pontious 
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added  that  the  bids  generated  from  the  RPP  will  give  DPW  an  idea  of  what  the  project 
will  cost  and  if  the  current  budget  will  need  to  be  supplemented.  Mr.  Davies  added  that 
DPW  had  recently  increased  the  project  budget  to  $90,000,  with  an  additional  set-aside  of 
$25,000  for  the  artwork  installation. 

Mr.  Davies  stated  that  he  will  contact  the  Bayview  Opera  House  to  assist  in  outreach  to 
artists  in  the  Bayview  Neighborhood.  Commissioner  Chew  suggested  that  he  also  inform 
the  district  supervisor  when  the  RFP  is  issued.

President  Beltran  recused  herself  from  voting  on  this  item  which  requests  entering  into 
contract  with  Scott  Minneman,  her  domestic  partner. 

Commissioner  Keehn  assumed  the  role  of  Chair  for  this  item. 

Director  of  Policy  and  Planning  Jill  Manton  reported  that  she  began  work  on  Facsimile, 
an  art  project  by  Diller  &  Scofidio  at  Moscone  West  in  1996.  She  said  that  at  the  time, 
the  team  was  given  the  challenge  of  creating  a  public  artwork  for  a  private  building,  and 
their  solution  was  to  create  a  video  work  that  brought  the  inside  activities  of  the  building 
to  the  outside  and  vice  versa.  Ms.  Manton  described  the  artwork  as  a  large  video  screen 
held  by  steel  suspenders  that  runs  along  a  track  around  the  perimeter  of  the  building's 
exterior  displaying  live  and  pre-recorded  video.  She  noted  that  the  video  requires  a 
custom-designed  software.  Ms.  Manton  explained  that  during  the  artwork's  installation, 
one  of  the  steel  suspender  arms  fell  and  hit  the  video  screen  which  has  not  been  able  to 
function  as  intended  since. 

Ms.  Manton  said  that  Diller  &  Scofidio  hired  a  consultant  based  in  Carson,  California  to 
oversee  repairs  on  the  artwork.  However,  this  expert  was  no  longer  able  to  travel  to  San 
Francisco  to  perform  the  necessary  work.  She  added  that  in  addition  to  the  tracks,  there 
were  multiple  systems  that  needed  repair,  and  her  hope  was  to  find  one  local  person  that 
could  address  all  issues  related  to  this  project.  Scott  Minneman,  the  new  proposed  expert 
consultant,  has  multiple  engineering  degrees  and  other  experience  relative  to  the  project. 
Ms.  Manton  said  that  after  discussing  the  project  with  Mr.  Minneman,  it  was  clear  that  he 
was  extremely  qualified  to  perform  the  specified  maintenance,  repair  and  inspections  that 
the  project  required.  She  added  that  the  engineers  at  Moscone  West  and  Diller  &  Scofidio 
have  complete  confidence  in  his  ability  to  repair  the  artwork. 
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Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  introduced  Kacey  Jurgens,  Principal  of  THA  Architecture  Inc.,  to  present  the  final 
design  proposal  for  large-scale  glass  History  Panels  to  be  installed  on  the  exterior  fa?ade  of  the  Bayview  Branch 
Library.

Ms.  Jurgens  noted  that  these  designs  were 
presented  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  during  the  Conceptual  Design  Development  phase.  At  that  time,  the 
Commissioners  requested  certain  elements  of  scale  be  revised  and  that  the  final  color  of  the  etching  be  presented. 
She  provided  a  mock-up  that  illustrated  how  the  tone  of  the  images  would  look  etched  into  glass,  and  showed  images 
of  the  designs  with  the  requested  revisions.

Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  Jackson  Liles  Architecture  and  Fletcher  Studio  will  landscape  the  area  around  the 
sculpture  Peace  by  Beniamino  Bufano  at  800  Brotherhood  Way  This  work  is  being  performed  as  a  result  of  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  ("MOU")  with  Olympic  View  Realty,  LLC  and  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
("SFAC")  that  was  developed  to  provide  for  protection  of  the  sculpture  during  a  major  construction  project  planned  for 
the  area  directly  behind  the  sculpture's  current  location.  The  sculpture  will  be  completely  deinstalled  while  construction 
takes  place  and  reinstalled  within  the  same  general  location  after  improvements  to  the  site.  She  introduced  David 
Fletcher  of  Fletcher  Studio  to  present  the  landscape  design.  Mr.  Fletcher  explained  that  currently  the  sculpture  is 
listing  which  will  be  corrected  when  it  is  reinstalled  in  the  new  landscape.  He  stated  that  the  MOU  specifically  asks  that 
the  landscaping  accomplish  three  things:  a  plaza  environment;  lighting;  and  an  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  ("ADA") 
compliant  pathway  Mr.  Fletcher  said  that  the  landscape  design  includes  a  sloped  pathway  lined  with  pine  trees  and 
stone  benches  that  create  a  reveal  to  the  sculpture.  He  noted  that  in  addition  to  the  pine  trees,  the  area  will  be  planted 


v^ith  California  native  plants  that  will  complement  the  materials  of  the  Peace  monument.  Ms.  Cummings  said  that  SFAC 
staff  is  supportive  of  this  landscape  design  as  it  corrects  the  listing  of  the  sculpture  and  provides  more  visual  access.

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  artwork  locations  and  conceptual  designs  for  Amy  Ellingson's  artwork  for  San 
Francisco  International  Airport's  ("SFO")  Boarding  Area  E  in  Terminal  3.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  artist  was 
originally  asked  to  produce  two  artworks  for  the  North  and  South  walls  of  the  corridor  leading  to  Boarding  Area  E. 
However,  as  the  SFO  Museum  plans  to  use  the  North  wall  for  rotating  photography  exhibits,  Ms.  Chou  explained  that 
the  artist  will  now  only  use  the  South  wall  to  translate  her  designs  into  an  approximately  1 0  foot  tall  by  1 1 7  foot  long  tile 
mosaic.  She  also  presented  an  additional  possible  location  for  art  in  the  meet-and-greet  area  adjacent  to  the  South 
wall,  but  explained  that  the  design  of  the  area  was  still  in  flux  and  plans  for  an  artwork  in  that  location  would  be  put  on 
hold  until  the  design  is  more  resolved.  Ms.  Chou  showed  two  conceptual  design  approaches  by  Ms.  Ellingson:  option 
one  with  a  more  graphic  style  and  higher  contrast;  and  option  two  with  less  contrast  and  a  more  subdued  pattern.  She 
stated  that  SFO  staff  preferred  option  two.  She  added  that  the  selected  design  would  be  further  developed  by  the 
artist  and  presented  to  the  VAC  at  a  later  date  along  with  a  full  scale  mock-up.  The  Commissioners  selected  option 


two  and  suggested  that  the  artist  bring  in  darker  shades  to  increase  the  contrast. 
Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  reported  that  the  final  selection  panel  for  the  public  artwork  at  Daggett  Park  was  held 
on  July  24,  201 2.  He  said  that  the  panel  reviewed  proposals  by  the  finalists  Michael  Arcega,  Adriane  Colburn.  and 
Charles  Sowers.  The  selection  panel  chose  the  proposal  by  Ms.  Colburn  for  recommendation  to  the  VAC.  Mr  Davies 
explained  that  Ms.  Colburn's  proposal  consists  of  three  bear  sculptures  made  out  of  water  jet  cut  steel  set  on  top  of 
repurposed  concrete  from  the  yard  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW").  He  reported  that  the  selection  panel 
responded  well  to  the  sculpture's  shadow  casting  aspect  which  added  dimensionality.  They  thought  it  was  a  great 
entryway  to  the  park  and  felt  it  would  act  as  a  gathering  place.  And  since  repurposed  concrete  was  being  utilized  by  a 
nearby  public  space,  the  selection  panel  suggested  that  Ms.  Colbum  include  some  artistic  embellishment.  Mr  Davies 
added  that  the  panel  also  wanted  to  see  the  three  bear  sculptures  oriented  so  that  a  variety  of  angles  and  vantage 
points  could  be  experienced.  He  noted  that  these  comments  were  shared  with  the  artist  who  will  address  them  as  she 
moves  into  the  Design  Development  phase. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Public  Relations  Manager  Kate  Patterson  explained  that  the  SFAC  was  approached  by  Electric  Works  about  doing  a 
fundraising  project  for  Coit  Tower  involving  the  sale  of  limited  edition  prints  of  select  portions  of  the  murals.  She 
introduced  Richard  Lang  of  Electric  Works  who  said  he  had  implemented  a  similar  fundraising  project  to  preserve 
another  WPA  mural  in  Marin  that  was  successful.  Ms.  Patterson  reported  that  sections  of  the  Coit  Tower  murals  would 
be  photographed,  made  into  a  limited  edition  print  series,  and  Electric  Works  would  donate  40%  of  the  profits  after 
they  had  recouped  their  photography  and  printing  costs.  Ms.  Patterson  said  that  the  second  floor  murals  would  be 
highlighted  as  they  are  less  publicly  accessible.  She  added  that  if  the  fundraiser  was  successful,  it  could  continue  to 
be  a  model  to  help  restore  other  Civic  Art  Collection  artworks  in  need.

1 2.  Port  of  San  Francisco  -  New  Projects 

Susan  Pontious

Ms.  Chou  and  Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  new  public  art  project  opportunities  in  connection  to  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco's  Blue  Greenway  project.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  Port  is  developing  the  South  East,  mile-long  corridor 
of  the  waterfront,  and  two  sites  are  marked  for  public  artworks.  The  first  is  an  opportunity  for  a  large  scale  gateway 
sculpture  located  at  the  intersection  of  3rd  Street  and  Cargo  Way.  The  budget  for  this  project  is  $265,000,  and  Ms. 
Pontious  noted  that  she  hoped  to  identify  additional  funds.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  second  public  art  opportunity 
is  for  a  sculpture  at  Heron's  Head  Park  with  a  budget  of  $123,500.  Commissioner  Beltran  suggested  that  staff 
conduct  outreach  to  artists  that  live  in  the  neighborhood.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  she  may  hire  a  curator  to  help  with 
outreach.  She  added  that  these  projects  present  an  exciting  opportunity  to  increase  the  public  artworks  in  the 
neighborhood. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 
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13.  Central  Subway  Union  Square/Market  Street  Station  -  Platform  Artwork  by  Jim  Campbell  and  Werner 
Klotz 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Discussion 

Ms.  Loworn  gave  an  update  on  the  platform  artwork  by  Jim  Campbell  and  Werner  Klotz  for  the  Central  Subway  Union 
Square/Market  Street  Station.  She  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  artist  team  had  been  selected  on  the  basis 
of  a  proposal  that  featured  a  sculptural  ribbon  of  highly  polished  stainless  steel  disks  installed  from  the  platform  level 
through  the  escalator  areas  and  up  through  the  concourse  level.  Because  another  artist  was  selected  to  create  an 
artwork  at  the  concourse  level  and  due  to  changes  to  the  station  architecture,  the  Campbell/Klotz  artwork  was 
truncated  to  only  be  at  the  platform  level.  She  stated  that  the  VAC  had  previously  approved  this  truncation. 

Ms.  Loworn  explained  that  the  artists  are  currently  in  the  design  development  phase  and  have  been  working  with  an 
engineer  on  the  support  structure  and  attachment  system  for  the  artwork.  Due  to  the  significant  visual  impact  of  the 
structural  engineering,  Ms.  Lowom  stated  that  she  is  presenting  the  current  design  to  the  Commissioners  for 
feedback.  Ms.  Loworn  presented  renderings  of  the  sculpture,  which  includes  a  structural  spine  and  ribs  to  which  the 
stainless  steel  disks  are  attached.  She  also  presented  photographs  of  the  mock  up  showing  the  an-angement  of  the 
disks  to  possibly  feature  dancing  figures,  as  well  as  samples  of  the  reflective  disks. 

Commissioner  Chew  commented  that  the  support  structure  looks  heavy  and  dense. 

Commissioner  Keehn  commented  that  the  structure  dominates  the  artwork  and  asked  why  so  much  support  was 
needed  for  the  sculpture.  Ms.  Loworn  said  that  the  artwork  needs  to  be  engineered  to  resist  moving  due  to  wind  from 
passing  trains. 

Commissioner  Beltran  suggested  the  artists  could  experiment  with  varying  the  size  of  the  disks.  She  also  felt  that 
overall  the  disks  could  be  bigger  to  have  a  greater  impact  and  to  make  more  of  a  reflective  surface. 

Commissioner  Keehn  suggested  exploring  a  mesh  of  cable  as  an  alternative  to  the  support  spine.  Ms.  Cummings 
replied  that  cabling  had  been  discussed  early  in  the  proposal  stage  and  ruled  out  due  to  seismic  and  maintenance 
concerns. 

Commissioner  Beltran  suggested  that  the  artists  make  the  support  structure  less  visible  by  possibly  painting  the  spine 
a  dark  color  She  reiterated  that  the  artists  should  rethink  the  scale  of  the  disks  and  find  ways  to  make  the  form  less 
rigid.  She  then  asked  the  SFAC  staff's  opinion  about  maintenance  of  the  artwork.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  staff  had 
some  concerns  about  whether  the  surfaces  of  the  metal  disks  would  remain  clean  enough  to  continue  to  be  reflective 
over  the  years.  She  noted  that  the  artists  are  exploring  a  coating  that  may  make  cleaning  easier  She  said  a  test  model 
with  this  coating  will  be  installed  in  the  Powell  Station  to  assess  how  well  it  resists  grime.  She  added  that  the  sculptural 
form  needs  to  be  interesting  enough  on  its  own  to  be  successful  even  if  the  disks  lose  their  reflectivity  due  to  dirt  and 
soot  accumulation.

3.  SFO  Airport,  Boarding  Area  E 
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Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  introduced  Claudia  Reisenberger  of  Merge  Conceptual  Designs  to  present  the 
conceptual  design  for  a  light  sculpture  for  Boarding  Area  E  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  Ms. 
Reisenberger  explained  they  were  developing  a  lighting  project  that  would  mostly  be  viewed  during  the  day  due  to  the 
limited  number  of  nighttime  flights  at  that  boarding  area.  She  said  they  wanted  to  create  a  light  installation  for  a  brightly 
lit  space,  which  would  address  the  large  scale  of  the  site,  and  create  atmosphere  and  ambience.  She  presented 
Merge  s  design  which  is  comprised  of  hollow  stainless  steel  spheres  suspended  above  the  seating  area.  The  interior 
rims  of  the  spheres  are  lined  with  LED  light  strands  that  create  the  illusion  of  a  dimensionless  space  when  viewed 
from  below.  Each  sphere  will  be  programed  to  respond  to  the  amount  of  light  in  the  space,  creating  an  ever-changing 
atmospheric  effect.  Ms.  Reisenberger  explained  that  they  are  currently  identifying  fabricators  and  experimenting  with 
prototypes  in  their  studio.

Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  201 3/1 4  Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series  Artist  Selection  Panel  met,  reviewed  six 
conceptual  proposals,  and  selected  three  artists  to  implement  their  designs:  Sanaz  Mazinani;  Lordy  Rodriguez;  Mark 
Ulriksen;  with  an  alternate  Susie  Cagle. 

Ms.  Chou  described  the  proposal  by  Lordy  Rodriguez  who  will  be  creating  six  posters,  each  representing  a  different 
neighborhood  in  the  form  of  a  map.  Each  neighborhood  will  be  depicted  as  its  own  country  and  will  take  inspiration 
from  things  such  as  local  color  schemes,  business  signs  and  clothing.  Ms.  Chou  presented  the  artist's  past  work  to 
I  demonstrate  how  he  appropriates  imagery.

Ms.  Chou  described  the  proposal  by  Mark  Ulriksen  who  will  create  six  posters  depicting  San  Franciscans  engaged  in 
various  physical  activities  around  the  City.  She  noted  that  the  artist  is  best  known  for  his  illustrations  for  the  cover  of  the 
New  Yorker,  and  that  the  panel  had  responded  favorable  to  humorous  elements  in  his  drawings. 

Ms.  Chou  described  the  proposal  by  Sanaz  Mazinani  who  will  create  six  posters  that  pair  images  from  the  Occupy 
Movement  with  those  from  historical  social  movements  that  took  place  in  the  Bay  Area.  She  noted  that  from  afar,  the 
posters  will  look  like  rich  patterns,  but  are  readable  when  viewed  up  close.  Ms.  Chou  added  that  the  artist  plans  to 
have  an  online  component  that  gives  more  information  about  each  poster  and  source  imagery.  Ms.  Chou  explained 
that  the  panel  had  some  concerns  about  the  focus  on  the  Occupy  Movement  and  suggested  the  artist  make  one 
poster  per  social  movement  instead  of  combining  the  historical  ones  with  the  Occupy  Movement.  She  said  that  this  is 
agreeable  to  the  artist  and  the  designs  will  be  brought  to  the  VAC  for  review  as  they  develop. 

Commissioner  Beltran,  who  served  on  the  Selection  Panel,  clarified  the  panel's  response  by  stating  that  it  may  be 
premature  to  give  the  Occupy  Movement  as  much  weight  and  importance  as  historical  social  movements  since  its 

I impact  is  still  unknown. 
Ms.  Chou  then  presented  the  work  of  alternate  Susie  Cagle  who  proposed  six  posters  featuring  different 
neighborhoods  and  less-told  stories  of  San  Francisco.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  panel  suggested  that  the  artist 
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simplify  the  layout  and  focus  on  a  central  story  as  opposed  to  multiple  anecdotes. 
Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Chou  described  the  work  of  the  Los  Angeles  based  artist  team  Ball-Nogues  stating  that  their  studio  often  explores 
the  intersection  of  ephemeral  art  and  architecture.  Their  concept  for  Pier  92  is  to  create  an  artwork  out  of  fabric, 
netting  or  other  lightweight  material. 

Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  Seattle  based  team  Haddad-Dnjgan  is  interested  in  creating  an  LED  illuminated  graphic 
that  explores  the  transformation  of  the  neighborhood.  She  noted  that  the  panel  liked  this  concept  and  also  that  the 
work  would  have  both  a  day  and  night  presence. 

Ms.  Chou  stated  that  Los  Angeles  based  artist  Christian  Moeller  works  in  a  variety  of  mediums.  She  noted  that  the 
panel  responded  favorably  to  a  work  he  did  in  San  Jose  made  of  chain  link  fence  that  depicted  hands  from  people  in 
the  community. 

Ms.  Chou  explained  that  Public  Art  staff  will  begin  working  with  the  artists  to  develop  conceptual  proposals.

Ms.  Lowom  replied  that  the 
other  General  Hospital  projects  were  on  budget  and  felt  this  project  could  spend  the  contingency  She  added  that  the 
artist  design  was  meant  to  be  architecturally  integrated,  and  that  aesthetic  intention  would  be  compromised  if  the 
artwork  remained  at  its  current  scale. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  she  consulted  the  City  Attorney's  office  about  a  recent  Request  for  Proposals  summited  to 
the  Human  Rights  Commission  for  ("HRC")  review.  She  explained  that  HRC  advised  her  that  it  was  in  violation  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  to  limit  applicants  geographically  She  noted  that  the  City  Attorney's  office  has 
confirmed  this.  She  added  that  this  will  change  the  Public  Art  Program's  practices  considerably  and  the  Civic  Art 
Collection  Guidelines  will  have  to  be  amended.

3.  All  City  Canvas  Urban  Contemporary  Art  Festival 

Kate  Patterson  and  Victor  Hugo  Celaya 
Action 

Communications  Director,  Kate  Patterson  introduced  Victor  Hugo  Celaya  and  announced 
that  he  is  looking  for  the  support  and  endorsement  of  the  Arts  Commission  for  an  event, 
All  City  Canvas  Urban  Contemporary  Art  Festival,  in  the  fall  of  2013.  The  event  will 
coincide  with  the  timing  of  The  America 's  Cup.  He  exhibited  a  video  (audio  recording  of 
meeting  commenced  here)  and  then  described  the  success  of  the  event  in  Mexico  City 
and  the  desire  to  have  it  travel  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco  because  of  the  city's  rich 
muralist  history.  He  noted  that  San  Francisco  was  the  logical  next  location  for  the  festival 
because  of  its  connection  to  Diego  Rivera  and  the  current  urban  art  scene.  The  goal  of  the 
event  is  to  build  a  strong  city  wide  festival  by  collaborating  with  the  public,  private  and 
cultural  spheres  of  San  Francisco.  The  event  will  spur  temporary  exhibitions,  conferences, 
and  will  include  visible  transformative  festivities  around  the  city.  Up  to  this  point,  his 
focus  has  been  to  visit  cultural  institutions  around  the  city  to  gain  support,  endorse  and 
ask  for  their  participation  which  will  add  value  to  the  event  as  a  whole.  Celaya  noted,  the 
San  Francisco  Art  Institute  has  already  shown  interest  in  helping  curate  the  programming 
around  the  event  and  that  he  had  spoken  with  private  sector  developers  and  has  3 
available  walls  thus  far. 

Commissioner  Kheen  expressed  a  desire  to  see  diverse  programming  and  wanted 
assurance  that  not  all  available  city  walls  be  used  to  leave  room  for  future  projects.  Ms. 
Patterson  clarified  that  the  event  and  the  art  created  would  produce  temporary  projects. 
Commissioners  Chew  and  DeCaigny  also  expressed  their  excitement  and  support  but 
wanted  to  clarify  that  none  of  the  Art  Commission's  administrative  time  or  budget  would 
be  available  for  this  project. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  Gwenned  Vitello  from  Jwctopoz 
Magazine  came  to  endorse  the  event  and  cited  recent  trends  and  successes  of  events  at 
LACMA  (Los  Angeles  County  Museum  of  Art)  and  the  Outside  Lands  music  festival. 
She  further  noted  that  Juxtapoz's  "Street  Art"  issue  had  been  their  bestselling.  She  feels 
that  Celaya  will  be  able  to  deliver  on  this  project  and  come  through  with  adding  value  to 
the  installations  through  other  programming.  She  also  stated  that  based  on  her 
interactions  with  him  and  having  seen  his  work  first  hand  that  she  is  confident  that  he  is 
prepared  and  capable  of  tracking  of  marketing,  business  interests,  and  resident  responses. 
Juxtapoz  has  no  stake  in  this  event  but  would  like  to  see  the  event  happen. 

Marimar  Suarez  Penalva  a  representative  from  the  office  of  the  Mexican  Consulate  and 
Consulate  of  Cultural  Affairs  also  offered  their  support  of  the  event.

4.  Public  Safety  Building:  Shimon  Attie  Artwork 

Judy  Moran 
Action 

Project  Manager,  Judy  Moran  addressed  the  Commissioners  and  informed  them  thai  she 
will  be  overseeing  the  Public  Safety  Building  ("PSB")  Projects  while  Project  Manager 
Mary  Chou  is  on  maternity  leave.  Ms.  Moran  presented  the  poem.  Spiral  of  Gratitude, 
written  by  Shimon  Attie  and  poet  Gwyneth  Lewis  intended  to  be  incised  in  the  glass 
cylinder  of  the  police  memorial  in  the  lobby  of  the  new  PSB.  She  then  summarized  a 
meeting  she  had  the  previous  day  with  the  board  of  the  Bay  Area  Law  Enforcement 
Assistance  Fund  ("BALEAF")  regarding  their  response  to  the  poem.  BALEAF.  whose 
approval  of  the  poem  text  is  essential,  expressed  to  Ms.  Moran  their  disappointment  in 
the  poem.  Although  they  feel  the  poem  was  written  with  good  intentions  they  were 
adamant  that  the  poem  doesn't  accurately  represent  the  community  it  was  intended  to 
serve.  It  was  BALEAF' s  understanding  that  the  poem  would  directly  quote  the  words  and 
phrases  of  the  survivors  as  previously  given  to  Attie.  Attie  is  reluctant  to  write  a  new 
poem  at  this  point.  He  stated  he  never  intended  the  poem  to  be  literal  but  instead  would 
be  a  poetic  interpretation  of  the  BALEAF  comments.  He  offered  to  continue  to  work  on 
the  project 

Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  the  project  is  clearly  at  an  impasse.  She  and  the 
Committee  noted  that  the  original  proposal  from  Attie  included  the  use  of  direct  quotes 
from  the  BALEAF  community.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  she  and  Ms.  Moran  would  work  with 
Attie  to  move  the  project  forward.  If  he  is  not  willing  to  rewrite  the  poem  then  a  new 
writer  or  editor  could  be  commissioned  to  edit  the  original  text  for  the  memorial.  The 
Committee  unanimously  agreed  the  priority  was  to  please  BALEAF  and  the  expectations 
of  the  community  that  the  artwork  serves.

8.  Art  on  Market  Street  Poster  Series  2012/13 

Zoe  Taleporos  (on  behalf  of  Justine  Topfer) 
Action 

In  the  absence  of  temporary  Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer,  Program  Associate  Zoe 
Taleporos  presented  the  draft  for  the  last  installment  of  the  Art  on  Market  Street  Poster 
Series  2012/13  by  Christina  Empedocles.  The  drafted  poster  featured  an  image  from  the 
documentary.  Following  Sean.  The  Arts  Commission  staff  concerns  were  voiced,  stating 
that  it  looked  like  a  missing  child  poster.  Ms.  Taleporos  also  mentioned  that  the  text  on 
the  piece  is  rather  long  and  that  Ms.  Topfer  would  like  the  Committee  to  consider  editing. 
Commissioner  Chew  requested  clarification  of  what  the  documentary  was  about  and  Ms. 
Taleporos  explained  it  was  an  independent  documentary  that  followed  the  life  of  a  young 
boy  who  grew  up  in  a  Haight-Ashbury  hippy  crash  pad  and  who  was  later  interviewed  as 
an  adult  to  see  how  his  life  turned  out. 

Commissioner  Beltran  raised  further  concern  about  the  imagery  stating  that  it  wasn't  as 
an  iconic  nor  well  known  choice  as  the  previous  posters  and  it  had  changed  the  direction 
of  the  series.  Ms.  Taleporos  mentioned  that  the  artist  was  trying  to  fulfill  a  previous 
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recommendation  from  the  Committee  to  include  more  contemporary  and  independent 
films.  The  Committee  commented  that  there  are  more  well-known  choices.  Ms. 
Taleporos  stated  the  artist's  first  choice  was  The  Times  of  Harvey  Milk  by  Rob  Epstein 
which  had  previously  been  approved  by  the  Committee,  but  the  artist  was  nervous  about 
the  timeline  and  securing  permissions  for  that  film.  Commissioner  Beltran  offered  thai 
Rob  Epstein  was  her  friend  and  may  be  able  to  assist  the  artist  Ms.  Taleporos  shared  that 
the  artist  would  also  be  willing  to  use  the  any  of  the  following  films;  The  Conversation 
by  Francis  Ford  Coppola,  Invasion  of  the  Body  Snatchers  by  Philip  Kaufman,  or  Guess 
Who 's  Coming  to  Dinner  by  Stanley  Kramer.  Commissioner  Kheen  offered  to  help 
pursue  the  permissions  for  Guess  Who 's  Coming  to  Dinner  if  need  be.  Ms.  Taleporos 
noted  that  Guess  Who 's  Coming  to  Dinner  had  not  been  previously  approved  by  the 
Committee.  Commissioner  Beltran  stated  that  the  Comitteee  recommends  the  artist 
continue  to  pursue  the  permissions  for  77?^  Times  of  Harvey  Milk.  And.  if  the  permissions 
for  that  file  were  difficult  to  obtain,  the  artist  should  pursue  Guess  Who 's  Coming  to 
Dinner,  The  Conversation,  or  Invasion  of  the  Body  Snatchers.

9.  Murals  at  934  Brannan  Street 

Robynn  Takayama 
Action 

Program  Manager  Robynn  Takayama  presented  images  of  the  decaying  murals;  Artifact. 
by  Johanna  Poethig  and  Buffalo  Sky  by  Fran  Velesco.  She  explained  that  during  routine 
maintenance,  the  stationary  engineer  found  that  the  fiaking  paint  from  the  decaying 
murals  were  plugging  the  gutters.  Upon  further  investigation  of  the  building,  it  was  also 
found  that  to  "stop  water  infiltration  into  the  structural  members  of  the  building's  exterior" 
they  would  need  to  power  wash  the  walls  which  would  further  destroy  the  murals.  It 
would  become  cost  prohibitive  to  maintain  the  exterior  of  the  building  and  preser\  e  the 
murals. 

Commissioner  Kheen  clarified  that  there  are  two  issues;  the  clogging  of  the  drains  and 
water  infiltration  into  the  building.  Director,  Tom  DeCaigny  confirmed  and  further  stated 
that  he  had  spoken  with  Lex  Leifheit,  the  executive  director  of  SOMArts  Cultural  Center 
and  said  that  renovations  to  the  entrance  of  the  building  are  part  of  a  larger  project  that 
included  close  to  $1M  in  ADA  barrier  removal  from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Disability. 
Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  the  artwork  would  eventually  be  replaced.  Ms.  Takayama 
and  Director  DeCaigny  further  explained  that  after  the  repairs.  SOMArts  would  initiate  a 
community  process  but  that  first  capital  planning  repairs  would  need  to  be  completed. 
The  repairs  will  also  include  a  new  entry  structure  that  would  be  ADA  compliant. 
Therefore,  a  new  and  appropriate  artwork  may  be  selected  in  the  future  but  not  at  this 
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time. 


Commissioner  Kheen  left  at  4:01pm  and  the  motion  was  tabled  due  to  lack  of  quorum. 
Director  DeCaigny  commented  that  it  would  be  fine  not  to  move  the  motion  today 
because  we  are  within  the  90  day  phase  and  no  legal  action  could  be  taken  until  the  artists 
are  properly  notified.  Ms.  Takayama  informed  the  Committee  that  she  had  contact  info 
for  both  artists  and  that  they  would  be  properly  noticed  within  the  time  period.

10.  Geneva  Mission  Excelsior  Sculpture  Project 

Carol  Marie  Daniels 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  asked  that  even  with  the  lack  if  a  quorum  that  this  agenda  item  be  changed 
to  a  discussion  item.  Project  Manager,  Carol  Marie  Daniels  introduced  the  item  as 
informational  presentation.  Ms.  Daniels  began  by  informing  the  Committee  that  Mayor 
Ed  Lee  and  City  Administrator  Naomi  Kelly  announced  that  the  Excelsior  Action  Group 
C'EAG")  received  a  $45K  grant  through  the  Community  Challenge  Grant  program  which 
provides  matching  grants  to  community  groups  to  make  greening  and  beautification 
improvements  in  the  city's  neighborhoods.  EAG  is  10  year  community  based 
organization  under  the  fiscal  sponsorship  of  Bay  Area  Community  Resources,  Inc.  EAG 
successfully  completed  two  art  projects  approved  by  the  Commission  in  201 1  and  2012. 

The  proposed  sculpture.  Ever  Upward,  will  be  created  by  artists;  Isis  Rodriguez  and 
Jason  Gilmore.  The  sculpture  will  serve  as  gateway  to  the  Excelsior  neighborhood.  Ms. 
Daniels  then  introduced  Nicole  Agbayani,  Corridor  Manager  of  the  Excelsior  Action 
Group  and  Isis  Rodriguez,  the  artist  who  designed  the  sculpture. 

Ms.  Agbayani  explained  that  the  installation  of  the  sculpture  would  be  a  continuation  of  a 
neighborhood  revitalization  effort  and  would  be  the  first  artwork  in  the  project.  The 
community  design  process  to  mark  the  gateways  began  in  2009.  In  May  2010  EAG  held  a 
community  workshop  with  an  open  forum  where  images  and  themes  for  the  sculpture 
were  discussed.  Then  conceptual  design  was  presented  at  five  publically  noticed  meetings 
in  July  2012.  At  the  final  meeting  the  community  voted  on  the  name  of  the  artwork  and 
selected  the  title  Ever  Upward.  She  further  noted  that  the  project  has  gained  support  of 
the  residents.  District  1 1  Supervisor  John  Avalos  and  the  Economic  Workforce 
Development  committee,  as  well  as  local  youth  centers  and  non-profits. 


The  artist  Isis  Rodriguez  was  also  present  and  informed  that  her  concept  sculpture  ol  the 
phoenix  rising  would  symbolize  the  rebirth  of  the  immigrant  population  of  the  Excelsior 
District  and  the  materials  had  been  chosen  for  their  decorative  quality  and  durability. 

The  artists  propose  to  donate  the  completed  sculpture  as  a  gift  to  the  Civic  Art  Collection 
("CAC")  but  have  been  informed  by  staff  that  a  moratorium  on  accepting  new  gifts 
remains  in  place.  Commissioner  Beltran  asked  about  materials  maintenance  plan  and  cost 
would  affect  the  acceptance  into  the  CAC.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  artists  or 
sponsoring  organization  would  need  to  enter  in  MOU  and  would  need  to  determine  the 
maintenance  endowment  it  would  come  back  for  approval  before  final  acceptance  to  the 
CAC  or  the  other  option  would  be  to  accept  the  sculpture  as  long  term  temporary  work 
and  the  Arts  Commission  would  only  approve  location  and  installation  of  the  piece  on 
public  property  and  if  would  remain  the  property  of  the  artists  and  the  CAC  wouldn't 
accept  stewardship  of  the  piece.  Ms.  Pontious  further  noted  that  until  CAC  inventory 
project  was  complete  that  we  can't  yet  commit  to  acceptance  and  for  any  new  accession 
at  this  time. 

Commissioner  Beltran  continued  and  stated  that  because  of  the  lack  of  the  quorum  but  no 
decision  could  be  made  and  should  explore  this  item  at  a  future  VAC  meeting.  The 
Committee  ended  by  urging  the  artists  to  prepare  a  maintenance  budget  and  Director 
DeCaigny  offered  that  in  the  meantime  the  Committee  could  present  the  sculpture  in  the 
VAC  report  at  the  next  Full  Arts  Commission  meeting  on  November  5th,  2012  and 
expedite  the  approval  of  the  design  and  location  of  the  sculpture  but  would  defer  the 
acceptance  into  the  CAC.

14.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 

(This  item  is  to  allow  members  of  the  public  to  comment  generally  on  matters  within  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee 's  purview  as  well  as  to  suggest  new  agenda  items  for  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee 's  consideration  at  a  future  meeting.) 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment. 

Richard  Rothman  from  City  Guide  thanked  the  Committee  and  Arts  Commission  and  S 
Senior  Registrar,  Allison  Cummings  and  Director  DeCaigny  for  their  commitment  and 
attention  to  the  preservation  of  Coit  Tower.  He  is  pleased  that  the  Arts  Commission  and 
and  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  are  in  communication.  He  asked  and  hopes 
there  will  be  on  ongoing  maintenance  plan  and  inspections  of  the  mural.  He  also  hopes 
that  the  Mother 's  Building  at  the  San  Francisco  Zoo  could  be  restored  too  if  not  with 
District  money  than  private  donors.  Commissioner  Beltran  thanked  him  for  his  comments. 

Director  DeCaigny  gave  an  update  for  the  record  that  in  addition  to  the  one  time 
conservation  of  Coit  Tower,  there  will  be  dedicated  funds  and  a  six  month  inspection  and 
ongoing  resources  to  maintain  the  murals.  The  Civil  Grand  Jury  Oversight  Committee  are 
working  out  and  MOU  with  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  regarding  the  care  of  the 
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murals  and  the  building,  Supervisor  Chew  as  asked  to  see  the  report  and  the  specifics  v\ill 
be  worked  out  in  time  for  the  full  review  by  the  whole  San  Francisco  City  Board  of 
Supervisors'  next  meeting. 

Ms.  Pontious  addressed  the  comment  about  Mother 's  Building  and  informed  the 
Committee  that  she  had  previously  looked  into  the  restoration  of  the  murals  on  the 
building.  It  is  unclear  if  the  building  is  owned  the  by  the  zoo  or  if  it  is  in  the  purview  of 
the  Department  of  Park  and  Recreation  or  the  Zoological  Society.  Until  the  building  is 
architecturally  conserved  the  Arts  Commission  can't  help  and  there  may  be  no  way  to 
conserve  the  murals  because  of  the  level  of  deterioration  of  the  building  itself 

15.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  new  business  announcements.  Director  DeCaigny 
announced  that  based  on  the  Civil  Grand  Jury  report  pertaining  to  new  accessions  and 
existing  artworks  of  the  CAC  and  in  anticipation  of  the  new  fiscal  budget  cycle,  he  and 
the  staff  are  responding  and  defining  funds;  in  terms  of  need,  conservation,  or 
maintenance.  Further,  that  the  staff  is  also  taking  in  to  account  the  use  of  bond  funding 
versus  the  2%  from  San  Francisco  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  and  defining  the 
restrictions:  clarifying  and  documenting  what  funds  can  be  used  and  how.  He  discussed 
the  need  and  desire  to  clearly  articulate  how  the  Arts  Commission  looks  at  budgets 
making  sure  the  Commissioner's  and  public  will  be  well  informed  by  the  Arts 
Commission  staff. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

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3.  All  City  Canvas  Urban  Contemporary  Art  Festival 

Kate  Patterson  and  Victor  Hugo  Celaya 
Action 

Communications  Director,  Kate  Patterson  introduced  Victor  Hugo  Celaya  and  announced 
that  he  is  looking  for  the  support  and  endorsement  of  the  Arts  Commission  for  an  event, 
All  City  Canvas  Urban  Contemporary  Art  Festival,  in  the  fall  of  2013.  The  event  will 
coincide  with  the  timing  of  The  America 's  Cup.  He  exhibited  a  video  (audio  recording  of 
meeting  commenced  here)  and  then  described  the  success  of  the  event  in  Mexico  City 
and  the  desire  to  have  it  travel  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco  because  of  the  city's  rich 
rnuralist  history.  He  noted  that  San  Francisco  was  the  logical  next  location  for  the  festival 
because  of  its  connection  to  Diego  Rivera  and  the  current  urban  art  scene.  The  goal  of  the 
event  is  to  build  a  strong  city  wide  festival  by  collaborating  with  the  public,  private  and 
cultural  spheres  of  San  Francisco.  The  event  will  spur  temporary  exhibitions,  conferences, 
and  will  include  visible  transformative  festivities  around  the  city.  Up  to  this  point,  his 
focus  has  been  to  visit  cultural  institutions  around  the  city  to  gain  support,  endorse  and 
ask  for  their  participation  which  will  add  value  to  the  event  as  a  whole.  Celaya  noted,  the 
San  Francisco  Art  Institute  has  already  shown  interest  in  helping  curate  the  programming 
around  the  event  and  that  he  had  spoken  with  private  sector  developers  and  has  3 
available  walls  thus  far. 

Commissioner  Kheen  expressed  a  desire  to  see  diverse  programming  and  wanted 
assurance  that  not  all  available  city  walls  be  used  to  leave  room  for  future  projects.  Ms. 
Patterson  clarified  that  the  event  and  the  art  created  would  produce  temporary  projects. 
Commissioners  Chew  and  DeCaigny  also  expressed  their  excitement  and  support  but 
wanted  to  clarify  that  none  of  the  Art  Commission's  administrative  time  or  budget  would 
be  available  for  this  project. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  Gwenned  Vitello  from  Juxtopoz 
Magazine  came  to  endorse  the  event  and  cited  recent  trends  and  successes  of  events  at 
LACMA  (Los  Angeles  County  Museum  of  Art)  and  the  Outside  Lands  music  festival. 
She  further  noted  that  Juxtapoz's  "Street  Art"  issue  had  been  their  bestselling.  She  feels 
that  Celaya  will  be  able  to  deliver  on  this  project  and  come  through  with  adding  value  to 
the  installations  through  other  programming.  She  also  stated  that  based  on  her 
interactions  with  him  and  having  seen  his  work  first  hand  that  she  is  confident  that  he  is 
prepared  and  capable  of  tracking  of  marketing,  business  interests,  and  resident  responses. 
Juxtapoz  has  no  stake  in  this  event  but  would  like  to  see  the  event  happen. 

Marimar  Suarez  Penalva  a  representative  from  the  office  of  the  Mexican  Consulate  and 
Consulate  of  Cultural  Affairs  also  offered  their  support  of  the  event.

4.  Public  Safety  Building:  Shimon  Attie  Artwork 

Judy  Moran 
Action 

Project  Manager,  Judy  Moran  addressed  the  Commissioners  and  informed  them  that  she 
will  be  overseeing  the  Public  Safety  Building  ("PSB")  Projects  while  Project  Manager 
Mary  Chou  is  on  maternity  leave.  Ms.  Moran  presented  the  poem.  Spiral  oJ  Gratiluc/e, 
written  by  Shimon  Attie  and  poet  Gwyneth  Lewis  intended  to  be  incised  in  the  glass 
cylinder  of  the  police  memorial  in  the  lobby  of  the  new  PSB.  She  then  summarized  a 
meeting  she  had  the  previous  day  with  the  board  of  the  Bay  Area  Law  Enforcement 
Assistance  Fund  ("BALEAF")  regarding  their  response  to  the  poem.  BALEAF,  whose 
approval  of  the  poem  text  is  essential,  expressed  to  Ms.  Moran  their  disappointment  in 
the  poem.  Although  they  feel  the  poem  was  written  with  good  intentions  they  were 
adamant  that  the  poem  doesn't  accurately  represent  the  community  it  was  intended  to 
serve.  It  was  BALEAF's  understanding  that  the  poem  would  directly  quote  the  words  and 
phrases  of  the  survivors  as  previously  given  to  Attie.  Attie  is  reluctant  to  write  a  new 
poem  at  this  point.  He  stated  he  never  intended  the  poem  to  be  literal  but  instead  would 
be  a  poetic  interpretation  of  the  BALEAF  comments.  He  offered  to  continue  to  work  on 
the  project 

Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  the  project  is  clearly  at  an  impasse.  She  and  the 
Committee  noted  that  the  original  proposal  from  Attie  included  the  use  of  direct  quotes 
from  the  BALEAF  community.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  she  and  Ms.  Moran  would  work  with 
Attie  to  move  the  project  forward.  If  he  is  not  willing  to  rewrite  the  poem  then  a  new 
writer  or  editor  could  be  commissioned  to  edit  the  original  text  for  the  memorial.  The 
Committee  unanimously  agreed  the  priority  was  to  please  BALEAF  and  the  expectations 
of  the  community  that  the  artwork  serves. 

Ms.  Moran  continued  to  present  the  new  design  elements  that  could  be  approved  and  the 
Commissioners  decided  to  revise  the  motion.  Design  elements  included  larger  1 1"  black 
letters  incised  into  a  concrete  wall  behind  the  glass  cylinder  in  the  main  PSB  lobby 
entrance.  Commissioner  Beltran  commented  she  hopes  that  the  wall  text  is  is  visible  fonn 
the  street.

Project  Manager,  Jennifer  Lovvorn  presented  the  Verba  Buena/Moscone  Station 
Ticketing  Hall  Wall  Panel  Meeting  One  Summary  and  images  of  artwork  by  the  five 
artist  finalists;  Kota  Ezawa,  Amanda  Hughen  and  Jennifer  Starkweather,  Jim  Isermann, 
Leslie  Shows,  and  Pae  White.  She  noted  that  although  it  isn't  required  by  the  Arts 
Commission  guidelines  to  bring  the  finalists  before  the  ftill  Arts  Commission  for  vote  she 
was  doing  so  to  remain  FTA  compliant  and  therefore  asked  for  a  motion  to  approve  the 
finalists.

Public  Art  Program  Director,  Susan  Pontious  presented  Amy  Ellingson's  final  design  and 
requested  to  increase  contract  for  mosaic  artwork  in  Boarding  Area  E  in  Terminal  3  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport.  She  mentioned  that  the  Airport  panel  on  which  both 
Commissioner  Kheen  and  Beltran  served  on  the  selection  panel  and  had  asked  for  minor 
modifications  to  the  design  and  will  revised  one  last  fime  therefore  the  design  will  need 
approval  once  more.  However,  Ms.  Pontious  is  putting  the  motions  forth  for  approval  due 
to  timing  in  order  to  able  to  move  forward  with  the  design  phase  of  Ms.  Ellingson's 
contract  and  lock  in  Mosaika's  tile  pricing.

Both  Commissioner 
Kheen  and  Beltran  mentioned  again  that  they  also  served  on  the  selection  panel  and  iiad 
asked  for  modifications  to  the  design.

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  conceptual  proposal  by  Eric  Staller  that  the  San  Francisco 
Airport  Steering  Committee  had  approved.  She  shared  that  it  was  similar  to  another 
installation  Staller  had  done  called  Magic  Garden.  Ms.  Pontious  shared  the  floor  plan  and 
exhibited  that  the  piece  had  changed  and  that  the  artwork  would  also  have  elements  on 
the  wall  as  well  as  the  floor.  The  artwork  consists  of  interactive  spinning  discs  that  will 
be  inset  into  the  floor  and  wall  and  all  will  have  a  light  component.  Ms.  Pontious  further 
shared  that  she  and  the  artist  are  working  with  the  designer  Gensler  and  making  this  piece 
into  an  entire  environment.  Commissioner  Beltran  noted  that  she  and  the  steering 
committee  were  very  excited  about  the  artwork  and  would  be  enjoyed  by  both  children 
and  adults  alike. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  design  concept  by  Eric  Staller  for  the  Children's  Play 

Area  in  Boarding  Area  E,  and  authorization  for  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter

8.  Art  on  Market  Street  Poster  Series  2012/13 

Zoe  Taleporos  (on  behalf  of  Justine  Topfer) 
Action 

In  the  absence  of  temporary  Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer,  Program  Associate  Zoe 
Taleporos  presented  the  draft  for  the  last  installment  of  the  Art  on  Market  Street  Poster 
Series  2012/13  by  Christina  Empedocles.  The  drafted  poster  featured  an  image  from  the 
documentary.  Following  Sean.  The  Arts  Commission  staff  concerns  were  voiced,  stating 
that  it  looked  like  a  missing  child  poster.  Ms.  Taleporos  also  mentioned  that  the  text  on 
the  piece  is  rather  long  and  that  Ms.  Topfer  would  like  the  Committee  to  consider  editing. 
Commissioner  Chew  requested  clarification  of  what  the  documentary  was  about  and  Ms. 
Taleporos  explained  it  was  an  independent  documentary  that  followed  the  life  of  a  young 
boy  who  grew  up  in  a  Haight-Ashbury  hippy  crash  pad  and  who  was  later  interviewed  as 
an  adult  to  see  how  his  life  turned  out. 

Commissioner  Beltran  raised  fiirther  concern  about  the  imagery  stating  that  it  wasn't  as 
an  iconic  nor  well  known  choice  as  the  previous  posters  and  it  had  changed  the  direction 
of  the  series.  Ms.  Taleporos  mentioned  that  the  artist  was  trying  to  fulfill  a  previous 
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recommendation  from  the  Committee  to  include  more  contemporary  and  independent 
films.  The  Committee  commented  that  there  are  more  well-known  choices.  Ms. 
Taleporos  stated  the  artist's  first  choice  was  77?^  Times  ofHai-vey  Milk  by  Rob  Hpslcin 
which  had  previously  been  approved  by  the  Committee,  but  the  artist  was  nerv  ous  about 
the  fimeline  and  securing  permissions  for  that  film.  Commissioner  Beltran  offered  that 
Rob  Epstein  was  her  friend  and  may  be  able  to  assist  the  artist  Ms.  Taleporos  shared  that 
the  artist  would  also  be  willing  to  use  the  any  of  the  following  films;  The  Conversation 
by  Francis  Ford  Coppola,  Invasion  of  the  Body  Snatchers  by  Philip  Kaufman,  or  Guess 
Who 's  Coming  to  Dinner  by  Stanley  Kramer.  Commissioner  Kheen  offered  to  help 
pursue  the  permissions  for  Guess  Who 's  Coming  to  Dinner  if  need  be.  Ms.  Taleporos 
noted  that  Guess  Who 's  Coming  to  Dinner  had  not  been  previously  approved  by  the 
Committee.  Commissioner  Beltran  stated  that  the  Comitteee  recommends  the  artist 
condnue  to  pursue  the  permissions  for  The  Times  of  Harvey  Milk.  And,  if  the  permissions 
for  that  file  were  difficult  to  obtain,  the  artist  should  pursue  Guess  Who 's  Coming  to 
Dinner,  The  Conversation,  or  Invasion  of  the  Body  Snatchers.

9.  Murals  at  934  Brannan  Street 

Robynn  Takayama 
Action 

Program  Manager  Robynn  Takayama  presented  images  of  the  decaying  murals;  Artifact. 
by  Johanna  Poethig  and  Buffalo  Sky  by  Fran  Valesco.  She  explained  that  during  routine 
maintenance,  the  stafionary  engineer  found  that  the  flaking  paint  from  the  decaying 
murals  were  plugging  the  gutters.  Upon  ftirther  investigation  of  the  building,  it  was  also 
found  that  to  "stop  water  infiltration  into  the  structural  members  of  the  building's  exterior" 
they  would  need  to  power  wash  the  walls  which  would  further  destroy  the  murals.  It 
would  become  cost  prohibitive  to  maintain  the  exterior  of  the  building  and  presen.  e  the 
murals. 

Commissioner  Kheen  clarified  that  there  are  two  issues;  the  clogging  of  the  drains  and 
water  infiltrafion  into  the  building.  Director,  Tom  DeCaigny  confirmed  and  further  stated 
that  he  had  spoken  with  Lex  Leifheit,  the  executive  director  of  SOMArts  Cultural  Center 
and  said  that  renovations  to  the  entrance  of  the  building  are  part  of  a  larger  project  that 
included  close  to  $1M  in  ADA  barrier  removal  from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Disability. 
Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  the  artwork  would  eventually  be  replaced.  Ms.  Takayama 
and  Director  DeCaigny  ftirther  explained  that  after  the  repairs,  SOMArts  would  initiate  a 
community  process  but  that  first  capital  planning  repairs  would  need  to  be  completed. 
The  repairs  will  also  include  a  new  entry  structure  that  would  be  ADA  compliant. 
Therefore,  a  new  and  appropriate  artwork  may  be  selected  in  the  future  but  not  at  this

time. 


Commissioner  Kheen  left  at  4:0 1pm  and  the  motion  was  tabled  due  to  lack  of  quorum. 
Director  DeCaigny  commented  that  it  would  be  fine  not  to  move  the  motion  today 
because  we  are  within  the  90  day  phase  and  no  legal  action  could  be  taken  until  the  artists 
are  properly  notified.  Ms.  Takayama  informed  the  Committee  that  she  had  contact  info 
for  both  artists  and  that  they  would  be  properly  noticed  within  the  time  period.

10.  Geneva  Mission  Excelsior  Sculpture  Project 

Carol  Marie  Daniels 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  asked  that  even  with  the  lack  if  a  quorum  that  this  agenda  item  be  changed 
to  a  discussion  item.  Project  Manager,  Carol  Marie  Daniels  introduced  the  item  as 
infonnational  presentation.  Ms.  Daniels  began  by  informing  the  Committee  that  Mayor 
Ed  Lee  and  City  Administrator  Naomi  Kelly  announced  that  the  Excelsior  Action  Group 
C'EAG")  received  a  $45 K  grant  through  the  Community  Challenge  Grant  program  which 
provides  matching  grants  to  community  groups  to  make  greening  and  beautification 
improvements  in  the  city's  neighborhoods.  EAG  is  10  year  community  based 
organization  under  the  fiscal  sponsorship  of  Bay  Area  Community  Resources,  Inc.  EAG 
successfully  completed  two  art  projects  approved  by  the  Commission  in  201 1  and  2012. 

The  proposed  sculpture,  Ever  Upward,  will  be  created  by  artists;  Isis  Rodriguez  and 
Jason  Gilmore.  The  sculpture  will  serve  as  gateway  to  the  Excelsior  neighborhood.  Ms. 
Daniels  then  introduced  Nicole  Agbayani,  Corridor  Manager  of  the  Excelsior  Action 
Group  and  Isis  Rodriguez,  the  artist  who  designed  the  sculpture. 

Ms.  Agbayani  explained  that  the  installation  of  the  sculpture  would  be  a  continuation  of  a 
neighborhood  revitalization  effort  and  would  be  the  first  artwork  in  the  project.  The 
community  design  process  to  mark  the  gateways  began  in  2009.  In  May  2010  EAG  held  a 
community  workshop  with  an  open  forum  where  images  and  themes  for  the  sculpture 
were  discussed.  Then  conceptual  design  was  presented  at  five  publically  noticed  meetings 
in  July  2012.  At  the  final  meeting  the  community  voted  on  the  name  of  the  artwork  and 
selected  the  title  Ever  Upward.  She  further  noted  that  the  project  has  gained  support  of 
the  residents.  District  1 1  Supervisor  John  Avalos  and  the  Economic  Workforce 
Development  committee,  as  well  as  local  youth  centers  and  non-profits. 
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The  artist  Isis  Rodriguez  was  also  present  and  informed  that  her  concept  sculpture  of  the 
phoenix  rising  would  symbolize  the  rebirth  of  the  immigrant  population  of  the  [  xcclsior 
District  and  the  materials  had  been  chosen  for  their  decorative  quality  and  durabilil\ . 

The  artists  propose  to  donate  the  completed  sculpture  as  a  gift  to  the  Civic  Art  Collection 
("CAC")  but  have  been  informed  by  staff  that  a  moratorium  on  accepting  new  gifts 
remains  in  place.  Commissioner  Beltran  asked  about  materials  maintenance  plan  and  cost 
would  affect  the  acceptance  into  the  CAC.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  artists  or 
sponsoring  organization  would  need  to  enter  in  MOU  and  would  need  to  detcmiine  the 
maintenance  endowment  it  would  come  back  for  approval  before  fmal  acceptance  to  the 
CAC  or  the  other  option  would  be  to  accept  the  sculpture  as  long  term  temporary  work 
and  the  Arts  Commission  would  only  approve  location  and  installation  of  the  piece  on 
public  property  and  if  would  remain  the  property  of  the  artists  and  the  CAC  wouldn't 
accept  stewardship  of  the  piece.  Ms.  Pontious  further  noted  that  until  CAC  inventory 
project  was  complete  that  we  can't  yet  commit  to  acceptance  and  for  any  new  accession 
at  this  time. 

Commissioner  Beltran  continued  and  stated  that  because  of  the  lack  of  the  quorum  but  no 
decision  could  be  made  and  should  explore  this  item  at  a  future  VAC  meeting.  The 
Committee  ended  by  urging  the  artists  to  prepare  a  maintenance  budget  and  Director 
DeCaigny  offered  that  in  the  meantime  the  Committee  could  present  the  sculpture  in  the 
VAC  report  at  the  next  Full  Arts  Commission  meeting  on  November  5th,  2012  and 
expedite  the  approval  of  the  design  and  location  of  the  sculpture  but  would  defer  the 
acceptance  into  the  CAC.

Nature  Stream,  for  approval.  The  mural  by  Ms.  Renee  McKenna  is  sponsored  b\  Art  in 
Every  Classroom,  Inc..  Ms.  McKenna  has  received  permission  from  the  Recreation  and 
Parks  Department  to  create  this  tile  mural  at  the  South  Sunset  Playground.  Ms.  Daniels 
explained  that  the  mural  is  privately  funded  and  is  supported  by  Supervisor  Carmen  Chu. 
She  explained  that  Ms.  McKenna' s  design  had  been  reviewed  by  Public  Art  Program 
staff  who  requested  a  mock-up  due  to  concerns  about  the  proposed  fabrication  technique. 
Ms.  Daniels  presented  the  mock-up  for  Committee  review.  She  introduced  Abigail  Mayer 
from  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  to  give  an  overview  of  the  project.  Following 
Ms.  Mayer's  comments  the  artist,  presented  her  mural  design  concept  and  answered 
questions  about  the  project. 

Ms.  Mayer  reported  that  over  a  year  ago  she  received  a  call  from  Ms.  McKenna  who 
expressed  her  desire  to  develop  a  community  project  at  South  Sunset  Playground.  Ms. 
Mayer  explained  that  the  playground  was  rebuilt  after  a  fire  and  the  community  was 
interested  in  a  beautification  project  at  that  site.  She  was  pleased  that  Ms.  McKenna  had 
enthusiastically  initiated  a  plan  for  this  tile  mural  including  her  offer  to  maintain  the  w  ork 
and  check  for  vandalism  regularly.  Ms.  Mayer  noted  that  Ms.  McKenna  is  coordinating 
the  design  and  fabrication  processes  with  members  of  the  Sunset  neighborhood  and  that  a 
local  business  will  assist  with  the  installation.  Ms.  Mayer  stated  that  the  Recreation  and 
Parks  Department  General  Manager  Phil  Ginsburg  supports  this  project  and  is  thrilled 
about  the  level  of  community  involvement. 

Ms.  McKenna  said  that  since  South  Sunset  is  a  barren,  urban  area,  she  wanted  to  bring 
beauty  and  color  into  the  neighborhood's  well-used  playground.  Ms.  McKenna  described 
the  artwork  entitled  Nature  Stream  as  two  tile  mosaics  installed  along  two  low  walls 
around  the  perimeter  of  the  playground's  tennis  court.  She  noted  that  the  two  walls 
measure  68'  and  124'  respectively.  The  tiles  for  the  artwork  will  be  created  by 
community  members  ranging  in  age  from  two  to  92.  She  explained  that  the  community 
members  will  be  instructed  to  create  tiles  with  the  theme  of  sea  life  in  mind.  Ms. 
McKenna  noted  that  the  tiles  will  be  gathered,  assembled  into  panels  in  her  studio,  and 
installed  in  phases.  She  expects  the  installation  to  take  about  three  months  in  total. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Paula  Datesh  asked  if  the  tiles  created  by  the  community  that  were  inserted  into  the 
mock-up  would  be  removed  and  utilized  in  the  final  mural.  Ms.  McKenna  said  the\ 
would.

Again,  I  suggest  that  personal  attacks  and  slander  without  evidence  be  disallowed  in  your 
public  meetings."

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  re-introduced  the  Arelious  Walker  Stair  Replacement 
Project  and  spoke  to  the  results  of  the  artist  selection  process,  noting  that  a  Request  for 
Proposals  was  issued  on  September  13,  2012,  with  a  due  date  of  October  8,  2012.  Mr. 
Davies  noted  that  a  total  of  four  proposals  were  received  from  A.  Philip  Randolph 
Institute  San  Francisco,  Colette  Crutcher  and  Aileen  Barr,  Johanna  Poethig,  and  Think 
Round,  Inc.  These  were  evaluated  based  on  project  approach,  assigned  project  staff,  and 
the  expertise  of  the  firm. 

Colette  Crutcher  and  Aileen  Barr  earned  the  highest  score  with  870  points.  Mr.  Davies 
noted  Colette  Crutcher  and  Aileen  Barr's  previous  work,  the  16"^  Avenue  stairway 
mosaic,  had  served  as  original  inspiration  for  the  Arelious  Walker  Stair  Replacement 
Project. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  the  community  will  be  involved  in  the  design  process.  Mr. 
Davies  confirmed  that  they  will  be,  adding  that  the  artist  team  excels  in  this  area  and  that 
community  process  was  an  integral  part  of  their  proposal  and  is  evident  in  their  previous 
projects. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

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4.  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  (ESER)  Art  Enrichment 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Mr.  Davies  explained  that  as  a  result  of  2010  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergenc\  Respond 
("ESER")  bond,  The  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD")  is  poised  to  renovate 
multiple  fire  stations  and  that  these  capital  improvements  will  generate  approximately 
$817,000  in  Art  Enrichment  funds.  He  presented  images  of  Fire  Station  #36  at  Oak  and 
Franklin  streets  and  Fire  Station  #16  at  Greenwich  and  Fillmore  streets  and  stated  they 
would  like  to  waive  the  art  program  at  those  stations  due  to  a  lack  of  opportunities  to 
integrate  artwork.  Instead,  art  enrichment  funds  would  be  better  pooled  for  use  on  Fire 
Station  #5  at  Turk  and  Webster  streets  and  Fire  Station  #35  at  Pier  22  I/2  because  both  are 
larger  buildings  offering  multiple  locations  for  art. 

Commissioner  Keehn  recalled  that  a  discussion  had  taken  place  with  the  Civic  Design 
Committee  and  questioned  why  two  fire  stations  were  selected  and  not  just  one.  Mr. 
Davies  and  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  both  reaffirmed  that  there  is  enough  mone> 
in  the  budget  to  allow  for  both  art  opportunities  and  that  the  Arts  Commission  can 
reassess  and  re-allocate  as  appropriate  depending  on  final  design  plans. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  pooling  of  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response 
(ESER)  generated  art  allocations  to  fund  art  enrichment  projects  at  Fire  Stations  #5  and 
#35,  and  to  subsequently  forego  art  enrichment  spending  at  Fire  Stations  #16  and  #36. 
Moved:  Silverman/Beltran 
The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  further  clarified  that  through  conversations 
with  Chief  Hayes- White  of  SFFD,  he  learned  that  the  location  of  Fire  Station  #35  may 
change  depending  on  plans  for  the  construction  of  the  new  Warriors  stadium  at  Piers  32 
and  33.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that  because  of  this  potential  change,  allocating  funds  to  a 
specific  fire  station  would  be  premature  until  locations  and  designs  are  confirmed. 
Director  DeCaigny  reiterated  that  pooling  and  reserving  the  Art  Enrichment  funds  would 
be  the  best  decision  and,  as  plans  develop,  the  Arts  Commission  may  want  to  consider 
allocating  the  resources  reserved  for  Fires  Station  #5  for  one,  more  visible  signature  art 
opportunity  at  Fire  Station  #35. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Ms.  Pontious  continued  the  conversation  about  the  ESER  fund  and  informed  the 
Committee  that  there  is  a  group  that  came  to  the  Civic  Design  Committee  in  2008  and 
possibly  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  who  want  to  create  a  Marina  Earthquake 
Memorial  with  artifacts  from  the  fireboat  Phoenix,  which  helped  in  firefighting  efforts  in 
the  aftermath  of  the  1989  Loma  Prieta  Earthquake.  This  group  has  approached  the  Fire 
Department  asking  that  of  art  enrichment  funds  be  used  towards  the  proposed  monument. 


Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  as  previously  decided  by  the  VAC,  both  the  Art  Enrichment 
Ordinance  and  Civic  Art  Guidelines  do  not  allow  the  use  of  funds  for  an  artifact  instead 
of  an  artwork.  She  furthered  that  the  SFFD  could  ask  for  a  decrease  in  Art  Enrichment 
funds  but  would  need  to  return  to  the  VAC  for  approval.  In  this  event,  the  Arts 
Commission  would  still  allocate  how  the  Art  Enrichment  fund  is  spent. 

Commissioner  Sklar  reiterated  that  oversight  of  artifacts  is  not  within  the  purview  of  the 
Arts  Commission.  Director  DeCaigny  added  that  other  issues  relating  to  the  monument, 
such  as  the  City's  existing  gift  policy,  public  land  use,  and  maintenance  requirements  will 
inform  the  issue.  Ms.  Pontious  reiterated  that  the  monument  cannot  be  presented  as  a  gift 
to  the  Civic  Art  Collection  because  it  is  not  art.  Commissioner  Beltran  asked  if  the  Arts 
Commission  had  previously  supported  the  creation  of  the  monument.  Ms.  Pontious 
clarified  that  the  design  of  the  memorial  was  presented  to  the  commission's  Civic  Design 
Committee  in  September,  2008,  and  although  no  formal  motion  was  made  by  the 
Committee,  a  letter  of  support  was  nonetheless  written  to  the  memorial  sponsors  by 
former  Chairperson  Jeannene  Przyblyski.

5.  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit:  Plaza 

Jennifer  Loworn 
Action 

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  stated  that  at  last  month's  meeting  the 
Commissioners  had  requested  additional  renderings  for  the  plaza  art  elements  by  Anna 
Valentina  Murch  to  better  understand  the  proposed  lighting  effects.  As  background 
information  on  the  project  Ms.  Loworn  presented  a  rendering  by  the  architects  of  the 
original  plaza  design  and  explained  that  the  previous  plan  featured  a  row  of  trees 
bisecting  the  plaza.  Both  the  architect  and  hospital  were  very  enthusiastic  to  work  with 
the  artist  to  create  a  more  connected  design.  Ms.  Loworn  then  introduced  Ms.  Murch  to 
explain  her  design  concept. 

Ms.  Murch  presented  renderings  of  her  design  and  stated  that  her  project,  called 
Archipelago,  was  inspired  by  the  idea  of  a  flowing  river  with  quieter  eddies  and  pools  of 
water.  She  stated  that  visitors  to  a  trauma  center,  whether  they  are  patients  or  family 
members,  are  often  stressed  and  they  need  a  quiet  place  to  sit  that  can  allow  for 
privacy.  The  layout  of  the  seating  and  planter  elements  in  her  design  is  also  meant  to 
assist  with  way  finding.  She  further  explained  how  in  the  evening,  light  will  pool  around 
the  planters,  and  illuminate  seating  areas.  The  basket  seats  and  a  banded  sculptural 
element  will  also  be  lit  from  the  inside.  The  artist  described  her  use  of  light  as  a  metaphor 
for  hope. 

Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  artist's  design  previously  included  recessed  lighting 
surrounding  the  granite  benches,  which  would  have  been  implemented  by  the 
construction  contractor,  but  that  concept  proved  too  complicated  to  implement.  In 
response,  the  artist  developed  a  design  for  lighting  rings  which  will  be  fabricated  through 
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her  contract.  Ms.  Lovvom  reminded  the  Committee  that  the  artist  is  currently  under  a 
design  contract  and  that  the  Commission  had  approved  the  artist's  previous  design  with 
the  recessed  lighting  and  authorized  a  contract  modification  to  implement  that  design.  In 
order  to  execute  the  new  design,  the  Committee  is  being  asked  to  revise  the  previous 
resolution  and  to  enter  into  contract  for  a  higher  amount. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  how  beautiful  the  new  design  was  and  understood  why  the 
cost  had  increased  due  to  the  additional  work. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  final  design  of  the  plaza  artwork  elements  of  the 
Construction  Document  Phase  by  Anna  Valentina  Murch,  which  includes  additional  light 
ring  elements  to  be  produced  through  the  artist's  contract  at  General  Hospital  Acute  Care 
Unit:  Plaza.

6.  Intersection  for  the  Arts:  Mint  Plaza 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  introduced  Rebeka  Rodriguez,  Program  Director  Education  and 
Community  Engagement,  Intersection  for  the  Arts  to  discuss  a  temporary  public  art 
installation  at  Mint  Plaza  by  artist  Ana  Teresa  Fernandez  and  architect/designer  Johanna 
Grawunder.  Ms.  Rodriguez  described  the  illuminated  steel  sculpture  as  part  of  a  lager 
exhibition  entitled  5Ws,  a  multilayered  project  that  includes  a  series  of  urban  art 
installations,  community-based  arts  workshops,  publicly  accessible  chalkboards,  a 
repurposed  newspaper  kiosk  hosting  exhibitions,  and  an  online  interactive  digital  map. 
Each  of  these  components  is  designed  to  explore  the  five  "W"s  associated  with 
journalism  (who,  what,  where,  when,  and  why)  in  connection  to  the  histor>  and  future  of 
the  Union  Square  neighborhood.  Ms.  Rodriguez  added  that  since  Intersection  for  the  Arts 
has  newly  relocated  to  the  Chronicle  Building  in  Union  Square,  she  feels  the  best  way  to 
connect  to  their  new  community  is  through  the  arts. 
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Ms.  Rodriguez  explained  that  DPW,  Friends  of  Mint  Plaza,  and  local  businesses  support 
the  installation  of  Who.  She  felt  certain  that  the  sculpture  would  activate  the  space  and 
compliment  other  public  programs  such  as  the  San  Francisco  Jazz  series  happening  in  the 
Plaza.  Ms.  Rodriguez  added  that  Ms.  Fernandez  has  also  designed  a  series  of  pubHcally 
accessible  chalkboards  to  be  installed  on  the  Mary  Street  side  of  the  Plaza  that  will  be  the 
site  for  future  poetry  workshops  and  other  community  events. 

Ms.  Pontious  advised  the  Commissioners  that  it  is  their  purview  to  approve  the  design  of 
this  project.  Commissioner  Beltran  noted  that  the  project  received  a  letter  of  support  from 
DPW  Director  Mohammed  Nuru  and  asked  if  DPW  would  help  with  the  electrical  needs. 
Ms.  Rodriguez  said  that  power  was  already  available  at  the  Plaza  and  she  was  working 
with  Friends  of  Mint  Plaza  for  access. 

Director  DeCaigny  followed  up  and  asked  if  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  ("ADA") 
requirements  had  been  met.  Ms.  Rodriguez  affirmed  they  were.  Commissioner  Sklar 
asked  for  confirmation  that  there  would  be  no  financial  commitment  from  the  Arts 
Commission.  Staff  confirmed  that  this  was  true. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Carol  Koffel  asked  why  the  motion  needed  approval  if  the  Arts  Commission  is  not 
funding  the  project.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  the  Arts  Commission  is  required  by  city 
charter  to  approve  all  art  projects  on  city  property. 

Director  DeCaigny  also  congratulated  Intersection  for  the  Arts  for  receiving  an  ArtPlace 
Grant  and  stated  that  he  was  excited  about  programs  produced  from  it. 

THE  FOLLOWING  MOTION  WAS  REVISED

7.  Memorial  Court 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  the  Veteran's  War  Memorial  Trust  has  jurisdiction  of  the 
Veteran's  Memorial  Project  at  Memorial  Court,  but  that  the  Arts  Commission  oversees 
the  contract  and  the  revisions  which  include  structural  engineering  changes  and  a  budget 
increase  of  roughly  $12,000.  The  Design  Development  package  changed  from  the 
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original  and  previously  approved  design  due  to  materials  costs  and  an  ADA  slope  that 
needed  to  be  adjusted.  Through  the  design  process,  the  entry  to  the  fountain  was 
reoriented  still  allowing  the  ADA  grade  without  incurring  an  even  higher  cost  of 
removing  and  replacing  historic  paving.  The  surface  of  the  pools  changed  from  basalt 
stone  to  a  polished  granite  which  is  more  cost  effective.  The  stone  will  be  under  water 
and  not  as  visible.  Also,  the  stainless  steel  walkway  was  changed  to  basalt  stone  which 
will  be  easier  to  maintain. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  if  the  fountain  had  changed  visually  from  outside  and  Ms. 
Pontious  said  the  changes  would  be  from  the  internal  view  but  that  the  orientation  had 
adjusted  slightly  but  would  not  affect  the  view  from  the  street.  She  also  noted  although 
the  project  is  still  over  budget  the  Veteran's  War  Memorial  Trust  will  be  fundraising  for 
more  and  will  make  sure  the  project  happens  regardless. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  of  the  Narduli  Studio  Design  Development  package  for 

Veteran's  Memorial  in  Memorial  Court. 

Moved:  Beltran/Silverman 

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

Motion:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  increase  the  agreement 
with  Narduli  Studios  from  $221,450  to  $234,250  to  include  structural  engineering 
services  for  the  fountain  floor,  walls  and  stem  walls  and  steel  framework  supports  for  the 
stone  cladding  of  the  monument  at  Memorial  Court.

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  if  the  specific  design  changes  needed  to  be  noted  in  the 
motion  and  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  by  approving  Narduli  Studio  Design 
Development  package  encompasses  those  changes. 

Director  DeCaigny  asked  for  assurance  that  the  Veteran's  Memorial  Trust  is  committed 
to  raising  the  money  for  the  fountain.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  without  the  fundraising  the 
Veteran's  War  Memorial  Trust  has  the  money  because  they  have  gone  into  their 
maintenance  endowment.  She  further  went  on  to  explain  that  she  has  been  conscientious 
about  structuring  the  contract  to  save  money.  For  instance,  Susan  Narduli  agreed  that  she 
will  stamp  the  engineering  drawings,  the  Arts  Commission  will  independently  contract 
for  the  installation  of  the  fountain,  and  DPW  will  contract  for  landscaping  and  irrigation.

8.  2013/2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  as  part  of  the  this  process  that  she  and  Public  Art  Program 
Associate,  Zoe  Taleporos  had  held  artist  workshops  at  SOMArts  and  the  Ba\-\  iew^  Opera 
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House  with  over  30  attendees  at  each  of  the  artist  workshops.  The  desire  was  to  reach  out 
and  educate  the  artists  on  how  to  best  present  their  work  when  they  apply  for  pubHc  art 
opportunities  and  the  2013/2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  in  particular. 

She  also  explained  the  desire  to  change  the  scoring  system  by  numerically  ranking 
qualifying  criteria  rather  than  use  a  yes/no  vote.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  two  years 
ago,  when  scoring  the  2012/2013  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  applicants,  the  yes/no  voting 
system  left  an  insufficient  number  and  range  of  qualified  artists  in  the  pool  to  be  useful 
for  smaller  budget  projects.  Another  possible  consideration  would  be  the  use  of 
SlideRoom,  as  an  offsite  scoring  system  that  would  allow  panelists  to  judge  remotely  in 
their  own  time  and  may  be  more  efficient  and  attractive  to  panelists.  Commissioners 
Keehn  and  Beltran  commented  that  would  be  nice. 

Commissioner  Keehn  questioned  criterion  #3  regarding  an  artist's  site  responsiveness  and 
use  of  appropriate  materials,  stating  that  it  is  subjective  and  difficult  to  judge.  Ms. 
Pontious  agreed  and  stated  that  it  is  incumbent  on  the  panel  to  foresee  the  artist's  ability 
to  respond  to  the  public  context.  She  also  mentioned  that  it  is  noted  in  the  Request  for 
Proposals  that  if  an  artist  does  not  already  work  in  a  permanent  material,  they  should 
acknowledge  a  willingness  to  apply  a  permanent  application  technique. 

Ms.  Pontious  shared  that  she  had  sat  on  a  public  art  selection  panel  in  Washington  that 
used  a  similar  scoring  system  as  the  one  proposed.  She  said  the  criteria  became  helpful 
since  it  prompted  a  more  thorough  reading  of  an  artist's  application. 

Commissioner  Keehn  questioned  what  the  ideal  number  of  candidates  was.  She  stated 
that  when  she  sat  on  the  2012/2013  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  panel  that  they  had  gone 
through  a  few  iterations  of  yes  and  no  to  get  down  to  so  few.  Ms.  Taleporos  explained 
for  that  pool  that  had  started  with  425  candidates  down  to  121  and  that  it  was  too  small 
and  not  diverse  enough  to  cover  the  projects.  Ms.  Pontious  summarized  the  new  scoring 
system  as  more  flexible.  Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  that  she  liked  the  idea  of  offsite 
scoring  but  the  input  and  discussion  amongst  fellow  panelists  was  helpful.  Commissioner 
Beltran  offered  the  opinion  that  the  ability  to  score  remotely  brings  more  qualified 
panelists  as  well  as  objectivity  when  not  fatigued  by  viewing  so  many  applicants  in  one 
day. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  Carol  Koffel  commented  that  the 
proposed  scoring  system  seemed  to  be  a  fair  way  for  artists  to  be  evaluated. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  scoring  system  for  the  2013/2014  Prequalified  Artist 
Pool.

Richard  Rothman,  City  Guide  for  Coit  Tower,  announced  that  he  was  pleased  that  San 
Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  (SFRPD)  and  the  Arts  Commission  have  been 
working  together  this  past  month  to  protect  a  mural  at  Coit  Tower  from  a  leak  in  the  roof 
Mr.  Rothman  has  also  been  researching  Coit  Tower  at  the  library  and  found  articles 
dating  back  to  the  1970s  and  1980s  that  mentioned  the  leaking  roof.  He  stated  that  he  had 
a  conversation  with  Director  DeCaigny  and  Supervisor  David  Chiu's  office  suggesting 
that  the  Arts  Commission  set  up  an  oversight  committee.  He  also  shared  an  idea  that 
would  authorize  the  Arts  Commission  to  fix  the  murals  and  then  later  get  reimbursed 
from  the  SFRDP. 

The  murals  in  the  Mother's  Building  at  the  San  Francisco  Zoo  are  also  still  a  concern  of 
Mr.  Rothman.  He  stated  that  while  the  Zoological  Society  leases  the  building,  he  feels  it 
is  within  the  purview  of  SFRPD  to  fix  the  murals  since  they  own  the  propert) .  He  said  he 
has  also  visited  the  Historical  Preservation  Commission  where  he  discussed  how  the 
murals  are  a  national  landmark  not  a  city  landmark.  He  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see 
the  murals  fixed  and  a  strategy  developed  to  do  so. 

10.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Director  DeCaigny  announced  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  exploring  the  idea  for  starting 
an  SFRPD  Art  Steering  Committee,  modeled  after  the  success  and  effectiveness  of  San 
Francisco  International  Airport's  Art  Steering  Committee.  Director  DeCaigny  said  he 
spoke  with  Phil  Ginsberg,  General  Manager  of  SFRPD  who  also  thought  this  would  be  a 
good  model  due  to  the  shared  assets  and  responsibilities  between  the  departments.  Ms. 
Pontious  said  she  will  draft  the  guidelines  for  the  SFRPD  Art  Steering  Committee  that 
will  be  sent  to  SFRPD  early  2013  for  review. 
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Director  DeCaigny  also  shared  he  has  been  speaking  with  Capital  Planning  about  more 
flexible  ways  to  access  the  5%  conservation  portion  of  the  2%  Art  Enrichment 
Ordinance. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  hired  Anne  Marie  Purkey  Levine 
as  a  temporary  Registrar  to  work  on  completing  a  comprehensive  inventory  of  the  Civic 
Art  Collection  and  assist  with  program  related  duties  while  Ms.  Cummings  is  on  leave.

2.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 

Paula  Datesh  submitted  the  following  statement  to  be  included  in  the  minutes: 

"Howard  Lazar's  on-going  mistakes  are  putting  my  health  in  danger  and  under  medical  advice-I 
no  longer  wish  to  continue  in  the  Street  Artists  Program. 

1.  A  Chinese  woman  selling  jewelry  has  called  9114  times  since  Thanksgiving.  She  sells  at 
4"^  and  Market.  When  police  come,  they  ask  why  6-9  stands  are  in  4  spaces.  1  explain  that 
this  is  an  enforcement  issue.  Lazar  does  not  monitor  that  area  or  answer  the  phone. 

2.  Problems  selling  on  Stockton  Street  over  the  Holidays.  Mistakes  in  the  lottery:  Chinese 
vendors  ganging  up  and  forcing  me  out.  Lazar  not  around  even  when  police  call. 
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3.  No  dialogue  in  the  Street  Artist  meetings.  I  ask  questions  which  are  ignored  and  not 
entered  into  the  minutes.  Have  to  go  to  more  meetings  to  correct  the  minutes.  Street 
Artist  meetings  are  not  run  correctly. 

4.  Lazar  has  a  long  history  of  gossiping;  blame  shifting  and  creating  conflict  within 
program.  He  runs  from  the  problems  he  creates.  Always  seeking  dirt  on  colleagues. 

5.  Lazar' s  salary  comes  from  Street  Artist  fees  yet  he  works  for  the  downtown  merchants. 
He  will  not  respond  to  those  who  pay  his  salary  and  has  said  he  "is  not  required  to." 

6.  Lazar  has  no  understanding  of  First  Amendment  law;  Sunshine  law  or  the  Brown  Act. 
For  40  years,  he  has  been  making  the  same  mistake  and  I  grow  tired  of  holding  his  feet  to 
the  fire. 

As  a  Diabetic,  I  find  most  of  this  stressful  and  annoying.  Lazar  has  not  changed  much  in  over  20 
years  and  is  not  likely  to  do  so.  The  91 1  calls;  lack  of  enforcement  in  the  street  and  time  spent  in 
meetings  are  stressful.  Lazar  will  never  change  and  for  this  reason,  I  can  no  longer  continue  in 
this  Program."

3.  Excelsior  Sculpture  Project:  Geneva  &  Mission 

Carol  Marie  Daniels,  Nicole  Agbayani  and  Isis  Rodriguez 
Action 

Project  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels  explained  how  this  item  was  tabled  at  the  November  2012 
Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  meeting  due  to  loss  of  quorum.  It  was  then  heard  at  the  full 
Arts  Commission  meeting  of  December  2012  where  the  Commissioners  recommended  that 
design  changes  be  made  and  reviewed  once  more  by  the  VAC  before  final  approval.  She 
introduced  Excelsior  Action  Group  Corridor  Manager,  Nicole  Agbayani,  to  present  the  project 
with  the  requested  changes. 

Ms.  Agbayani  presented  the  final  design  for  Ever  Upward,  a  metal  sculpture  mounted  on  a 
mosaic  tile  column  to  be  installed  at  the  comer  of  Geneva  and  Mission  streets  by  the  artists  Isis 
Rodriguez  and  Jason  Gilmore.  She  noted  that  the  project  is  part  of  the  Geneva  Gateway 
Beautification  project,  was  designed  through  a  community  process,  is  sponsored  by  Excelsior 
Action  Group,  funded  by  the  Community  Challenge  Grant  Program  and  the  Office  of  Economic 
Workforce  Development,  and  supported  by  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency. 
Ms.  Agbayani  explained  how  the  Commissioners  at  the  December  2012  meeting  requested  a 
change  in  the  sculpture's  proportions  to  adhere  to  the  rule  of  thirds.  She  noted  that  while  the  ratio 
between  the  mosaic  column  and  the  metal  sculptural  top  had  changed,  the  height  of  the  overall 
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sculpture  remained  the  same.  She  introduced  other  members  of  the  project  team  to  address 
different  aspects  of  the  project. 

Project  engineer  Jack  Laws,  a  Principal  at  Structural  Design  Engineers,  stated  that  he  has  worked 
with  artist  Isis  Rodriguez  on  several  structures,  including  park  gates  similar  in  scale  and 
complexity  to  Ever  Upward.  He  described  how  he  helped  the  team  revise  the  proportions  of  the 
sculpture  which  is  now  more  accommodating  to  the  seismic  requirements  and  wind  load  in  the 
Excelsior.  He  said  that  the  new  proportions  also  prohibit  people  from  climbing  or  hanging  from 
the  sculpture. 

Jason  Gilmore,  mosaic  design  artist,  stated  that  the  imagery  executed  in  tile  mosaic  work  on  the 
columns  represented  various  facets  of  the  Excelsior  neighborhood.  He  explained  how  the 
imagery  celebrates  the  area's  agricultural  past  and  references  arts,  music  and  present  industry 
such  as  welding.  Ms.  Agbayani  presented  a  mockup  of  the  tile  work. 

Ms.  Agbayani  added  that  the  project  has  received  numerous  letters  of  support  including  those 
from  Edward  D.  Reiskin,  Director  of  Transportation,  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation 
Authority,  John  Avalos,  District  1 1  Supervisor,  and  local  arts  organizations. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Philip  Wong,  a  native  San  Franciscan  and  Intern  at  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  stated  that  the  sculpture  is  a  tangible  reference  for  the  investment  being  made  in 
the  Excelsior. 

Rosanne  Harris,  Excelsior  resident  stated  that  the  sculpture  was  needed  to  make  the 
neighborhood  nice. 

Deborah  LeDet,  Excelsior  resident  and  artist,  stated  that  she  has  been  involved  in  the  project 
since  its  beginning.  She  said  the  residents  are  excited  about  this  project  as  a  landmark  for  the 
neighborhood. 

Mel  Flores,  Excelsior  resident  and  member  of  the  Excelsior  Action  Group  Beautification 
Committee,  said  he  supported  the  project  and  bringing  more  public  art  to  the  neighborhood.

She  described  Ms.  Rojas'  current  work  as  a 
departure  of  her  folk  inspired  work  in  that  the  figure  is  removed  from  bold  architectural  forms. 
And  she  stated  that  the  artist  team  of  Jennifer  Starkweather  and  Amanda  Hughen  use  maps  and 
data  to  create  abstracted  forms  that  explore  the  complexities  of  place  and  points  of  departure. 

Commissioner  Keehn  commented  that  she  participated  in  the  panel  and  was  pleased  with  the 
selecfion  of  finalists.

2.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 


Ms.  Paula  Datesh  requested  to  speak  and  submitted  the  following  statement  in  writing  to  be 
included  in  the  minutes  as  follows: 


"I  want  to  notify  the  Commissioners  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  of  the  on-going 
activities  of  John  Tenuli,  the  manager  at  Justin  Herman  Plaza.  He  has  called  the  police  on  me 
three  times  in  the  past  month.  When  the  police  approach  me  1  am  told  he  made  a  91 1  call  with 
claims  that  I  violated  a  no  contact  order  and  was  told  to  stop  making  false  claims  and  wasting 
resources  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.  He  has  not  complied  and  continues  to  call  91 1 
for  no  reason. 


The  few  times  I  have  attempted  to  ask  him  questions  about  procedure  in  running  the  lotter\  . 
Tenuli's  response  is  "get  away  from  me,  you  fucking  bitch,  you  belong  in  prison."  He  gossips 
to  colleagues  that  I  am  a  convicted  felon  who  has  done  time  in  prison.  This  is  not  true  and 
slander. 


I  have  been  written  up  several  times  over  incidents  that  Tenuli  did  not  witness  and  was  not  a 
party  to.  I  was  not  asked  about  the  event  and  there  was  no  evidence  to  support  his  allegations.  To 
date,  I  have  filed  two  police  reports  against  him  and  suggest  that  Tenuli  is  harassing  me. 

Clearly,  Tenuli  is  abusing  his  power  as  a  market  manager  and  harassing  me  out  of  the  Street 
Artist  Program." 

Commissioner  Beltran  thanked  Ms.  Datesh  for  her  time  and  called  for  further  public  comment. 
There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

3.  Consent  Calendar 

Action 

1.  Retroactively  approve  and  accept  into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  the  artwork  Baile!, 
1999,  by  Carmen  Lomas  Garza.  The  artwork  is  22  inches  x  33  1/2  inches,  hand-cut  paper 
mounted  on  foam  core  board.  The  artwork  is  a  proposal  for  the  sculpture  by  the  same 
name  that  was  commissioned  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and  accepted 
into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  in  2000  (Resolution  No.Ol  10-00-033). 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  explained  that  as  staff  works  on  a  complete  inventory  of  the 
collection,  some  residual  issues  of  managing  the  Civic  Art  Collection  ("CAC")  will  arise  and 
such  items  will  be  added  to  the  consent  calendar  in  the  coming  months.  Baile!  should  have  been 
accessioned  previously  and  therefore  this  retroactive  resolution  is  to  correct  a  simple  oversight. 
Commissioner  Beltran  voiced  support  for  this  level  of  diligence  in  the  management  of  the  CAC. 

Commissioner  Chew  inquired  whether  this  artwork  would  be  placed  in  storage  or  displayed. 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  replied  that  the  artwork  would  typically  remain  in 
storage  while  the  CAC  loan  program  continues  to  be  on  moratorium  and  the  inventory  of  the 
CAC  is  completed.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  Baile!  will  remain  in  Arts  Commission  storage. 
Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  does  not  typically  accession  artwork  proposals 
for  site  specific  commissions,  but  there  is  historical  precedent  to  do  so  when  the  proposal  is  an 
artwork  in  itself,  such  as  with  Baile!.  She  added  that  accessioning  artwork  into  the  CAC  remains 
at  the  discretion  of  Arts  Commission.

4.  SFAC  Galleries 

Meg  Shiffler 
Action 

SFAC  Galleries  Director  Meg  Shiffler  presented  the  upcoming  exhibitions.  She  announced  that 
the  Cardboard  Institute  of  Technology  ("CIT")  will  have  an  installation  in  the  Grove  Street 


location  from  May  through  August,  2013  with  exact  dates  to  be  announced  at  a  later  date.  She 
presented  examples  of  previous  projects  by  CIT  and  explained  that  they  typical!)  produce  large 
scale  installations  made  of  cardboard.  CIT  is  led  by  Joshua  Short  and  has  been  a  collaborative 
since  2007  of  artists,  technologists,  handymen  and  people  of  different  skills  who  often  use  found 
materials.  Ms.  Shiffler  added  that  the  CIT  is  adept  at  producing  site  specific  installations  and  she 
believes  that  it  will  be  a  fun  exhibit  for  the  public. 

Next,  Ms.  Shiffler  introduced  the  Bay  Area  photographer,  Joe  Blum,  and  his  upcoming  solo 
exhibition  that  will  be  on  view  at  the  City  Hall  location  from  June  7  through  September  27, 
2013.  She  noted  that  Mr.  Blum  will  be  exhibiting  80  -  125  color  and  black-and-white 
photographs  from  his  series  documenting  the  laborers  building  the  new  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge. 
Ms.  Shiffler  stated  that  the  black-and-white  photographs  pay  homage  to  the  historic 
documentation  of  the  construction  of  the  original  Bay  Bridge  and  that  she  finds  the  color 
photographs  graphically  dynamic.  She  added  that  the  exhibit  dates  were  chosen  to  coincide  with 
the  Bay  Bridge  opening  festivities  of  early  September  2013  and  that  the  Galleries  would  focus 
their  outreach  and  public  programming  to  laborers  and  unions  for  this  exhibit. 

Mr.  Blum  also  addressed  the  Commissioners  and  stated  that  his  goal  is  to  directly  represent  the 
laborers'  perspective  by  getting  as  close  as  possible  to  them  while  they  work  and  to  honor  and 
celebrate  all  of  their  contributions. 

Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  she  loves  the  direct  reference  in  Mr.  Blum's  work  to  the 
black-and-white  documentary  photographs  of  the  construction  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 
Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

5.  SOMA  West  McCoppin  Hub 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  introduced  Matthew  Passmore  and  Elizabeth  Marley  of  Rebar  to 
present  their  final  design  drawings  and  lighting  prototype  for  the  artwork.  Handsignals.  Ms. 
Marley  explained  the  engineering  specifications  and  assembly  details  of  the  arUvork  noting  all  of 


the  components  had  been  sourced  from  established  traffic  infrastructure  companies  and  are 
weatheiproof. 

Ms.  Marley  further  explained  that  that  they  had  also  made  changes  as  requested  by  the  Arts 
Commission  to  ensure  that  the  artwork  functioned  even  without  electricity.  Mr.  Passmore  stated 
that  the  next  step  is  to  program  the  sequence  of  the  lights.  He  added  that  Rebar  will  test  the  light 
component  in  their  studio  prior  to  installation  by  running  it  non-stop  for  three  to  four  months. 

Director  DeCaigny  asked  for  further  clarification  of  the  artwork' s  long-term  durability.  Mr. 
Passmore  reiterated  that  all  the  materials  are  designed  to  be  outdoors  and  he  is  confident  that  the 
work  is  weatherproof  He  stated  that  the  LED  light  will  last  six  to  seven  years  and  the  housing 
component  is  designed  to  easily  open  in  order  to  change  the  light  bulb.  He  detailed  the  backup 
solution  and  exhibited  seven  identical  reflective  replacement  panels  that  could  be  easily  swapped 
out  and  used  instead  of  the  artworks  current  structure  (transparent  panels  in  combination  with  the 
LED  lights).  He  stated  the  panels  would  be  able  to  achieve  a  similar  reflective  light  effect  due  to 
their  south  facing  direction  without  electricity. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  when  the  project  would  be  completed  and  Ms.  Topfer  stated  a  year 
from  now,  explaining  there  had  been  a  delay  due  to  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  changing  the  design  of  the  of  the  plaza  but  not  the  artwork. 
Director  DeCaigny  asked  if  any  approvals  were  required  from  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  ("SFMTA")  regarding  the  light  signaling  or  possible  nuisance  to  the 
neighbors.  Ms.  Topfer  and  Mr.  Passmore  confirmed  that  Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  did  review 
the  artwork  placement  with  SFMTA.  Ms.  Topfer  stated  that  she  would  research  the  issue  of  the 
light  being  a  possible  nuisance  to  the  neighbors. 

Commissioner  Beltran  stated  her  support  for  the  project  and  called  for  public  comment.  There 
was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  construction  document  phase  deliverables  (final  design  drawings 
and  sculpture  mock  up)  for  the  artwork,  Handsignals,  by  Rebar  for  the  SOMA  West  McCoppin 
Hub  project.

6.  Boeddeker  Park 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  Amy  Blackstone's  Conceptual  Design  for  an  artwork 
at  Boeddeker  Park,  located  in  the  Tenderloin  neighborhood  at  Eddy  and  Jones  streets.  Ms. 
Blackstone's  design  will  encompass  four  fence  panels  on  the  park's  southwest  corner  and  will  be 
composed  of  vertical  fioral  elements  hand-built  in  steel.  Mr.  Davies  explained  that  Ms. 
Blackstone's  artwork  tends  to  evolve  organically  during  the  fabrication  process,  and  that  a  final 
design  will  be  brought  before  the  Committee  before  fabrication.  He  then  presented  the 
Commissioners  a  sample  of  one  of  the  flowers  to  be  incorporated  in  the  design,  stating  that  the 
sample  was  representative  of  Ms.  Blackstone's  design  concept  and  technical  ability.  Mr.  Davies 


reminded  the  Committee  that  the  concept  takes  its  inspiration  from  an  existing  artwork  by  Ms. 
Blackstone  surrounding  the  park's  message  board.  He  concluded  by  showing  an  image  of"  Ms. 
Blackstone's  artwork  at  Hoff  Playground  in  the  Mission,  explaining  that  the  color  paleUe 
depicted  would  be  similar  to  her  work  for  Boeddeker  Park,  although  the  exact  paleUc  and  method 
of  application  is  yet  to  be  determined. 

Commissioner  Chew  complimented  the  line  quality  of  the  artist's  design. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

7.  SFO  Airport,  Terminal  3,  Boarding  Area  E 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Mr.  Davies  began  his  report  by  explaining  that  the  requested  contract  increases  in  the  follow  ing 
motions  will  be  reflected  in  the  artist  contract  amounts  for  Eric  Staller  and  Merge  Conceptual 
Design,  allowing  the  artists  to  progress  to  additional  phases  of  the  project,  including  Design 
Development,  Construction  Documents,  Fabrication  and  Consultation  during  Installation.  He 
added  that  the  contract  increases  will  not  increase  the  overall  project  budget  for  Terminal  3. 
Boarding  Area  E. 

Mr.  Davies  then  reviewed  artist  Eric  Staller's  proposal  for  the  Boarding  Area  E  Children's  Area, 
displaying  the  latest  conceptual  renderings  depicting  a  series  of  12  rotating  discs  under  glass 
embedded  in  the  floor  and  wall  of  the  play  area.  Mr.  Davies  noted  that  the  artwork  is  still  a 
Conceptual  Design  and  that  the  final  colors,  lighting  and  interactivity  are  currently  being 
developed  and  refined  by  the  artist's  design  team.  He  also  added  that  the  artist's  fabricator  is 
developing  a  mock  up  to  test  the  artwork' s  mechanic  and  electrical  components,  and  that  he 
hopes  to  be  able  to  present  the  working  mock  up  to  the  Committee  in  the  coming  months.  The 
Committee  agreed  that  a  review  of  the  mock  up  would  be  a  useful  next  step.  Director  DeCaign  \ 
asked  for  clarification  about  the  lighting  in  the  Children's  Area,  to  which  Mr.  Davies  replied  that 
the  artist  and  his  design  team  are  working  to  create  an  atmosphere  that  will  make  the  Children's 
Area  a  unique  environment  and  will  enhance  the  color  and  lighting  of  the  artwork. 

Mr.  Davies  then  presented  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  proposal  for  an  artwork  consisting  of 
twenty-six  suspended  mirrored  stainless  steel  spheres  with  colored  and  lit  hollow  interiors. 
Commissioner  Beltran  noted  that  in  response  to  previous  comments  by  the  Committee.  Merge 
Conceptual  Design  had  reduced  the  number  of  spheres  and  increased  their  size.  The  Committee 
agreed  that  these  changes  were  a  significant  improvement  in  the  artwork' s  design. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

8.  2013-2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool 

Marcus  Davies  and  Zoe  Taleporos 
Action 

Mr.  Davies  announced  the  results  of  the  2013-2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool.  He  began  by 
introducing  Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  who  administered  the  jury  process  and  noted  that 
Commissioner  Silverman  sat  on  the  selection  panel.  He  explained  that  a  Request  for 
Qualifications  ("RFQ")  was  issued  on  October  29,  2013,  following  which  two  artist  application 
workshops  were  held  on  November  8,  2012  at  SOMArts  Cultural  Center  and  November  10,  2012 
at  the  Bayview  Opera  House.  Out  of  379  applicants,  staff  created  a  short  list  was  that  was  then 
scored  by  a  panel  of  arts  professionals  (Renny  Pritikin,  California  College  of  the  Arts  faculty; 
Mary  Rubin,  Senior  Project  Manager,  San  Jose  Public  Art  Program;  and  Commissioner 
Silverman).  Mr.  Davies  announced  that  the  panel  process  yielded  196  applicants  who  scored 
within  a  competitive  range  to  be  included  in  the  2013-2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool.  Mr.  Davies 
then  presented  the  list  of  artists  in  the  pool  to  the  Committee. 

Commissioner  Beltran  noted  the  impressive  and  international  caliber  of  artists  selected.  She 
added  that  the  pool  is  a  reflection  of  the  good  work  being  done  by  the  Arts  Commission's  Public 
Art  Program. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  what  type  of  projects  the  pool  would  be  used  for.  Mr.  Davies 
explained  that  for  projects  with  budgets  under  $200,000,  Project  Managers  would  select  a  short 
list  of  artists  from  the  pool  to  present  to  project  specific  selection  panels.  He  added  that  since  the 
artists  included  in  the  2013-2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  have  already  been  vetted  through  a 
competitive  process,  the  necessity  to  issue  an  RFQ  for  each  small  project  is  eliminated,  thus 
reducing  project  administration. 

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  clarified  that  once  a  short  list  is  curated  by  a  Project 
Manager  for  a  specific  project,  that  list  is  presented  to  the  project's  artist  selection  panel  that 
selects  the  finalists  and  later  selects  the  project  artist.

9.  Port  Pier  92 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  the  selected  proposal  for  Transfiguration  from  the  Seattle  based  artist 
team,  Haddad|Drugan.  The  project  is  a  joint  commission  between  the  Arts  Commission  and  the 
Port  of  San  Francisco  with  the  intention  of  being  completed  in  time  for  the  Americas'  Cup  in 
early  September  2013.  Haddad|Drugan  proposed  a  large  temporary  mural  printed  on  mesh  that 
will  envelope  the  exterior  of  a  grain  silo  located  at  Port  Pier  92  and  will  be  illuminated  with  color 
LED  lighting  in  the  evening.  The  proposal  imagery  contains  various  references  to  the  cultural, 
history  and  ecology  of  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  Ms.  Topfer  explained  that  the  imagery 
included  on  the  proposal  is  conceptual  and  indicated  that  the  artists  intend  to  develop  the  final 
design  through  a  community  engaged  process. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  for  clarification  on  the  materials  being  used  for  the  mural  and  how 
the  lighting  component  functions. 

Ms.  Topfer  clarified  that  the  black  mesh  screen  is  printed  with  colored  imagery  that  is  visible 
during  the  day.  In  the  evening,  the  mural  is  illuminated  with  different  colored  lights  which  cause 
those  particular  colors  in  the  mural  to  be  visible  thus  causing  the  mural  to  morph  in  varying 
sequences. 

The  Commissioners  and  Director  DeCaigny  expressed  their  concern  with  the  imagery  chosen 
thus  far  stating  that  the  imagery  was  too  oblique.  The  Commissioners  requested  that  artists 
rethink  the  imagery  so  that  it  is  easier  to  decipher  and  more  relevant  to  the  community. 
It  was  decided  that  Ms.  Topfer  will  bring  revised  imagery  to  next  Visual  Arts  Committee. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

10.  Church  and  Duboce  Streetscape 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 


Action 


Ms.  Lovvom  presented  alternate  installation  locations  for  two  of  the  nine  bronze  chairs  from  the 
artwork  Domestic  Seating,  2012,  by  Primitivo  Suarez-Wolfe  at  the  intersection  of  Church  Street 
and  Duboce  Avenue.  She  stated  that  the  artworks  were  installed  in  December  and  since  that  lime 
the  Mayor's  Office  on  Disability  ("MOD")  received  a  complaint  that  the  two  chairs  located  on 
Church  Street  next  to  Safeway  pose  a  potential  tripping  hazard  to  a  person  with  low  vision.  Ms. 
Lovvom  stated  that  the  artwork  installation  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  and  was  formally  permitted  through  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
("DPW").  She  met  with  representatives  from  both  MOD  and  DPW  to  discuss  how  to  best  resolve 
the  situation  and  it  was  recommended  that  the  Arts  Commission  move  these  chairs  in  light  of  the 
complaint. 

Commissioner  Beltran  interjected  that  Commissioner  Silverman  is  a  named  party  in  a  lawsuit 
with  the  wife  of  Primitivo  Suarez-Wolfe  and  therefore  has  a  conflict  of  interest.  VAC  lost 
quorum  for  this  item  and  the  motion  was  continued  to  the  March  2013  VAC  meeting. 

Ms.  Lovvom  ended  by  offering  some  positive  news  and  support  of  the  piece.  The  hospice  Maitri 
on  the  south  side  of  Duboce  Avenue  has  been  a  supporter  of  the  artwork  from  the  inception  of 
the  project  and  donated  the  original  rocking  chair  that  was  cast  into  bronze.  Maitri  has  requested 
that  both  chairs  be  placed  prominently  in  front  of  their  business.  Also,  both  the  Castro/Upper 
Market  Community  Benefit  District  and  DPW  have  agreed  to  provide  ongoing  pro-bono  graffiti 
abatement  services  for  the  artwork.

Ms.  Lovvom  gave  an  update  on  Design  Development  phase  deliverables  of  the  artw  ork  b\  Jim 
Campbell  and  Wemer  Klotz  for  the  platform  level  of  the  Union  Square  Market  Street 
Station.  Ms.  Lovvom  stated  that  she  recently  conducted  a  studio  visit  along  with  Program 
Director  Susan  Pontious,  Commissioner  Beltran,  and  an  SFMTA  staff  member  to  inspect  the 
artwork  design  revisions.  Ms.  Lovvom  presented  images  of  the  sculpture  test  model  installed  in 
the  studio  and  explained  that  the  artists  are  still  refining  various  aspects  of  the  work,  such  as  the 
size  and  placement  of  the  discs.  She  stated  that  she  is  working  with  Commissioner  Beltran  and 
Ms.  Pontious  to  provide  the  artists  with  specific  comments  on  the  model  and  hopes  to  bring  the 
design  development  phase  deliverables  for  this  project  to  the  Committee  in  the  next  couple  of 
months.

Director  DeCaigny  announced  that  he  and  Ms.  Pontious  will  include  on  the  March  2013  VAC 
agenda  a  policy  conversation  regarding  the  2%  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  .  He  stated  that 
Capital  Planning  had  proposed  to  review  the  ordinance  and  allocation  set-aside  for  conservation 
in  order  to  allow  greater  flexibility  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  the  conservation  of  existing 
artworks,  the  type  of  artworks  that  are  covered,  and  finally  how  conservation  needs  are 
structured  as  a  whole.  Due  to  the  complexity  of  the  issue,  Mr.  DeCaigny  stated  that  it  warrants 
further  consideration.  The  discussion  at  next  month's  VAC  will  be  a  precursor  to  a  larger 
discussion  on  this  topic  to  happen  at  the  full  Arts  Commission. 

Ms.  Cummings  announced  she  will  be  on  maternity  leave  after  Friday,  March  1,  2013  with  the 
intention  to  return  to  her  position  on  September  3,  2013.  Ms.  Cummings  introduced  temporary 
Registrar  Anne  Marie  Purkey  Levine  who  will  assist  completing  a  comprehensive  inventory  of 
the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  program  related  duties  while  she  is  on  leave.

2.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 


Ms.  Paula  Datesh  requested  to  speak  and  submitted  the  following  statement  in  writing  to  be 
included  in  the  minutes  as  follows: 


"I  want  to  notify  the  Commissioners  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  of  the  on-going 
activities  of  John  Tenuli,  the  manager  at  Justin  Herman  Plaza.  He  has  called  the  police  on  me 
three  times  in  the  past  month.  When  the  police  approach  me  I  am  told  he  made  a  91 1  call  with 
claims  that  I  violated  a  no  contact  order  and  was  told  to  stop  making  false  claims  and  wasting 
resources  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.  He  has  not  complied  and  continues  to  call  91 1 
for  no  reason. 


The  few  times  I  have  attempted  to  ask  him  questions  about  procedure  in  running  the  lotter\-. 
Tenuli's  response  is  "get  away  from  me,  you  fucking  bitch,  you  belong  in  prison."  He  gossips 
to  colleagues  that  I  am  a  convicted  felon  who  has  done  time  in  prison.  This  is  not  true  and 
slander. 


1  have  been  written  up  several  times  over  incidents  that  Tenuli  did  not  witness  and  was  not  a 
party  to.  I  was  not  asked  about  the  event  and  there  was  no  evidence  to  support  his  allegations.  To 
date,  I  have  filed  two  police  reports  against  him  and  suggest  that  Tenuli  is  harassing  me. 

Clearly,  Tenuli  is  abusing  his  power  as  a  market  manager  and  harassing  me  out  of  the  Street 
Artist  Program." 

Commissioner  Beltran  thanked  Ms.  Datesh  for  her  time  and  called  for  further  public  comment. 
There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

3.  Consent  Calendar 

Action 

1.  Retroactively  approve  and  accept  into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  the  artwork  Baile!, 
1999,  by  Carmen  Lomas  Garza.  The  artwork  is  22  inches  x  33  1/2  inches,  hand-cut  paper 
mounted  on  foam  core  board.  The  artwork  is  a  proposal  for  the  sculpture  by  the  same 
name  that  was  commissioned  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and  accepted 
into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  in  2000  (Resolution  No.Ol  10-00-033). 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  explained  that  as  staff  works  on  a  complete  inventory  of  the 
collection,  some  residual  issues  of  managing  the  Civic  Art  Collection  ("CAC")  will  arise  and 
such  items  will  be  added  to  the  consent  calendar  in  the  coming  months.  Baile!  should  have  been 
accessioned  previously  and  therefore  this  retroactive  resolution  is  to  correct  a  simple  oversight. 
Commissioner  Beltran  voiced  support  for  this  level  of  diligence  in  the  management  of  the  CAC. 

Commissioner  Chew  inquired  whether  this  artwork  would  be  placed  in  storage  or  displayed. 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  replied  that  the  artwork  would  typically  remain  in 
storage  while  the  CAC  loan  program  continues  to  be  on  moratorium  and  the  inventory  of  the 
CAC  is  completed.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  Baile!  will  remain  in  Arts  Commission  storage. 
Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  does  not  typically  accession  artwork  proposals 
for  site  specific  commissions,  but  there  is  historical  precedent  to  do  so  when  the  proposal  is  an 
artwork  in  itself,  such  as  with  Baile!.  She  added  that  accessioning  artwork  into  the  CAC  remains 
at  the  discretion  of  Arts  Commission.

4.  SFAC  Galleries 

Meg  Shiffler 
Action 

SFAC  Galleries  Director  Meg  Shiffler  presented  the  upcoming  exhibitions.  She  announced  that 
the  Cardboard  institute  of  Technology  ("CIT")  will  have  an  installation  in  the  Grove  Street 


location  from  May  through  August,  2013  with  exact  dates  to  be  announced  at  a  later  date.  She 
presented  examples  of  previous  projects  by  CIT  and  explained  that  they  typically  produce  large 
scale  installations  made  of  cardboard.  CIT  is  led  by  Joshua  Short  and  has  been  a  collaborative 
since  2007  of  artists,  technologists,  handymen  and  people  of  different  skills  who  often  use  found 
materials.  Ms.  Shiffler  added  that  the  CIT  is  adept  at  producing  site  specific  installations  and  she 
believes  that  it  will  be  a  fun  exhibit  for  the  public. 

Next,  Ms.  Shiffler  introduced  the  Bay  Area  photographer,  Joe  Blum,  and  his  upcoming  solo 
exhibition  that  will  be  on  view  at  the  City  Hall  location  from  June  7  through  September  27, 
2013.  She  noted  that  Mr.  Blum  will  be  exhibiting  80  -  125  color  and  black-and-white 
photographs  from  his  series  documenting  the  laborers  building  the  new  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge. 
Ms.  Shiffler  stated  that  the  black-and-white  photographs  pay  homage  to  the  historic 
documentation  of  the  construction  of  the  original  Bay  Bridge  and  that  she  finds  the  color 
photographs  graphically  dynamic.  She  added  that  the  exhibit  dates  were  chosen  to  coincide  with 
the  Bay  Bridge  opening  festivities  of  early  September  2013  and  that  the  Galleries  would  focus 
their  outreach  and  public  programming  to  laborers  and  unions  for  this  exhibit. 

Mr.  Blum  also  addressed  the  Commissioners  and  stated  that  his  goal  is  to  directly  represent  the 
laborers'  perspective  by  getting  as  close  as  possible  to  them  while  they  work  and  to  honor  and 
celebrate  all  of  their  contributions. 

Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  she  loves  the  direct  reference  in  Mr.  Blum's  work  to  the 
black-and-white  documentary  photographs  of  the  construction  Golden  Gate  Bridge.

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  introduced  Matthew  Passmore  and  Elizabeth  Marley  of  Rebar  to 
present  their  final  design  drawings  and  lighting  prototype  for  the  artwork.  Handsignals.  Ms. 
Marley  explained  the  engineering  specifications  and  assembly  details  of  the  artwork  noting  all  of 


the  components  had  been  sourced  from  established  traffic  infrastructure  companies  and  are 
weatherproof. 

Ms.  Marley  further  explained  that  that  they  had  also  made  changes  as  requested  by  the  Arts 
Commission  to  ensure  that  the  artwork  functioned  even  without  electricity.  Mr.  Passmore  stated 
that  the  next  step  is  to  program  the  sequence  of  the  lights.  He  added  that  Rebar  will  test  the  light 
component  in  their  studio  prior  to  installation  by  running  it  non-stop  for  three  to  four  months. 

Director  DeCaigny  asked  for  further  clarification  of  the  artwork' s  long-term  durability.  Mr. 
Passmore  reiterated  that  all  the  materials  are  designed  to  be  outdoors  and  he  is  confident  that  the 
work  is  weatherproof  He  stated  that  the  LED  light  will  last  six  to  seven  years  and  the  housing 
component  is  designed  to  easily  open  in  order  to  change  the  light  bulb.  He  detailed  the  backup 
solution  and  exhibited  seven  identical  reflective  replacement  panels  that  could  be  easily  swapped 
out  and  used  instead  of  the  artworks  current  structure  (transparent  panels  in  combination  with  the 
LED  lights).  He  stated  the  panels  would  be  able  to  achieve  a  similar  reflective  light  effect  due  to 
their  south  facing  direction  without  electricity. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  when  the  project  would  be  completed  and  Ms.  Topfer  stated  a  year 
from  now,  explaining  there  had  been  a  delay  due  to  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  changing  the  design  of  the  of  the  plaza  but  not  the  artwork. 
Director  DeCaigny  asked  if  any  approvals  were  required  from  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  C'SFMTA")  regarding  the  light  signaling  or  possible  nuisance  to  the 
neighbors.  Ms.  Topfer  and  Mr.  Passmore  confirmed  that  Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  did  review 
the  artwork  placement  with  SFMTA.  Ms.  Topfer  stated  that  she  would  research  the  issue  of  the 
light  being  a  possible  nuisance  to  the  neighbors. 

Commissioner  Beltran  stated  her  support  for  the  project  and  called  for  public  comment.  There 
was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  construction  document  phase  deliverables  (final  design  drawings 
and  sculpture  mock  up)  for  the  artwork,  Handsignals,  by  Rebar  for  the  SOMA  West  McCoppin 
Hub  project.

6.  Boeddeker  Park 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  Amy  Blackstone's  Conceptual  Design  for  an  artwork 
at  Boeddeker  Park,  located  in  the  Tenderloin  neighborhood  at  Eddy  and  Jones  streets.  Ms. 
Blackstone's  design  will  encompass  four  fence  panels  on  the  park's  southwest  corner  and  will  be 
composed  of  vertical  floral  elements  hand-built  in  steel.  Mr.  Davies  explained  that  Ms. 
Blackstone's  artwork  tends  to  evolve  organically  during  the  fabrication  process,  and  that  a  final 
design  will  be  brought  before  the  Committee  before  fabrication.  He  then  presented  the 
Commissioners  a  sample  of  one  of  the  flowers  to  be  incorporated  in  the  design,  stating  that  the 
sample  was  representative  of  Ms.  Blackstone's  design  concept  and  technical  ability.  Mr.  Davies 


reminded  the  Committee  that  the  concept  takes  its  inspiration  from  an  existing  artwork  by  Ms. 
Blackstone  surrounding  the  park's  message  board.  He  concluded  by  showing  an  image  of  Ms. 
Blackstone's  artwork  at  Hoff  Playground  in  the  Mission,  explaining  that  the  color  palette 
depicted  would  be  similar  to  her  work  for  Boeddeker  Park,  although  the  exact  palette  and  method 
of  application  is  yet  to  be  determined. 

Commissioner  Chew  complimented  the  line  quality  of  the  artist's  design. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

7.  SFO  Airport,  Terminal  3,  Boarding  Area  E 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Mr.  Davies  began  his  report  by  explaining  that  the  requested  contract  increases  in  the  follow  ing 
motions  will  be  reflected  in  the  artist  contract  amounts  for  Eric  Staller  and  Merge  Conceptual 
Design,  allowing  the  artists  to  progress  to  additional  phases  of  the  project,  including  Design 
Development,  Construction  Documents,  Fabrication  and  Consultation  during  Installation.  He 
added  that  the  contract  increases  will  not  increase  the  overall  project  budget  for  Terminal  3, 
Boarding  Area  E. 

Mr.  Davies  then  reviewed  artist  Eric  Staller's  proposal  for  the  Boarding  Area  E  Children's  Area, 
displaying  the  latest  conceptual  renderings  depicting  a  series  of  12  rotating  discs  under  glass 
embedded  in  the  floor  and  wall  of  the  play  area.  Mr.  Davies  noted  that  the  artwork  is  still  a 
Conceptual  Design  and  that  the  final  colors,  lighting  and  interactivity  are  currently  being 
developed  and  refined  by  the  artist's  design  team.  He  also  added  that  the  artist's  fabricator  is 
developing  a  mock  up  to  test  the  artwork' s  mechanic  and  electrical  components,  and  that  he 
hopes  to  be  able  to  present  the  working  mock  up  to  the  Committee  in  the  coming  months.  The 
Committee  agreed  that  a  review  of  the  mock  up  would  be  a  useful  next  step.  Director  DeCaigny 
asked  for  clarification  about  the  lighting  in  the  Children's  Area,  to  which  Mr.  Davies  replied  that 
the  artist  and  his  design  team  are  working  to  create  an  atmosphere  that  will  make  the  Children's 
Area  a  unique  environment  and  will  enhance  the  color  and  lighting  of  the  artwork. 

Mr.  Davies  then  presented  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  proposal  for  an  artwork  consisting  of 
twenty-six  suspended  mirrored  stainless  steel  spheres  with  colored  and  lit  hollow  interiors. 
Commissioner  Beltran  noted  that  in  response  to  previous  comments  by  the  Committee.  Merge 
Conceptual  Design  had  reduced  the  number  of  spheres  and  increased  their  size.  The  Committee 
agreed  that  these  changes  were  a  significant  improvement  in  the  artwork's  design. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

8.  2013-2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool 

Marcus  Davies  and  Zoe  Taleporos 
Action 

Mr.  Davies  announced  the  results  of  the  2013-2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool.  He  began  by 
introducing  Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  who  administered  the  jury  process  and  noted  that 
Commissioner  Silverman  sat  on  the  selection  panel.  He  explained  that  a  Request  for 
Qualifications  ("RFQ")  was  issued  on  October  29,  2013,  following  which  two  artist  application 
workshops  were  held  on  November  8,  2012  at  SOMArts  Cultural  Center  and  November  10,  2012 
at  the  Bayview  Opera  House.  Out  of  379  applicants,  staff  created  a  short  list  was  that  was  then 
scored  by  a  panel  of  arts  professionals  (Renny  Pritikin,  California  College  of  the  Arts  faculty; 
Mary  Rubin,  Senior  Project  Manager,  San  Jose  Public  Art  Program;  and  Commissioner 
Silverman).  Mr.  Davies  announced  that  the  panel  process  yielded  196  applicants  who  scored 
within  a  competitive  range  to  be  included  in  the  2013-2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool.  Mr.  Davies 
then  presented  the  list  of  artists  in  the  pool  to  the  Committee. 

Commissioner  Beltran  noted  the  impressive  and  international  caliber  of  artists  selected.  She 
added  that  the  pool  is  a  reflection  of  the  good  work  being  done  by  the  Arts  Commission's  Public 
Art  Program. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  what  type  of  projects  the  pool  would  be  used  for.  Mr.  Davies 
explained  that  for  projects  with  budgets  under  $200,000,  Project  Managers  would  select  a  short 
list  of  artists  from  the  pool  to  present  to  project  specific  selection  panels.  He  added  that  since  the 
artists  included  in  the  2013-2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  have  already  been  vetted  through  a 
competitive  process,  the  necessity  to  issue  an  RFQ  for  each  small  project  is  eliminated,  thus 
reducing  project  administration. 

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  clarified  that  once  a  short  list  is  curated  by  a  Project 
Manager  for  a  specific  project,  that  list  is  presented  to  the  project's  artist  selection  panel  that 
selects  the  finalists  and  later  selects  the  project  artist.

9.  Port  Pier  92 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  the  selected  proposal  for  Transfiguration  from  the  Seattle  based  artist 
team,  Haddad|Drugan.  The  project  is  a  joint  commission  between  the  Arts  Commission  and  the 
Port  of  San  Francisco  with  the  intention  of  being  completed  in  time  for  the  Americas'  Cup  in 
early  September  2013.  Haddad|Drugan  proposed  a  large  temporary  mural  printed  on  mesh  that 
will  envelope  the  exterior  of  a  grain  silo  located  at  Port  Pier  92  and  will  be  illuminated  with  color 
LED  lighting  in  the  evening.  The  proposal  imagery  contains  various  references  to  the  cultural, 
history  and  ecology  of  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  Ms.  Topfer  explained  that  the  imagery 
included  on  the  proposal  is  conceptual  and  indicated  that  the  artists  intend  to  develop  the  final 
design  through  a  community  engaged  process. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  for  clarification  on  the  materials  being  used  for  the  mural  and  how 
the  lighting  component  functions. 

Ms.  Topfer  clarified  that  the  black  mesh  screen  is  printed  with  colored  imagery  that  is  visible 
during  the  day.  In  the  evening,  the  mural  is  illuminated  with  different  colored  lights  which  cause 
those  particular  colors  in  the  mural  to  be  visible  thus  causing  the  mural  to  morph  in  varying 
sequences. 

The  Commissioners  and  Director  DeCaigny  expressed  their  concern  with  the  imagery  chosen 
thus  far  stating  that  the  imagery  was  too  oblique.  The  Commissioners  requested  that  artists 
rethink  the  imagery  so  that  it  is  easier  to  decipher  and  more  relevant  to  the  community. 
It  was  decided  that  Ms.  Topfer  will  bring  revised  imagery  to  next  Visual  Arts  Committee. 

Commissioner  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

10.  Church  and  Duboce  Streetscape 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 


Action 


Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  alternate  installation  locations  for  two  of  the  nine  bronze  chairs  from  the 
artwork  Domestic  Seating,  2012,  by  Primitivo  Suarez-Wolfe  at  the  intersection  of  Church  Street 
and  Duboce  Avenue.  She  stated  that  the  artworks  were  installed  in  December  and  since  that  time 
the  Mayor's  Office  on  Disability  ("MOD")  received  a  complaint  that  the  two  chairs  located  on 
Church  Street  next  to  Safeway  pose  a  potential  tripping  hazard  to  a  person  with  low  vision.  Ms. 
Lovvorn  stated  that  the  artwork  installation  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  and  was  formally  permitted  through  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
("DPW").  She  met  with  representatives  from  both  MOD  and  DPW  to  discuss  how  to  best  resolve 
the  situation  and  it  was  recommended  that  the  Arts  Commission  move  these  chairs  in  light  of  the 
complaint. 

Commissioner  Beltran  interjected  that  Commissioner  Silverman  is  a  named  party  in  a  lawsuit 
with  the  wife  of  Primitivo  Suarez-Wolfe  and  therefore  has  a  conflict  of  interest.  VAC  lost 
quorum  for  this  item  and  the  motion  was  continued  to  the  March  2013  VAC  meeting. 

Ms.  Lovvorn  ended  by  offering  some  positive  news  and  support  of  the  piece.  The  hospice  Maitri 
on  the  south  side  of  Duboce  Avenue  has  been  a  supporter  of  the  artwork  from  the  inception  of 
the  project  and  donated  the  original  rocking  chair  that  was  cast  into  bronze.  Maitri  has  requested 
that  both  chairs  be  placed  prominently  in  front  of  their  business.  Also,  both  the  Castro/Upper 
Market  Community  Benefit  District  and  DPW  have  agreed  to  provide  ongoing  pro-bono  graffiti 
abatement  services  for  the  artwork.

Jennifer  Lovvorn 
Discussion 

Ms.  Lovvorn  gave  an  update  on  Design  Development  phase  deliverables  of  the  artvvork  by  Jim 
Campbell  and  Werner  Klotz  for  the  platform  level  of  the  Union  Square  Market  Street 
Station.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  she  recently  conducted  a  studio  visit  along  v\  ith  Program 
Director  Susan  Pontious,  Commissioner  Beltran,  and  an  SFMTA  staff  member  to  inspect  the 
artwork  design  revisions.  Ms.  Lovvorn  presented  images  of  the  sculpture  test  model  installed  in 
the  studio  and  explained  that  the  artists  are  still  refining  various  aspects  of  the  work,  such  as  the 
size  and  placement  of  the  discs.  She  stated  that  she  is  working  with  Commissioner  Beltran  and 
Ms.  Pontious  to  provide  the  artists  with  specific  comments  on  the  model  and  hopes  to  bring  the 
design  development  phase  deliverables  for  this  project  to  the  Committee  in  the  next  couple  of 
months. 


12.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Discussion 


Director  DeCaigny  announced  that  he  and  Ms.  Pontious  will  include  on  the  March  2013  VAC 
agenda  a  policy  conversation  regarding  the  2%  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  .  He  stated  that 
Capital  Planning  had  proposed  to  review  the  ordinance  and  allocation  set-aside  for  conservation 
in  order  to  allow  greater  flexibility  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  the  conservation  of  existing 
artworks,  the  type  of  artworks  that  are  covered,  and  finally  how  conservation  needs  are 
structured  as  a  whole.  Due  to  the  complexity  of  the  issue,  Mr.  DeCaigny  stated  that  it  warrants 
further  consideration.  The  discussion  at  next  month's  VAC  will  be  a  precursor  to  a  larger 
discussion  on  this  topic  to  happen  at  the  full  Arts  Commission. 

Ms.  Cummings  announced  she  will  be  on  maternity  leave  after  Friday,  March  1,  2013  with  the 
intention  to  return  to  her  position  on  September  3,  2013.  Ms.  Cummings  introduced  temporary 
Registrar  Anne  Marie  Purkey  Levine  who  will  assist  completing  a  comprehensive  inventory  of 
the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  program  related  duties  while  she  is  on  leave.

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  introduced  Kristin  Saunders,  Associate  Designer  at  Rebar  Group,  to  present 
revisions  to  the  design  for  an  artwork  at  Palega  Playground.  He  noted  that  due  to  an  unanticipated  increase  in 
fabrication  costs,  design  revisions  were  necessary  to  stay  within  the  project  budget.  Ms.  Saunders  explained  that  the 
artwork  was  originally  designed  to  include  multiple  elements  rotating  individually  atop  30,  40,  and  50  foot  stainless 
steel  masts  with  mirrored  finish.  She  said  that  due  to  the  high  cost  of  mirrored  stainless  steel,  the  design  has  been 
altered  to  include  shorter  masts,  each  holding  one  rotating  element.  Mr  Davies  clarified  that  the  masts  now  stand  at 
25,  30,  and  37  feet  high.  Ms.  Saunders  added  that  she  is  working  with  the  fabricator  to  determine  the  shape  of  the 
rotating  elements  to  retain  the  effect  of  the  original  design  as  closely  as  possible. 

Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  the  reduction  in  height  made  the  artwork  more  accessible  to  the  public. 
Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  concern  over  the  look  of  the  rotating  elements.  Commissioner  Beltran  suggested 
inserting  long,  slim  cutouts  into  the  shape.  Ms.  Saunders  noted  that  she  will  present  a  mock-up  of  the  final  design  to 
the  Committee  for  approval  at  a  later  date.

Mr.  Davies  said 
that  approval  of  the  public  art  program  outline  would  allow  the  project  to  progress  to  a  Civic  Design  Committee  review 
with  an  artist  designed  paving  treatment  already  determined. 

Mr.  Davies  explained  that  of  the  $37,000  project  budget,  $1 5,000  would  be  allocated  to  the  artist  for  design,  $1 5,000 
to  project  administration,  and  $7,000  for  signage  and  contingency  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious 
clarified  that  fabrication  and  installation  costs  would  be  covered  by  the  general  construction  budget.

Ms.  Loworn  noted 
that  originally,  the  proposal  was  to  relocate  the  chairs  adjacent  to  the  organization  Maitri  on  the  south  side  of  Duboce 
Avenue.  However,  concerns  about  cigarette  smoke  entering  Maitri's  building  as  a  result  of  the  nearby  chairs  prompted 
the  organization  to  withdraw  their  consent  for  the  relocation.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  the  chairs  will  now  be  moved  to 
the  north  side  of  Duboce  Avenue  and  will  be  installed  in  the  furnishing  zone  of  the  sidewalk. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  that  in  January  2013,  the  Verba  Buena/Moscone  Sculpture  Public  Art  Selection  Panel 
recommended  the  proposal  Node  by  artist  Roxy  Paine  for  the  plaza  located  in  front  of  the  Central  Subway:  Verba 
Buena/Moscone  Station.  Ms.  Lovvorn  reported  that  shortly  thereafter,  she  received  information  regarding  changes  to 
the  Federal  Transit  Administration  funding  rules.  Under  the  new  rules.  Central  Subway  funds  are  not  eligible  to  be 
used  for  freestanding  artwork.  Ms.  Loworn  said  that  an  alternate  source  of  local  funds  has  been  identified  and  the 
project  will  move  forward  as  an  independent  project  apart  from  the  Central  Subway  public  art  program.  She  requested 
approval  of  the  recommended  proposal  and  authorization  to  enter  into  contract  with  the  artist.

Ms.  Loworn  informed  the  commissioners  that  the  Central  Subway:  Chinatown  Station  head  house  is  undergoing  a 
process  of  potential  redesign.  She  explained  that  the  community  has  expressed  concerns  about  the  current  head 
house  design  relative  to  the  possible  future  transit-oriented  development  which  would  be  located  that  site.  She  noted 
that  this  could  impact  the  artwork  by  Tomie  Aral  currently  sited  at  the  head  house  parapet.  Ms.  Loworn  said  she  would 
keep  the  commissioners  informed  on  the  matter. 

10.  Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series 

Justine  Topfer 
Discussion 

Ms.  Topfer  announced  that  in  April  she  will  issue  a  Request  for  Qualifications  for  the  next  installment  of  the  Art  on 
Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series.  She  stated  that  the  series  will  be  called  Exposed  and  will  center  on  the  theme  of 
artists  responding  to  works  in  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  Ms.  Topfer  said  she  will  work  with  the  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  to 
strategically  pair  artworks  located  around  the  city  with  artists  selected  as  finalists  for  the  project  as  they  develop  their 
proposals.  The  Commissioners  responded  favorably  to  the  theme  of  the  series. 

11.  Embarcadero  Historic  Signage 

Susan  Pontious 
Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  historic  signage  project  on  the  Embarcadero  continues  to  pose  maintenance  issues. 
She  explained  how  maintenance  for  the  project  was  originally  funded  through  a  sales  tax  allocation  that  has  now  been 
depleted.  Ms.  Pontious  showed  images  and  associated  maintenance  costs  of  several  historic  signage  project  pylons 
and  podia  that  range  in  need  from  general  cleaning  to  complete  removal.  With  no  funds  to  continue  maintaining  the 
work,  Ms.  Pontious  initiated  a  discussion  about  alternative  solutions.  She  explained  that  since  the  wori<  has  several 
disparate  elements,  it  is  difficult  to  de-accession  the  work  as  a  whole.  She  proposed  permanently  removing  the 
damaged  elements  and  discontinuing  repair  and  replacing  them  in  the  future.  As  this  would  be  an  alteration  of  the 
artwork,  the  artist  must  be  contacted.  Under  State  and  Federal  law  he  would  have  the  option  of  removing  his  name 
from  the  piece.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  she  will  also  approach  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  to  discuss  assisting  with  the 
long-term  care  of  the  piece. 

12.  San  Francisco  International  Airport:  Terminal  3  East 

Susan  Pontious 
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Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  floor  plan  of  the  architectural  remodel  design  and  possible  Art  Enrichment  opportunities  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Terminal  3  East.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  this  area  is  continuous  with  Boarding 
Area  E,  which  will  house  artworks  by  artists  Eric  Staller  and  Amy  Ellingson.  She  noted  several  possible  locations  for 
new  artwork  including  a  wall  in  the  meet-and-greet  area,  wall  space  in  the  gate  rooms,  and  an  artistic  treatment  of  the 
columns.  She  reported  that  the  entry  to  Boarding  Area  F  is  not  currently  in  the  project,  but  that  she  and  Blake 
Summers,  Director  and  Chief  Curator  of  the  SFO  Museum,  both  see  the  entry  to  Boarding  Area  F  as  a  future 
opportunity  to  do  a  major  landmark  artwork.  At  present  she  recommends  using  the  gate  room  walls  as  a  kind  of  gallery 
for  a  series  of  smaller  works  in  light  fast  material,  like  porcelain  enamel.  These  could  be  commissioned  pieces  or 
licensed  reproductions.  One  possibility  would  be  to  reproduce  images  from  the  Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster 
Series. 

Commissioner  Keehn  said  she  liked  the  idea  of  pooling  the  funds  to  create  one  landmark  artwork  for  the  Terminal.  Ms. 
Pontious  agreed  stating  that  installing  reproductions  in  other  areas  of  the  Terminal  would  introduce  more  artwork  to  the 
space  while  allowing  a  landmark  work  to  be  installed. 

Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  Terminal  1  will  be  redesigned  in  the  future  and  will  generate  Art  Enrichment  funds  for  major 
public  art  projects. 

13.  Capital  Planning  Report 

Susan  Pontious 
Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  a  report  on  Capital  Planning  Committee  ("CPC")  staff's  proposal  to  increase  the  percentage  of  the 
Art  Enrichment  requirement  allowed  for  maintenance  and  conservation  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  Director  DeCaigny 
explained  that  Arts  Commission  staff  had  prepared  a  presentation  of  data  related  to  the  funding  needs  to  care  for  the 
Civic  Art  Collection  that  will  help  inform  the  discussion.  Ms.  Pontious  reoriented  the  Commissioners  to  the  history  of 
the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  and  the  allocation  for  artwork  maintenance  and  conservation.  She  noted  that  the 
purpose  of  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  was  to  create  works  of  art  that  beautified  civic  facilities  and  enlivened  public 
spaces.  She  stated  how  the  ordinance  expresses  intent  to  reflect  ideals  of  equity  and  access,  to  commission 
contemporary  artworks  from  people  of  various  backgrounds  representing  the  City's  diversity,  and  to  have  those 
artworks  serve  the  constituents  of  the  project  neighborhoods. 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  Art  Enrichment  is  made  up  almost  exclusively  of  bond  funds  that  create  barriers  to 
accessing  the  5%  set-aside  to  care  for  artworks.  She  clarified  that  bond  funds  expire  and  can  only  be  used  for 
conservation,  not  routine  maintenance,  of  artworks.  She  added  that  often  an  artwork  is  in  need  of  conservation  after 
the  funding  has  expired.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  in  addition  to  the  Art  Enrichment  allocation,  the  Arts  Commission  has 
relied  on  funds  from  CPC  for  artwork  conservation  and  maintenance.  However,  that  funding  has  varied  over  the  years. 
She  said  that  CPC  had  asked  the  Arts  Commission  to  produce  an  analysis  of  long-term  needs  of  the  Civic  Art 
Collection  and  have  recommended  increasing  the  5%  allocation  from  Art  Enrichment.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  Arts 
Commission  staff  will  review  the  City's  10  year  Capital  Plan  to  determine  which  projects  are  required  to  provide  Art 
Enrichment.  They  will  then  evaluate  the  adequacy  of  5%  for  care  of  artwork  within  each  department  and  impact  of 
increasing  set-aside  on  both  conservation  and  new  commissions.  Ms.  Pontious  pointed  out  that  increasing  the  5% 
allocation  would  effectively  decrease  project  budget  amounts,  thereby  potentially  compromising  the  Art  Enrichment 
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Ordinance's  intent  of  equity  and  access.  IVIs.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Civic  Art  Collection  has  nnany  historic  works  that 
are  over  100  years  old  and  require  the  most  care.  These  works  are  largely  sited  on  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
("RPD")  property,  and  the  percentage  of  RPD  bond  funds  eligible  for  Art  Enrichment  is  usually  small.  Ms.  Pontious 
added  even  increasing  the  allocation  of  Art  Enrichment  funds  for  the  care  of  artworks  from  5%  to  50%  would  not 
generate  significant  funds  for  the  conservation  of  historic  works. 

Ms.  Pontious  discussed  possible  solutions  for  the  ongoing  care  of  artworks  in  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  One  idea  she 
referred  to  as  the  "social  security  model"  would  pool  funds  generated  by  projects  under  the  same  jurisdiction  to  be 
used  interchangeably.  She  stated  that  the  ArtCare  program  would  continue  to  seek  private  donations.  Ms.  Pontious 
also  noted  how  artworks  will  continue  to  be  evaluated  for  their  long-term  maintenance  needs  at  the  proposal  stage  to 
avoid  future  problems.  Other  efforts  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  include  training  City  staff  to 
perfonn  minor  maintenance,  developing  solutions  that  address  specific  needs  of  artworks  such  as  placing  a  fence 
around  the  McKinley  Monument;  and  developing  partnerships  with  City  agencies  and  community  groups  to  assist  with 
graffiti  abatement. 

Director  DeCaigny  clarified  that  the  CPC  had  asked  the  Arts  Commission  to  present  accurate  data  in  regards  to  the 
current  conservation  needs  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection,  as  well  as  possible  solutions  and  policies  to  ensure  ongoing 
care.  He  noted  that  the  Arts  Commission  requests  funding  from  the  CPC  annually,  and  this  data  would  help  support 
the  request.  Director  DeCaigny  added  that  because  the  gifts  of  historic  monuments  to  the  City  predate  the  Art 
Enrichment  Ordinance  and  have  no  source  of  maintenance  funds,  their  conservation  has  created  a  backlog  of 
deferred  maintenance  and  conservation  of  other  works  in  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  He  added  that  using  bond  funding  to 
maintain  historic  works  would  limit  the  funds  for  new  public  artworks  across  the  City,  effectively  challenging  the  ideas 
of  equity  and  access  intended  by  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance.  He  reported  that  Arts  Commission  staff  will  continue 
to  perfect  various  models  and  compile  accurate  data  that  will  support  the  request  for  funds  from  Capital  Planning. 

Commissioner  Keehn  thanked  Director  DeCaigny  and  Ms.  Pontious  for  their  presentation  and  offered  to  assist  with 
fundraising  efforts  in  the  future.  She  left  the  meeting  at  4:57  p.m. 

Commissioner  Sklar  commended  the  Arts  Commission  staff  for  their  commitment  to  maintaining  the  Civic  Art 
Collection.  She  added  that  she  supported  the  concepts  put  forth  so  that  equity  and  access  are  maintained. 

Director  DeCaigny  said  that  CPC  staff  will  be  invited  to  attend  the  next  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting  where  they  will 
discuss  ways  to  present  the  issues  to  the  full  Arts  Commission. 

14.  Public  Art  Program  Projects  Report 

Susan  Pontious

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  Arts  Commission's  public  art  projects  completed  in  Fiscal  Year  2011/2012.  She  stated 
that  the  program  completed  permanent  installations  at  both  the  Ortega  and  Visitation  Valley  Branch  Libraries.  She 
presented  artwork  at  the  new  Public  Utilities  Commission  Headquarters,  including  two  major  artworks  by  Ned  Kahn  and 
a  large  collection  of  two-dimensional  artworks.  Ms.  Pontious  said  she  was  particularly  proud  of  a  program 
implemented  at  Laguna  Honda  that  allowed  over  800  residents  to  select  an  artwork  to  be  displayed  in  their  room.  She 
presented  the  work  of  Charles  Sowers  on  the  exterior  of  the  Randall  Museum.  She  presented  two  artworks  installed  at 
the  Betty  Ann  Ong  Chinese  Recreation  Center.  She  presented  an  artistic  fence  treatment  by  Michael  Bartalos  for  the 
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Mission  Playground.  And  finally,  Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  work  developed  for  the  2011/2012  Art  on  Market  Street 
Kiosk  Poster  Series.

3.    Capital  Planning  Committee 

Brian  Strong 
Discussion 


The  Director  of  Capital  Planning  Committee  ("CPC")  Brian  Strong  introduced  himself  and  the 
Capital  Analyst  Eliot  Chang.  Mr.  Strong  gave  an  overview  of  the  CPC  and  described  how  the 
City's  10-year  Capital  Plan  was  developed  in  2006  to  implement  a  sustainable  plan  for  the  long- 
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term  safety,  accessibility  and  modernization  of  San  Francisco's  public  infrastructure  and 
facilities.  Relative  to  the  City's  artworks,  which  are  an  asset,  he  stated  that  it  has  been  difficult  to 
quantify  funding  principals  to  ensure  timely  maintenance  because  there  is  not  an  inspection  and 
estimation  model  for  artwork  similar  to  facilities  or  pavement.  The  renewal  and  conservation 
needs  for  artwork  vary  greatly  by  type  of  art  its  age  and  location. 

Mr.  Strong  described  how  General  Obligation  bond  ftinds  are  not  the  best  source  of  artwork 
conservation  funding  due  to  their  restrictions  and  duration  limitations.  It  is  not  possible  to  fully 
address  the  current  backlog  of  maintenance  and  conservation  with  the  5%  of  Art  Enrichment 
funds  as  allowed  by  ordinance.  One  constraint  is  that  funds  may  be  pooled  and  spent  by  client 
agency,  but  may  not  be  pooled  and  spent  City-wide.  The  example  was  given  that  a  number  of  the 
artworks  of  concern  are  the  historical  monuments  largely  sited  on  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  ("RPD")  property,  and  the  percentage  of  RPD  bond  funds  eligible  for  Art 
Enrichment  is  usually  small.  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  added  even  increasing 
the  allocation  of  Art  Enrichment  funds  for  the  care  of  artworks  from  5%  to  50%  would  not 
generate  significant  funds  for  the  conservation  of  historic  works  sited  on  RPD  property.  She  also 
stated  that  increasing  the  maintenance  allocation  would  limit  the  funds  for  new  public  artworks 
across  the  City,  effectively  challenging  the  idea  of  equity  and  access  intended  by  the  Art 
Enrichment  Ordinance. 

Commissioners  asked  for  next  steps.  Mr.  Strong  urged  the  Arts  Commission  to  continue  to 
advocate  for  the  care  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  He  suggested  that  Arts  Commission  staff 
continue  conversations  with  the  General  Manager  of  RPD  Phil  Ginsburg  and  explore  the 
possibility  of  forming  a  joint  committee  between  the  two  agencies  based  on  the  success  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  ("SFO")  Art  Steering  Committee.  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  agreed  with  this  approach  and  confirmed  that  staff  will  continue  to 
develop  more  accurate  models  to  support  the  request  for  artwork  conservation  funds  from 
Capital  Planning. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Richard  Rothman,  City  Guide  for  Coit  Tower,  stated  he  hopes  that  RPD  and  the  Arts 
Commission  continue  their  dialog  so  that  projects  like  the  murals  at  Coit  Tower  and  the  Mother's 
Building  at  the  San  Francisco  Zoo  are  not  overlooked. 

Commissioner  Beltran  stated  that  it  has  been  erroneously  reported  in  the  press  that  the  Arts 
Commission  and  RPD  have  not  been  in  contact  regarding  the  cited  example  of  the  murals  at  Coit 
Tower.  She  stated  that  there  has  not  been  a  lack  of  communication  but  rather  the  need  for 
clarification  of  the  Charter  responsibility. 

4.    SFO  Airport:  Terminal  3,  Boarding  Area  E 

Justine  Topfer  and  Amy  Ellingson 
Action 

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  introduced  the  artist.  Amy  Ellingson.  Ms.  Ellingson  shared 
design  developments  from  her  trip  to  Mosaika  Art  and  Design  for  her  tiled  mural  at  San 
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Francisco  International  Airport's  Boarding  Area  E  in  Terminal  3.  She  reported  that  Mosaika  staff 
worked  quite  well  with  her  to  achieve  a  color  pallet  with  an  appropriate  variety  of  glazed  finishes 
for  the  mosaic  tiles  that  will  successfully  translate  and  create  the  spatial  layering  and  directional 
movement  found  in  her  paintings.  Ms.  Ellingson  also  presented  fabrication  samples  with  custom 
color  grouts  that  were  specifically  mixed  for  various  elements  of  the  design  and  which  further 
improve  the  spatial  effect  and  the  sense  of  layered  depth. 

Ms.  Ellingson  stated  she  was  confident  that  Mosaika  will  successfully  achieve  her  vision  for  the 
artwork.  The  Commissioners  shared  their  approval  and  asked  if  the  artwork  was  titled.  Ms. 
Ellingson  replied  the  piece  is  untitled  as  of  yet. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  reported  that  on  March  29,  2013,  the  Central  Subway: 
Yerba  Buena/Moscone  Ticketing  Hall  Wall  Artist  Selection  Panel  chose  the  proposal.  Face  C/Z, 
by  Leslie  Shows  with  the  highest  number  of  points  for  recommendation  to  the  Arts  Commission. 
Furthermore,  the  selection  of  this  artwork  proposal  aligned  with  the  majority  of  public  comment 
collected  during  the  two  week  public  display  of  the  competing  artwork  proposals  at  Yerba  Buena 
Center  for  the  Arts  and  on  the  Arts  Commission's  website. 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  a  fabrication  sample  of  a  section  of  the  selected  artist's  proposed  artwork 
design  that  had  been  translated  into  glass  by  Lenehan  Architectural  Glass.  The  proposal  imagery 
is  based  on  flatbed  scans  of  fool's  gold.  Commissioner  Beltran,  who  had  served  on  the  panel, 
stated  that  the  panel  liked  the  geological  and  geographical  references  to  the  Bay  Area,  the 
California  Gold  Rush,  and  the  compatibility  in  materials  and  themes  alongside  the  other  artworks 
by  Catherine  Wagner  and  Roxy  Paine  already  selected  for  the  other  opportunities  at  the  Yerba 
Buena/Moscone  Station. 

Ms.  Loworn  also  noted  that  maintenance  of  the  proposed  fabrication  and  assembly  techniques 
had  been  considered  by  the  selection  panel  and  will  continue  to  be  addressed  throughout  the 
Design  Development  Phase  of  her  contract.

6.  Palega  Playground 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  introduced  Kristin  Saunders,  Associate  Designer  at  Rebar  Art 
and  Design  Studio,  to  present  revisions  to  the  previously  approved  design  for  an  artwork  at 
Palega  Playground.  Ms.  Saunders  explained  that  Rebar  wished  to  return  to  the  original  design  of 
the  artwork,  however  in  order  to  remain  in  budget  they  propose  reducing  the  number  of 
sculptures  from  three  to  one  single  forty  foot  tall  sculpture.  Ms.  Saunders  added  that  the  changes 
would  also  allow  a  return  to  the  original  kinetic  function  of  the  artwork.

Mr.  Davies  presented  Colette  Crutcher's  revised  final  designs  for  an  artwork  for  the  38th  and 
39th  street  entrances  to  Cabrillo  Playground.  The  original  fence  design,  previously  approved  in 
January  2013,  had  design  elements  that  extended  above  the  fence  line.  However,  after  submitting 
the  design  to  the  fabricator  it  was  discovered  that  custom-built  armatures  would  be  required.  Mr. 
Davies  expressed  concern  that  this  additional  custom  work  would  exceed  the  project  budget,  and 
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sought  the  Committee's  approval  to  eHminate  the  design  extensions  from  the  finished  artwork  if 
necessary. 

Ms.  Pontious  advised  that  the  artwork  was  improved  by  the  inclusion  of  the  extensions  and  thai 
there  may  be  additional  funds  available  to  realize  the  fabrication  of  the  necessary  armatures.  The 
Committee  agreed  with  Ms.  Pontious  and  suggested  that  their  approval  be  for  an  alternate  final 
design  excluding  the  extensions  if  deemed  necessary. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

8.    Memorial  Court 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  reminded  the  Committee  that  the  Arts  Commission  doesn't  have  design  approval  of 
the  Veterans  Memorial  in  Memorial  Court  but  is  overseeing  the  contract.  She  reported  that  the 
previously  approved  design  revisions  necessitated  the  inclusion  of  additional  engineering 
calculations  and  an  increase  in  budget.  She  noted  that  since  the  last  approval  in  December  201 2 
it  was  found  that  per  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  ("ADA"),  grade  changes  were  required 
for  the  waterfall,  however  the  depth  of  the  water  cannot  exceed  four  inches  to  avoid  an  additional 
requirement  of  a  handrail.  Consequently,  Narduli  Studios  designed  a  "stepped"  pool  to  keep 
within  this  requirement.  The  artists  provided  a  water  flow  study  to  Veterans  War  Memorial  Trust 
assuring  that  both  the  design  aesthetic  and  function  of  the  water  feature  had  been  maintained 
with  the  required  ADA  changes. 

Ms.  Pontious  also  reviewed  the  inscription  on  the  memorial  and  explained  that  serv  ices  for  the 
internment  of  dedicated  soils  would  take  place  at  the  memorial.  The  Committee  discussed  and 
agreed  that  the  text  of  the  inscription  should  go  through  a  final  review  w  ith  the  Veterans  War 
Memorial  Trust.  Ms.  Pontious  assured  the  Committee  she  would  bring  it  to  their  attention. 

Director  DeCaigny  asked  who  will  be  responsible  for  maintenance  costs  of  the  fountain  and 
shared  his  concern  regarding  the  challenge  of  maintaining  its  daily  cleanliness.  Ms.  Pontious 
confirmed  the  War  Memorial  will  indeed  be  responsible  but  may  however  contract  the  Arts 
Commission  to  oversee  such  maintenance.  She  also  confirmed  that  lighting  elements  are 
included  in  the  design. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  reported  that  on  April  3,  2013,  the  Central  Subway:  Chinatown 
Station  Crosscut  Cavern  Wall  Public  Artist  Selection  Panel  chose  the  proposal  by  Clare  Rojas 
with  the  highest  number  of  points  for  recommendation  to  the  Arts  Commission. 

Ms.  Moran  reviewed  the  architectural  design  of  the  space  and  shared  the  Panel's  opinion  that 
Ms.  Rojas's  proposal  complemented  the  other  two  station  artworks,  one  by  Tomie  Aral  and  the 
other  by  Yumei  Hou,  by  both  referencing  the  Chinatown  community  and  providing  a 
contemporary  design. 

The  design  concept  of  the  proposal  uses  a  two-dimensional  Cathedral  Quilt  pattern  with  graphic 
imagery  from  Chinese  fabrics.  Ms.  Rojas  will  be  researching  Chinese  textiles  and  developing 
more  complexity  in  her  artwork  as  part  of  the  Design  Development  phase  of  her  contract. 
Commissioner  Chew  requested  that  Ms.  Moran  encourage  Ms.  Rojas  to  look  at  glass  as  a 
possible  material  and  felt  it  would  greatly  complement  her  imagery  and  the  other  artworks 
selected. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

10.  McKinley  Monument 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  made  a  presentation  about  the  McKinley  Monument  in  Golden  Gate  Park  citing 
that  the  Arts  Commission  has  spent  roughly  $1 1,000  a  year  for  the  past  three  years  remo\  ing 
graffiti.  She  explained  that  a  full  restoration  of  the  monument  could  have  been  completed  at  a 
third  of  the  cost  (roughly  $10,000)  and  that  it  would  be  a  better  use  of  City  resources  to  find  a 
way  to  deter  graffiti  at  this  location. 

She  presented  a  proposal  to  install  a  fence  around  the  monument  which  is  estimated  to  cost  less 
than$30,000.  She  added  that  there  is  an  existing  budget  of  roughly  $30,000  sourced  from 
contributions  that  were  made  specifically  for  the  maintenance  of  sculptures  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

She  stated  that,  with  Committee's  approval,  she  would  seek  input  from  community  groups  and 
RPD  to  continue  to  develop  an  outline  for  this  project  for  approval  by  the  Arts  Commission.  She 
also  noted  the  timely  importance  of  the  issue  due  to  the  sculpture's  prominence  and  its  listing  on 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

The  Committee  asked  if  lighting  solutions  were  a  possibility  to  complement  or  replace  the  fence 
proposal.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  RPD  was  not  initially  receptive  to  this  idea  due  to  possible 
light  pollution,  but  she  stated  that  she  would  also  revisit  lighting  as  an  option. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

11.  Art  on  Market  Street:  Kiosk  Poster  Series:  Sanaz  Mazinani 

Justine  Topfer

Ms.  Topfer  presented  Sanaz  Mazinani's  designs  for  her  Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster 
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Series,  July  through  October,  2013.  Ms.  Mazinari  re-appropriated  and  juxtaposed  photographs 
from  the  past  and  present  referencing  social  activism  in  San  Francisco.  From  afar,  the  poster 
designs  will  look  like  intricate  patterns  referencing  Iranian  motifs.  However,  when  viewed  up 
close  the  source  photographs  become  apparent. 

Ms.  Mazinari  developed  the  following  five  themes:  Occupation  as  Strategy;  Anti-war;  Freedom 
of  Speech/Freedom  of  Information;  Workers'  Rights;  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  Transgender  and 
Queer  (LGBTQ)  Equal  Rights. 

Ms.  Topfer  explained  that  she  is  still  working  with  the  artist  on  the  development  of  imagery  for 
the  sixth  poster.  The  artist  had  selected  Occupy  Wall  Street  and  Ms.  Topfer  felt  it  wasn't  in 
keeping  with  the  theme  of  the  other  posters  all  of  which  referenced  San  Francisco  movements. 
The  Commissioners  agreed  with  the  decision  and  noted  that  Occupy  Movement  of  San  Francisco 
is  already  included  in  a  poster  design.

Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  led  a  conversation  about 
temporary  public  art  projects  on  public  property  that  have  duration  of  seven  days  or  less.  She 
cited  the  recent  Red  Ball  project  by  Kurt  Perschke  that  recently  visited  San  Francisco  and  noted 
that  if  the  project  had  been  proposed  for  a  City  site,  it  would  have  required  Commission  approval 
and  the  Arts  Commission  would  have  been  unable  to  take  action  due  to  the  fixed  schedule  of  Full 
Commission  and  sub-committee  meetings. 

The  committee  concluded,  barring  any  preclusion  of  legal  and  insurance  requirements,  that  the 
staff  is  qualified  to  make  the  aesthetic  decision.  The  decision  to  do  so  would  allow  the 
Commission  to  be  nimble  enough  to  respond  to  such  requests  and  is  similar  to  concept  to  the 
contracting  authority  in  the  Arts  Commission  Guidelines.

13.  Bayview  Gateway  Public  Art  Project 

Justine  Topfer 
Discussion 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  a  project  outline  for  an  opportunity  for  a  large  scale  artwork  to  represent 
the  entry  to  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  The  Port  of  San  Francisco  has  requested  that  the  Arts 
Commission  manage  the  selection  process  and  implementation  of  a  public  art  project  in 
conjunction  with  the  Port's  Bayview  Gateway  Project.  The  project  site  features  two  distinct  areas 
which  are  divided  by  3rd  Street  at  the  intersection  of  Cargo  Way  and  Arthur  Avenue.  There  ma\ 
be  a  budget  up  to  $430,000  and  the  project  is  scheduled  to  be  complete  by  summer  2014. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  what  the  source  of  funds  are  and  what  the  next  steps  w  ould  be.  Ms. 
Topfer  replied  that  funds  will  be  obtained  through  the  2008  Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks 
Bond  and  after  the  Port  finalizes  their  budget  she  will  come  back  to  the  Committee  w  ith  an 
informational  overview.  Ms.  Topfer  plans  to  issue  a  Request  for  Qualifications  (RFQ)  by  mid- 
May. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

14.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Rothman  inquired  about  murals  painted  by  Miguel  Covarrubias  painted  for  the  exhibit 
Pageant  of  the  Pacific  in  1939  and  stated  that  he  hoped  the  Commission  could  work  w  ith  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  to  find  a  permanent  home  and  display  for  the  murals. 
He  also  requested  that  staff  inspect  the  storage  conditions. 

Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  murals  are  neither  the  property  nor  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission  and  are  the  property  of  the  Treasure  Island  Authorities. 

15.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Ms.  Manton  shared  a  project  proposal  that  was  initially  reviewed  by  the  Civic  Design  Committee 
on  March  13,  2013  for  a  new  transit  line  to  be  built  along  Van  Ness  Avenue  called  Bus  Rapid 
Transit  (BRT).  The  proposal  will  include  art  opportunities  along  the  route  and  station  platforms. 
The  project  is  still  in  the  beginning  stages  and  Ms.  Manton  will  report  back  to  the  Committee  as 
the  project  develops. 

Commissioner  Beltran  announced  that  Mayor  Ed  Lee  asked  her  to  represent  San  Francisco  at  the 
United  States  Conference  of  Mayors  in  New  Orleans  on  May  1,  2013  and  to  participate  in  a 
conversation  of  how  arts  and  culture  provide  economic  benefits  to  cities.

2.  Consent  Calendar

3.  Capital  Planning  Committee 

Brian  Strong 
Discussion 

The  Director  of  Capital  Planning  Committee  ("CPC")  Brian  Strong  introduced  himself  and  the 
Capital  Analyst  Eliot  Chang.  Mr.  Strong  gave  an  overview  of  the  CPC  and  described  how  the 
City's  10-year  Capital  Plan  was  developed  in  2006  to  implement  a  sustainable  plan  for  the  long- 
term  safety,  accessibility  and  modernization  of  San  Francisco's  public  infrastructure  and 
facilities.  Relative  to  the  City's  artworks,  which  are  an  asset,  he  stated  that  it  has  been  difficult  to 
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quantify  funding  principals  to  ensure  timely  maintenance  because  there  is  not  an  inspection  and 
estimation  model  for  artwork  similar  to  facilities  or  pavement.  The  renewal  and  conservation 
needs  for  artwork  vary  greatly  by  type  of  art  its  age  and  location. 

Mr.  Strong  described  how  General  Obligation  bond  funds  are  not  the  best  source  of  artwork 
conservation  funding  due  to  their  restrictions  and  duration  limitations.  It  is  not  possible  to  fully 
address  the  current  backlog  of  maintenance  and  conservation  with  the  5%  of  Art  Enrichment 
funds  as  allowed  by  ordinance.  One  constraint  is  that  funds  may  be  pooled  and  spent  by  client 
agency,  but  may  not  be  pooled  and  spent  City-wide.  The  example  was  given  that  a  number  of  the 
artworks  of  concern  are  the  historical  monuments  largely  sited  on  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  C'RPD")  property,  and  the  percentage  of  RPD  bond  funds  eligible  for  Art 
Enrichment  is  usually  small.  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  added  even  increasing 
the  allocation  of  Art  Enrichment  funds  for  the  care  of  artworks  from  5%  to  50%  would  not 
generate  significant  funds  for  the  conservation  of  historic  works  sited  on  RPD  property.  She  also 
stated  that  increasing  the  maintenance  allocation  would  limit  the  funds  for  new  public  artworks 
across  the  City,  effectively  challenging  the  idea  of  equity  and  access  intended  by  the  Art 
Enrichment  Ordinance. 

Commissioners  asked  for  next  steps.  Mr.  Strong  urged  the  Arts  Commission  to  continue  to 
advocate  for  the  care  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  He  suggested  that  Arts  Commission  staff 
continue  conversations  with  the  General  Manager  of  RPD  Phil  Ginsburg  and  explore  the 
possibility  of  forming  a  joint  committee  between  the  two  agencies  based  on  the  success  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  ("SFO")  Art  Steering  Committee.  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  agreed  with  this  approach  and  confirmed  that  staff  will  continue  to 
develop  more  accurate  models  to  support  the  request  for  artwork  conservation  funds  from 
Capital  Planning. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Richard  Rothman,  City  Guide  for  Coit  Tower,  stated  he  hopes  that  RPD  and  the  Arts 
Commission  continue  their  dialog  so  that  projects  like  the  murals  at  Coit  Tower  and  the  Mother's 
Building  at  the  San  Francisco  Zoo  are  not  overlooked. 

Commissioner  Beltran  stated  that  it  has  been  erroneously  reported  in  the  press  that  the  Arts 
Commission  and  RPD  have  not  been  in  contact  regarding  the  cited  example  of  the  murals  at  Coit 
Tower.  She  stated  that  there  has  not  been  a  lack  of  communication  but  rather  the  need  for 
clarification  of  the  Charter  responsibility. 

4.    SFO  Airport:  Terminal  3,  Boarding  Area  E 

Justine  Topfer  and  Amy  Ellingson 
Action 

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  introduced  the  artist.  Amy  Ellingson.  Ms.  Ellingson  shared 
design  developments  from  her  trip  to  Mosaika  Art  and  Design  for  her  tiled  mural  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport's  Boarding  Area  E  in  Terminal  3.  She  reported  that  Mosaika  staff 
worked  quite  well  with  her  to  achieve  a  color  pallet  with  an  appropriate  variety  of  glazed  finishes 
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for  the  mosaic  tiles  that  will  successfully  translate  and  create  the  spatial  layering  and  directional 
movement  found  in  her  paintings.  Ms.  Ellingson  also  presented  fabrication  samples  vviih  custom 
color  grouts  that  were  specifically  mixed  for  various  elements  of  the  design  and  which  f  urther 
improve  the  spatial  effect  and  the  sense  of  layered  depth. 

Ms.  Ellingson  stated  she  was  confident  that  Mosaika  will  successfully  achieve  her  vision  for  the 
artwork.  The  Commissioners  shared  their  approval  and  asked  if  the  artwork  was  titled.  Ms. 
Ellingson  replied  the  piece  is  untitled  as  of  yet. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Amy  Ellingson' s  final  designs,  including  the  revised  color  palette

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  reported  that  on  March  29,  2013,  the  Central  Subway: 
Verba  Buena/Moscone  Ticketing  Hall  Wall  Artist  Selection  Panel  chose  the  proposal,  Face  C/Z, 
by  Leslie  Shows  with  the  highest  number  of  points  for  recommendation  to  the  Arts  Commission. 
Furthermore,  the  selection  of  this  artwork  proposal  aligned  with  the  majority  of  public  comment 
collected  during  the  two  week  public  display  of  the  competing  artwork  proposals  at  Verba  Buena 
Center  for  the  Arts  and  on  the  Arts  Commission's  website. 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  a  fabrication  sample  of  a  section  of  the  selected  artist's  proposed  artwork 
design  that  had  been  translated  into  glass  by  Lenehan  Architectural  Glass.  The  proposal  imagery 
is  based  on  flatbed  scans  of  fool's  gold.  Commissioner  Beltran,  who  had  served  on  the  panel, 
stated  that  the  panel  liked  the  geological  and  geographical  references  to  the  Bay  Area,  the 
California  Gold  Rush,  and  the  compatibility  in  materials  and  themes  alongside  the  other  artworks 
by  Catherine  Wagner  and  Roxy  Paine  already  selected  for  the  other  opportunities  at  the  Verba 
Buena/Moscone  Station. 

Ms.  Loworn  also  noted  that  maintenance  of  the  proposed  fabrication  and  assembly  techniques 
had  been  considered  by  the  selection  panel  and  will  continue  to  be  addressed  throughout  the 
Design  Development  Phase  of  her  contract.

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  introduced  Kristin  Saunders,  Associate  Designer  at  Rebar  Art 
and  Design  Studio,  to  present  revisions  to  the  previously  approved  design  for  an  artwork  at 
Palega  Playground.  Ms.  Saunders  explained  that  Rebar  wished  to  return  to  the  original  design  of 
the  artwork,  however  in  order  to  remain  in  budget  they  propose  reducing  the  number  of 
sculptures  from  three  to  one  single  forty  foot  tall  sculpture.  Ms.  Saunders  added  that  the  changes 
would  also  allow  a  return  to  the  original  kinetic  function  of  the  artwork.

Mr.  Davies  presented  Colette  Crutcher's  revised  final  designs  for  an  artwork  for  the  38th  and 
39th  street  entrances  to  Cabrillo  Playground.  The  original  fence  design,  previously  approved  in 
January  2013,  had  design  elements  that  extended  above  the  fence  line.  However,  after  submitting 
the  design  to  the  fabricator  it  was  discovered  that  custom-built  armatures  would  be  required.  Mr. 
Davies  expressed  concern  that  this  additional  custom  work  would  exceed  the  project  budget,  and 
sought  the  Committee's  approval  to  eliminate  the  design  extensions  from  the  finished  artwork  if 
necessary. 
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Ms.  Pontious  advised  that  the  artwork  was  improved  by  the  inclusion  of  the  extensions  and  that 
there  may  be  additional  funds  available  to  realize  the  fabrication  of  the  necessary  armatures.  The 
Committee  agreed  with  Ms.  Pontious  and  suggested  that  their  approval  be  for  an  alternate  final 
design  excluding  the  extensions  if  deemed  necessary. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

8.    Memorial  Court 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  reminded  the  Committee  that  the  Arts  Commission  doesn't  have  design  approval  of 
the  Veterans  Memorial  in  Memorial  Court  but  is  overseeing  the  contract.  She  reported  that  the 
previously  approved  design  revisions  necessitated  the  inclusion  of  additional  engineering 
calculations  and  an  increase  in  budget.  She  noted  that  since  the  last  approval  in  December  2012 
it  was  found  that  per  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  ("ADA"),  grade  changes  were  required 
for  the  waterfall,  however  the  depth  of  the  water  cannot  exceed  four  inches  to  avoid  an  additional 
requirement  of  a  handrail.  Consequently,  Narduli  Studios  designed  a  "stepped"  pool  to  keep 
within  this  requirement.  The  artists  provided  a  water  flow  study  to  Veterans  War  Memorial  Trust 
assuring  that  both  the  design  aesthetic  and  function  of  the  water  feature  had  been  maintained 
with  the  required  ADA  changes. 

Ms.  Pontious  also  reviewed  the  inscription  on  the  memorial  and  explained  that  serv  ices  for  the 
internment  of  dedicated  soils  would  take  place  at  the  memorial.  The  Committee  discussed  and 
agreed  that  the  text  of  the  inscription  should  go  through  a  final  review  with  the  Veterans  War 
Memorial  Trust.  Ms.  Pontious  assured  the  Committee  she  would  bring  it  to  their  attention. 

Director  DeCaigny  asked  who  will  be  responsible  for  maintenance  costs  of  the  fountain  and 
shared  his  concern  regarding  the  challenge  of  maintaining  its  daily  cleanliness.  Ms.  Pontious 
confirmed  the  War  Memorial  will  indeed  be  responsible  but  may  however  contract  the  Arts 
Commission  to  oversee  such  maintenance.  She  also  confirmed  that  lighting  elements  are 
included  in  the  design. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  50%  Construction  Documents  for  Veterans  Memorial  fountain  and 

monument.

9.    Central  Subway:  Chinatown  Station 

Judy  Moran 
Action 

Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  reported  that  on  April  3,  2013,  the  Central  Subway:  Chinatown 
Station  Crosscut  Cavern  Wall  Public  Artist  Selection  Panel  chose  the  proposal  by  Clare  Rojas 
with  the  highest  number  of  points  for  recommendation  to  the  Arts  Commission. 

Ms.  Moran  reviewed  the  architectural  design  of  the  space  and  shared  the  Panel's  opinion  that 
Ms.  Rojas's  proposal  complemented  the  other  two  station  artworks,  one  by  Tomie  Aral  and  the 
other  by  Yumei  Hou,  by  both  referencing  the  Chinatown  community  and  providing  a 
contemporary  design. 

The  design  concept  of  the  proposal  uses  a  two-dimensional  Cathedral  Quilt  pattern  with  graphic 
imagery  from  Chinese  fabrics.  Ms.  Rojas  will  be  researching  Chinese  textiles  and  developing 
more  complexity  in  her  artwork  as  part  of  the  Design  Development  phase  of  her  contract.

10.  McKinley  Monument 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  made  a  presentation  about  the  McKinley  Monument  in  Golden  Gate  Park  citing 
that  the  Arts  Commission  has  spent  roughly  $1 1,000  a  year  for  the  past  three  years  removing 
graffiti.  She  explained  that  a  full  restoration  of  the  monument  could  have  been  completed  at  a 
third  of  the  cost  (roughly  $10,000)  and  that  it  would  be  a  better  use  of  City  resources  to  fmd  a 
way  to  deter  graffiti  at  this  location. 

She  presented  a  proposal  to  install  a  fence  around  the  monument  which  is  estimated  to  cost  less 
than$30,000.  She  added  that  there  is  an  existing  budget  of  roughly  $30,000  sourced  from 
contributions  that  were  made  specifically  for  the  maintenance  of  sculptures  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

She  stated  that,  with  Committee's  approval,  she  would  seek  input  from  community  groups  and 
RPD  to  continue  to  develop  an  outline  for  this  project  for  approval  by  the  Arts  Commission.  She 
also  noted  the  timely  importance  of  the  issue  due  to  the  sculpture's  prominence  and  its  listing  on 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

The  Committee  asked  if  lighting  solutions  were  a  possibility  to  complement  or  replace  the  fence 
proposal.  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  RPD  was  not  initially  receptive  to  this  idea  due  to  possible 
light  pollution,  but  she  stated  that  she  would  also  revisit  lighting  as  an  option. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Series,  July  through  October,  2013.  Ms.  Mazinari  re-appropriated  and  juxtaposed  photographs 
from  the  past  and  present  referencing  social  activism  in  San  Francisco.  From  afar,  the  poster 


designs  will  look  like  intricate  patterns  referencing  Iranian  motifs.  However,  when  viewed  up 
close  the  source  photographs  become  apparent. 

Ms.  Mazinari  developed  the  following  five  themes:  Occupation  as  Strategy;  Anti-war;  Freedom 
of  Speech/Freedom  of  Information;  Workers'  Rights;  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  Transgender  and 
Queer  (LGBTQ)  Equal  Rights. 

Ms.  Topfer  explained  that  she  is  still  working  with  the  artist  on  the  development  of  imagery  for 
the  sixth  poster.  The  artist  had  selected  Occupy  Wall  Street  and  Ms.  Topfer  felt  it  wasn't  in 
keeping  with  the  theme  of  the  other  posters  all  of  which  referenced  San  Francisco  movements. 
The  Commissioners  agreed  with  the  decision  and  noted  that  Occupy  Movement  of  San  Francisco 
is  already  included  in  a  poster  design.

Ms.  Topfer  presented  a  project  outline  for  an  opportunity  for  a  large  scale  artwork  to  represent 
the  entry  to  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  The  Port  of  San  Francisco  has  requested  that  the  Arts 
Commission  manage  the  selection  process  and  implementation  of  a  public  art  project  in 
conjunction  with  the  Port's  Bayview  Gateway  Project.  The  project  site  features  two  distinct  areas 
which  are  divided  by  3rd  Street  at  the  intersection  of  Cargo  Way  and  Arthur  Avenue.  There  may 
be  a  budget  up  to  $430,000  and  the  project  is  scheduled  to  be  complete  by  summer  201 4. 

Commissioner  Beltran  asked  what  the  source  of  funds  are  and  what  the  next  steps  would  be.  Ms. 
Topfer  replied  that  funds  will  be  obtained  through  the  2008  Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks 
Bond  and  after  the  Port  finalizes  their  budget  she  will  come  back  to  the  Committee  with  an 
informational  overview.  Ms.  Topfer  plans  to  issue  a  Request  for  Qualifications  (RFQ)  by  mid- 
May.

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Rothman  inquired  about  murals  painted  by  Miguel  Covarrubias  painted  for  the  exhibit 
Pageant  of  the  Pacific  in  1939  and  stated  that  he  hoped  the  Commission  could  work  with  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  to  find  a  permanent  home  and  display  for  the  murals. 
He  also  requested  that  staff  inspect  the  storage  conditions. 

Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  murals  are  neither  the  property  nor  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission  and  are  the  property  of  the  Treasure  Island  Authorities. 

15.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Ms.  Manton  shared  a  project  proposal  that  was  initially  reviewed  by  the  Civic  Design  Committee 
on  March  13,  2013  for  a  new  transit  line  to  be  built  along  Van  Ness  Avenue  called  Bus  Rapid 
Transit  (BRT).  The  proposal  will  include  art  opportunities  along  the  route  and  station  platforms. 
The  project  is  still  in  the  beginning  stages  and  Ms.  Manton  will  report  back  to  the  Committee  as 
the  project  develops. 

Commissioner  Beltran  announced  that  Mayor  Ed  Lee  asked  her  to  represent  San  Francisco  at  the 
United  States  Conference  of  Mayors  in  New  Orleans  on  May  1,  2013  and  to  participate  in  a 
conversation  of  how  arts  and  culture  provide  economic  benefits  to  cities.

3.  Cayuga  Playground 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  Eric  Powell's  final  design  for  the  entry  gate  at  Cayuga 
Playground.  Mr.  Davies  explained  that  the  entry  gate  was  fabricated  at  six  feet  high,  when  it 
needed  to  be  eight  feet.  To  compensate  for  the  fabrication  error,  the  artist  has  extended  his  design 
by  two  additional  feet  at  the  bottom  of  the  entry  gate.  The  additional  imagery  includes  bands  to 
indicate  water,  grass,  and  a  decorative  salamander. 

Commissioner  Silverman  said  she  preferred  the  design  without  the  salamander.  Mr.  Davies  said 
he  would  communicate  that  to  the  artist  before  final  fabrication. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

4.  Vermont  Street  Stairs 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Mr.  Davies  presented  the  public  art  program  outline  for  Vermont  Street  Stairs.  He  reported  that 
the  project  is  part  of  a  streetscape  improvement  initiated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
("DPW")  to  revamp  the  stairs  and  surrounding  areas  on  Vermont  Street,  on  the  southwest  side  of 
Potrero  Hill.  Mr.  Davies  noted  that  the  Arts  Commission  and  DPW  have  identified  the  stairs  as 
an  ideal  location  for  a  ceramic  tile  mosaic  covering  the  risers.  He  explained  that  Arts 
Commission  staff  will  develop  a  shortlist  of  artists  from  the  2013/2014  Prequalified  Artist  Pool 
to  present  to  a  selection  panel  who  will  directly  select  one  candidate  for  the  commission  on  the 
basis  of  past  work. 

Commissioner  Silverman  asked  if  the  wall  adjacent  to  the  stairs  could  be  considered  as  a 
potential  art  location.  Mr.  Davies  explained  that  the  wall  may  not  be  ideal  as  it  will  be  close  to 
children's  play  equipment,  and  may  become  shortened  as  a  result  of  the  revamp.  Commissioner 
Keehn  asked  that  Mr.  Davies  discuss  the  wall  as  a  possible  location  for  art  with  DPW.  Mr. 
Davies  said  he  would. 
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Mr.  Davies  asked  for  Commissioner  representation  on  the  artist  selection  panel.  Commissioner 
Chew  volunteered. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Public  Art  Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  reported  on  the  selection  panel  meeting  for  the 
Central  Subway:  Construction  Barricade  Temporary  Art  Public  Art  Projects  at  Chinatown  and 
Verba  Buena/Moscone  Stations.  Ms.  Taleporos  stated  that  the  selection  panel  met  on  Ma\  9. 
2013  to  review  the  portfolios  of  13  artists  from  the  2013/14  Prequalified  Artist  Pool,  and  one 
artist  from  the  Central  Subway  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  for  two-dimensional  projects.  The  panel 
directly  selected  Kota  Ezawa  for  Chinatown  Station,  and  Randy  Colosky  for  Verba 
Buena/Moscone  Station.  She  then  presented  the  selected  artists*  work. 

Ms.  Taleporos  noted  that  the  panel  consisted  of  Commissioner  Chew  and  two  communit\ 
representatives.  She  added  that  John  Funghi,  Program  Director  for  Central  Subway,  was 
scheduled  to  participate  on  the  panel,  but  was  unable  to  attend.  She  reported  that  Mr.  Funghi  has 
been  informed  of  the  selection  panel  results.

6.  Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series 

Zoe  Taleporos 
Action/Discussion 

Ms.  Taleporos  presented  artist  Sanaz  Mazinani's  remaining  mock-up  design  for  her  Art  on 
Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series,  scheduled  to  be  on  view  July  -  October,  2013.  She  reminded 
the  commissioners  that  the  poster  series  combined  sourced  images  of  past  and  present  social 
movements  occurring  in,  or  connected  to  the  Bay  Area.  Ms.  Taleporos  described  the  final 
poster's  theme  of  environmentalism,  combining  images  of  past  and  present  Earth  Days  along 
with  images  of  the  green  bike  lanes  along  Market  Street.  Ms.  Taleporos  explained  that  there  have 
been  no  changes  between  the  mock-up  and  final  design  phases  of  the  artist's  previous  five 
posters.  Assuming  no  changes  between  the  last  mock-up  and  final  design,  she  requested  approval 
of  them  simultaneously. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  sixth  mock-up  poster  design  and  final  design  (assuming  no 

change  between  these  phases)  for  Sanaz  Mazinani's  Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series,

7.  Central  Subway:  Union  Square/Market  Street  Station  Glass  Deck  &  Elevator 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  reported  on  the  final  selection  panel  meeting  for  the  Central 
Subway:  Union  Square/Market  Street  Station  Glass  Deck  &  Elevator  public  art  project.  Ms. 
Pontious  explained  how  the  panel  reviewed  three  project  proposals  and  selected 
Hughen/Starkweather  for  the  commission.  She  noted  that  Hughen/Starkweather's  proposal 
imagery  directly  references  the  dynamic  and  diverse  pathways  of  commute  patterns  of  the  Bay 
Area.  She  reported  that  the  proposal  had  been  presented  to  both  the  Union  Square  Business 
Improvement  District  and  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department.  Both  had  concerns  regarding 
the  maintenance  of  the  artwork.  Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  actual  artwork  is  imbedded 
between  layers  of  glass  and  will  not  be  directly  walked  on  or  come  in  contact  with  the  public  in 
any  way. 
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Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  commenl. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  proposal  by  Hughen/Starkweather  for  an  artwork  for  the  Glass 
Deck  &  Elevators  of  the  Central  Subway  Union  Square/Market  Street  Station  as  recommended 
by  the  Central  Subway:  Union  Square/Market  Street  Station  Public  Art  Selection  Panel.

8.  Civic  Art  Collection  Guidelines 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  she  recently  revised  the  Civic  Art  Collection  Guidelines.  Of  the 
revisions,  she  pointed  out  three  main  changes.  First,  she  noted  that  the  roles  and  responsibilities 
of  client  agencies  such  as  DPW  had  been  revised.  Secondly,  she  noted  that  the  geographic 
restrictions  on  an  artist's  eligibility  to  apply  to  public  art  calls  had  been  eliminated.  Ms.  Pontious 
explained  that  this  revision  came  under  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  who  described 
geographic  restriction  as  in  conflict  with  federal  law.  Commissioner  Keehn  remarked  that  while 
she  did  not  have  an  issue  with  opening  calls  to  national  or  international  artists,  she  felt  it  w  as  in 
conflict  with  supporting  local  artists.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  it  was  considered  best  practice  not 
to  place  geographic  restrictions  on  calls,  but  the  Arts  Commission  is  not  required  to  pa\  for 
travel  if  the  project  budget  does  not  allow  it.  This  may  deter  artists  living  outside  the  Ba\  Area 
from  applying.  Finally,  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  she  updated  the  section  regarding  the 
calculation  of  artist  fees.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  allocating  20%  of  the  total  project  budget  to  the 
artist  fee  is  standard  in  the  public  art  field.  However,  this  may  not  refiect  the  actual  scope  of 
work  that  an  artist  undertakes.  It  is  common  for  some  aspects  of  the  project  to  be  executed  b\ 
other  people  such  as  the  general  contractor,  a  fabricator,  designer,  or  architect.  Ms.  Pontious  said 
she  is  looking  at  a  model  to  arrive  at  an  artist's  fee  on  a  per-project  basis,  calculating  the 
percentages  of  soft  and  hard  costs. 

Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  concern  that  the  proposed  model  could  potential  1\  not  reflect  the 
value  of  a  highly  acclaimed  artist.  Ms.  Pontious  agreed  and  stated  that  the  model  w  as  meant  to  be 
a  used  as  a  general  guideline,  not  a  strict  policy. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment. 

Bill  Fontana  stated  that,  from  an  artist's  perspective,  the  changes  to  the  artist  fee  guidelines 
seemed  perfectly  reasonable.

Hospital  Emergency  Room  Entry  Wall  public  art  project.  Commissioner  Keehn  volunteered. 

10.  Fort  Mason  Center  Temporary  Art  Installation 

Susan  Pontious 
Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  introduced  artist  Bill  Fontana  to  present  a  proposal  for  a  temporary  sound  sculpture 
at  Fort  Mason  Center  July  -  September  2013.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  Arts  Commission  does 
not  have  jurisdiction  over  Fort  Mason  Center  as  it  is  Federal  property,  and  no  City  dollars  would 
be  used  to  implement  this  project.  She  added  that  Mr.  Fontana's  presentation  was  purely 
informational. 

Mr.  Fontana  said  he  was  currently  fundraising  to  implement  a  project  at  Fort  Mason  Center 
during  America's  Cup  utilizing  both  recorded  and  real  time  sounds  from  the  Bay,  as  well  as 
video  projection.  He  noted  that  wished  to  use  both  exterior  and  interior  spaces  along  the  piers, 
and  the  Port  has  granted  him  access  to  several  areas.  Mr.  Fontana  explained  that  while  the  Arts 
Commission  is  not  funding  the  project,  both  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  and 
Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  have  offered  to  assist  him  in 
locating  other  funds. 

Commissioner  Keehn  suggested  that  the  Arts  Commission  write  a  letter  of  support  for  Mr. 
Fontana's  project.  Commissioners  Chew  and  Silverman  agreed. 

11.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

12.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  announced  that  there  will  be  many  new,  fast-tracked  projects  coming  up.  Notably, 
a  new  rapid  bus  transit  system  will  be  implemented  along  Van  Ness  Avenue  where  boarding 
isles  be  constructed,  generating  approximately  1.4  million  dollars  in  Art  Enrichment  funding. 
She  added  that  because  the  project  uses  Federal  funds,  the  artwork  is  restricted  to  be  part  of  the 
architecture  of  the  boarding  isles,  thus  identifying  creative  artwork  opportunities  is  a  challenge. 
Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  Clear  Channel  will  maintain  the  platforms  as  part  of  their  contract,  and 
are  interested  in  architectural  embellishments  that  are  easily  replaceable.  Commissioner  Keehn 
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suggested  engaging  the  client  agency  and  stakeiiolders  in  a  discussion  about  the  art  opportunities 
to  broaden  the  scope  of  what  may  be  possible.  Ms.  Pontious  said  it  may  be  possible  lo  use  ilic 
video  panels  installed  in  the  bus  kiosks  for  an  ongoing  video  program,  but  idcntif)  ing  coniinual 
programmatic  funds  may  be  difficult.  She  suggested  approaching  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  about  a  ten  year  contract  to  support  such  a  program. 

Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  San  Francisco  International  Airport's  ("SFO'')  Terminal  1  will  be 
remodeled  and  will  generate  Art  Enrichment  funding  over  the  next  ten  years.  She  said  she  would 
like  to  implement  an  Arts  Master  Plan  for  Terminal  1,  similar  to  the  one  applied  to  Terminal  2. 
Ms.  Pontious  invited  the  Commissioners  to  tour  the  Civic  Art  Collection  artworks  located  at  SFO 
to  evaluate  how  to  build  on  the  existing  collection.  She  noted  that  the  members  of  the  SFO  Art 
Steering  Committee,  as  well  as  outside  curators  will  be  also  invited  to  participate. 

Ms.  Manton  announced  that  the  first  Public  Art  Trust  project  will  be  implemented  on  the  fa9ade 
of  a  residential  housing  building  located  on  Polk  Street.  She  added  that  she  is  working  on  a 
presentation  about  the  Public  Art  Trust  to  present  to  the  full  Commission.  Commissioner  Keehn 
congratulated  Ms.  Manton  on  the  project.

8.  Civic  Art  Collection  Guidelines 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  she  recently  revised  the  Civic  Art  Collection  Guidelines.  Of  the 
revisions,  she  pointed  out  three  main  changes.  First,  she  noted  that  the  roles  and  responsibilities 
of  client  agencies  such  as  DPW  had  been  revised.  Secondly,  she  noted  that  the  geographic 
restrictions  on  an  artist's  eligibility  to  apply  to  public  art  calls  had  been  eliminated.  Ms.  Pontious 
explained  that  this  revision  came  under  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  who  described 
geographic  restriction  as  in  conflict  with  federal  law.  Commissioner  Keehn  remarked  that  while 
she  did  not  have  an  issue  with  opening  calls  to  national  or  international  artists,  she  felt  it  was  in 
conflict  with  supporting  local  artists.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  it  was  considered  best  practice  not 
to  place  geographic  restrictions  on  calls,  but  the  Arts  Commission  is  not  required  to  pa\  for 
travel  if  the  project  budget  does  not  allow  it.  This  may  deter  artists  living  outside  the  Bay  Area 
from  applying.  Finally,  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  she  updated  the  section  regarding  the 
calculation  of  artist  fees.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  allocating  20%  of  the  total  project  budget  to  the 
artist  fee  is  standard  in  the  public  art  field.  However,  this  may  not  reflect  the  actual  scope  of 
work  that  an  artist  undertakes.  It  is  common  for  some  aspects  of  the  project  to  be  executed  b\ 
other  people  such  as  the  general  contractor,  a  fabricator,  designer,  or  architect.  Ms.  Pontious  said 
she  is  looking  at  a  model  to  arrive  at  an  artist's  fee  on  a  per-project  basis,  calculating  the 
percentages  of  soft  and  hard  costs. 

Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  concern  that  the  proposed  model  could  potentially  not  reflect  the 
value  of  a  highly  acclaimed  artist.  Ms.  Pontious  agreed  and  stated  that  the  model  w  as  meant  to  be 
a  used  as  a  general  guideline,  not  a  strict  policy. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment. 

Bill  Fontana  stated  that,  from  an  artist's  perspective,  the  changes  to  the  artist  fee  guidelines 
seemed  perfectly  reasonable.

Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  introduced  Director  of  the 
GreenMuseum.org,  Sam  Bower,  who  has  been  working  with  the  Friends  of  Kezar  Triangle,  a 
nonprofit  group  fiscally  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Parks  Alliance.  The  group  has  convened 
the  Kezar  Triangle  Arts  Coalition,  a  volunteer-run  advisory  and  planning  group  that  has  outlined 
a  temporary  public  arts  plan  for  Kezar  Triangle.  The  site  is  a  1 .6  acre  triangular  area  between 
Arguello  Boulevard,  Kezar  Drive  and  Lincoln  Way  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  Mr.  Bower  presented 
the  proposed  arts  plan  in  addition  to  overall  site  improvements.  He  explained  that  the  project  will 
initially  be  funded  by  the  Carla  and  David  Crane  Foundation,  which  has  provided  roughly 
$46,000  to  initially  flind  three  years  of  events,  ranging  from  $1,000  to  $5,000.  They  will  be 
working  directly  with  Recreation  and  Park  Department  ("RPD")  regarding  maintenance. 

Commissioner  Keehn  inquired  whether  this  project  requires  Civic  Design  Review  approval.

Nicole  Agbayani  corridor  manager  for  the  Excelsior  Action  Group  ("EAG")  presented  a 
proposed  temporary  art  installation.  Green  the  Excelsior  Through  Art.  This  is  an  installation  of 
five  painted  mural  panels  with  explanatory  signage  to  be  installed  on  the  side  fa9ade  of  the 
Excelsior  Branch  Library,  located  at  4400  Mission  Street.  The  project  is  fijnded  by  a  San 
Francisco  Community  Challenge  Grant  and  over  200  community  members  signed  a  petition  in 
favor  of  this  installation  following  a  spate  of  graffiti  tags  on  the  library's  fa9ade.  The  layout 
design  and  theme  for  this  project  came  out  of  a  community  workshop.  The  installation  will  be  on 
view  for  five  years  and  is  the  first  of  several  planned  outdoor  rotating  art  galleries  in  the 
community. 


The  murals  will  be  painted  with  spray  and  acrylic  paints  and  treated  with  a  graffiti  barrier  on 
panels  that  are  approximately  4'  x  8'.  A  memorandum  of  understanding  between  EAG  and  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  ("SFPL")  has  been  signed,  outlining  the  maintenance 
responsibilities  and  the  terms  of  the  installation.

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  presented  the  final  installation  of  the  nine  bronze 
chairs  that  comprise  the  artwork  Domestic  Seating,  2012  by  Primitivo  Suarez-Wolfe  as  installed 
on  Duboce  Avenue  near  Church  Street. 

Ms.  Lovvorn  also  gave  an  update  regarding  vandalism  to  the  chairs  and  ongoing  maintenance. 
She  stated  that  there  is  an  existing  Memorandum  of  Understanding  ("MOU")  with  the  Upper 
Market/Castro  Community  Benefits  District  to  remove  graffiti  and  that  staff  had  also  been  in 
conversation  with  the  graffiti  abatement  division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW"). 
However,  Ms.  Lovvorn  explained  that  while  removing  graffiti  can  be  straightforward, 
maintaining  the  wax  finish  that  protects  the  patina  should  be  handled  by  a  professional  art 
technician.  She  said  that  the  expense  for  this  work  will  be  covered  for  a  number  of  years  by  the 
remaining  project  funds.  Collection  staff  is  currently  requesting  esfimates  in  order  to  finahze  the 
maintenance  plan  for  this  installation.  She  also  stated  that  one  of  the  chairs  was  vandalized  by 
having  a  slat  from  its  backrest  forcibly  removed.  This  piece  is  scheduled  for  repair  by  the  end  of 
the  month. 

Finally,  Ms.  Lovvorn  noted  that  although  the  project  has  had  its  challenges,  Domestic 
Seating  was  nationally  honored  as  one  of  the  top  50  projects  by  the  Americans  for  the  Arts 
Public  Art  Network  ("PAN")  in  the  2013  Year  in  Review.

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  presented  the  project  outline  and  discussed  the  art  enrichment 
opportunities  associated  with  the  proposed  Bus  Rapid  Transit  ("BRT")  line  for  Van  Ness 
Avenue.  She  explained  the  project  came  before  the  Civic  Design  Committee  and  is  now  being 
presented  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  because  there  is  a  desire  to  involve  an  artist  in 
the  early  stages  of  design  to  positively  impact  the  overall  design  of  the  stations  and  to  identify 
good  opportunities  for  integration  of  art  into  the  stations.  Due  to  the  late  notice,  the  project  is  on 
an  accelerated  timeline  and  needs  to  have  an  artist  under  contract  by  September  2013.  Ms. 
Pontious  plans  to  issue  a  Request  for  Qualifications  ("RFQ")  in  July.  She  urged  staff  and 


Commissioners  to  invite  experienced  and  high  caliber  artists  to  submit  their  qualifications. 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  art  budget  could  be  extended  by  having  an  artist's  design  for 
integrated  enhancements  executed  through  the  construction  budget.  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs 
Tom  DeCaigny  stated  this  could  be  an  opportunity  to  set  a  new  signature  vocabulary  for  San 
Francisco's  transportation  system. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

8.  Public  Safety  Building 

Susan  Pontious 
Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  due  to  unforeseen  challenges,  Shimon  Attic's  sculpture  has  not  only 
proven  to  be  an  engineering  feat,  but  will  also  be  quite  complicated  to  install.  Due  to  the  size  and 
weight  of  the  glass,  the  artwork  will  require  special  rigging  and  placement,  which  must  be  done 
before  the  building  fa9ade  is  constructed  and  before  the  radiant  heat  floor  is  built.  Because  of 
this,  the  artwork  installation  is  being  scheduled  to  occur  six  months  earlier  than  originally 
planned.  The  design  of  the  sculpture's  attachment  was  also  impacted  by  an  architectural  design 
change  to  the  height  of  the  ceiling  which  required  the  artists  to  design  and  provide  an  attachment 
collar  at  an  increased  cost  to  the  artwork  budget.  Therefore  Ms.  Pontious  anticipates  that  this 
project  may  go  over  budget. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  Paul  Kos  project  is  on  schedule  and  within  budget,  but  the  Merge 
Conceptual  Design  project  may  not  be  feasible  due  to  cost  of  relocating  the  utility  box  onsite  the 
site.  Bids  to  move  the  utility  box  are  cost  prohibitive  at  roughly  $600,000.  Merge's  current 
proposal  is  the  fourth  iteration.  Ms.  Pontious  and  the  Committee  discussed  the  possibility  of 
eliminating  this  project  all  together  and  using  the  remainder  of  the  budget  to  cover  any  cost 
overruns  associated  with  Shimon  Attic's  project.  However,  before  that  decision  is  made  Ms. 
Pontious  will  ask  Merge  if  they  can  reduce  or  modify  their  current  proposal.  Ms.  Pontious  stated 
that  the  hurdles  faced  on  this  project  were  unfortunate  and  that  she  will  report  back  to  the 
Committee  after  speaking  with  Merge.

She  and  Ms.  Lovvom  had  also  toured 
conservation  projects  noting  that  conservation,  maintenance,  and  funding  for  collections  are  all 
issues  being  experienced  by  many  other  municipal  agencies  and  was  thematic  of  many 
conversations  throughout  the  conference  with  colleagues.

3.  Kezar  Triangle 

Carla  Crane,  Sam  Bower,  Jill  Manton 
Action 
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Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  introduced  Director  of  the 
GreenMuseum.org,  Sam  Bower,  who  has  been  working  with  the  Friends  of  Kezar  Triangle,  a 
nonprofit  group  fiscally  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Parks  Alliance.  The  group  has  convened 
the  Kezar  Triangle  Arts  Coalition,  a  volunteer-run  advisory  and  planning  group  that  has  outlined 
a  temporary  public  arts  plan  for  Kezar  Triangle.  The  site  is  a  1 .6  acre  triangular  area  between 
Arguello  Boulevard,  Kezar  Drive  and  Lincoln  Way  in  Golden  Gate  Park.

Carol  Marie  Daniels

Nicole  Agbayani  corridor  manager  for  the  Excelsior  Action  Group  ("EAG")  presented  a 
proposed  temporary  art  installation.

The  design  of  the  sculpture's  attachment  was  also  impacted  by  an  architectural  design 
change  to  the  height  of  the  ceiling  which  required  the  artists  to  design  and  provide  an  attachment 
collar  at  an  increased  cost  to  the  artwork  budget.  Therefore  Ms.  Pontious  anticipates  that  this 
project  may  go  over  budget. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  Paul  Kos  project  is  on  schedule  and  within  budget,  but  the  Merge 
Conceptual  Design  project  may  not  be  feasible  due  to  cost  of  relocating  the  utility  box  onsite  the 
site.  Bids  to  move  the  utility  box  are  cost  prohibitive  at  roughly  $600,000.  Merge' s  current 
proposal  is  the  fourth  iteration.  Ms.  Pontious  and  the  Committee  discussed  the  possibility  of 
eliminating  this  project  all  together  and  using  the  remainder  of  the  budget  to  cover  any  cost 
overruns  associated  with  Shimon  Attic's  project.  However,  before  that  decision  is  made  Ms. 
Pontious  will  ask  Merge  if  they  can  reduce  or  modify  their  current  proposal.  Ms.  Pontious  stated 
that  the  hurdles  faced  on  this  project  were  unfortunate  and  that  she  will  report  back  to  the 
Committee  after  speaking  with  Merge.

Ms.  Britton  shared  design 
developments  from  her  recent  trip  to  Franz  Mayer  of  Munich,  Inc.  for  her  9-1/2  feet  x  55  feet 
laminated  glass  artwork  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  ("SFO").  Terminal  3.  Non- 
secure Connector  Site. 

Ms.  Britton  presented  a  glass  sample  that  replicated  a  section  of  her  original  artwork.  She 
described  various  technical  applications  that  Franz  Mayer  had  developed  specific  to  her  work 
and  stated  that  she  felt  the  techniques  successfully  mimicked  the  hand-drawn,  layered  qualities  of 
the  original  artwork.  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  also  pointed  out  that  due  to  weight 
considerations  of  the  artwork,  the  installation  grid  will  have  vertical  rather  than  horizontal 
divisions  and  will  also  add  to  the  aesthetic  success  of  the  piece.  The  committee  discussed  their 
approval  and  Ms.  Britton  stated  she  will  continue  to  tweak  some  of  the  colors  throughout  the 
fabrication  phase  with  Franz  Mayer.

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  final  designs  for  an  artwork  by  Eric  Staller  for  the 
Children's  Area  at  SFO,  Boarding  Area  E.  The  design  comprises  twelve  glass  motorized  circles 
that  have  spiral  graphic  patterns  that  spin  in  conjunction  with  an  internal  light  feature.  The  work 
will  be  fully  integrated  in  the  surrounding  environment  with  a  similarly  patterned  terrazzo  fioor 
leading  to  nine  of  the  circles  that  will  be  embedded  flush  to  the  floor,  leading  to  three  more  that 
will  be  embedded  flush  in  the  facing  wall. 

Mr.  Davies  presented  a  video  of  the  motorized  prototype  spinning  with  sample  color  choices  for 
the  lighting  sequence.  The  prototype  was  made  by  the  principal  of  Rocket  Science.  JW  Nickels. 
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who  will  continue  to  work  on  the  programming,  motorization,  light  color  and  sequencing 
throughout  the  fabrication.  President  Beltran  asked  if  the  sequencing  will  also  be  interactive  or 
solely  programmed.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  the  piece  will  be  programmed  until  the  necessary 
developments  for  interactivity  can  happen  in  situ. 

Mr.  Davies  stated  that  he  will  bring  the  final  lighting  sequence  back  to  the  Committee  for  review.

Susan  Pontious

Ms.  Pontious  presented  images  and  the  project  outline  for  an  art  program  at  a  Public  Utilities 
Commission  ("PUC")  building,  the  Southeast  Community  Facility  ("SECF"),  at  the  comer  of 
Phelps  and  Oakdale  Boulevard.  The  existing  building  is  going  through  a  renovation  and  is 
producing  funds  through  the  2%  for  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance.  This  will  be  the  first  project 
under  the  new  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the  PUC. 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  images  of  possible  two-dimensional  site  locations.  She  stated  the  project 
will  be  challenging  due  to  the  scale  of  the  existing  and  mostly  cement  architecture  and  it  may  be 
possible  for  the  selected  artist  to  work  with  a  design  team  to  also  develop  sculptural  elements 
related  to  the  cafe  seating  and  to  work  with  interior  designer  to  develop  color  schemes.  Ms. 
Pontious  plans  to  post  the  Request  for  Qualifications  ("RFQ")  by  the  end  of  month  so  that  it 
could  be  possible  to  have  an  artist  in  contract  by  December.  However,  she  is  awaiting  the  final 
budget  from  the  PUC  before  posting.  The  budget  is  roughly  estimated  between  $200,000  to 
$300,000. 

She  ended  by  stating  that  community  involvement  and  outreach  will  be  important  to  the  Bayview 
neighborhood  for  this  project.  The  Public  Art  Program  will  host  an  artist  applicant  workshop  at 
the  site,  in  addition  to  meeting  with  the  PUC  board,  and  building  tenants. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  who  was  hired  as  the  PUC  art  liaison.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  Laura 
Page  is  the  new  art  liaison.  Though  her  background  is  not  in  the  visual  arts,  she  has  shown  great 
interest  in  the  Public  Art  Program  and  attended  the  Americans  for  the  Arts  2013  Annual 
Convention  and  the  Public  Art  Network  Preconference  this  past  June. 

President  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Committee  ("VAC")  in  August  and  that  in  her  absence  she  may  still  need  to  submit  a  motion  to 
approve  a  contract  with  Pacific  Water  Art  for  the  onsite  construction  and  installation  of  the 
memorial's  fountain  feature.

10.  Fillmore  Sculpture  Walk 

Andrea  Baker,  Melonie  Green  of  InJinSsync 
Action 

Andrea  Baker  was  unable  to  attend  and  in  her  absence  Director  of  Communications  Kate 
Patterson  reminded  the  Committee  about  the  Fillmore  Sculpture  Walk  project  and  their  request 
to  temporarily  cite  three  sculptures  by  Seward  Johnson  on  public  property  until  December  31, 
20 1 3.  Since  the  last  meeting,  the  artworks  had  been  cited  on  private  property  for  the  opening  on 
June  27,  2013  but  Ms.  Baker  is  seeking  permission  to  have  the  artworks  moved  to  the  original 
and  publically  sited  plans  for  the  remainder  of  the  exhibit. 

Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  her  concern  about  the  project  and  that  it  came  to  the  Arts 
Commission  and  Committee  too  late  to  have  the  aesthetic  and  decision  authority  they  are 
charged  with.  The  Committee  further  discussed  that  the  evolution  of  this  particular  project 
through  the  Successor  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Office  points  to  a  larger  issue  and  the 
approval  protocol  lacking  between  City  departments.  Ms.  Patterson  offered  to  discuss  this 


example  with  her  colleagues  at  the  Mayor's  office.  She  also  explained  that  historical  1\  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  isn't  required  to  seek  Arts  Commission  approval  for  public  property 
under  their  purview  and  it  is  possible  it  could  be  the  reason  for  oversight  regarding  this  particular 
project.  However,  she  did  say  that  Department  of  Public  Works  C'DPW)  permitted  the  project 
pending  the  Arts  Commission's  approval. 

Commissioner  Chew  also  asked  what  the  project  budget  totaled  and  if  the  works  were 
commissioned  specifically  for  the  exhibit.  President  Beltran  clarified  that  the  artwork  already 
existed  and  would  not  become  part  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  ("CAC").  She  said  it  was  her 
understanding  that  the  estimated  $800,000  budget  included  the  Jazz  Festival  and  other  exhibition 
costs  and  that  none  of  the  project  had  been  managed  by  Staff.

He  stated  the  tests  resulted  will  necessitate  a  slight 
modificafion  to  edge  of  blades  to  catch  more  wind  but  that  the  modification  will  not  impact  the 
aesthetic  design.  The  Committee  asked  what  type  of  steel  finish  the  final  artwork  would  ha\  e  and 
Mr.  Davies  explained  that  the  steel  will  have  a  cloudy  brushed  finish  that  will  reflect  atmospheric 
color  changes  but  not  have  direct  mirror-like  reflections.

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  RFQ  for  the  integrated  art  program  for  the  Van  Ness  Avenue  Bus 
Rapid  Transit  line  ("VN-BRT")  is  yielding  a  good  response  due  to  the  direct  outreach  conducted 
by  Staff  to  roughly  60  artists.  Ms.  Pontious  and  Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special 
Initiatives  Jill  Manton  had  attended  a  recent  design  charrette  hosted  by  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency  ("SFMTA").  SFMTA  clarified  the  terms  of  their  contract  with 
Clear  Channel.  The  agreement  for  Clear  Channel  to  maintain  the  current  red  wave  roof  of  the  bus 
shelters  was  predicated  on  the  existing  agreement  and  that  the  shelters  were  previously  approved 
by  the  Arts  Commission. 

Ms.  Pontious  said  the  charette  attendees  discussed  their  concerns,  and  a  number  of  people  felt 
that  feeling  the  current  design  was  not  appropriate  for  a  major  thoroughfare.  Commissioner 
Keehn  and  Ms.  Manton  plan  to  speak  with  the  Mayor's  Office  to  delve  deeper  into  the  possibility 
of  redesign.

Galleries  Manager  Aimee  Le  Due  presented  the  artwork  and  resume  of  Sabine  Reckewell.  Ms. 
Reckewell  will  develop  a  linear  graphic  installation,  Dual  Inclination,  comprised  of  colored 
ribbons  spanning  across  the  gallery  and  tacked  to  opposing  walls  at  the  SFAC  Galleries' 
Window  Site  on  Grove  Street  in  the  fall  of  2013.  Ms.  Le  Due  and  Galleries  Director  Meg 
Shiffler  had  visited  the  artist's  studio  and  noted  that  they  both  enjoyed  her  minimalist  approach 
to  her  artwork  and  felt  that  the  work  will  be  a  nice  contrast  to  recent  installations  that  had  taken 
place  in  Galleries'  Window  Site.

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  introduced  the  artist,  Val  Britton.  Ms.  Britton  shared  design 
developments  from  her  recent  trip  to  Franz  Mayer  of  Munich,  Inc.  for  her  9-1/2  feet  x  55  feet 
laminated  glass  artwork  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  ("SFO"),  Terminal  3,  Non- 
secure Connector  Site. 

Ms.  Britton  presented  a  glass  sample  that  replicated  a  section  of  her  original  artwork.  She 
described  various  technical  applications  that  Franz  Mayer  had  developed  specific  to  her  work 
and  stated  that  she  felt  the  techniques  successfully  mimicked  the  hand-drawn,  layered  qualities  of 
the  original  artwork.  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  also  pointed  out  that  due  to  weight 
considerations  of  the  artwork,  the  installation  grid  will  have  vertical  rather  than  horizontal 
divisions  and  will  also  add  to  the  aesthetic  success  of  the  piece.  The  committee  discussed  their 
approval  and  Ms.  Britton  stated  she  will  continue  to  tweak  some  of  the  colors  throughout  the 
fabrication  phase  with  Franz  Mayer.

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  final  designs  for  an  artwork  by  Eric  Staller  for  the 
Children's  Area  at  SFO,  Boarding  Area  E.  The  design  comprises  twelve  glass  motorized  circles 
that  have  spiral  graphic  patterns  that  spin  in  conjunction  with  an  internal  light  feature.  The  w  ork 
will  be  fully  integrated  in  the  surrounding  environment  with  a  similarly  patterned  terrazzo  fioor 
leading  to  nine  of  the  circles  that  will  be  embedded  fiush  to  the  floor,  leading  to  three  more  that 
will  be  embedded  flush  in  the  facing  wall. 

Mr.  Davies  presented  a  video  of  the  motorized  prototype  spinning  w  ith  sample  color  choices  for 
the  lighting  sequence.  The  prototype  was  made  by  the  principal  of  Rocket  Science.  JW"  Nickels. 
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who  will  continue  to  work  on  the  programming,  motorization,  light  color  and  sequencing 
throughout  the  fabrication.  President  Beltran  asked  if  the  sequencing  will  also  be  interactive  or 
solely  programmed.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  the  piece  will  be  programmed  until  the  necessary 
developments  for  interactivity  can  happen  in  situ. 

Mr.  Davies  stated  that  he  will  bring  the  final  lighting  sequence  back  to  the  Committee  for  review. 
President  Beltran  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

6.  Public  Utilities  Commission:  Southeast  Community  Facility 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  images  and  the  project  outline  for  an  art  program  at  a  Public  Utilities 
Commission  ("PUC")  building,  the  Southeast  Community  Facility  ("SECF"),  at  the  comer  of 
Phelps  and  Oakdale  Boulevard.  The  existing  building  is  going  through  a  renovation  and  is 
producing  funds  through  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance.  This  will  be  the  first  project  under  the 
new  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the  PUC. 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  images  of  possible  two-dimensional  site  locations.  She  stated  the  project 
will  be  challenging  due  to  the  scale  of  the  existing  and  mostly  cement  architecture  and  it  may  be 
possible  for  the  selected  artist  to  work  with  a  design  team  to  also  develop  sculptural  elements 
related  to  the  cafe  seating  and  to  work  with  interior  designer  to  develop  color  schemes.  Ms. 
Pontious  plans  to  post  the  Request  for  Qualifications  ("RFQ")  by  the  end  of  month  so  that  it 
could  be  possible  to  have  an  artist  in  contract  by  December.  However,  she  is  awaiting  the  final 
budget  from  the  PUC  before  posting.  The  budget  is  roughly  estimated  between  $200,000  to 
$300,000. 

She  ended  by  stating  that  community  involvement  and  outreach  will  be  important  to  the  Bayview 
neighborhood  for  this  project.  The  Public  Art  Program  will  host  an  artist  applicant  workshop  at 
the  site,  in  addition  to  meeting  with  the  PUC  board,  and  building  tenants. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  who  was  hired  as  the  PUC  art  liaison.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  Laura 
Page  is  the  new  art  liaison.  Though  her  background  is  not  in  the  visual  arts,  she  has  shown  great 
interest  in  the  Public  Art  Program  and  attended  the  Americans  for  the  Arts  2013  Annual 
Convention  and  the  Public  Art  Network  Preconference  this  past  June.

Andrea  Baker  was  unable  to  attend  and  in  her  absence  Director  of  Communications  Kate 
Patterson  reminded  the  Committee  about  the  Fillmore  Sculpture  Walk  project  and  their  request 
to  temporarily  cite  three  sculptures  by  Seward  Johnson  on  public  property  until  December  31, 
2013.  Since  the  last  meeting,  the  artworks  had  been  sited  on  private  property  for  the  opening  on 
June  27,  2013  but  Ms.  Baker  is  seeking  permission  to  have  the  artworks  moved  to  the  original 
and  publically  sited  plans  for  the  remainder  of  the  exhibit. 

Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  her  concern  about  the  project  and  that  it  came  to  the  Arts 
Commission  and  Committee  too  late  to  have  the  aesthetic  and  decision  authority  they  are 
charged  with.  The  Committee  further  discussed  that  the  evolution  of  this  particular  project 
through  the  Successor  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Office  points  to  a  larger  issue  and  the 
approval  protocol  lacking  between  City  departments.  Ms.  Patterson  offered  to  discuss  this 


example  with  her  colleagues  at  the  Mayor's  office.  She  also  explained  that  historically  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  isn't  required  to  seek  Arts  Commission  approval  for  public  propcri) 
under  their  purview  and  it  is  possible  it  could  be  the  reason  for  oversight  regarding  this  particular 
project.  However,  she  did  say  that  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  permitted  the  project 
pending  the  Arts  Commission's  approval. 

Commissioner  Chew  also  asked  what  the  project  budget  totaled  and  if  the  works  were 
commissioned  specifically  for  the  exhibit.  President  Beltran  clarified  that  the  artwork  already 
existed  and  would  not  become  part  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  ("CAC").

3.  North  Beach  Branch  Library 

Mary  Chou,  Bill  Font  ana 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  introduced  artist  Bill  Fontana  who  is  creating  a  permanent  sound 
installation  for  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library.  She  explained  that  eight  speakers,  installed  in 
the  eaves  of  the  library,  will  broadcast  sounds  from  the  North  Beach  area  collected  by  the  artist. 
Mr.  Fontana  presented  sound  samples  that  may  be  incorporated  into  the  final  artwork  including: 
people  bartering  in  Cantonese,  cafes,  spring  birds  and  telegraph  hill  parrots,  fog  horns  from 
cruise  ships  in  the  distance,  sea  lions  from  Fisherman's  Wharf,  various  parades,  historic 
Lawrence  Ferlinghetti  poetry  recordings,  and  others.  Mr.  Fontana  noted  that  he  is  using  a  sound 
mixing  platform  to  explore  various  ways  in  which  these  sounds  may  be  combined.  He  invited  the 
Commissioners  to  his  studio  to  listen  to  the  final  composition  once  completed. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  about  the  length  of  the  composition  and  how  long  it  would  take  to 
loop.  Mr.  Fontana  said  that  he  is  composing  an  eight  to  ten  hour  cycle  that  is  programmed  to  start 
at  different  times  so  that  people  who  regularly  pass  by  the  library  at  the  same  time  of  day  will  not 
hear  the  same  sounds. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  Tom  DeCaigny  asked  how  far  the  sound  will  cast.  Mr.  Fontana 
replied  that  the  sound  will  primarily  be  heard  under  the  eaves  of  the  building. 

Ms.  Chou  stated  that  Mr.  Fontana  will  continue  to  develop  the  sounds  and  will  install  a  test 
speaker  system  in  his  studio.  She  plans  to  hold  a  studio  visit  in  November  with  an  Arts 
Commissioner,  community  members,  and  representatives  from  the  Library  and  from  Recreation 
and  Parks  to  listen  to  the  completed  piece  and  have  the  Arts  Commissioner  report  back  to  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  for  approval  of  final  design  at  the  November  meeting.  Commissioner 
Silverman  volunteered  to  join  the  studio  visit. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

A  member  of  the  public  asked  Mr.  Fontana  if  he  has  considered  other  interior  sounds,  besides  the 
poetry  recordings,  to  incorporate  into  his  composition.  Mr.  Fontana  said  he  was  exploring 
interior  sounds  such  as  a  neighborhood  ping  pong  tournament.

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2.  Bayview  Gateway 

Mary  Chou

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  project  outline  for  a  gateway  public  artwork  for  the  intersection  of  3^'^ 
Street  and  Cargo  Way.  Ms.  Chou  showed  an  aerial  view  of  the  current  site  and  pointed  out  areas 
that  will  transition  to  green  space  through  the  Port's  Blue  Greenway  Project.  She  noted  that  there 
are  two  prominent  locations  for  public  artwork  in  the  Port's  new  plan.  Ms.  Chou  said  the 
opportunity  is  appropriate  for  a  large-scale  signature  artwork  to  signify  the  entrance  into  the 
Bayview  neighborhood.  Possible  themes  and  concepts  for  the  artwork  would  include  a  reference 
to  the  culture  and/or  history  of  the  Bayview  community,  references  to  the  maritime  and/or  other 
commercial  history  of  the  Bayview  area,  or  an  artwork  that  reflects  the  industrial  nature  of  the 
area.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  an  artist  will  be  selected  for  this  project  through  the  usual  Arts 
Commission  process,  but  will  have  to  be  approved  by  the  Port  Commission  as  an  additional  step.

3.  General  Hospital 

A.  Two-Dimensional  Artwork  Program 

Zoe  Taleporos 
Action 

Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  presented  the  program  outline  for  the  two-dimensional 
artwork  program  at  General  Hospital.  Ms.  Taleporos  explained  that  there  are  approximately  250 
spaces  for  two-dimensional  artwork  at  the  new  General  Hospital  building,  and  the  program  will 
be  implemented  in  two  phases.  First,  Arts  Commission  staff  will  evaluate  works  in  the  Civic  Art 
Collection  that  were  purchased  for  General  Hospital  in  the  70s  and  are  currently  in  storage.  She 
noted  that  some  of  those  works  may  be  selected  to  be  conserved,  reframed,  and  reinstalled.  In 
addition  to  works  from  the  Civic  Art  Collection,  General  Hospital  staff  will  also  select  personal 
artwork  to  be  relocated  to  the  new  building.  Secondly,  a  selection  panel  will  choose 
approximately  200  images  from  the  2013/14  Two-Dimensional  Artvv'ork  Registry  to  be 
reproduced  in  a  permanent  material  such  as  porcelain  enamel  or  aluminum,  framed  in  steel  and 
installed  in  the  public  corridors  and  waiting  rooms.  Ms.  Taleporos  noted  that  this  direction  vv  as 
previously  approved  by  the  Arts  Commission  and  is  highly  favored  by  General  Hospital  staff  as 
a  durable,  maintainable  alternative  to  purchasing  original  artwork. 

Director  DeCaigny  expressed  concern  about  reinstalling  works  from  the  Civic  Art  Collection  in 
the  new  hospital  building  in  areas  that  may  need  to  be  disinfected.  He  suggested  coordinating 
with  hospital  staff  to  reinstall  those  works  in  areas  where  they  may  be  least  impacted. 
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Ms.  Taleporos  asked  for  Commissioner  participation  on  the  selection  panel  for  new  artworics. 
Commissioner  Sklar  volunteered. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  A  member  of  the  public  suggested  a  modern 
mounting  technique  that  does  not  have  framing.  Ms.  Taleporos  said  that  hospital  staff 
specifically  requested  the  inclusion  of  frames.

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  gave  an  update  on  the  artwork  Ethereal  Bodies  by 
Cliff  Garten  for  the  Entry  Drive  Median  at  General  Hospital.  Ms.  Lovvorn  explained  how 
originally,  civil  and  electrical  engineering,  as  well  as  landscaping  for  the  artwork  was  to  be 
provided  by  the  project  architect.  However,  it  will  now  be  integrated  into  the  artist's  contract.

Registrar  Anne  Marie  Purkey  Levine  reported  that  vandalism  attacks  on  the  McKinley 
Monument  continue  to  increase.  She  noted  that  the  monument  had  been  treated  for  graffiti 
removal  three  times  in  the  last  few  months.  Ms.  Purkey  Levine  said  a  proposal  to  install  a  fence 
around  the  monument  was  presented  to  various  neighborhood  groups  and  was  met  with  support. 
She  explained  that  she  will  be  working  with  ARG  Conservation  Services  on  the  fence  design  and 
installation.  Ms.  Purkey  Levine  added  that  she  views  the  fence  as  a  temporary  measure  while 
Arts  Commission  staff  continues  to  explore  other  options  to  deter  vandalism  such  as  lighting  and 
landscaping.  She  noted  that  she  would  eventually  like  to  see  the  fence  removed  so  people  may 
continue  to  use  the  steps  of  the  monument  as  a  meeting  place.  However,  given  the  increase  of 
vandalism  attacks,  a  fence  is  the  most  feasible  option  at  this  time.  Pending  Arts  Commission 
approval,  the  proposal  will  be  presented  to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission.

Ms.  Lovvorn  added  that  Mr.  Davies  managed  the  conservation  project  of  Mr.  Braceros"  sculpture 
and  acknowledged  the  amount  of  time  and  effort  he  put  into  the  project.  Mr.  Davies  said  that  a 
full  catalog  of  Mr.  Braceros'  artworks,  totaling  over  400  objects,  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  the  City's  records.  The  Commissioners  and  Arts

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  presented  the  project  outline  for  a 
temporary  art  project  on  the  construction  barricades  surrounding  an  empty  lot  at  the 
former  site  of  the  Pagoda  Palace  Theatre  on  Columbus  Avenue.  The  site  w  ill  be 
associated  with  the  construction  of  the  Central  Subway  and  at  the  request  of  Mayor's 
Office  and  neighborhood  groups,  provisions  for  a  mural  program  to  take  place  on  the 
planned  barricades  were  requested.  The  proposed  project  outline  is  based  on  the 
previously  approved  Central  Subway:  Chinatown  Station  Construction  Barricade 
Temporary  Art  Project.  The  project  provides  that  an  artist  will  be  contracted  to  create 
a  design  that  will  be  produced  into  a  vinyl,  covering  plywood  barricades  16  feet  high 


by  200  feet  long.  The  production  and  installation  of  the  vinyl  will  be  contracted 
separately  with  a  fabricator  with  an  estimated  budget  of  $  1 5 ,000  to  $20,000. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  possibility  of  vandalism.  Ms.  Lovvom  explained  that 
the  vinyl  will  have  an  ultra-violet  graffiti  coating  that  allows  for  easy  chemical 
wiping  and  removal  of  graffiti.  She  also  stated  that  if  a  section  was  to  become 
damaged  the  fabricator  would  be  able  to  output  patches  to  cover  and  replace  small 
sections.  Ms.  Lovvom  also  stated  the  project  is  budgeted  to  replace  the  vinyl  with  a 
new  design  on  a  yearly  basis. 

Ms.  Lovvom  also  stated  that  SFMTA  is  willing  to  install  some  community 
information  signage  or  graphics  on  the  barricades  in  the  short-term  until  the  Arts 
Commission's  artist  has  a  final  design  that  is  ready  to  be  produced  and  installed..

Mr.  Staller  went  on  to  describe  the  components  of  the  artwork,  stating  that  the  glass 
discs  are  66  inches  in  diameter  and  that  the  black  spirals  on  the  revolving  discs  are 
made  of  one  quarter  inch  black  acrylic.  He  also  explained  that  he  is  working  toward 
using  interactive  sensor  technology  that  will  allow  the  light  and  motion  sequencing  to 
respond  to  touch. 

Director  Tom  DeCaigny  inquired  about  the  long-term  maintenance  needs  of  the  piece. 
Mr.  Davies  explained  that  the  computer  hardware  will  be  housed  in  an  accompanying 
cabinet  for  easy  access  and  that  the  glass  discs  covering  the  artwork  are  removable. 
Mr.  Staller  also  responded,  stating  that  the  full  spectrum  LED  lights  have  a  1 00.000 
hour  life  span,  barring  any  manufacturer  defects,  and  should  last  at  least  seven  years 
if  running  24  hours  a  day.  In  addition,  the  motors  have  self-lubricating  gears,  making 
the  artwork  relatively  maintenance-free  for  years  to  come. 

Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  interactive  elements  will  need  to  be  programmed  in 
situ.  She  also  stated  that  the  glass  surfaces  can  be  easily  cleaned  with  typical 
commercially  available  cleaners.  Director  DeCaigny  asked  if  supplemental  cooling 
would  be  necessary  for  the  electronics  of  the  piece.  Mr.  Staller  replied  that  there  was 
enough  ambient  space  in  the  artwork's  housing  and  that  this  had  been  accounted  for 
by  the  engineer. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

B.  Terminal  3,  East 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  on  behalf  of  Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer.  She  shared  the 
Project  Outline  for  new  artwork  opportunities  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport:  Terminal  3,  East.  Ms.  Pontious  reoriented  the  Committee  to  the  location  of 
the  artworks  by  Amy  Ellingson,  located  in  the  Terminal  project  area  and  Eric  Staller's 
artwork  in  Boarding  Area  E  ("BAE").  The  new  opportunities  include  a  pair  of  gate 
room  walls  and  a  highly  visible  comer  location  at  the  entry  of  BAE.  Ms.  Pontious 
suggested  the  commissioning  of  one  to  three  two-dimensional  works  for  the  gate 
room  walls  and  a  large  landmark  sculpture  for  the  comer  opportunity. 

She  also  reminded  the  Committee  that  there  are  a  number  of  works  form  the  Civic  Art 
Collection  ("CAC")  that  will  be  re-sited  in  the  new  terminal  including  works  by 
Bruce  Beasley,  Gustavo  Rivera,  and  Raymond  Saunders. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  budget  and  gave  their  thoughts  how  to  best  allocate  the 
given  budget.  They  suggested  spending  more  on  the  works  in  the  public  right  of  way, 
and  taking  advantage  of  the  sculpture  opportunity.  Ms.  Pontious  also  stated  she  would 
like  to  support  diversity  when  adding  to  the  CAC  and  considers  this  an  architectural 
opportunity  as  well.  She  said  she  would  explore  these  ideas  and  report  back  to  the 
Committee  at  a  later  date. 

Director  DeCaigny  asked  to  be  reminded  of  the  budget.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that 
the  whole  project  will  generate  roughly  $1.6  million  and  there  is  roughly  $800,000 
remaining. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

9.  Vermont  Street  Stairs 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Mr.  Davies  presented  the  selected  artist  Brian  Barnecio  for  the  Vermont  Street  Stairs 
Public  Art  Project  with  and  alternative  selection  for  Jetro  Martinez.  Images  of  past 
projects  were  exhibited  and  included  past  public  and  private  mural  commissions  in  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area. 

Commissioner  Chew  raised  concerns  that  a  retaining  wall  adjacent  to  the  stairs  has  since 
been  covered  with  a  mural.  The  mural  had  been  organized  through  Community  Arts  and 
Education  ("CAE")  StreetSmarts  Program  without  coming  before  the  Visual  Arts 


Committee  ("VAC").  Ms.  Pontious  stated  this  has  been  a  previous,  and  now  growing, 
concern  that  poHcy  needs  to  be  developed  by  Staff  and  the  Commission. 

Director  DeCaigny  stated  this  pohcy  hasn't  been  fully  understood  and  predates  his  tenure. 
He  plans  to  meet  with  Staff  about  streamlining  the  policy  and  procedure  for  mural 
approvals.  He  stated  that  he  would  invite  Program  Director  Community  Arts  and 
Education  Program  Judy  Nemzoff  to  the  next  VAC  meeting  on  October  1 6,  20 1 3  leading 
to  a  Full  Arts  Commission  conversation  at  the  November  3,  2013  meeting.  He  further 
commented  on  the  ambiguity  of  the  policy  and  the  definition  of  a  "permanent  work"  and 
that  murals  are  not  typically  accessioned  into  the  CAC.  However,  if  City  funds  are  used, 
even  on  private  property  the  Arts  Commission  must  approve  it. 

Both  Ms.  Lovvom  and  Ms.  Pontious  also  shared  concerns  of  the  liability  it  places  on  the 
city,  when  the  murals  coming  through  CAE  have  not  been  put  through  the  same  scrutiny 
as  those  managed  by  the  Public  Art  Staff,  and  that  the  artists  have  not  waived  their  rights 
under  the  California  Arts  Preservation  Act  ("CAPA"),  or  the  federal  Visual  Artist  Rights 
Act  ("VARA").  Property  owners  who  have  approved  murals  on  their  property  through 
StreetSmarts  are  in  all  likelihood  not  familiar  with  the  requirements  of  these  law  s. 

Director  DeCaigny  ended  by  stating  there  would  be  a  Staff  conversation  to  develop  a 
policy.  It  would  also  be  under  the  Arts  Commission's  purview  to  educate  other 
departments  relating  the  liabilities  raised  by  not  going  through  the  proper  review  process 
and  CAPA  and  VARA  waivers.  He  suggested  that  Staff  should  also  determine  a  policy 
for  violations  of  circumventing  the  review  policy  set  by  the  Arts  Commission.  He  stated 
he  would  also  speak  with  the  City  Attorney  to  explore  what  kind  of  recourse  can  be 
sought  to  enforce  a  review  policy.  Currently  there  is  not  an  enforceable  policy  in  place. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

10.  2014/15Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  presented  on  behalf  of  Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer. 
She  presented  images  of  the  conceptual  proposals  made  by  the  selected  artists;  Anthony 
Discenza,  Robert  Minervini,  and  Ranu  Mukherjee  for  the  2014/15  Art  on  Market  Street 
Kiosk  Poster  Series.  All  of  the  artists  had  been  asked  to  create  a  series  around  the  idea 
"exposed"  in  response  to  the  Civic  Art  Collection. 

Anthony  Discenza  proposed  a  series  entitled  The  City  as  Museum:  Highlighting  Works 
from  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  Each  poster  would  be  in  the  format  of  a  standard  museum 
plaque,  which  provides  basic  information  about  the  artworks  to  a  museum-goers. 
Discenza  proposes  to  generate  a  color-coded  series  of  posters,  each  describing  a  specific, 
individual  artwork  from  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  In  order  to  adequately  represent  the 
range  of  work  in  the  collection  and  the  extent  of  its  placement  throughout  the  city, 
Discenza  is  proposing  to  create  36  different  posters,  rather  than  the  usual  six,  so  that  each 
is  unique. 

Robert  Minervini's  proposal  will  engage  with  statuary  and  monuments  located  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  He  is  interested  in  uncovering  forgotten  narratives  such  as  how  the  statues 
came  to  exist,  what  the  historic  relevance  was  to  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  and  what  the 
statues'  relevance  might  be  to  a  contemporary  audience.  Upon  reviewing  the  proposal, 
the  panel  asked  that  Minervini's  experiment  with  incorporating  some  of  the  digital  source 
imagery  with  his  painting. 

Ranu  Mukherjee's  proposal  is  a  series  of  six  posters,  each  dedicated  to  one  work  in  the 
Civic  Art  Collection.  Mukherjee  will  feature  artworks  that  have  become  part  of,  and 
transformed  the  places  that  they  inhabit  by  expanding  their  functions  or  suggesting  ways 
of  occupying  them.  The  poster  designs  are  collages  made  from  painted,  photographic  and 
digital  elements.  They  are  unified  by  the  use  of  a  pattern,  which  represents  the  multi- 
cultural nature  of  the  San  Francisco  public.  Upon  reviewing  the  proposal,  the  panel  asked 
that  Mukherjee  simplify  the  use  of  elements  and  work  with  a  graphic  designer  to  develop 
fonts  for  the  text. 

The  panel  also  asked  that  all  the  candidates  provide  an  additional  online  component  on 
the  Arts  Commission  website,  to  further  describe  the  artworks  that  they  selected  to 
highlight  from  the  CAC.  All  of  the  final  designs  will  come  before  the  Committee  at  a 
later  date. 

President  Beltran  left  the  meeting  at  4:30  p.m.

Planning  Committee  alongside  some  data  about  our  valuation  modeling  this  fall  before 
the  budget  process.  Commissioner  Chew  said  it  would  also  be  helpful  to  include  it  in  the 
City's  Annual  Report  by  district.  Both,  Director  DeCaigny  and  Ms.  Pontious  assured 
that  the  information  would  be  included. 

Director  DeCaigny  left  the  meeting  at  4:45  p.m. 

13.  Memorial  Court  Veterans  Memorial 

Susan  Pontious 
Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  a  project  update  on  Memorial  Court  Veterans  Memorial.  She  stated 
that  the  memorial  has  had  budget  issues.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  she  feels  the  artist, 
Susan  Narduli  of  Narduli  Studios,  has  worked  hard  to  come  within  budget.  However,  if 
the  project  cannot  be  brought  into  budget,  the  only  value  engineering  alternative 
acceptable  to  the  client  seems  to  be  eliminating  the  slope  in  the  memorial  and  lawn. 

However,  the  artist  feels  that  the  experience  of  walking  down  the  sloped  lawn,  through 
the  monument,  is  a  key  component  to  her  design.  Ms.  Pontious  was  interested  in 
soliciting  from  the  Commissioners  their  response  to  the  possible  impact  of  removing  the 
slope.  The  Committee  recommended  that  Ms.  Narduli  should  provide  the  War  Memorial 
with  an  animation  to  create  a  visual  experience  to  better  convey  the  importance  of  the 
sloped  lawn. 

14.  Public  Comment

Richard  Rothman  of  City  Guides  spoke.  He  praised  the  Arts  Commission  for  the  recently 
completed  projects  at  Cabrillo  Playground.

7.  Central  Subway 

A.  Pagoda  Theater  Construction  Barricade  Temporary  Art 

Jennifer  Loworn 
Action 

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  presented  the  project  outline  for  a 
temporary  art  project  on  the  construction  barricades  surrounding  an  empty  lot  at  the 
former  site  of  the  Pagoda  Palace  Theatre  on  Columbus  Avenue.  The  site  will  be 
associated  with  the  construction  of  the  Central  Subway  and  at  the  request  of  Mayor's 
Office  and  neighborhood  groups,  provisions  for  a  mural  program  to  take  place  on  the 
planned  barricades  were  requested.  The  proposed  project  outline  is  based  on  the 
previously  approved  Central  Subway:  Chinatown  Station  Construction  Barricade 
Temporary  Art  Project.  The  project  provides  that  an  artist  will  be  contracted  to  create 
a  design  that  will  be  produced  into  a  vinyl,  covering  plywood  barricades  1 6  feet  high 


by  200  feet  long.  The  production  and  installation  of  the  vinyl  will  be  contracted 
separately  with  a  fabricator  with  an  estimated  budget  of  $15,000  to  $20,000. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  possibility  of  vandalism.  Ms.  Lovvom  explained  that 
the  vinyl  will  have  an  ultra-violet  graffiti  coating  that  allows  for  easy  chemical 
wiping  and  removal  of  graffiti.  She  also  stated  that  if  a  section  was  to  become 
damaged  the  fabricator  would  be  able  to  output  patches  to  cover  and  replace  small 
sections.  Ms.  Lovvom  also  stated  the  project  is  budgeted  to  replace  the  vinyl  with  a 
new  design  on  a  yearly  basis. 

Ms.  Lovvom  also  stated  that  SFMTA  is  willing  to  install  some  community 
information  signage  or  graphics  on  the  barricades  in  the  short-term  until  the  Arts 
Commission's  artist  has  a  final  design  that  is  ready  to  be  produced  and  installed.. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Lovvom  presented  the  Conceptual  Design  Phase  deliverables  by  Kota  Ezawa  for 
the  Central  Subway:  Chinatown  Station  Construction  Barricade  Temporary  Art 
Project.  The  imagery  will  mn  along  construction  barricades,  roughly  150  feet  long  by 
6  to  8  feet  tall,  on  Stockton  Street  in  Chinatown. 

Kota  Ezawa' s  design  concept  references  a  traditional,  Asian  compositional  format  by 
creating  a  long  horizontal  image.  The  imagery  will  consist  of  multiple  landscapes, 
inspired  by  the  local  scenery,  pieced  together  in  a  linear  format.  The  images  will  be 
unified  with  a  consistent  horizon  line  running  the  length  of  the  whole  artwork. 

Ms.  Lovvom  reminded  the  Committee  she  is  seeking  the  approval  of  the  artist's 
conceptual  approach  and  that  the  final  design  would  come  to  the  Committee  for 
approval  at  a  later  date.  She  also  explained  that  the  barricades  are  a  deliverable  of  the 
construction  contractor  and  exact  dimensions  for  this  artwork  are  not  available  yet. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  and  the  artist,  Eric  Staller,  presented  the  Final 
Design  drawings  for  an  artwork  for  the  Children's  Area  at  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport:  Boarding  Area  E.  Mr.  Staller  presented  a  video  showing  the 
motion  and  lighting  programming  for  the  artwork. 

Mr.  Staller  went  on  to  describe  the  components  of  the  artwork,  stating  that  the  glass 
discs  are  66  inches  in  diameter  and  that  the  black  spirals  on  the  revolving  discs  are 
made  of  one  quarter  inch  black  acrylic.  He  also  explained  that  he  is  working  toward 
using  interactive  sensor  technology  that  will  allow  the  light  and  motion  sequencing  to 
respond  to  touch. 

Director  Tom  DeCaigny  inquired  about  the  long-term  maintenance  needs  of  the  piece. 
Mr.  Davies  explained  that  the  computer  hardware  will  be  housed  in  an  accompanying 
cabinet  for  easy  access  and  that  the  glass  discs  covering  the  artwork  are  removable. 
Mr.  Staller  also  responded,  stating  that  the  full  spectrum  LED  lights  have  a  1 00.000 
hour  life  span,  barring  any  manufacturer  defects,  and  should  last  at  least  seven  years 
if  running  24  hours  a  day.  In  addition,  the  motors  have  self-lubricating  gears,  making 
the  artwork  relatively  maintenance-free  for  years  to  come. 

Ms.  Pontious  clarified  that  the  interactive  elements  will  need  to  be  programmed  in 
situ.  She  also  stated  that  the  glass  surfaces  can  be  easily  cleaned  with  typical 
commercially  available  cleaners.  Director  DeCaigny  asked  if  supplemental  cooling 
would  be  necessary  for  the  electronics  of  the  piece.  Mr.  Staller  replied  that  there  was 
enough  ambient  space  in  the  artwork' s  housing  and  that  this  had  been  accounted  for 
by  the  engineer. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Pontious  presented  on  behalf  of  Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer.  She  shared  the 
Project  Outline  for  new  artwork  opportunities  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport:  Terminal  3,  East.  Ms.  Pontious  reoriented  the  Committee  to  the  location  of 
the  artworks  by  Amy  Ellingson,  located  in  the  Terminal  project  area  and  Eric  Staller's 
artwork  in  Boarding  Area  E  ("BAE").  The  new  opportunities  include  a  pair  of  gate 
room  walls  and  a  highly  visible  comer  location  at  the  entry  of  BAE.  Ms.  Pontious 
suggested  the  commissioning  of  one  to  three  two-dimensional  works  for  the  gate 
room  walls  and  a  large  landmark  sculpture  for  the  comer  opportunity. 

She  also  reminded  the  Committee  that  there  are  a  number  of  works  form  the  Civic  Art 
Collection  ("CAC")  that  will  be  re-sited  in  the  new  terminal  including  works  by 
Bruce  Beasley,  Gustavo  Rivera,  and  Raymond  Saunders. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  budget  and  gave  their  thoughts  how  to  best  allocate  the 
given  budget.  They  suggested  spending  more  on  the  works  in  the  public  right  of  way, 
and  taking  advantage  of  the  sculpture  opportunity.  Ms.  Pontious  also  stated  she  would 
like  to  support  diversity  when  adding  to  the  CAC  and  considers  this  an  architectural 
opportunity  as  well.  She  said  she  would  explore  these  ideas  and  report  back  to  the 
Committee  at  a  later  date. 

Director  DeCaigny  asked  to  be  reminded  of  the  budget.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that 
the  whole  project  will  generate  roughly  $1 .6  million  and  there  is  roughly  $800,000 
remaining.

Mr.  Davies  presented  the  selected  artist  Brian  Bameclo  for  the  Vermont  Street  Stairs 
Public  Art  Project  with  and  alternative  selection  for  Jetro  Martinez.  Images  of  past 
projects  were  exhibited  and  included  past  public  and  private  mural  commissions  in  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area. 

Commissioner  Chew  raised  concerns  that  a  retaining  wall  adjacent  to  the  stairs  has  since 
been  covered  with  a  mural.  The  mural  had  been  organized  through  Community  Arts  and 
Education  ("CAE")  StreetSmarts  Program  without  coming  before  the  Visual  Arts 


Committee  ("VAC").  Ms.  Pontious  stated  this  lias  been  a  previous,  and  now  growing, 
concern  that  policy  needs  to  be  developed  by  Staff  and  the  Commission. 

Director  DeCaigny  stated  this  policy  hasn't  been  fully  understood  and  predates  his  tenure. 
He  plans  to  meet  with  Staff  about  streamlining  the  policy  and  procedure  for  mural 
approvals.  He  stated  that  he  would  invite  Program  Director  Community  Arts  and 
Education  Program  Judy  Nemzoff  to  the  next  VAC  meeting  on  October  1 6,  201 3  leading 
to  a  Full  Arts  Commission  conversation  at  the  November  3,  2013  meeting.  He  further 
commented  on  the  ambiguity  of  the  policy  and  the  definition  of  a  "permanent  work"  and 
that  murals  are  not  typically  accessioned  into  the  CAC.  However,  if  City  funds  are  used, 
even  on  private  property  the  Arts  Commission  must  approve  it. 

Both  Ms.  Lovvom  and  Ms.  Pontious  also  shared  concerns  of  the  liability  it  places  on  the 
city,  when  the  murals  coming  through  CAE  have  not  been  put  through  the  same  scrutiny 
as  those  managed  by  the  Public  Art  Staff,  and  that  the  artists  have  not  waived  their  rights 
under  the  California  Arts  Preservation  Act  ("CAPA"),  or  the  federal  Visual  Artist  Rights 
Act  ("VARA").  Property  owners  who  have  approved  murals  on  their  property  through 
StreetSmarts  are  in  all  likelihood  not  familiar  with  the  requirements  of  these  laws. 

Director  DeCaigny  ended  by  stating  there  would  be  a  Staff  conversation  to  develop  a 
policy.  It  would  also  be  under  the  Arts  Commission's  purview  to  educate  other 
departments  relating  the  liabilities  raised  by  not  going  through  the  proper  review  process 
and  CAPA  and  VARA  waivers.  He  suggested  that  Staff  should  also  determine  a  policy 
for  violations  of  circumventing  the  review  policy  set  by  the  Arts  Commission.  He  stated 
he  would  also  speak  with  the  City  Attorney  to  explore  what  kind  of  recourse  can  be 
sought  to  enforce  a  review  policy.  Currently  there  is  not  an  enforceable  policy  in  place. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

10.  2014/15Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  presented  on  behalf  of  Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer. 
She  presented  images  of  the  conceptual  proposals  made  by  the  selected  artists;  Anthony 
Discenza,  Robert  Minervini,  and  Ranu  Mukherjee  for  the  2014/15  Art  on  Market  Street 
Kiosk  Poster  Series.  All  of  the  artists  had  been  asked  to  create  a  series  around  the  idea 
"exposed"  in  response  to  the  Civic  Art  Collection. 

Anthony  Discenza  proposed  a  series  entitled  The  City  as  Museum:  Highlighting  Works 
from  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  Each  poster  would  be  in  the  format  of  a  standard  museum 
plaque,  which  provides  basic  information  about  the  artworks  to  a  museum-goers. 
Discenza  proposes  to  generate  a  color-coded  series  of  posters,  each  describing  a  specific, 
individual  artwork  from  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  In  order  to  adequately  represent  the 
range  of  work  in  the  collection  and  the  extent  of  its  placement  throughout  the  city, 
Discenza  is  proposing  to  create  36  different  posters,  rather  than  the  usual  six,  so  that  each 
is  unique. 

Robert  Minervini 's  proposal  will  engage  with  statuary  and  monuments  located  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  He  is  interested  in  uncovering  forgotten  narratives  such  as  how  the  statues 
came  to  exist,  what  the  historic  relevance  was  to  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  and  what  the 
statues'  relevance  might  be  to  a  contemporary  audience.  Upon  reviewing  the  proposal, 
the  panel  asked  that  Minervini 's  experiment  with  incorporating  some  of  the  digital  source 
imagery  with  his  painting. 

Ranu  Mukherjee's  proposal  is  a  series  of  six  posters,  each  dedicated  to  one  work  in  the 
Civic  Art  Collection.  Mukherjee  will  feature  artworks  that  have  become  part  of,  and 
transformed  the  places  that  they  inhabit  by  expanding  their  functions  or  suggesting  ways 
of  occupying  them.  The  poster  designs  are  collages  made  from  painted,  photographic  and 
digital  elements.  They  are  unified  by  the  use  of  a  pattern,  which  represents  the  multi- 
cultural nature  of  the  San  Francisco  public.  Upon  reviewing  the  proposal,  the  panel  asked 
that  Mukherjee  simplify  the  use  of  elements  and  work  with  a  graphic  designer  to  develop 
fonts  for  the  text. 

The  panel  also  asked  that  all  the  candidates  provide  an  additional  online  component  on 
the  Arts  Commission  website,  to  further  describe  the  artworks  that  they  selected  to 
highlight  from  the  CAC.  All  of  the  final  designs  will  come  before  the  Committee  at  a 
later  date.

Commissioner  Chew  said  it  would  also  be  helpful  to  include  it  in  the 
City's  Annual  Report  by  district.  Both,  Director  DeCaigny  and  Ms.  Pontious  assured 
that  the  information  would  be  included.

13.  Memorial  Court  Veterans  Memorial

Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  a  project  update  on  Memorial  Court  Veterans  Memorial.  She  stated 
that  the  memorial  has  had  budget  issues.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  she  feels  the  artist, 
Susan  Narduli  of  Narduli  Studios,  has  worked  hard  to  come  within  budget.  However,  if 
the  project  cannot  be  brought  into  budget,  the  only  value  engineering  alternative 
acceptable  to  the  client  seems  to  be  eliminating  the  slope  in  the  memorial  and  lawn. 

However,  the  artist  feels  that  the  experience  of  walking  down  the  sloped  lawn,  through 
the  monument,  is  a  key  component  to  her  design.  Ms.  Pontious  was  interested  in 
soliciting  from  the  Commissioners  their  response  to  the  possible  impact  of  removing  the 
slope.  The  Committee  recommended  that  Ms.  Narduli  should  provide  the  War  Memorial 
with  an  animation  to  create  a  visual  experience  to  better  convey  the  importance  of  the 
sloped  lawn.

He  suggested  that  all  the  artworks,  held  by  any  City  agency,  should 
come  under  the  care  and  expertise  of  the  Arts  Commission.

2.  StreetSmARTS  Murals 

Judy  Nemzoff 
Discussion 

Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  presented  an  overview  of 
StreetSmARTS,  a  graffiti  abatement  program  designed  in  partnership  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (''DPW").  Ms.  Nemzoff  explained  that  the  program  pairs  a  local  artist  w  ith  a  shop 
owner  to  create  a  mural  on  their  property  to  dispel  repeated  vandalism.  She  added  that 
StreetSmARTS  artists  often  work  with  youth  to  create  their  murals,  adding  an  educational 
component  to  the  program.  She  noted  that  artists  are  selected  through  a  competiti\  e  re\  iew 
process  that  involves  the  property  owner,  who  is  responsible  for  insuring  and  maintaining  the 
artwork. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  said  she  recently  met  with  Public  Art  and  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  to  ensure  that 
all  StreetSmARTS  murals  undergo  the  same  review  process  as  all  murals  receiving  public 
funding  or  being  placed  on  City  property.  She  explained  that  StreetSmARTS  mural  designs  will 
now  be  presented  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  for  approval  before  they  are  implemented.  The 
goal  is  to  be  consistent  in  the  mural  review  process  and  to  identify  potential  conflicts  between 
StreetSmARTS  murals  and  public  art  projects  at  sites  generating  Art  Enrichment  funding. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Arelious  Walker  Stair  Replacement 

Mary  Chou,  Aileen  Barr 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  final  design  for  artwork  by  Colette  Crutcher  and 
Aileen  Barr  for  the  Arelious  Walker  Stair  Replacement  Project.  She  showed  the  Commissioners 
drawings  demonstrating  how  the  artwork  design  will  evolve  as  one  traverses  the  steps.  Ms.  Chou 
explained  that  the  artists  have  organized  two  workshops  for  youth  to  produce  the  tiles  for  their 
project  at  the  Willie  Mays  Boys  and  Girls  Club  in  November.  Ms.  Barr  presented  tile  samples 
and  discussed  how  the  patterns  represented  various  cultures  in  San  Francisco.  President  Beltran 
and  Commissioner  Sklar  both  commented  favorably  on  the  artists'  work.

4.  San  Francisco  International  Airport:  Terminal  3,  Boarding  Area  E 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  final  design  drawings  and  mock-up  showing 
hanging  height  and  configuration  of  a  light  sculpture  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  Terminal  3,  Boarding  Area  E.  Mr.  Davies  explained  how  the 
artist  team  had  created  a  simulated  environment  to  adjust  hanging  heights  and  ensure  that  the 
sculpture  would  not  block  mandatory  signage.  The  lowest  light  fixture  hangs  at  9'  while  the 
tallest  hangs  at  approximately  15'.  Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  the  lowest  hanging  light  fixture 
was  completely  out  of  public  reach.  Mr.  Davies  confirmed  that  it  was.  Commissioner  Sklar  asked 
if  the  sculpture  was  seismically  engineered.  Mr.  Davies  said  that  the  artwork  and  its  hanging 
system  had  been  engineered.  He  then  showed  a  mock-up  light  fixture  to  demonstrate  the  quality 
of  the  fabrication. 

Civic  Art  Collection  and  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  commented  on  how  well 
the  artist  team  had  met  the  challenge  of  the  space.  She  explained  that  Terminal  3  will  be  a  highly 
lit  area  during  the  day  when  it  will  see  the  most  foot  traffic.  She  said  that  creating  a  light 
sculpture  that  could  function  in  a  day  environment  and  transition  to  night  was  not  easy. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

5.  Public  Safety  Building:  Mission  Rock 

Susan  Pontious,  Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  artwork  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  ihc 
Public  Safety  Building's  Mission  Rock  location  is  no  longer  feasible.  She  explained  that  the 
artwork  requires  relocating  underground  utilities  and  utility  access  boxes  at  an  exorbitant  cost, 
which  is  not  possible  given  the  project  budget.  Additionally,  she  noted  other  prohibitive  aspects 
about  the  site,  such  as  required  site  lines,  that  would  make  it  difficult  to  achieve  a  significant 
artwork.  Because  of  these  factors,  the  project  has  been  cancelled. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  a  group  approached  her  about  using  Art  Enrichment  funds  to  create  a 
memorial  to  the  1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake.  Given  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  extensive 
work  with  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD"),  she  felt  that  the  artist  team  was 
uniquely  qualified  to  design  such  an  artwork.  She  said  that  a  proposal  to  combine  the  remaining 
funds  from  the  Public  Safety  Building  (Mission  Rock  location)  project  with  the  new  Art 
Enrichment  funds  generated  by  the  SFFD  for  a  memorial  created  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design 
was  presented  to  the  Memorial  Committee  for  consideration. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  acknowledged  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  w  ork  to 
date  and  their  successful  collaboration  with  the  SFFD.  Commissioner  Sklar  added  that  flexibilit\ 
demonstrated  by  the  artist  team  indicates  a  high  level  of  professionalism. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  terminate  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  project  for  the  Public  Safety  Building

Susan  Pontious

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  solar-activated  security  lighting  was  added  to  Nobuho  Nagasawa's 
sculpture,  Ship  Shape  Shifting  Time,  located  adjacent  to  the  Municipal  Railwa\  Maintenance 
Facility  on  Islais  Creek.  She  asked  the  Commissioners  for  approval  to  modify  the  artist"s 
contract  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  light  fixtures. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

7.  Vermont  Street  Stairs 

Marcus  Davies 
Discussion 

Mr.  Davies  announced  that  after  much  discussion,  the  Vermont  Street  Stairs  public  art  project 
had  been  canceled  due  to  an  unrealizable  timeline.  He  explained  that  a  twelve  month  timeline 
had  been  proposed  to  DPW,  which  he  felt  was  accelerated  but  feasible.  However,  DPW  wanted 
to  see  the  artwork  designed,  fabricated,  and  installed  by  December  of  this  year,  and  that  would 
not  be  possible.  President  Beltran  asked  why  DPW  was  requesting  such  a  quick  production  of  the 
artwork.  Mr.  Davies  said  he  was  under  the  impression  that  DPW  had  promised  something  to  the 
community  within  that  timeframe  prior  to  Arts  Commission  involvement.  Commissioner  Chew 
asked  if  the  selected  artist,  Brian  Bamecio,  had  been  notified.  Mr.  Davies  said  that  he  had,  and 
expressed  his  desire  to  work  with  that  artist  on  a  project  sometime  soon. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  if  there  was  a  way  to  avoid  another  project  cancellation  in  the  future. 
Director  DeCaigny  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  in  conversation  with  DPW  about  the 
intersection  between  departments  and  how  they  could  best  work  together.  He  added  that  the  Arts 
Commission  should  be  notified  of  these  types  of  projects  at  the  early  stages  to  allow  for  feasible 
timelines.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  should  be  involved  in  projects  before 
things  are  promised  to  a  community  to  ensure  that  the  deliverables  are  realistic.  Mr.  Davies 
added  that  DPW  was  familiar  with  the  StreetSmARTS  mural  program  that  produced  murals  very 
quickly.  He  suggested  it  was  possible  that  DPW  thought  a  permanent  public  artwork  may  have  a 
similar  timeline.  Director  DeCaigny  agreed  and  felt  that  a  conversation  with  DPW  about 
timelines  for  public  artworks  would  be  beneficial  to  both  departments. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  Brotherhood  of  Man 

Carol  Marie  Daniels 
Discussion 

Project  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels  presented  a  project  update  on  the  reinstallation  of  the 
artwork,  Brotherhood  of  Man  by  Anthony  Stellon,  in  Franklin  Square  Park.  Ms.  Daniels 
explained  that  the  mosaic  mural  was  a  gift  to  the  City  from  Mayor  Joseph  Alioto  in  1968.  In  the 
late  60's,  when  movie  companies  used  San  Francisco  as  a  backdrop,  the  city  had  not  begun  to 
charge  the  companies  for  film  permits.  Mayor  Alioto  negotiated  with  Warner  Brothers  Pictures 
when  Bullet,  starring  Steve  McQueen,  was  being  filmed.  Warner  Brothers  Pictures  donated 
approximately  $25,000  for  the  construction  of  a  pool  in  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  Mayor 
Alioto  asked  Anthony  Stellon  to  provide  an  exterior  mural  for  the  3'^'^  Street  side  of  the  pool. 
Stellon  created  a  mural  in  response  to  the  assassination  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 

Ms.  Daniels  said  that  in  1999  during  pool  renovations,  the  mural  was  cut  from  its  original 
location  with  the  exterior  reinforced  concrete  masonry  unit  wall  section  intact.  Former  Arts 


Commission  Civic  Art  Collection  Manager  Debra  Lehane  saved  the  mural  from  destruction,  and 
the  wall  section  with  the  mural  was  placed  in  storage  in  a  Recreation  and  Parks  Department 
landscaping  maintenance  yard  adjacent  to  Franklin  Square  Park. 

ARG  Conservation  Services  was  retained  in  201 1  to  provide  design-build  contracting  services 
for  reinstallation,  conservation  and  execution  of  protective  measures.  Treatments  to  the  mosaic 
began  in  September  2012  and  continued  through  September  2013. 

Ms.  Pontious  added  that  the  effort  to  conserve  and  relocate  this  mural  had  been  ongoing  for 
many  years.  She  said  that  the  reinstallation  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  support  of 
community  activists  who  advocated  for  the  artwork  to  be  relocated  to  Franklin  Square  Park. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

9.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 

Director  of  Communications  Kate  Patterson  distributed  flyers  for  the  Arts  Commission's  Third 
on  3^'^  event  co-organized  with  Precita  Eyes  and  Galeria  de  la  Raza. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

10.  New  Business,  Old  Business,  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Director  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  been  working  with  the  Capital 
Planning  Committee  to  look  at  the  policy  structure  for  conservation  and  care  of  the  Civic  Art 
Collection.  He  said  that  Public  Art  and  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  will  be  meeting  with  Bond 
attorneys  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  holding  artwork  conservation  funds  in  an  interest  baring 
account.  They  will  also  discuss  the  flexibility  to  pool  conservation  funds  for  projects  not 
identified  in  the  Bond  language.  Director  DeCaigny  added  that  he  and  Arts  Commission  staff 
will  continue  to  work  towards  including  the  care  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  in  Bond  measures 
moving  forward. 

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  presented  the  final  design  for  an  artwork  b\  HaddadjDrugan  for 
the  Port's  Pier  92  public  art  project.  She  described  the  artwork  as  a  painted,  illuminated  mural 
that  depicts  iconic  images  relating  to  the  economy  and  ecology  of  the  Ba\'view  community.  Ms. 
Topfer  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  artwork  will  begin  to  be  installed  in  early 
November.  President  Beltran  clarified  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  acting  as  a  consultant  to  the 
Port  on  this  project,  and  expressed  her  concerns  about  the  technological  feasibility  of  the  artists" 
design.  Ms.  Topfer  said  that  she  and  the  Arts  Commission  staff  shared  her  concerns  which  have 
been  conveyed  to  the  Port. 

President  Beltran  reported  that  she  had  been  enlisted  as  a  consultant  by  the  Verba  Buena 
Community  Benefits  District  ("YBCBD")  to  help  create  a  Master  Plan  for  public  art  in  their 
district  in  conjunction  with  their  Street  Life  Plan.  She  explained  that  as  the  YBCBD  consultant, 
she  would  be  acting  as  a  curator  to  establish  public  art  criteria,  and  identify  public  art  concepts  to 


unify  new  art  commissions  with  the  existing  art  in  the  area.  President  Beltran  then  presented  her 
plan  for  utilizing  public  art  to  strengthen  the  cultural  and  educational  identity  of  the  district, 
promote  urban  design,  and  cultivate  community  pride.  She  described  some  of  the  aims  of  the 
public  art  Master  Plan  to  attract  more  visitors,  create  incentive  for  developers  to  contribute  to  the 
Public  Art  Trust,  and  encourage  collaboration  across  City  agencies.  She  described  the 
implementation  strategy  of  disseminating  the  Master  Plan  to  various  stakeholders,  including 
municipal  agencies,  for  feedback,  and  to  outreach  to  developers  for  funding.  She  also  noted  a 
possible  partnership  with  the  Arts  Commission  to  administer  the  selection  of  artists  for  new 
public  art  commissions.  President  Beltran  described  the  basic  structure  to  implement  the  Master 
Plan  that  included  working  with  the  YBCBD's  Culture  Cabinet  as  an  advisory  body,  the  Arts 
Commission  as  an  administrative  consultant,  and  panels  of  stakeholders  that  would  participate  in 
the  selection  of  artists  and  artwork.  She  then  gave  an  overview  of  the  conceptual  framework  for 
YBCBD's  public  art  plan  as  it  relates  to  future  Street  Life  initiatives.  She  presented  possible 
artists,  locations  and  implementation  strategies  for  new  projects,  as  well  as  examples  of 
successful  public  artworks  in  other  cities  for  inspiration.  President  Beltran  noted  that  the  funding 
for  new  artwork  will  be  provided  by  the  Public  Art  Trust  and  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Ms.  Nemzoff  said  she  recently  met  with  Public  Art  and  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  to  ensure  that 
all  StreetSmARTS  murals  undergo  the  same  review  process  as  all  murals  recei\  ing  public 
funding  or  being  placed  on  City  property.  She  explained  that  StreetSmARTS  mural  designs  will 
now  be  presented  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  for  approval  before  they  are  implemented.  The 
goal  is  to  be  consistent  in  the  mural  review  process  and  to  identify  potential  conflicts  between 
StreetSmARTS  murals  and  public  art  projects  at  sites  generating  Art  Enrichment  funding. 


Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Arelious  Walker  Stair  Replacement 

Mary  Chou,  Aileen  Barr 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  final  design  for  artwork  by  Colette  Crutcher  and 
Aileen  Barr  for  the  Arelious  Walker  Stair  Replacement  Project.  She  showed  the  Commissioners 
drawings  demonstrating  how  the  artwork  design  will  evolve  as  one  traverses  the  steps.  Ms.  Chou 
explained  that  the  artists  have  organized  two  workshops  for  youth  to  produce  the  tiles  for  their 
project  at  the  Willie  Mays  Boys  and  Girls  Club  in  November.  Ms.  Barr  presented  tile  samples 
and  discussed  how  the  patterns  represented  various  cultures  in  San  Francisco.  President  Beltran 
and  Commissioner  Sklar  both  commented  favorably  on  the  artists'  work. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Marcus  Davies

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  final  design  drawings  and  mock-up  showing 
hanging  height  and  configuration  of  a  light  sculpture  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  Terminal  3,  Boarding  Area  E.  Mr.  Davies  explained  how  the 
artist  team  had  created  a  simulated  environment  to  adjust  hanging  heights  and  ensure  that  the 
sculpture  would  not  block  mandatory  signage.  The  lowest  light  fixture  hangs  at  9'  while  the 
tallest  hangs  at  approximately  15'.  Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  the  lowest  hanging  light  fixture 
was  completely  out  of  public  reach.  Mr.  Davies  confirmed  that  it  was.  Commissioner  Sklar  asked 
if  the  sculpture  was  seismically  engineered.  Mr.  Davies  said  that  the  artwork  and  its  hanging 
system  had  been  engineered.  He  then  showed  a  mock-up  light  fixture  to  demonstrate  the  quality 
of  the  fabrication. 

Civic  Art  Collection  and  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  commented  on  how  well 
the  artist  team  had  met  the  challenge  of  the  space.  She  explained  that  Terminal  3  will  be  a  highly 
lit  area  during  the  day  when  it  will  see  the  most  foot  traffic.  She  said  that  creating  a  light 
sculpture  that  could  function  in  a  day  environment  and  transition  to  night  was  not  easy. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Construction  Document  Phase  deliverables  (final  design

5.  Public  Safety  Building:  Mission  Rock 

Susan  Pontious,  Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  artwork  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  for  the 
Public  Safety  Building's  Mission  Rock  location  is  no  longer  feasible.  She  explained  that  the 
artwork  requires  relocating  underground  utilities  and  utility  access  boxes  at  an  exorbitant  cost, 
which  is  not  possible  given  the  project  budget.  Additionally,  she  noted  other  prohibitive  aspects 
about  the  site,  such  as  required  site  lines,  that  would  make  it  difficult  to  achieve  a  significant 
artwork.  Because  of  these  factors,  the  project  has  been  cancelled. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  a  group  approached  her  about  using  Art  Enrichment  funds  to  create  a 
memorial  to  the  1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake.  Given  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  extensive 
work  with  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD"),  she  felt  that  the  artist  team  was 
uniquely  qualified  to  design  such  an  artwork.  She  said  that  a  proposal  to  combine  the  remaining 
funds  from  the  Public  Safety  Building  (Mission  Rock  location)  project  with  the  new  Art 
Enrichment  funds  generated  by  the  SFFD  for  a  memorial  created  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design 
was  presented  to  the  Memorial  Committee  for  consideration. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  acknowledged  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  work  to 
date  and  their  successful  collaboration  with  the  SFFD.  Commissioner  Sklar  added  that  flexibilitv 
demonstrated  by  the  artist  team  indicates  a  high  level  of  professionalism. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  terminate  Merge  Conceptual  Design's  project  for  the  Public  Safety  Building 
(Mission  Rock  location),  due  to  the  cost  of  relocating  the  underground  utilities  and  utility  access 
boxes.

6.  Islais  Creek:  Municipal  Railway  Maintenance  Facility

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  solar-activated  security  lighting  was  added  to  Nobuho  Nagasawa's 
sculpture,  Ship  Shape  Shifting  Time,  located  adjacent  to  the  Municipal  Railwav  Maintenance 
Facility  on  Islais  Creek.  She  asked  the  Commissioners  for  approval  to  modify  the  artist's 
contract  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  light  fixtures. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  modify  the  Agreement  with  Nobuho  Nagasawa  to  increase  the  contract 
amount  by  $5,931  to  pay  for  the  purchase  of  security  lights  for  Ship  Shape  Shifting  Time,  the 
sculpture  located  adjacent  to  the  Municipal  Railway  Maintenance  Facility  on  Islais  Creek.

7.  Vermont  Street  Stairs 

Marcus  Davies 
Discussion 

Mr.  Davies  announced  that  after  much  discussion,  the  Vermont  Street  Stairs  pubHc  art  project 
had  been  canceled  due  to  an  unreaHzable  timeline.  He  explained  that  a  twelve  month  timeline 
had  been  proposed  to  DPW,  which  he  felt  was  accelerated  but  feasible.  However,  DPW  wanted 
to  see  the  artwork  designed,  fabricated,  and  installed  by  December  of  this  year,  and  that  would 
not  be  possible.  President  Beltran  asked  why  DPW  was  requesting  such  a  quick  production  of  the 
artwork.  Mr.  Davies  said  he  was  under  the  impression  that  DPW  had  promised  something  to  the 
community  within  that  timeframe  prior  to  Arts  Commission  involvement.  Commissioner  Chew 
asked  if  the  selected  artist,  Brian  Barneclo,  had  been  notified.  Mr.  Davies  said  that  he  had,  and 
expressed  his  desire  to  work  with  that  artist  on  a  project  sometime  soon. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  if  there  was  a  way  to  avoid  another  project  cancellation  in  the  future. 
Director  DeCaigny  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  in  conversation  with  DPW  about  the 
intersection  between  departments  and  how  they  could  best  work  together.  He  added  that  the  Arts 
Commission  should  be  notified  of  these  types  of  projects  at  the  early  stages  to  allow  for  feasible 
timelines.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  should  be  involved  in  projects  before 
things  are  promised  to  a  community  to  ensure  that  the  deliverables  are  realistic.  Mr.  Davies 
added  that  DPW  was  familiar  with  the  StreetSmARTS  mural  program  that  produced  murals  very 
quickly.  He  suggested  it  was  possible  that  DPW  thought  a  permanent  public  artwork  may  have  a 
similar  timeline.  Director  DeCaigny  agreed  and  felt  that  a  conversation  with  DPW  about 
timelines  for  public  artworks  would  be  beneficial  to  both  departments. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  Brotherhood  of  Man 

Carol  Marie  Daniels 
Discussion 

Project  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels  presented  a  project  update  on  the  reinstallation  of  the 
artwork.  Brotherhood  of  Man  by  Anthony  Stellon,  in  Franklin  Square  Park.  Ms.  Daniels 
explained  that  the  mosaic  mural  was  a  gift  to  the  City  from  Mayor  Joseph  Alioto  in  1968.  In  the 
late  60' s,  when  movie  companies  used  San  Francisco  as  a  backdrop,  the  city  had  not  begun  to 
charge  the  companies  for  film  permits.  Mayor  Alioto  negotiated  with  Warner  Brothers  Pictures 
when  Bullet,  starring  Steve  McQueen,  was  being  filmed.  Warner  Brothers  Pictures  donated 
approximately  $25,000  for  the  construction  of  a  pool  in  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  Mayor 
Alioto  asked  Anthony  Stellon  to  provide  an  exterior  mural  for  the  S"*  Street  side  of  the  pool. 
Stellon  created  a  mural  in  response  to  the  assassination  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 

Ms.  Daniels  said  that  in  1999  during  pool  renovations,  the  mural  was  cut  from  its  original 
location  with  the  exterior  reinforced  concrete  masonry  unit  wall  section  intact.  Former  Arts 


Commission  Civic  Art  Collection  Manager  Debra  Lehane  saved  the  mural  from  cleslruclion.  and 
the  wall  section  with  the  mural  was  placed  in  storage  in  a  Recreation  and  Parks  Department 
landscaping  maintenance  yard  adjacent  to  Franklin  Square  Park. 

ARG  Conservation  Services  was  retained  in  201 1  to  provide  design-build  contracting  services 
for  reinstallation,  conservation  and  execution  of  protective  measures.  Treatments  to  the  mosaic 
began  in  September  2012  and  continued  through  September  2013. 

Ms.  Pontious  added  that  the  effort  to  conserve  and  relocate  this  mural  had  been  ongoing  for 
many  years.  She  said  that  the  reinstallation  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  support  of 
community  activists  who  advocated  for  the  artwork  to  be  relocated  to  Franklin  Square  Park. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

9.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 

Director  of  Communications  Kate  Patterson  distributed  flyers  for  the  Arts  Commission's  Third 
on  3'^'^  event  co-organized  with  Precita  Eyes  and  Galeria  de  la  Raza. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

10.  New  Business,  Old  Business,  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Director  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  been  working  with  the  Capital 
Planning  Committee  to  look  at  the  policy  structure  for  conservation  and  care  of  the  Civic  Art 
Collection.  He  said  that  Public  Art  and  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  will  be  meeting  with  Bond 
attorneys  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  holding  artwork  conservation  funds  in  an  interest  baring 
account.  They  will  also  discuss  the  flexibility  to  pool  conservation  funds  for  projects  not 
identified  in  the  Bond  language.  Director  DeCaigny  added  that  he  and  Arts  Commission  staff 
will  continue  to  work  towards  including  the  care  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  in  Bond  measures 
moving  forward. 

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  presented  the  final  design  for  an  artwork  by  Haddad|Drugan  for 
the  Port's  Pier  92  public  art  project.  She  described  the  artwork  as  a  painted,  illuminated  mural 
that  depicts  iconic  images  relating  to  the  economy  and  ecology  of  the  Bayv  iew  communit>  .  Ms. 
Topfer  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  artwork  will  begin  to  be  installed  in  earh 
November.  President  Beltran  clarified  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  acting  as  a  consultant  to  the 
Port  on  this  project,  and  expressed  her  concerns  about  the  technological  feasibility  of  the  artists" 
design.  Ms.  Topfer  said  that  she  and  the  Arts  Commission  staff  shared  her  concerns  which  have 
been  conveyed  to  the  Port. 

President  Beltran  reported  that  she  had  been  enlisted  as  a  consultant  by  the  Verba  Buena 
Community  Benefits  District  ("YBCBD")  to  help  create  a  Master  Plan  for  public  art  in  their 
district  in  conjunction  with  their  Street  Life  Plan.  She  explained  that  as  the  YBCBD  consultant, 
she  would  be  acting  as  a  curator  to  establish  public  art  criteria,  and  identify  public  art  concepts  to 


unify  new  art  commissions  withi  the  existing  art  in  the  area.  President  Beltran  then  presented  her 
plan  for  utiHzing  pubUc  art  to  strengthen  the  cultural  and  educational  identity  of  the  district, 
promote  urban  design,  and  cultivate  community  pride.  She  described  some  of  the  aims  of  the 
public  art  Master  Plan  to  attract  more  visitors,  create  incentive  for  developers  to  contribute  to  the 
Public  Art  Trust,  and  encourage  collaboration  across  City  agencies.  She  described  the 
implementation  strategy  of  disseminating  the  Master  Plan  to  various  stakeholders,  including 
municipal  agencies,  for  feedback,  and  to  outreach  to  developers  for  funding.  She  also  noted  a 
possible  partnership  with  the  Arts  Commission  to  administer  the  selection  of  artists  for  new 
public  art  commissions.  President  Beltran  described  the  basic  structure  to  implement  the  Master 
Plan  that  included  working  with  the  YBCBD's  Culture  Cabinet  as  an  advisory  body,  the  Arts 
Commission  as  an  administrative  consultant,  and  panels  of  stakeholders  that  would  participate  in 
the  selection  of  artists  and  artwork.  She  then  gave  an  overview  of  the  conceptual  framework  for 
YBCBD's  public  art  plan  as  it  relates  to  future  Street  Life  initiatives.  She  presented  possible 
artists,  locations  and  implementation  strategies  for  new  projects,  as  well  as  examples  of 
successful  public  artworks  in  other  cities  for  inspiration.  President  Beltran  noted  that  the  funding 
for  new  artwork  will  be  provided  by  the  Public  Art  Trust  and  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

She  stated  the 
original  design  called  for  a  pre-fabricated  steel  egg-like  sculpture  to  be  placed  in  the  nest- 
like depression  of  that  area.  However,  concerns  had  developed  that  the  steel  sculptures 
would  conduct  too  much  heat  and  children  might  bum  their  legs  on  the  metal.  The  team 
would  like  to  substitute  their  original  selection  with  a  similarly  shaped  artwork  by  the 
artist  Laurel  True.  Ms.  True  will  develop  a  rounded  mosaic  sculpture,  much  like  she  has 
done  in  previous  projects  for  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  ("RPD")  and  the  Arts 
Commission,  such  as  Lily  Pod,  201 1  in  Hayes  Valley. 

Ms.  Chiesa  also  clarified  this  portion  of  the  project  budget  will  not  come  from  Art 
Enrichment  Ordinance  funds.  RPD  will  be  responsible  for  the  future  maintenance  of  the 
artwork.  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  reminded  the  Committee  that  this  design 
request  was  coming  before  them  for  approval,  as  mandated  by  the  City  Charter,  due  the 
placement  of  the  sculpture  on  public  property. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

3.  Market  Street  Temporary  Art  Installation 

Jill  Manton/Ben  Davis 
Action 

Jill  Manton,  Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives,  introduced  Ben  Davis  of 
Illuminate  the  Arts  and  artist  George  Zisiadis  who  presented  a  proposal  for  a  privately  funded, 
temporary  artwork  on  Market  Street  called  LightRail.  Mr.  Davis  described  the  project  as  a  two- 
mile  LED  light  installation  attached  to  the  main  catenary  system  on  Market  Street  that  seeks  to 
activate  the  Market  Street  Corridor  from  The  Embarcadero  to  Van  Ness  Avenue.  He  noted  that 
the  project  is  currently  in  a  nascent  stage  and  will  require  additional  fundraising,  multiple 
approvals  and  permits  from  various  city  entities,  and  technical  solutions. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  why  the  project  was  being  presented  to  the  Arts  Commission  so  early 
in  the  project's  development.  Ms.  Manton  clarified  that  other  city  agencies  wanted  to  gauge  the 
Arts  Commission's  interest  before  the  artists  and  Illuminate  the  Arts  embarked  on  a  lengthy 
process  of  obtaining  approvals.  She  suggested  the  motion  be  amended  to  approve  the 
preliminary,  rather  than  final,  concept  and  to  do  so  upon  certain  contingencies. 

Commissioner  Silverman  asked  if  the  artwork  intended  to  have  a  daytime  presence  and  how 
technical  maintenance  would  be  addressed.  Mr.  Davis  said  that  he  was  looking  into  specific 
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lighting  technology  that  would  be  visible  during  the  day.  He  added  that  installation,  maintenance, 
and  deinstallation  would  be  included  in  the  budget. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  the  management  or  maintenance  of  the  artwork  would  fall  to  the 
Arts  Commission.  Ms.  Manton  clarified  that  the  Arts  Commission's  only  jurisdiction  and 
responsibility  is  to  approve  the  design. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  when  the  project  is  expected  to  be  installed,  how  long  it  would  be  on 
view,  how  the  installation  timeline  would  affect  street  traffic,  and  what  type  of  permits  were 
necessary.  Mr.  Davis  said  that  the  project's  duration,  installation  timeline  and  completion  date 
were  all  to  be  determined.  He  added  that  he  hoped  for  a  completion  date  sometime  in  2014.  Mr. 
Davis  explained  the  Department  of  Public  Works  C'DPW"),  The  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Transportation  Authority  ("SFMTA"),  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("PUC").  and  possibly 
others  would  be  consulted  about  necessary  permits  and  impact  on  street  traffic. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  what  type  of  community  outreach  would  be  conducted  for  LightRail 
as  she  expects  the  project  to  impact  many  businesses  and  residents  along  the  corridor.  Mr.  Davis 
said  he  intended  to  present  the  project  to  neighborhood  meetings  for  feedback.  Commissioner 
Keehn  expressed  concern  that  the  project  lacked  sufficient  community  involvement. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 

Galleries  Director  Meg  Shiffler  and  Simon  Bertrang  of  DPW  spoke  in  favor  of  the  project. 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  while  she  was  hired  as  an  independent  contractor  for  Illuminate 
the  Arts'  project  The  Bay  Lights,  she  was  not  connected  to  the  LightRail  project  in  any  w  ay.

Susan  Pontious

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  presented  a  proposal  to  reallocate  $435,894  in  Art  Enrichment 
funds  generated  by  new  construction  of  Fire  Station  16  and  the  Public  Safety  Building  lo  the 
Marina  Earthquake  Memorial  Project.  She  requested  to  modify  Merge  Conceptual  Design's 
current  contract  for  the  Public  Safety  Building  to  develop  a  proposal  for  the  memorial.  Ms. 
Pontious  explained  that  the  proposal  was  presented  to  the  Marina  Earthquake  Monument 
Committee  ("MEMC")  who  feels  comfortable  with  this  approach.  She  added  that  the  project  will 
be  discussed  with  District  2  Supervisor  Mark  Farrell  to  strategize  community  outreach  efforts 
and  raise  money  for  a  maintenance  endowment.  She  introduced  Dennis  Kennedy,  Co-Chair  of 
the  MEMC,  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  group. 

Mr.  Kennedy  said  that  the  MEMC  had  been  working  for  over  ten  years  to  create  a  memorial 
where  people  could  gather  annually  reflect  on  the  importance  of  earthquake  preparedness.  He 
thanked  Ms.  Pontious  for  her  efforts  and  stated  he  was  grateful  the  memorial  would  fmalh  come 
to  fruition.

8.  Glen  Park  Recreation  Center 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  presented  the  Public  Art  Project  Outline  for  the  Glen  Park 
Recreation  Center.  Ms.  Topfer  explained  that  the  center  is  undertaking  an  extensive  renovation 
that  will  include  a  new  auditorium,  outdoor  classrooms,  and  other  features.  She  noted  that  a 
variety  of  artwork  opportunities  exist  at  the  site  and  no  one  artwork  location  had  been 
predetermined.  However,  the  community  has  expressed  a  desire  for  the  artwork  to  enhance  and 
possibly  integrate  into  the  natural  landscape  surrounding  the  center.  Ms.  Topfer  added  that  an 
Artist  Selection  Panel  will  identify  three  or  more  finalists  to  make  artwork  proposals.  At  that 
time,  the  finalists  will  have  an  orientation  with  the  project  team  to  discuss  the  possibilities  of  the 
site.  She  requested  Commissioner  participation  on  the  Artist  Selection  Panel.  Commissioners 
Silverman  and  Chew  volunteered.

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9.  Randall  Museum 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  reported  that  the  Randall  Museum  is  undertaking  a  renovation  of  their  facilities  that 
will  enhance  several  of  their  key  areas,  and  provide  additional  classroom  and  exhibition  space. 
There  are  several  locations  at  the  site  that  are  considered  opportunities  for  a  new  public  artwork. 
One  potential  location  is  the  renovated  lobby,  which  will  include  a  glass  fagade  entrance, 
skylight  and  atrium.  The  atrium  will  span  from  the  skylight  to  the  ground  floor.  A  concrete  wall 
will  comprise  the  back  of  the  atrium.  A  two-dimensional  or  sculptural  art  opportunity  exists  in 
relationship  to  this  space:  for  either  the  wall  or  the  atrium.  Ms.  Topfer  noted  that  the  artwork 
should  reflect  the  mission  of  the  Randall  Museum,  address  the  confluence  of  art  and  science,  and 
respond  to  the  natural  environment.  She  explained  that  while  the  renovation  of  the  museum  was 
generating  Art  Enrichment  funding  for  the  new  public  artwork,  funds  remained  from  an  artwork 
previously  installed  at  the  site  by  the  artist  Charles  Sowers.  Those  funds  will  be  pooled  to  create 
a  total  budget  of  $96,000.  Ms.  Topfer  said  that  an  Artist  Selection  Panel  will  choose  three  or 
more  finalists  to  be  interviewed  for  the  project.  From  the  interviews,  the  panel  will  select  one 
artist  to  create  a  new  commission  for  the  site,  based  on  their  previous  work.  She  requested 
Commissioner  participation  on  the  Artist  Selection  Panel.  Commissioners  Silverman  and  Chew 
volunteered.

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  introduced  Franka  Diehnelt  of  Merge  Conceptual  Design  to 
present  the  final  lighting  design  for  a  sculpture  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport: 
Terminal  3,  Boarding  Area  E.  Ms.  Diehnelt  described  the  project  as  27  stainless  steel 
hanging  spheres  whose  rims  are  lined  with  LED  lighting  strips.  She  explained  that  the 
lighting  is  programed  to  change  over  the  course  of  the  day,  mimicking  hues  cast  by  the  sun. 
Ms.  Diehnelt  noted  how  the  speed  and  patterns  of  the  light  changes  are  still  to  be  finalized. 
Mr.  Davies  added  that  at  test  session  will  be  conducted  at  the  project  site  where  the  artists 
may  make  necessary  adjustments.

Project  is  expected  to  commence  shortly.  The  building  restoration  project,  overseen  by  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department  is  currently  underway,  and  Coit  Tower  will  be  closed  to  the 
public  until  spring  2014.  She  noted  that  once  the  construction  is  complete,  a  mural  assessment 
will  be  conducted  and  conservation  will  begin.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  conservation  efforts 
are  anticipated  to  begin  in  March  2014  and  possibly  continue  after  the  tower  is  re-opened, 
providing  a  good  opportunity  to  share  the  process  with  the  public.

Ms.  Pontious  presented  on  behalf  of  Ms.  Chou  and  provided  an  update  on  the  installation  of 
artwork  by  Shimon  Attie  at  the  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  how  Ms.  Chou 
hoped  to  share  images  of  the  completed  artwork,  as  it  was  schedule  to  be  installed  before  the 
VAC  meeting.  However,  due  to  unexpected  difficulties  in  the  complicated  installation,  the 
project  was  running  behind  schedule.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  Ms.  Chou  was  currently  at  the 
project  site  overseeing  the  installation  which  is  expected  to  be  complete  before  the  end  of  the 
month. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

17.  Southeast  Community  Facility

Discussion 
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Ms.  Pontious  presented  on  behalf  of  Ms.  Chou  and  shared  the  results  of  the  final  artist  selection 
panel  for  the  Southeast  Community  Facility  ("SECF")  Public  Art  Project.  Ms.  Pontious 
explained  that  the  panel  was  comprised  of  a  SECF  Commissioner,  two  arts  professionals,  a 
community  representative,  and  a  representative  from  the  PUC.  She  noted  that  after  view  ing  four 
artwork  proposals,  the  panel  felt  that  none  were  strong  enough  to  address  the  entire  facility.  I  hc 
panel  did,  however,  feel  that  the  three  highest  scoring  proposals  had  elements  that  would  work 
well  for  the  space.  The  SECF  Commissioner  suggested  dividing  the  project  opportunity  among 
the  three  artists  and  allow  them  to  produce  a  truncated  version  of  their  proposal.  Ms.  Pontious 
presented  the  three  highest  scoring  proposals  from  artists  t.w.  five,  Kipp  Kobayashi.  and  Ron 
Saunders,  pointing  out  elements  that  were  favorable  to  the  panel.  She  also  noted  the  areas  of  the 
facility  that  may  be  best  for  each  work.  The  Commissioners  discussed  the  panel's 
recommendation  and  agreed  that  it  was  a  good  solution.  They  specifically  noted  how  they  would 
like  to  see  Mr.  Saunders  develop  new  imagery  for  the  site. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.
